Now. you know well Uiat it is 
my opinion thu this right in the Parlia- 
ment is undoahted. la ray " Legacy to 
Parsons," which will be published in a 
few days, I have proved thu in a manner 
complete that I never can receive an 
answer from any body. 1 have, provMt 
also that it is right and expedimt for 
the Parliament to da it, both milk re- 
gard to the charvk in Ireland and in 
England. 

Paring this debate I have heard mare 
fine speaking, and the proinulgatioQ of 
error, thou 1 ever before listened 
my life ; and I cannot refrain front 
eipressing, with some degree of gra^i' 
tudc, the very great pleasure wbi^h I ea- 
joyed during the delivery of the speeches 
of Lord Howick on the one side, and of 
Mr. Gladstone and the Solicitor -Genetri 
on the other side. Lord John Russell's 
speech was good, but with thi>ge of the 
other three gentlemen I was delighted 
beyond measure. They made mo forget 
the suffocation which I was enduring 
from the crowded state of the House. 

It is right that I make you acqaaiotdd 

lib some circumstances relative to this 
motion, which, without this explanation 
from me, you would not clearly u^derstaiul. 

You will please to remember, that wh$n 
Mr. Ward, last year, made a similar mo- 
tion, the thei; Miniacry opposed it, upon 
the'ground that they did not hno%o ruhe- 
thi-T there were any hurplus or not ; that 
ihey had appointed a cotnmission to in- 
quire into the facts; and that it woattt- 
be improper to pass any such resolutioit 
until that commission had ^nade its report. 

Now, that commission has not yet 
made its report, though it is uppn the 
point of making it. Therfcfore, "' "^ 
Minister says. Why do you press this 
lutlonnow?. Why not wait until- 
port be made ? To this Lord Join 
sell very frankly answers : We te 
resolution to you, in order that 
ascertain, at once, whether your 
mode of governing Ireland he such 
House of ComTKons approve of; hi 
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if it be not, it would be criminal in the 
Mouse of Commons to ga on putting sup' 
jUies into your hands, you carrying' on a 
system of government which the House 
<rf Commons ilisapproves of! 

Well ; it is then, you will plainly see, 
a motion intended to displace the Minis- 
ters. And t beg you to observe, that as 
far as I am concerned, there is no such 
motive existing;. Too have not 
tiere to make or unmake Ministers ; yon 
have sent me to protect your purses 
as far as I am able, and to cause your 
rights to be restored, I am sorry, there- 
fore, that this motive is so manifest in 
the proposing of this resolution ; I am 
sorry that the great principle of the re- 
solution is inseparable from this the ob- 
ject of the reeolulion ; bui, the principk 
is there; and I must vote for that prin- 
ciple ; unless I be prepared to abandon 
eveiy opinion that I have ever expressed 
to you upon the subject. You will easily 
conceive the impossibility of my writing 
to yon at any length on this subject at 
this time. Going to bed at two o'clock 
in ibe morning is not the vay to be able 
to write. But I must make you ac- 
quainted, even now, with the state in 
which we are as to the powers of Govern- 
ment, and with the prospects that we have 
before ns in tbis respect. An argument, 
and, indeed, the great argument, with the 
gentlemen on the Tory side of the House, 
is this : " If you, the Whigs, put ua out 
" of our places, how are you to carry on 
" the affairs of the King ? You cannot 
" do it without ealiing the ' Destructives 
" to your aid." And with the exception of 
the false and libellous meaning and appli- 
cation of the term " destructive," this 
question is veiy pertinent, and this asser- 
tion very true. The Whigs cannot carry 
on the affairs of the King, without yield- 
ing to what both factions term " destruc- 
tives." 1 do not mean that they must 
t^e them into the Ministry ; but I mean 
towy this, that let who will place them- 
iLsffes on the Treasury bench, they cannot 
loq^tit there, and can never have one mo- 
\ security or peace there, UNLESS 
^' GIVE THEIR ASSENT TO A 



to this matter. The church cannot stand 
as it is : the monstrous wrongs which.its 
lawsdoiotbeDi'ssentersmust be redressed : 
my Manchester propoittiona with regard 
to the debt and the church must, in the 
end, be adopted : the malt-tax, the poor- 
lawbillmustbe, intheend.TepeaTfcd. But 
a Hghlening of Iha burdens of the people 
is absohitdy necessary NOW, in order 
to. give any Ministry time to breathe; 
time to consider of the changes necessary 
to be made in order to preserve this pre- 
sent form of government. 

It is a strange thing, but not mora 
strai^lhan true, iJiat no men m power 
ever appear to perceive the influence, the 
irresistible influence of that SILENT 
public opinion vhich, in the ei)d,.deter- 
mines every thing that is of great im- 
portance. Sir E. Peel, from a relylnp 
upon the sayings and the votings of those 
immediately around him ; relying upon 
the co-operation of the opposite party ; 
scorned the opinion that a repeal of tne 
malt-tax would tend to give him security ; 
but I venture to say, and to assure yon, 
that, if he had yielded upon that point, 
he never would have heard of this present 
resolution. It is very likely that my Lord 
John Rustell never thought of that mat- 
ter any more than Sir R. Peel did ; but, 
if Sir Robert had yielded upon that point, 
the praises of him would have been heard 
from one end of the country to the other ; 
and without any process of reasoning 
upon the subject. Lord John Russell would 
have FELT that he would not have had 
the countenance of the country in bring- 
ing forward any motion, the manifest 
object of which was to turn out of Tiis 
place the Minister who had assented lo 
the repeal of a tax so severely felt by 
ninety-nine hundredths of the people. 
If, therefore, he had assented to that re- 
peal, and with a good grace, and had noC 
ui^d on the horrible Poor-law Bill, he 
would have had time to breathe as to all 
other matters ; and 1 can speak for mj. 
self and ray honourable colleague, tfaat 
we should have waited patiently for fur- 
ther good, and not have given our coan- 
toany thinghaving

luM, in our opimoo, failed in the trial ; 
and, therefore, we are at liberty to oppose 
him : to do every thing, if ve think fit, 
in other rejects conaigtent with our duty, 
to cause power to he taken out of bis 
hands. Our main duty is, to endeavour 
to better the lot of the working millions 
of this kingdom : with this object before us, 
every thing else. must sink out of our con- 
lideration. You will understand that this 
is our great duty ; and I trust that you 
ace confident that we shall discharge it to 
tiie utmost of our power. 

My friends, how often have I told you, 
and how often have you expressed your 
concurrence in my op in ion, that the 
enormous debt end taxation must prodi 
" very, great change in the aSaics of this 
country, and in the mode of govemiog it. 
You see that the difficulties ^a on increas- 
ing ; and be you assured t^at, U) collect 
fifty millions of taxes a year, with 
at four or five shillings a bushel, 
in a short time, produce a state of things 
in which it will be impossible for all 
the powers on earth to prevent the 
occurrence of- events, such as I do 
not deem it prudent to describe to you. 
It ia nonsense to talk of parties, and of 
majoriti«s aad nnoorittefl ; b«« 
at work which is not to he resisted, and 
ngt to be controlled in the am^lei 
gree, by any thing short of a total change 
in the fiscal and the pecuniary affairs ot 
the country : short of that or of the imme- 
diate interposition of divine Providence 
itseff. In your huddled-up situation, with 
your eyes necessarily fised on your own 
afiura ; with your attention constantly 
turned to mechanical operations, and to 
transactions and pidces immediately con- 
nected with ths'eSects c^ your wonderful 
in^nuity and industry, it is not easy for 
yon to transfer that attention, howeiver 
ijuick and docile your minda, so as to 
have a correct idea of tlte situation of the 
mi teooqwead all ever the kingdon, and 
dependent, whether in villages ot tonus, 
vitiy. iqton. a g ricuitu ra .

-WiA regard to Ibli book («hich ie 
fas Mid, bound in leather, for eighteen 
pence) : I (eldom do thinga by halves 
nrj MMom hitf fove, half bate, or half 
uy tbing ; and, if any man iirhia senses, 
can read thin book through, without 
being satisfied that true religion, at 
as jueticc and sound policy, demand a 
aeparation of the church from the state, 
in England as well as Ireland, I should 
like to see that man, and to hear him tell 
me that he is not satisfied upon the sub- 
ject. TtXit ot " cUurch reform" \ no- 
ttody disputes the great intellectual en 
dovments of Sir R. Pee) ; but it is nc 
diiparagement of those endowments Ic 
■ay, that he does not perceive a thon- 
•andthpartof tbe natural drift-and ten- 
dency of tbe thing which be calls " CkUTfh 
r^orm" ; andit ianotat all presumpttpn 
in me. who, when the act 43 of Geo-.lll. 
was passed, foretold, that the parsons, 
who had obtained that act by their press- 
ing petitions, had, therein, laid the 
foundation of the certain ruin of thi ' 
cbtirch ; not at all presumption in me, 
beKeve that I understand tbit matter 
better, tban Sir S Pee|. I ban always 
aeen the vast weight and importanc 
tbb great establishment ; I have always 
aeen tbe great perils that must arise from 
its being put down ; I see them still ; but 
I see tbe poisibilily of putting it dovin, 
without pulling other things down along 
witb it; and 1 see no possibility of sup- 
porting, it much longer without pulling 
every thing down. I am well aware of 
the effect of my promulgating these opi- 
nions, and, ef^cially, of my publishing 
tbe book of which I have been speaking ; 
but I deem it my duty thus to promul- 
gate and to publish ; and every one must 
be convinced, whatever he may say to 
tbe contrary, that I am actuated by no 
censurable motive. Every one must know, 
that I cannot tarnish a life of such disin- 
lerettednesi, by any desire to share in 
that ser«BblD, wtiich eiUu in the imagi'^ 



nations of those who impute such motive* 
to every one who makes a stand for the 
liberty and happiness of the countiy j 
every one must know, and be certain, 
that I can no more grasp any portion of 
public money, than 1 can grasp a piece of 
red-hot iron; every one must know now. 
at any rate, that I never had any ambi- 
tion that is not now more than glutted ; 
every one must now see me drawing 
close to the q)ot whence 1 first started ; 
see me returning to those very pursuits 
with which my life began ; must see me 
sidling up to the graves of my father and 
mother ; and it must be almost a devil to 
believe that I can be actuated by any 
other motive than that of a desire to see 
my Country restored to the state in which 
1 found it. This has always been my 
creed, that it is my duty to endeavour to 
leave England as good as I found it. Vp- 
to this creed I have always acted ; and 
up to it I shall act as long as there is 
life in my body or senses in my mind.

people demand a fliscuision of these question^ 
and a decision npoD them: the Parliament 
mutt discuss them ; and, this little book, wbim 
I now dedicate to you. Is wrilleo for the pur- 
poaeof^ding us all in the discussion ; so that 
we may come at last to a just decisiou. 

I select Tou to dedicate my book to : Brat, 
because you were a zealous defender of ih» 
Dbad-Bodt Bill, which consigns the corpses 
of the mott unfortunate of the poor to be cut 
up by lurgeons, instead of being conglgned, 
with double and treble soliuitude, to the care 
of a really Chriitian clergy, and provided with 
aSl the means and circumstances of the miMt 
respectful Christian burial.

If 
you do not, however, muy other people do;, 
and therefore It Is, that 1 write and puUislt 
book, whkti i* my Lboact to 
Fauoiis, ud which 1 matt wriieitly h^ 
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will very loon bs amongit the most valiiible 
of tbeir remuning temporBl posKsaions. Tou 
wtn find the little book go to the VEST BOTTou 
of the mattery that it will unveil all the mys- 
tery th&t has hung about this church far so 
many years ; that it will leave the people no ■

Nevertheless, they ought to be in 
the Register, especially the speech of 
Lord John, which has manirestly been 
published wHh his own corrections ; for 
tbis will be a most memorable debate : it 
is jitst tbe beginning of a strugg'le which 
will and must end in most important con- 
sequences. The reader will perceive that 
the Ministers resolved, at once, upon a 
direct negative to the proposition of Lord 
John, ladeed they could not act other- 
wise, without giving' up the church and 
alt iti property. Lord John's speech is 
a complete eiposition of the views upon 
which the motion was founded : we must 
hereaf[er refer to it as a document of 
great authority ; and we are to remember 
that it was delivered in tbe House of 
Commons, on tbe 30. day of March, 183a,

of my anxiety, because I eannot but think 
that the clearness of the proposition I 
shall submit will compensate for any ob- 
scurity in the ai^uatents I may use to 
enforce it. I am confident that ibe truth 
and justice of the cause will prevail over 
the weakness and incompetence of the 
advocate. With no further preface I am 
about to enter upon the consideration of 
the subject of the church of Ireland ; and 
in doing so let me advert, iti the first in- 
sUnce, to a motion made on the 22. of 
April in the last year. Mr. O'Connell, 
the Member for tbe City of Dublin, then 
introduced a motion tot a committee to 
inquire into the means by wbicb tbe 
Union with Ireland had been effected, 
and as to the expediency of continuing 
it. He was met by an amendment in 
the form of an Address to the Crown, 
which was carried by a large majority, 
and in the minority appeared only one 
member for England, and no member for 
Scotland. (Hear). The answer to the 
motion of the hon. and learned Member, 
therefore, was given by tbe representa- 
tives of England and Scotland, supported 
by a great part of those from Ireland. 
The Address was in these terms : — "We, 
your Majesty's most dutiful and Ic^al 
subjects, the Commons, in Parliaioent 
assembled, feel it our duty humbly to ap- 
proach your Majesty's throne, to record, 
in the most solemn manner, our fixed de- 
termination to maintain unimpaired and 
undisturbed the legislative union between 
Great Britain and Ireland, which we con- 
sider to be essential to the strength «nd 
stability of tbe enq)ire, to the continuance 
of the connexion between tbe two coun- 
tries, and to the peace, and security, and 
happiness of all classes of your Majesty's 
subjects. We feel this, our determina- 
tion, to be as much justified by our viewa 
of the general interests of tbe state, as 
i^ onr conviction that to do other por- 
tion of your Majesty's sabjeet* it the 
maintejiance f^ the legtalative univii 
more important than to the inhabitants 
of Ireland themselves. We humbly re- 
present to your Majesty, that the Im- 
perial Parliament have taken the afiklrs 
of Ireland into their most serious consi- 
daniiwi, and that variom salutary knra 
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tte advancemeDt or the most important 
iBtbrestfl of Ireland, and of tbe empire at 
larg«. Tn expresBing' to your Majesty 
oar resolution to maiotaio the legislative 
naion inviolate, we humbly beg leave to 
asenile your Majesty, that we sliall perae- 
rere in applying our best attention to 
tbe removal of all just causes of com- 
plaint, and to the promotion of all well- 
considered measures of improvement." 
This Address was carried by the House 
to the foot of the throoe, and his Majesty 
was pleased to return an answer, in which 
he stated that he should be " at all 
times anxious to afibrd bb best assistance 
in removing all jiist causes of complaint, 
and in sanctioning all well-considered 
measures of improvement." This was 
the answer of his Majesty 1o the claim 
in the petitions of a large portion of the 
people of Ireland, enforced by a Member 
of this House, in whom they had the 
greatest confidence, and who undoubt- 
edly possesHed abilities to place bis argu- 
ments in the best and atrongeat point of 
view. In pursuance of this answer, 
adopted by the House of Lords, and there- 
by becoming, as it were, a solemn com- 
pact between the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom and the people, given 
by the King, received by the Commons, 
and approved by the Lords, I am come 
before you to-day to represent to you 
what I consider " a just cause of com- 
plaint" by the people of Ireland, and to 
endeavour to induce you to take a step to 
-obtain a " well-considered measure of 
improvement." (Hear, hear). I have re- 
ferred to this discussion, not only on 
account of its strict connexion with my 
motion, but because I think it ought to 
refute any answer to it founded upon 
some supposed danger, some distant ap- 
prebeosioa, that what we may do lo re- 
move a " just cause of complaint," and 
to adopt a " well-considered measure of 
improvement," with regard to Ireland, 
majr have an injurious effect at some dis- 
tant and indefinite time on one of the 
institutions of the country. (Cheers). I 
ifty you are not at liberty to put in that 
anaver, and thus to bar a remedy. 
(Cheers). One of two things must be 
adqtitted : either you are prepared to do 
justice to Ireland— lo consider her griev- 



ances, and redress her wrongs— Hir you 
are not. But if you tell us that your 
position is such, that any measure of that , 
kind would be injurious to England, and 
dangerous to her church establishment, 
which prevents the remedy of the abuses 
of the church of Iveland, you surely, then, . 
have no right to say that it is fit to en- 
force the legislative union. You are not 
to tell us that you cannot listen to- the 
well-founded grievances of Ireland, and 
arc not prepared to do her justice, and 
yet insist on an adherence to the legisla- 
tive union. I hold that such an answer 
would be most impolitic as regards Ire- 
land, and most dangerous as regards the 
whole empire. I am one of those who 
think that, with perfect safety to the 
church of England, you may remedy 
what is defective in the church of Ireland 
(cheers) ; and may, therefore, persist in 
your demand for the preservation of the 
legislative union. I own I cannot under- 
stand how any Members of this Hotue 
caa be ready to confess their inabiUty to 
consider the grievances of Ireland, on ac- 
count of a remote and contingent apprs- 
heneion ; and yet can maintain, as abso- 
lutely as 1 do, that the legislative union 
ought not to be disturbed. With respect 
to the state of Ireland, it has long been, 
and is now, a source of g^at embar- 
rassment to every Minister of this conn- , 
try. There isno doubt that the moral, no 
less than the physical condition of that 
people, is in a state of great degradation. 
With respect to the physical condiUon : 
with respect to the poverty and distress 
prevalent in Ireland; if I were to bring . 
forward amotion on that subject, I should 
be obliged to state grounds for thinking ■ 
that some measures were necessary, bjr , 
assessment or otherwise, to lessen that 
serious evil. But that is a question of 
another kind, and for another day. The 
question which I have to consider is, the 
moral condition of tbe people, and how 
far the Church of England established ia 
Ireland bears on that condition. Whether 
our acts of temporary coercicM) — our acts 
for enforcing the collection of tithes, or 
to compel the due administration of the 
law, have, or have not, been effectual ; 
we do nnboppily know that there exists 
a strong pn^nsity to violence and out- 
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nge, not taere'y amoDg ihe U^leM and 
illTegiiSated part of t lie comiaunity, bin 
ainoniT all, or nearly all classetof the 
community. This state of thiaga arises 
frtim'an opinion that the law ia not rairly 
anil equally administered. ' Dreacrul 
scenes of murder have been acted 
verious parts of Ireland. A murder w, 
perpetrated, at one time, on a ciergymt 
<rf a most unoffending' character, and , 
aiMher time a Roman Caiholic fell 
victim to the animosity of those whom lie 
bdd neVer intended to injure. It not 
urifrequentty haa happened that an iiidi- 
Titlual. wishing: tf preserve the safely of 
bil own reason, has had more reason to 
fear the eombihaiion of those who set up 
^^jnst the law thau the ministers who 
exfecutt! the law. It has too often bap- 
f-ened that wheii justice has 'raised' faei 
heid. a stronger power has resisted lici 
-eflbrts, her balance has been destroyed, 
wifd her sword turned asixle from its put' 
pose by the' interventrnn of a multitude. 
Every relation of life, in Ireland, as Lord 
Melbourne 'aaid in the House of Lords 
last" Mar, has been, and stil| ii, liable to 
bedtsturbed by this lawless condition >' 
affairs. The payment of t^nt; the setlli 
ment of wng^s between employer and 
servant, in short the conclusion of every 
ba^ain has biien too frequently impeded 
byibreatBon the jjart of llioie who make 
th* engagement; that to complete them 
-wduld be attended with danger. If we 
look to the'' causes,' alibqugh, no doubt, 
many might be named, yet we can- 
not lieip betii^ struck by the fact, that 
t'lere has hUtn ijo time jn the history 
o" IrelaiCd s'nce this country obtained 
footing and dominion there, in which 
tbsre was' hot some drcadM contest, 
• linelhing amounting to a civil war, 
and a state of liw wbich indiiced the peo: 
pie to .consider 'them'selyea ra.lhBr as ihe 
objects of'tyralinytljan the sultject's ofjosf 
g^f^emnrer.t. It has happened by a kind 
-of 'fatality,' .tftat tbose periods mnst re- 
mErkablo and inost glorionsi in English 
his'tory, haVe iieen marked by iiKlications 
of sonie new d^stihcrioii, some rieW ciUa- 
mity' -in Irel.-^d. (IJeaT). ' 'While we 
jusUy boast of the Stat liteS pas^d in (lie 
raigii.bf our S'rst EdwaM^.the ib'tiabitants' 
u( lrelan,d were separated by dttfereii^cii Hf 
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place, aitd petitioned in vain for theiw- 
Befit of English laws. ThrbuRhout tte. 
rei^n of Elizabeth, when the Refonuation 
was so proqwrously completed, ajul qbei* . 
the gloiy of England was sq respleodeot. 
not only in arms, but in arts and Ut^a> 
ture, the Irish suffered the most.^riBVOua 
oppressions, and a new diB^tinction wv 
introduced, viz., that distinction of.wbieli' 
I (hall have so much to jay to day, 
changing the faith of the great body .of- 
tbe clergy, without the faith of the people, 
undurgoipsp the same change. (Che«rs), 
Passing 6v6r the period of the Comawn- 
wenkh, the great event of the Revolution, 
to which we look back with such prpud. 
and just paiisfaction, when a new family 
was [jiaced upon tbe throne, which. led to . 
the establish pient of tlie house of Brunsr 
wick in these realms, was attended. with 
new calamities to Ireland. New distinc-. 
tiuns, i^ere made. to the disadvantage of-, 
that unhappy penple : and, on the score.. 
of religion, they were suspected of an flt- . 
tachment to the monarch whom Epgljind . 
had banished. They were accprdingl/ . 
visited by taws which Mr. Burke -truly, 
desi^aied as a barbaroiis cqllcctipn :,_ 
they wcfe .'proscribed, .humiliated, and, 
degraded, and treated as enemies boUi.to 
thethrqn'p and to the altar. At the«aiBB,. 
time, ingenuity was tormented lo discO' . 
vcr modes of restrictieg the trade oC 
Ireland with our colonies, and th^ pro,- 
gre^s of .internal improvement was indusr,. 
iriou'ly iippeded.. , Such wpre the, cir- 
cumstances which in Ireland corresponded ■ 
with the most glorious eventiof English . 
history. In the end of .the last ajid in tbu 
beginning pf the present ceri.tury..a.bettfi: 
era ^eemed, promised to Ireland: many., 
odioiis .restrictions, were removed, '4p4-. 
she .freed herself from' bonds which' had. . 

;tously most unjustly confined her. . 
The power of legislation was resloteql ,to,. 
her, an.d Ubout- this period som^. religious 
distinctions w;er« removed, and she apr . . 
proached "near.er to. tlie. enjoyment <rf 
"" "I, '.laws 'aiid _ to _the possession^. 

(■ivjl* ,ri^Ja..."tlle;copviclion. 'of.;, 
tf Iq'ng^course of "injustice and 'jiuffering... 
which 'naturally, impre.ssed the minds of' 
'the pe.ople, 'induced "tjicni even in tliia'i.. 
dawn <ff. a happier _day. I<>,.look a littte'- 
'intollie' cause of improvetneW in . their :. 
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prttpeet& and coridilion. It '«m xaidbf 
It stMcsraaa, of rto democratic turn, no 
teWer of popular innovation, the late Lord 
GrenvillA, that concession to Ireland was 
alwAyi the result, not of kindness, but of 
necessity. Such was the case, when in 
i?fe midit of the American war, with 
8O;O0O vbluDteeri in arms, England was 
odHj^ to make an appeal to Ireland. 
Saeh' was the case in 1792, when the 
elective franchise, first obiiinately denied, 
^9 ait length conceded, because a French 
wAl-'waa impending. Such was ihe case, 
I am'sorry to add, since the period when 
Lord Grenville «poke, when Catholic 
Emancipation was reluctanUy granted. 
That concession arose out of no admission 
of the justice of the cluim on the part of 
those who proposed it. but proceeded 
ineKly and avowedly from the fear of 
civil war, (Cheers). Tlie point having 
been yiefded in this manner, it cannot be 
expected that the minds of the people of 
Ireland should b^ so changed, as to be 
reconciled -fo their remaining disadvan- 
taged; ancient haired, and former ani- 
mosities still necessarily prevail, and it 
seems to have been too ofleii' thought by 
th«fn, that what force once exiorted, force 
codld i^in compel I now come to you, 
attd ask you to legislate III a different and 
a liberal spirit. (Cheers). I come to ask 
J^ra, although the Reformation and the 
revolution were periods of calamity and 
not of gratulation lo Ireland, to make this 
era' (when a Parliament has been assem- 
bled representing, I believe fairly, the 
Opinions of the united people), celebratec 
in iRr annate for it« justice and impar 
tiatiiy, inspiring her inhabitants wiih bet- 
ter hopes, and laying the foundation of c 
lastidg settlement. (Much cheering). In 
considering the slftte of the church of 
Ireland, I am obliged to look back and 
consider a question that has been of late 
a g^ood deal mooted, viz., the utility and 
object of a church establishment. I am 
one of those fully concurring in the de 
fence set up last year by one of our pre- 
lates, that an eslabliahment lends to pro- 
note religion, to maintain good order, 
taut I farther agree wiih him as to the 
ftct that it is agreeable to the sentiments 
df the majorily of the people of this part 
cf the' empire. But as a fri&nd of ^e 



United Kingdom. I call-iipon you to coo^ 
siller whether with respect to the church 
of Ireland you can set up the same, de- 
fence 1 Does it tend to promote religion, , 
to maintain good order ? (Hear). On 
this part oi the s^ibject 1 will take the 
liberty of reading a pasiags from Archr 
deacon Paley, where he speaks ofachurcb 
establishment; "The authority, pf a 
rhurch establishment is founded in ,iti 
utility; and whenever,. upon this prin- 
ciple, we deliberate coQceriiing the form, 
propriety, or comparative excellency .(|f 
different establishments, the «ingl'e view 
under which we ought to consider any of 
them is that of ' a epheme of instruciioo,' 
the single end we ought to prtqmse by 
them is, ' the preservation and communis 
cation of religious knowledge.' Every 
otlier idea, and every other end, that have 
been mixed with this, as the making of 
tlie church an engine, ui even an ally uf 
he state : converting it into the means of 
itrengthening or diffusing influence ;. 
or regarding it as a support of re- 
gal in opposition to popular forms 
of';government, have served only to dfc^ 
base the institution, and to introduce, 
it numerous abuses and corruptions." 
I agree also wiih a right rev. Prelate who 
stated in one of his charges last year, 
that "the avowed ol^ect for which the 
church is established is the spiritual in- 
struction of all clasps of the people.'* 
He adds, elsewhere, tbst the whole con- 
troversy is reduced to this : "whether the 
iligious instruction .of a nation is not 
ore effectually carried on by means of 
1 endowed and an established church "? 
That is precisely the question I propose 
to apply to the state of Ireland, and I- . 
ask whether this great object has been ' 
advanced by the mode in which the church, 
revenues are at present apprc^riated in 
Ireland ; whether the religious instruction 
of the people has been promoted by the 
establishment of the Protestant church ? 
1 will firaf consider what are now the re- 
venues of the Irish church as compared 
with its revenues in former times. Upon 
this point 1 beg to read a passage from a 
letter of Archbishop King to Archbiihop 
Wake, after the death of the Archbishpp 
of Tuam, dated March 29, 1716, where 
he says, " We have but about six bun-

dred beneficed clergymen in Ireland, and 
perhaps of these hardly tio hundred have 
100/. per annnm ; and for you to send 
yonr supernumeraries to be provided 
trf the least of these does looh too like 
the rich man in Nathan's parable." 
this period the total revenue was not more 
than nO,000(. Now, my hon. friend

These are the present revenues of the 
Church of Ireland, so that in the wholi 
tliey amount to a little less than 800,000/. 
We therefore at once come to the ques- 
tion, whether this largfe sum has really 
^een applied to the religious instruction 
of Uie people, or to whose benefit it has 
Seen applied ? — whether, while during 
the last century there has been this enor- 
rooBS increase in the revenues of the 
church, there has been a corresponding. 
increase in the number of conversions to 
the" Protestant religion? (Cheering), 
Whether the activity and zeal of "the 



clergy have been such, and whether suc^ 
has been their success, dial the ^reat^ 
portion of the inhabitants of Ireland have 
become attached to the Protestant church, 
and whether this beneficial change has 
been owing to the instructions of its mi- , 
nisters ? I am sorry to say thai the re- 
sult has been too much the reverse. 1 
am afraid that in the last century, al- 
though if is cot so now, it was consi- 
dered rather an advantage that there were 
hut two Protaatant clergymen residing on 
their benefices: as they had no glebe- 
houses and no churches, they had a very 
fair plea for neglecting their spiritu^ 
dutie.:. It is mentioned by more than 
one traveller that such was the ordiotuy 
caSe, and even at a late date many c^ 
the clergy considered themselves rathw 
part of a large political body than as per- 
sons appointed for tlie spiritual instruc- 
tion of the people. (Cheers.) It ho^ 
bfen staled to me by a reverend gentle^ 
man who has addressed me, and wh« 
once held a benefice in Ire1an<^ 
that when first he went there b« 
considf.'red the character of the clergy of 
that church very difi'^rent from the cha- 
racter of the clergy of the church of Bngr 
land. They had many very small flocks j 
they had difficulty in collecting their 
tiibes ; their attention was therefore too 
much absorbed by the means of collecting 
ihcir tithes, and they did not partalte of 
the character which does so much honour t^ 
theclei^oftheCburchofEngland. Thij 
is the statement of a highly respected gear 
tienian, who held a benefice in Ireland for 
many years, and afterwards gave it uy 
and returned to this country ;' and be 
adds an instance of a clergyman who' 
ight himself ag^icved in being de- 
prived of his benefice, because he would 
persist in holding a commission in.a yeo- 
manry corps. All the information that' 
we have, and it is abundant, lends to 
show that such was the actual caaditioa.^ 
By Tlghe's Histiry of Kilkenny, it ap-' 
pears that the number of Protestant famT->' 
lies in 1731 was 1,055, but in ISOO thej, 
had been reduced to 941. The total 
number of Protestant; at the former pe-' 
5,238. while the population tit 
the county, which in ISOO was I0S,(K)It, 
in 1731 was only 42,108 sottb. Ttam 
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Stewart'! Hiitory <tf Ann^, -we find 
nat lix^ Tears ago ttw Pfotestanta in 
dat county were as two to one ; dow 
fcey are as one to three. In 1733, the 
Roman Catholics in Kerry were twelve to 
one Protestant, and nov the former are 
nnch more numerous than even that pro- 
portion. In Tullamore, in 1731, there 
were 64 ProtesUnta to 613 Roman Ca- 
tholics ; but according to Mason's Paro- 
chial Survey, in 1818, the Protestants 
liad dinuDished to only fi^e, while the 
Boman Catho1i(» bad augmented to 
2A55. On the whole, from the best 
computi^n I have seen, and I believe 



ants belonging to the established cburcb 
in Ireland can hardly be stated higher 
than 750,000: and of those 400,000 an 
resident in the ecclesiastical pFOvince ti 
Armagh. Without going into particulan, 
for which indeed I do not pretend to ba 
prepared. It may be said ihat in Armf^h 
Ihe numbers are seven or e^ht to one, 
and in other parts of Ireland the dispro- 
portion is larger. I have, however, aR 
account relating to different diooesef, 
which I believe to be very accurate, and 
which I will state to the House.

honourable Gentleman opposite, the CliieC 

Secretary for Ireland, the other night 
came down to the House, and, iu his in- 
troduction of a measure relating to this 
subject, earriestly deprecated the use of 
military, force for the collection of tithe^ 
What, then, is the state of the church pf 
Ireland ? (Hear, hear). You, in the fir»t 
place, are unable to diffuse its spiritual 
and religious doctrines amongst the 
;reat mass of the people ; and you have, 
in the second place, by your system <f£ 
ithes, been constantly brought into coj- 
ision with them. (Hear, hear). Vou 
have been constantly producing a slate of 
thin£;s which, while it has led to the dis- 
turbance of this country, was irrecon- 
ilable with tho^e spiritual objects for 
hich the Bishop of London had said * 
church establishment alone ought to 
exist. Allow me, air, to call the attentioit 
of the House to the principle which- the 
great authority I have quoted lays down. 
That authority states that church esta- 
blishment should be considered as the 
if moral and spiritual, instruction, 
and nothing else ; their great objects are 
toibe easentiaUy usefulii Bearing in mind 
what has occutVed at Craig and Rathcor- 
mac, I would ask whether the great anti 
permanent objects of a church establish- 
ment can ever be secured by your deter- 
mining that funds shall be demanded 
for the purpose of enforcing the 
doctrines of the church of Engtanc). 
and for no other puipose whatever? 
(Hear, hear). Well, then, what. do I 
propose to do in this case? I propose 
that there should be instituted such a r^- 
the Church of Ireland as wouU 
enable us to adapt the establishment to 
the spiritual instruction of those who be- 
long to the church, and that there should 
be no unnecessary addition. (Cheers).. If 
you adopt this priaciple, you cannot. di> 
otherwise than, greatly reduce the Church 
of Ireland. (Cheers). I propose, therV" 
fore, that you should undertalce this oB- 
ject, and that you should apply what shdl 
appear to be the surplus in sOme way ty 
which the moral and religious improvec- 
ment of the people of heland may be 
advanced, by which their interests maybe 
considered, and by which they may here- 
after balieve that th6 funds whicb-arb

■new, theli, that I mean to propose this 
resolution to tlie House, of which I have 
j^ven notice. The recolalion is as follows : 
"That ihia House regolve ilself into a 
.'*• iSommiltee of the whole Hous 
" sider the temporalities of the Church of 
" Ireland." The House having' resolved 
itself into a committee, I shall 
" That it is the opinion of this committee 
" that any sarplua which may remain 
*' after fully providing for the spiritual 
" instruction of the members of the eata- 
" Mished church in Ireland, ought to be 
" applied locally to the general education 
*' of all classes of Christians." In pro- 
posing this course I feel that I 
doing more then the case requires. A 
similar course was taken in 16 
respect to the Catholic claims, 
proposition of my honourable friend the 
Member for Westminster. I beg leave to 
eiplain the view I take, because I ebati 
answer the honourable gentleman oppo- 
site who asked me in what manner I in- 
tended to proceed. The motion to which 
I have alluded, that the House should 
resolve itself into a committee of the 
whole House to consider the state of tbi 
Roman Catholics, was carried by a ma 
Jority of six. The committee then did 
resolve that it was expedient to consider 
'file Bt^te of the lawa affecting the R( 
Catholies, with a view to their final adjust- 
jnent. It was then moved that the resolu- 
tion be sent to the Lords, in order that their 
com:urrence mightbe asked. TheCi 
ijUidtheLords held a conference on the sub- 
ject, after which the latter fixed a day for 
the debate, the result being, that the mo- 
tion for their concurrence to the i^solu- 
tion that had been adopted by the House 
«f Commons was lust. I now propose 
this House shall resolve to go into com* 
.tnittee ; and having gone into committee, 
I shall propose a resolution which will 
«mbody the spirit and substance of my 
jvesent motion. On that resolution be- 
ing reported, I shall meve an Address to 
tte Crown. I shall move that the reso-i 
latiun be presented to the Crewn, with li 
Ihumble entreaty to bis Majesty, that hisj 
Slajastv, would be.mosCgraciou^y pl«uedj 
loeDabie the House to carry it into effect. 
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(Cheering). I think that this i» & 
course which we took o» the question of 
the Chnrch Teir^oralities' Act. Afi«r 
that hill had been read a first time, the 
question was raised whether we cooU 
dispose of the ecdesiulicaJ patronage «[ 
tho Crown without the special approval ot 
his Majesty ; and it was decided, sir, by 
your predecessor, that the questioa bavii^ 
been brought under the coasider^on i 
the House by the King's Speech, the bill 
might be read a second time, but that 
afterwards tt would be proper that a spe- 
cial message should be received. I anil 
the attention of the House to that qiws- 
because I think the manner of pro- 
ceeding which I recommend is the belt, 
not only in point of form, but becanM J 
do also think that the only manner in 
which a satisfactory measure can be |ko- 
posed to the House, is by the cooaoi- 
rence of the Crown. In proposing tbii, 
1 know not whether the right hon. G— 
tteman opposite (the CbanceUor of tbe 
Exchequer) will think it primer to UMam 
what be didin 1S29. After that rex^H- 
tion had been carried by a mt^rity of 
iix, the right hon. Gentleman weot do«a 
to the King, and infonued his M^eatf 
that the House of Commons bad decided 
by a majority in favour of the RoBun 
Catholic claims, and that the state of 
Ireland being such as to induce waljp 
founded alarm, it was his duty to rhnngr 
his course, and to propose a measur* of 
relief.

With respect 
to that principle, I am not so fur~dis[)OBed 
to go at large into the general question 
to church property being considered ' 
private or not. I am disposed to cousider. 
question as Burke waa disposed to 
eonaider it, as expressed in bia speech on ' 
the riglit of taxation over a colony, loade 
on the motion for the conciliation of 
America. 1 think and believe that if .1 
o enter fully into that question, I 
run the risk of having the question 
lately before the House nitogether 
id sunk. (Laughter). 1 will re^d 
the passage of Purke I have alluded to- 
From the earliest considermioni of 
religion and constitutional policy, from 
their opinion of a d-ity to make a sure 
provision for the consolation of the feeble 
and the instruction nf the ignorant, ihey 
have incorporated and identified the 
estate of the chiirch with the aiau of 
private property of which the state is not 
the proprietor, either for use or dominion, 
bM the guardian only and the regulator." 
1 wilt submit, 'with' all respect, that the 
1 of the genetel question would 
lead to inconvenience in this particular 
The hon.- Gentlemen opposite do 
not hold that opinion, or that i lie inter. 
ference witb the revenue of bishops is 
appropriation of the revetme of the' 
church ; such is not their doctrine. They 
hold that they may distribute church pta-. 
perty in taking from the bishop and 
giving to the curate. Is there in tbi* 
interference and appropriation any re- 
semblance to an interference with private 
property ? There are one or two hun- 
dred cases of the distribution of largo 
church incomes among smaller ones. 
Now if the property were private, and 
that only, they could not act in that way. 
IF they were satisfied with it being private 
property, on what principle could they 
make A dietrihution, on what principle 
could tbey diminish the number of 
faitiiopai' ' By an act of the PorliainpDt 
ihey bad interfered with the bitj^pt. 
The number of bishops has been capai- 
dePBd ■ too great ; they have b^ii (Hjni- 
pished ; their fuoda have been con- 
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Ndend too greatj tbe^ b*ve distri- 
buted them to deans and chaptenj 
if the deaoB and chapters have 
possessed enoug'h, tlien to rectors and 
others. If they determined that there 
vere too man; bishops, or tliat there were 
too unequal revenues, how is it possible 
to say, " We will diminish the numbers, 
we will distribute the reveuues," and not 
carry out the principle and reflate the 
property in a most useful manner to tlie 
country? Upon what principle did they 
interfere with church property? No 
other than this, that it is useful for re- 
ligion, and the distribution is useful for 
the people, Tbaycame then to the prin- 
ciple, that what regulates cliurch property 
is totally different and distinct from that 
which regulates private property; and, I 
say again, that if it be right on grounds 
of public expediency, public right, and 
public advaDtage, then I say on those 
grounds of expediency, right, and ad- 
vantage, apply the property to works of 
religion, of education, and of charity ; 
what distribution can be more sacred? 
(^«ud cheers). If you stand on tbe 
question of private property, that eccle- 
siastical property shall not be disposed of 
otherwise than .as originally distributed, 
that I can understand ; hut the hoo. Gen- 
tlemen on the other side admit the right 
of Parliament to interfere; yet they say 
that such interference shall only be to 
distribute the church property for Pro- 
testant purposes. This is mixing the 
propositian, and 1 may almost call it an 
absurdity. In the former discussion an 
this question, the hon. Member for Ox- 
ford (Sir Robert IngUa) said, that Par- 
liament had no right to interfere with 
church property. I do maintain that it 
can. I will not enter into the great 
theoretical question, but I will stand on 
the inteUigible principle of the right of 
interferir^ ao fitr in regard to church 
property as may be for the advantage of 
the State. We ai-e told that the revenues 
of the chucch are appUod usefully ; now, 
how are they applied ? The number of 
Coolies in Iretaod, compand to Pro 
testants.is about 15 to L Is it claimad 
that the praperty of the chucch is only 
to be used ibr tbaJMnefitof tba ndt, who.

The motion was then pot. 

Sir E. KtJATCHBULL commenced with 
remarking upon the importance of the 
question, and he hoped they would give 
bim that attention which he never with- 
Leld from others when they addressed 
the House on questions of an important 
natare. He would at ooce come to the 
question, which had been put before the 
House by the noble Lord, and state his 
reasons why he could not accede to it. 
He might have complained that until he 
entered the House that evening he had 
Dot been made acquainted with the pre- 
cise natnie of the measure of the noble 
Lord. The noble Lord bad certainly 
given some general expression of his 
intention ; but he had said he would not 
be bound by his word (cheers from the 
Minbterial side); but he (Sir E. K.) 
thought the noble Lord would find, and 
that every public man would find, that it 
was important public men should be 
bound by their word (cheers from the 
Ministerial benches, and louder cheering 
from the opposition) ; and that they 
should.be guided by public opinion. He 
needed not to have been ashamed of de- 
claring what were his intentions. In op- 
posing the resolution of the noble Lord 
h^ might move a counter resolution, or 
he nightadopt another course by moving 
the previous question ; but he would 
-fiot adopt either of these courses; he 
WDuId oppose the rcsolittion on its own 
ioiei^ts,' '«nd he was sure it would meet

for its end the safe settlement of the 
question of the Irish Church ; or was it 
not rather for the purpose of trying the 
relative strength of tbe parties in that 
House ? (Loud cheers from both aides of 
the House). It might have been doubted 
at the early part of the noble Lord's 
speech that this was hi^ motive, but the 
expressionshe ttsedin thelatter partofhis 
speech left no doubt as to his object. He 
had selected extracts from opinions ex- 
pressed by others, and in particular had 
cited what had been said by tbe right 
hon. Baronet in an address to his consti- 
tuents, and contrasted these with the 
measure he had proposed. Now, what 
was the course which the noble Lord 
meant to pursue if he succeeded in carry- 
ing forward his resolution P If he suc- 
ceeded in carrying his resolution, be meant 
to frame upon it an address by which he 
would tell to the Crown that the opinion 
of that House was diametrically opposed 
to the opinion of the right bon. Baronet 
on this question. This, perhaps, might 
be the easiest course ; but it would have 
been far more manly to have come for- 
ward at once and declared that the House 
had no confidence in the present Govern- 
ment. (Loud cheering). With regard to 
the proposition itself, notwithstanding ^1 
that had been said on the subject, he (Sir 
E. KoatchbuU) was not prepared to ap- 
ply Protestant Church property to any 
other than the Protestant Church cle^. 
(Cheers from the Ministerial benches). 
The noble Lord might talk as long a* be 
pleased, and might give it what complexion 
he pleased, but it amounted to neither 
ire nor less than this, namely, a desire 
take from the Protestant Church their 
property, and to give it to the Catholics 
and all other sects. The noble Lord had, 
alluding to the sentiments expressed by 
the right hon. Baronet on the sul^t^ 
equalizing the incomes of bishops, con- 
tended that he had admitted tbe principle 
of legislatorial interference with the church 
revenue ; but the noble Lord bad mistaken 
the position entirety ; in this there was no 
violation of principle. To take from one 
bishop in the. church, and to givi to 
another bishop, was riot taking it away 
from one church aiid giving it t|0 another 
church i on this rested' ibe whole qnestios 
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— *that the; w?ra toiake from the Protest- 
. nnt Church of Ireland their property, and 
gne it to other church eg. He regretted that 
the noble Lord should have taken the pre- 
sent time for introducing his measure, 
and he deeply regretted itiat the noble 
. Lord should have selected a religious 
qnestjon to try the strength of partit 
He itiuBt repeat hia regret that such 
qoestion should have been-introduced for 
anysuoh purpose, a question of so 
importance, which ought to have been 
discussed vith the most perfect delibera 
tion, and totally divested of party feeling 
in any degree. With regard to 
situation in whic4i he (Sir E. Knatchbull) 
stood as to the question, he found himself 
very much in the same situation as the 
noble Lord had been when the honour- 
able Member fur St. Albans and the 
honourable and learned Member for Dub 
' tin had moved resolutions on the same 
subject. The course which the noble 
hord then pursued was to oppose ihi 
motion?, and now he had so far changed 
in his' opinion that he'had introduced 
malinn very similar himself. The noble 
Lord ori these occasions had stated there 
were two courses whicb they might pur- 
sue, they might pass a resolution con- 
fining themselves to a general opinion, 
but he disapproved of the House applying 
a general resolution to an abstract prii 
«tple. The other course they might poi 
sue was, that they could appoint a con 
; mission, and act upon the rejwrt of that 
commission. Now he would ask the 
noble Lord if he was right in his infornia- 
tion in the .statements he had made ?

-information ? because he could assure the 
: House the Government were not 
possession of that information. (Loud 
^elieers). He would ask if the com 
Bioners of the Irish church had made their 
:report to the noble Ix)rd? (Cheers). His 
Lordship, on these occasions, had stated 
'that he considered the first course of pass- 
'ing a resolution as bein^ very bad 
'(cheers); andhehodsaid'tlmtheliadhad 
'sufficient experience in Parliament to 
>hq^ him that it. was a very improper 
"mode of proce^in;. 1%e honourable

nishment that the noble Lord abouMltnve 
thus declared hit opinion when in oSg« 
upon this principle, and nowio come fw* 
ward and propose the present resolution. 
He must once more repeat what be hnA 
stated in his outset! that he deeply regret- 
ted this question had ever been bronglit 
forward. He knew the course that tlie 
Government would pursue-^they would tia 
their duty to the Crown and to the Home. 
They had had sufficient evidence of what 
were the feelings of tbe noble Lord.

Tfae 
noble Lord had alluded to tlie repeal of 
the Union ; lie had spoken of l[ only m 
general terms ; but he had said that, an- 
less justice war done to Ireland, there 
was danger to be apprehended' from it. 
And this was what he called justice ts 
Ireland. He saw the coalitioh that had 
taken place between that party and the 
Whig parly, or rather a section of the 
Whig jMirty, and he deeply r«greTted 
(0 see the closeness of that ' unibi].

Thk itat«, in all iti detaili, and with all 
its ulouoding circamstancei ; all its ab- 
eolntsly incredible enonnitiea ; (hit you 
cannot have till you get the " Legacy to 
PartoHt." But, in the mean while, read 
the following; abatract of a petition, which 
IB inserted in the parliamentary papers, 
third report of the petitions ; committee, 
10. March, 1835. The petition was pre- 
■ented by me from the inhabitants of tbe 
parishes of Tabsbukou and Saxunghau 
with TBOBFB-NmtRBOATB, in the county 
of Norfolk, and the followiog is the re- 
port which the committee make on it : 

" The petitioners pray the House to 
" repeal the new Poor-law Bill, to take 
" such measures aa shall effectually dis 
" solve the connexion between church 
" and state, to abolish tithes, and to pass 
" ft law for the removal of all parsons 
" from tlie magistracy, and for the dis- 
" missal of the bishops from the House 
" Of Lords ; to grant to them universal 
'' suffrage and vote by ballot, and to 
" repeal the Septennial Act, the malt 
" and hop taxes, and the game laws. 
" They consider the payment of tithes 
*' taken from alt sects to the preachers of 
" one sect, to be unjust, inimical to reli- 
" gion. and tending to generate and foster 
" HUwill between the cler^ and their 
" parishioners : and they state that the 
" parish of Saxlingham-Thorpe, in which 
" some of the petitioners reside, has 
" NEITHER CHURCH NOR PAR- 
" SON. yet 200/. per annum are paid as 
" a composition in lieu of tithes." 

Now these are three small county pa- 
rishes in Norfolk.: All but tbn land- 
owners and farmers in these parishes 
signed the petition. Here, then, are 
people in the situation of tbe Irish. They 
have tithes of every sort to pay, and they 
liave^neither church nor parson! One of 
the great arguments in favour of tbe re- 
solution of Lord John Russbll was, that 
it was an act of tbe most monstrous int 
qnityto compel people to pay tidies when 
the parson bad no flock. This Norfolk 
parson baa a flock ; but be never can go 
neartbem, for there is no place to pen 
them' in. Now, the Irish parson does 
aay to hii flock, " Yon may cone ;f you 



wiEE"; but this'NorffA' pinon can uy 
to hii flock no such thing, at Saxliko- 
bau-Thokpb. But this parson ts a pret^' 
busy man : he is Rector of Saxlinoham- 
Nbthbeoatb, he is Rector of Tborpi, 
he is Rector of SHnaiNOTON, and he ii 
Vicar of Swarubiton ; and his name is 
J. H. SrswAan. How much this parson 
gets from his other parishes we do not 
know; but the petitioners say that he 
gets 200/. a year from Saxlinoham- 
Thobpb, where there is no church service f 
Well, say yon. but this must be a rare 
instance: tbechurchhas just been kbocked 
down, to be sure, by thunder and Ug^t- 
ningl Hasit? Stop a bit, till you get 
my " Legacy to Parsons " ; and yon 
will find that there are more sinecure- 

f arsons in England than there are in 
reland, bad as Ireland is. What! youwiU 
exclaim, a man undertake to cure (be 
souls of lour parishes, be a rector three 
tiroes over, and a vicar once ! Impos- 
sible: you must be joking. Yon will not 
believe me, then, when 1 tell yon, UMt 
there are two hundred and fifty parishes 
in England and Wales with no church in 
either of them ? You will not believe 
me, when I tell you, that I will point out 
to you a hundred of the aristocracy, 
their relations and- d^endants, who hate 
the cure of the souls of the pec^e tX 
five hundred parishes, besides their col- 
legiate and cathedral benefices ? ' Yoa 
will not believe me when I tell you, that 
some of these enormons pluralist* pocket 
part of the money, voted out of the- taxes 
to aid Queen Ann's Bounty, by wbiiA 
their smaller livings are augmented? 
You will not believe me when I t6ll yoo, 
that these men come and take away the 
Iruit of the livings, and leave the miserahte- 
incumbent very nearly to potatoes and 
salt : you will nut believe me, -When I tell 
you these things, until you have the-prodf 
of them, which, please God. you stiaB 
have in a few days, in the " Legacy <■> 
farsonB." 

Am I wrong, then, in my wishes to 
extend the principle of Lotd John'v r*- 
Bolution to England ? And, at aoy'rate, 
can any one give a reason why itslioukl 
not so extend? I do not' believe'that 
any one can. This it was that tied 4lt» 
tongues of tbe advocates c£ tbeiMoliH^ - 
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tioa ; mk) it u quite torprisiqg; to think 
of the strange assertions that they mode, 
vitb the view of pertaadiag the House 
that the resolution would not at all afiect 
the church of England ; with what bold- 
ness, they asserted that nobody wanted to 
put down the church of England, in 
England} that nobody dreamt of snch 
a thing. Why, few persons, couipara- 
tively, in their ^faere of life, talk or 
think much aboat the matter ; but I can 
assure them, that the petition from Sax- 
LiHeRAM-'I'iioaPB speaks the generd 
sense of this wtuite kingdom, and parti- 
cularly of Englaod and Wales. 

There was a great effort, an united ef- 
fort, on the part of the advocate of the 
reaolDtioo, to cause it to be believed that 
in England there had been no persecutior, 
in the estublishiag of the Protestant hie- 
rarchy ; that their minds had been gra- 
dually prepared for il, and that there 
was no force needed. Mr. Poultke ob- 
served, that the Protestant church h 
England was " established amidst perfect 
toleration " ; Mr. Littleton said, that 
" it waA established by the free good-will 
of the people." Even Mr. Sergeant 
WiLDihad the same sentiment, though I 
cannot recollect the precise words. 1 dare 
say that all these gentlemen said what 
they b^ieved to be true. I say very sin- 
cerely, that ' I ' think they believed what 
they said to be true ; hnt 1 should be guilty 
of suppressing tmih myself if 1 did no 
say, that that which they uttered upoi 
tbn Bsbject was as false as anything ever 
uttered by mortal man. 

For two-and-forty years efforts were 
made to compel the people to go to the 
churches, on pain of imprisonment for 
life. I :am not speaking here of Roman 
Catholics ; 1 am speaking of Proiettant 
Ditttiitert. During two and-forty years 
the punishment on them, for attending 
meeting-bouses, or for refusing to go to 
church, was in the last degree itnpriaoti- 
tnent'Jbr lije ; and under this " perfect 
fo/era/um," under this "free good-will," 
thousands upon thousands of them died in 
prison. Even this, however, was not 
«nough to make them go to church; so 
hated waa that church by them. At the 
end of forty two years of stripes and of 
cbtiaacaxie' banii/tK^nl or dtatki they 



had their choice amongst three things. 
First, to go to their parish church, there 
pnblicly to beg pardon of God, for not 
hanng conformed to the orders of tho- 
churcb; solemnly to promise that they' 
would conform in future, to confess their 
sin in having attended any other place of 
worship, and to call God to witness that 
they would never do the like again. This ■ 
infamy and blasphemy fonned one of the 
things amongst which they had to choose: 
the next was, banishmmt J'or life : the 
next was, hanging by the neck till they 
were dead ; and this law continued ia * 
force for better than a hundred years ; so 
that if you put this hundred years to the 
forty-two before mentioned, you will judge - 
correctly of Mr. Poultsh's '■ perfect 
(o/ero/ion," and of Mr.LiTTLBTON'B'*/retf 
good-will," under which, and by which, 
this church was established. The fact h, 
that the people as a body never liked this 
church ; they always wanted the adoption 
of the voluntary system. Within ihe^ 
last hundred and thirty years the law has 
let them more and more loose; and the 
reform of the Parliament, imperfect as it 
yet is, has given them that degree of' 
power which will bring them hack into - 
that state from which they never could 
have been taken, except by the horrid 
cruelties of which 1 have been speaking. 

My friends, 1 have here been merely 
making assertions to you, on this latter 
topic in particular. In the " Ltgacy to' 
Parsons" i have PROVED all that I 
have, here asserted, and a great deal more. 
These estabUshments are now making a 
stru^le for iheir existence : seeing that 
the Irifh mutt give way, they endeavour 
to persuade jou that a similar reason for 
giving way does not exist in England. 
They will not persuade you to believe any 
such thing: and 1, in my Uttle book, will 
furnish you with the proof that you ought 
not to yield to such persuasion.

ties, of England, have been presented,

England; and the noble Lord CnAwnps 
must hare foigotten himself, when he wfs 
supposing that the people of England w«^ 
prepared to send men to Parliament t^fr 
the express purpose of competting th^fa 
pay tithes without chnrcb and witlK^t 

Mr. ScAKLnr, as the newspaper-!)^ 
p<tft says, contended that there was mp 
prtcvUnt ftx^- directing any part of tfiie 
cbarch -property from its general object, t 
Gracious God ! and he a lawyer, I I19- 
lieve ; and having all the Acts of Hini^

tereiting questinDi were: firat, wlietlier 
the Trtfotium liwarnalum would nltnd 
the winter in England; and, next, whe- 
ther, if it did Mand the winter, it would 
produce a greater crop to be cut up for 
hor«e« in the month of Majr, than the 
broad clover. We heard ol' rery fine 
eropi iif (he Iitcarnalum last lunmer; 
of beautiful Eelds of it ; and, I dare ny, 
that they were beantiful enimgh ; for the 
plant ha* long been cultirated in the 
iower-ga'dene tor its li>ng stallu of beau- 
tiful red Sowers, Bilt, it wM for the fieldi, 
and fs», the horses, that we wanted it; 
«nd, |ibkve given it a fiill and fair trial 
-agaiiirt tlie bmad clover, aud againKl 
other grataes, the result of which trial 1 
aui now about Id state. 

On the 19. of Majr last, I eowed, in 
(tood and clean ground, a patch of the 
Trifutiwn, one of broad clover, and one 
•o( Lucerne. Tlie Lucerne 1 cut foui 
times last summer, each time about two 
feel high ; the broad clover I cut twice 
but those two cuttioKs exceeded the four 
ciittinics of the Lvcerne in weight. The 
Trifolium 1 suffered to get to Its full 
height, and be in bloom. It did not yield 
in weight a fourth part of the weiglit of 
the broad clover ; and the plant) died at 
once, pnivint; the plant tn be aa auniinl 
M much as wheat la ad anntial ; while 
the broad clover, after its two cuttings, 
went on to fihoot asaio, stood the winter, 
and is nDw(8ihof April) very flourishiug. 
and about fonr inches high; and, as lo 
the Lucerne, it is, at this time, eighteen 
inches high ; will be in bloom by the first 
week in May, with a prodigious weight 
of crop, 

Gt^ntlemen will perceive that my 
ground is good, warm, aud early ; bui 
they will also perceive, that the Trifo- 
iiam Incarnatum had the tatite ground 
as the other plantt. It was precisely 
the same, for the Incar»atupi stood 
between the two others. 

But, the Incarnatum was to be sown 
after wheat ; that is to say, in the month 
-of Aogost, or September. Now, on the 
38. of last August, I sowed, in clean 
ground, without manure, but very g<iod 
ground, tweutysix sorts of plants called 
.grsssee, the four first of which were, the 
twtfad clover, the Tiifbliun lUcaraatuiD, 



White Dutch dover, and Lacerm. At 
this moment the br»ad clover, and Qw 
White Dutch clover, are five iacbM 
high, and exceedingly flnurishieg; (hi 
Lucerne is a foot high, and rather more; 
the Trifl^tDm Incarnatum hardly ii)«i 
boldly Dp frnm the grou|^ and, if cot, 
would not weigh a sixth'^Kt of eitherof 
the other (hree. Here is aana (iiiA.ef 
sowing; tame ground, precieely ; ssaie 
ninter to stand ; tame spring to start in. 
I shall let all these plants stand as tbey 
are until the Gist Week in May;'aod 
then cut them aad weigh the* ; hat I 
need do nothing more, and tee nothing 
more, than I have already done and seMii 
to convince me that this plaqt will not bt 
cultivated in England, except la (be 
dower-icardens. 

This experiment has convinced m, 
that to low broad clover in clean lai 
good land, after wheat, it (he way ts 
baiw abundant crops of green food tn,Mt 
up in May. However, tbie is anotber 
matter.

WM for the scheme ; and I remember how 
the church-aitd-Itiog people (to whom 1 
tneD b«l.iD(;ed) used to rerile Pitt a« an 
enem} of the church. 

The fact it, the clergy saw, even then, 
that their power was shalceo ; and now 
diey Eea clearly, that tht-y caouut t^ke 
the tithes, at tithei, but a very litilc 
longer. They are, therefore, fur changing 
the name and the form of the thing, in 
, order that the people may give them as 
mech aft they gire theoi now, without 
perceiving wh»t lliey give it for. This U 
the true history of the matter. The at- 
tempt at commutation will fail as tu its 
intended purpse; but it is another step 
in the march of ihia church downwards 
la short, thirty millions annually, to b 
: paid for interest of debt; fiie niillior 
more f >r an army and its trappinjjs to it. 
anre the means of paying this iaiereil 
these cannot co-exist with this established 
chyrch. It is these biiidena which have 
aroused men to an attention uith regard 
.to the church and ita demands: it i» 
tbpse burdens which have drawn forth the 
, Govplainti against the church : it is they 
. that have set inquiry on foot : it is ihat 
, mUMii . which la I'elt coming from every 
, diiiecti^io, which will not suffer this church 
.to exist in the quiet enjoyment of il 
...JBiaieose revenues any longer, if the 
j^tistiKiracj (to whom, in tact, the church 
. .iMlMg*) .were to give way at once, thi

the people, that I could have done nothing 
that man can do equal in point of public 
importance to that which I haredonesince 
this Parliament met. The Minister has 
a commission sitting, of which he hioi* 
lelf is a member, in order to prepare a 
plan of " chvrch refurm," to be sub- 
mitted to the Parliament; and, befbra 
that (dan ; and, especially, before 
we discuss it, we ought to know all about 
this church, from its very birth to the 
presentb)>ur;moreespeciallywe ought to 
know what is its present slate ; what are 
the nature and magnitude of those abusea 
hich it is now proposed to grapple with 
nd to correct. 
The people of England really know 
othing about this church: no man that 
as ever meddled with it through the 
press has ever done mure than baffled 
against detachments of this phalanx of 
abuse. Kuodreds upon hundreds of 
volumes have been written and published 
by Dissenters, without any attempt to go 
to the bottom of the thing ; and without, 
therefore, producing any effect sufficient 
to induce men to press for a oorrectioa 
of the abuses.

To the bonoarable the Commons of the 
Voited Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in Parliametit assembled. 
llie Petition of William Cobbett, of 
Barnes, in the county of Surrey, 
Hntt humUjr ibowetb. 

That your petitioner prays your h( 
Bourable House, that the Protestant 
church of Ireland, as by law eitabliihed, 
may be, by law, repealed and utterly 
■bii^ted and abolished ; and that this 
prayer he founds on the foct* which he, 
with the greatest respect, wilt now 
ceed to submit to your honourable Hi 

That, until the year 1547, the Catbolic 
ralifioD was the only religion knomi in 
Ireland; tliM. after tbe Protestant 
ligion was iutroduced into England, 
vai, by law, made to be tbe religion 
taught ia tbe churches tD Ireland ; tl^C 
Protestant clergy were made to lupplai 
tbe clergy of die ancient religion ; that 
tbe latter were tunted out of (be livii^ 
and the cb arches ; that the altars 
polled down and tbe mass ^lished, and 
the Protestant table and common prayer 
f(»rcibly introduced in their stead. 

'Hiat the people of Ireland saw with 
great indignation this attempt to force 
upon them a new and strange religion, 
and to compel them to abandon and 
become apostates to that religion in which 
(hey had been born and bred,, that 
ligioD wbicb had been tbe religion of their 
liiihen for many centuries, and the truth, 

iinrity, and wisdom of which were so clear 
J proved by its h^py effects. 

That, therefore, the people rejected 

Ui« new religion,' of the origin of which, 

or of tbe authority by vbioh it was im- 

foted OB them, they bad, and could have, 

. M idea; bat that the Gi^mnnMitt of 



England partisted in compellinglhe Irbli 
to submit to an abandonment of the an. 
cient, and to an adc^tion of the new re- 
ligion 

That, in order to effect this purpose, 
clergymen to offldate in the churches of 
Ireland were sent from England, and Uutt 
to these the tithes and oiber churdi-, 
revenues were all transferal, leaving the 
Catholic ciei^ to beg or starve ; but that, 
such was tbe abhorrence which the Irish 
peo[de entertained at tbe thought of apos- 
tatizing from their religion, that they 
shunned, as they would have shunned 
d eposits of deadly pestilence, those 
churches, to which they had before re> 
sorted with punctuality and zeal sur- 
passed by tbe people of no nation OD Ute 
earth; and that, still clinging to their 
faithful pastors, they secrectly sought in 
houses, in bams, in woods, in cavei, 
amongst rocks, or in fastnesses of some 
sort, the comforts of that communion, to 
which tbey no longer dared to resort ,in 
open day. 

The Govemm^t, irritated at this con- 
tuinacy, as it was called, but fidelity, as it 
ought to have been called, resorted to 
means the most tyrannical, the rnostcniel, 
and even tbe most ferocious, in order to 
subdne this pious fidelity ; that it inflicted 
fine, imprisonment, torture, or deatli, and 
sometimes two or three, or all of these on

tettle it; and not unsettle it. It must be 
a steady mind, indeed, if it remains set- 
tM, -amidst the everlasting changes, not 
only in the measures tif the Government, 
brt ia the persons who govern.

Yon squhit at me ; or, at least, I am one 
of the " busy spirits " engaged in this 
work ; and, indoed, it would be pretty 
difficult to End a busier spirit, at say 
rate. I am not only endeavouring to 
Aeaoe the nation, but / am act^all^ 
heaving il. In my " Legacy to La' 
bourers " I have taught the nature, tba 
origin, the laws of property : in my 
" Legacy to Parsons," I have, with th» 
Staiute-book constantly in joy band, laid 
the church and the clergy as naked as a 
fowl neatly picked and ready for the spit : 
in the " Leyacy to Lords," I shall show, 
ith the Statute-book in my hands, 
how the aristocracy have treated the 
people for the last three hundred years ; 
how they have gone on, taking the laws 
of their forefathers from them, and how 
they have grasped into their own hands 
the property of the industrious classes ; 
and this lboacy shall be in your bands 
before the Feast of St. Michabi. next. 
With these three lkgacisb in their hands, 
diis mu9t be a lumpish nation, indeed, 
not to be heaved! 

Now, sir, looking back at your famous 
apostrophe, I think it my duly thus to 
endeavour to heave this nation. But, 
at any rate, no one can dispute my right 
thus to use my power: that is quite aa. 
clear, at least, aa your'a and Watbrloo's 
right; and as Gasv and Mblbourkb's 
right, to refuse (as you all did) to advise 
tbe King to restore me my thousand 
pounds, which was taken from roe,' in 
addition to my imprisooment and my 
bonds, for having expressed my indig- 
nation at the flogging of English lociil- 
milltia-men, in the heart of England, 
under a,guard of German baycjueU. You, 
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all ofyou, cAdSe todo that ; siail ckoost 
to write theae little booka. 

'I myitlfknow that it i» my bovnden 
duty to endeavour to heave the oatioji ; 
1)in, at any rate, none of you have any 
claim to be made acquainted vith any 
thing relative to my notivei for doing 
these tbin^. Kouwing, as I do, all about 
the treatment of the people by the aris- 
tocracy, what motive, then, can 1 want 
otherthan.asPoPBaays, " the antipathy 
of good to bad " ? But, to accommo- 
date you, aitd to make thiQ|^ plain, 1 
have not the smallest objection to have 
these efforts of mine ascribed wholly to 
the resettlment whick tjeel, on account 
of the trealineiil that I myself have 
received. Oppression was never yet 
abated by a simultaneous movement of 
minds : it inflicts injuries on the whole 
mass of a community ; but, like a bullet 
ir«d into a crowd, it hits puticnlar por- 
■eu harder than the rest. The wBaringi 
of tbaw particutar persons am fr*ater 
Axa tbOK of the ma*« i they leave re- 
lenUnent behind ; and it is by conuauoi- 
catinp the feeiiAgs of individual r«seiU- 
meat to the whole people, that oppraanoi 
ia abated, or diecked, and that the &»' 
dom and Jiappinesa of the commqawealth 
are restored or preserved. 

It ^^ carious bow this thing called thi 
Gaverwneut of EngUod ka* worked^ 
abwg wilb «s«Md *» wtm.. SiM»i ' 
the year 1797 it has grown into a 
lort of govenujunl; and I do verily 
believe, uat the history of my l\fe will 
be the history of its lifo; for we have 
heea at war from the ilay of iU birtb ; 
at, least, from its Teiy inlaney. It 
in iti march, destroyed, or silenced every 
ionnUable assailant except tn^elf; aod 
the war between ne aod it is certaiiify as 
curious a matter as ever attracted the 
attention of mankind. I had been tn>u- 
UoMHne to it before 1810 : I had wMiW 
Pitt, and Auntf^TOfi and ISwnvillc,

This morning, long before four o'clock*

But, my friends, I do verily 
believe that, before we shall hear this 
harbinger of summer again, the vaga- 
bonds, of whom it is the type, will have 
received a souse, such as they never re- ' 
ceived before : this belief 1 found on what 
ff behold, and relative to which I am 
about to give you the best account that 
I can. 

You cannot read the newspapers and 
«a the difficulties there are in the form- 
ing of what is called " a cabinbt," vritii- 
iut calling to mind my prophecy relative 
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to this naUer. It vcill not be liilGlled t^ 
tbe very letter NOW ; but (and mark mf 
words) if tbe whole oflht ittteretl allim

These all 
exist to be sure ; the inleretU and the 
passieni are atiwork; but it is the slall 
of the concern itself that prodi 
Beal dificnlty of getting men to carry it 
on. Sir Robert Poftl has not been coroi- 
pelled to go out because anybody doubted 
either his integrity or ability, but because

There is another respect, in whirfi nrtu 
of this description wHl be cured ef thalr 
fsr-nier' follies; that is to say, the (sHy 
of regaling every man *ho ownplaioed 
of the conduct 6f the GovtfmBidnt, as«n ■ 
enemy of the coflniry itself, and of jot»- 
' the abuse and' libtfe on every «il!h 
not forgetting their joming Ha 
^rtfbrta to destroy every sn oh man. The 
pari tame ntatyreferra, after twanty years 
of atrocious abuse npoo every man who 
called for a refonn, worked this enre, in 
a great measure. The brazen and iww- 
■lent Canwing. and the <*]nally brazen 
and insolent Caitlbreaoh, used to vM 
US' hit " bankropts in reputation and in 
fortune." The end of these two braeen 

id insolent men'WBs soch as' to a>dnt»- 
nith others not to follow their brasn 
and insolent example; and if it have not 
had its suitable and natural effbct, it has 
done a good deal ; and brazen insoleiMS 
is rather oat of vogue. That the retorm 
just and necessary is now evid(«ri» 
every one. In every such case there rtiotat 
be some men to take the lead of dcteeTB. 
No grievance-will ever be redressed'; no" 
reform can evet* tike place, if you 'insirt 
that it shall not tttke place vnlws 'thb' 
whole of theeomnuiflityrise aaoite mutk 
and demand it. The reproaches on- Hie 
very naines'Of these bntal men ought 
I cease ; and he, whoever wfts-

K did, coontenattee (o other.*, retaHed' 
the reform <if 'theT'artr«ment,"nnffl'4t 
became aqtiestlon -w hether it "was not Wo 
late. ITre Tefbrm'ltseff oune-j'bM'flle 
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contequences which the people expected 
from a. reform did not come ; they asked 
for reform that it m^ht listen their 
bordent, and put en end to the inoo- 
stroai deviation from the ancient tavs. 
Hitherto it has had no such effect, but 
the contrary. The burdens have not been 
lightened in the smallest degree ; and 
the lawa have been hardened a^ regards 
the working.people, and stretched to an 
extent that they never were before. Two 
factions are now openly battling for the 
possession of power ; but neither faction 
offers any change to better the lot of the 
people : as far as relates to the treatment 
of the people the two faction* cordially 
uaiitis. This is what they always have 
done since I have known anything of 
them; but the circumstances in which 
they •« doing it (ire new. 

In the first place, the people tee that 
they thu* unite, which they did not lue 
to tee. In the next place, wheat is five 
shillings a bushel, instead of fifteen ; in 
the next place, employment is wanted 
for the want of money to pay for it ; and, 
in the next place, there is an American 
tquiblic risen up, with a navy powerful 
at o)ir own. The blue and buff may 
hector, and affect to laugh af tbls : I 
warne4 the Government of the conae- 
quinces, full twenty year^ ago, and I may 
say. £ve>and-twenty ; and, if there were 
DO othaTrcaHsa at work to produce a 
gmt cbalige in England, the existence 
of that republican government would pro- 
duce the change. 

If you have not read my " Hiuory of 
" the Regency and Reign of George the 
"Fourth"; that most big and " be- 
n^cent" Sovereign, of whose exploits 
on Virginia-wiUer the newspapers used 
to give us such volumes of Royal reports : 
iC you have tiot read it, 1 will not say do 
rMtd it, because to read it you must buy 
itii bnt, wbeoeyer you do read it, you 
will. Gud that you had a pleasure to' come ; 
fM there you will find the mystery of the 
last American war (which cost us seventy 
miJIions of money), completely developed. 
Yoa will there find that it arose out of a 
deeire on the part of our Government 
"to put do«n,/ur ever, that example of 
''■iHoc^fful demoCTfitkal rebellion." 
This was not worthy of the name of fore' 



tight; it was inttinc' (and' it reqt&ei 
nothing mure) that tau^t it, that^ if 
that thing tiooi, THIS ITIING coold 
not stand long And, instinct, always a 
pret^ true teacher, kept to its ehiractrt '-' 
here. It was impossible that the exist- ^ 
ence of a Government I ike that, prodndiig 
effects such as that produces : the people 
being merely another English people;' 
carrying out English laws with theiit,and 
adhering to those laws ; it was impossible 
that that thing, the civil governitaeat 
of which costs, annually, less than'Wn-' 
UNGTON alone costs annually ; it was 
impossible that that should exist'; and 
that THIS THING should exist aloif 
with it for any length of time. This was 
so obvious, that the grounds of the Uts 
war with America need to be looked for 
nowhere else. ' ' 

But, the war failed. The English oil ' 
the other side of the sea beat our THING, 
and brought it down to the^'own tefitt ' 
of peace. This is the fatat fact, that 
there is now a country able to fight ni 
single-handed on the seas ; and that this 
is known to all the world : a countryton 
economical to appoint an admiral, while 
we are paying two hundred and fifty ad- 
mirals. A nation that has once beet 
great must coatinue to be great, or most' 
become nearly extinguished. 'When tbe 
mastiff which had long ruled the iireeti ' 
of the town, aifdha^ made Wery dog flee at' 
his approach, happened to'get hi* tettli' 
kicked out by a horse, he be>came an ek^' 
ject of attack with, and slunk away fnuB, 
even th* liqi-dogs. He had become 
civil : he had wholly left off bis bullyiof' 
and threatening ; but that was niA 
enough ; his teeth were gone ; aiid liii 
former injustice and insolence were n- 
membered. 

What, then, is our situation? WiQi 
two hundred and fifty admires, and' fnv 
hundred and fifty generals ; w^ an n-'; 
nual military and naval eipendituv'tf, 
about twelve millions^ of pounds s^M^n^- 
a year in gold, every man of ioforionM ,. 
in this country, anj every statasvU)^ 
every other country, knows, as Mil MTV 
knows that fire burns, that We UV ''f'^ .

war, and to continue, far only djpklflp 
year, end to pay, in goUl, Ibt't " * 
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that Mit, whicb evwtj laceeediog Minii- 
ter teUi u ve bIuU caatintie to pay ! 

Is this ■ litoation for En^laDil to be 
in P And, wbeo we look at Russis over- 
TVDiuiig Turlc«y; wheo we look at the 
Ainwkaa aqiuldron, poking its prowi 
jibtwt, when an English ship dares not 
to go; when we look at these things, 
w4ia.will uy, that we are not in some- 
what the utuation of the mutiff, with his 
Caeth knocked ont by the kick of a horae ! 
'Well, then, are we to be sorry for this 
Ifreatnesa <^ the American people F Flat 
-and plain, / ats not t I am sorry, and 
ri^ht fiorry, that England is brought down 
to her present state ; bat, as I used to 
tell Castlbbiaqh, when he was in the 
everlastiogltabit.of calling those enemies 
of the country, who protested against his 
deeds ; I nsed to tell him, that he argued 
aa if Ae was the country ; 1 used to tell 
lum th^ he was not the country ; that 1 
might like the country and bate him, 
which I did ; that he might die (which he 
did, you know), and that the country 
wodld still Uve. And, my friends of 
OutBA,u, do not you, I pray you, be 
carried. away by the notioq, that the ad- 
mirals and generals and pea<ionen and 
parcons are England. We hare some 
small portion of our liberty, and of our 
civil and political rights to pmerve, and 
% ranch larger portion to regain. If the 
greatness of the American nation tend to 
tkifpretervatioii and this regaining: then 
we ought to wiih for that greatness not 
only to continue, but to increase. Never 
moid " glory " : we are tasting the 
awMts of glory now. What WATaaLoo 
baf done for us we now know pretty well ; 
but, bad as our lot is, it would have been 
tea thousand times worse, if that be pos- 
sible, if our GoTemment hod succeeded 
hi onrtnming the Government of Ame- 
rient and the^e are maay of you who will 
nCfUaet, that this was the light in which 
I ataraya saw the matter, from the very 
itmu of the hat American war. 

iffim . our situation «rith regard to 
fbraiyn natinu, must be one of the diffi- 
wiliw which every sensible taaa must

nister, one would diink, without raflectiiw 
this branch of the difficulties, which 
presents itself to him thus : Let what in- 
jury may he inBicted npon the country 
by any foreign nation ; let our tnerchant 
ships be burnt out at sea ; let the Isle o( 
Wight be invaded ; I must sufier it alt. 
or be guilty of a breach af that to which 
I give the sacred name of "tuUioitat- 
faith." He must see this diActd^, if 
he see no other ; for though we are stilt 
at peace at the end of twenty }rears, it is ' 
within [he compass of possitrility that we 
may not be at peace another month, un- 
less in the manner that I have supposed. 

The debt, therefore, and the mon- 
itrously etpeosive establishments are the 
difficulty) and no man has courage enough 
to encounter this difficulty with a view to 
overcome it. So that at last here we are, 
a the high tide of experiencing alt the 
iffects of the glorious Waterloo-war, as 
compensation for having been a com- 
mander in which we have given a jaan a 
million of money, or thereabouts; and 
for having opposed which war so many 
Englishmen, Scotchmen, and Irishmen, 
ruined, imprisoned, several of them 
dying in prUon. We have now that' 
" reckoning " to pay, the effecU of which 
payment 1 described to the insolent Cab- 
TLiaaAOH at the conclusion of the peace, ' 
the very moment that the taX-eaten, ~ 
and the fifteen-shiilings-a- bushel farmers. 
Were roasting sheep and oxen by vcorM. 
to celebrate the " eonquoU of France." 
I remember how bUthe the parsons were 
upon that occasion! I remember how 
they taunted everbody that had been ap< 
posed to a contiiiuation of the war; I 
remember one of them saying to me. 

We have beat you at lost " ; to which 
1 answered, " Take you care, get as 

much (or tithes as you can, and kaep 

the money, for those who have lent

We know which party inthaloog.rpnjwill 
lose most by this gama; hut, in tbemeaor 
'bile, the Hoase of Peers presents a for- 
midable obstacle to any miuistry wkie^ 
refuses to crin^ t^ its prejudices an^ 
sacriflce tbe good of the commani^ to 
its exclusive interests. 

Thirdly, ■□ the House of Commoof tbe 
Tory minority will be exceedingly nuBie- 
rou9. If tbe Ministers are enabled tfi 
bring together a working majority, it will 
only be by the steady exertions trfall'their 
friends. They must be prepared for bit- 
ter of^tosition ; fbr all the arte and ma- 
lignity of a defeated faction, eager to 
annoy the victors, end pottes^ing thfa 
power of annoyance to a great extent. 

Fourthly, the strength of the Tory par» 
in the country must not be overlooked' 
hoped tbat the Refbrm Act had 
prostrated it for ever^ but late events 
have proved this to he a mistake. The 
wealth, the zeal and activity, even tl^e 
numbers of this party, though atill a mi- 
nority, were displayed at the- laet election, 
ft possesses allies in sllpansofthe coui^- 
(ry, in all the departments of sialej in tM 
church, the magistracy, in the army add 
navy, and wherever the hope of. prOG^its 
by misgovern ment exists. We have had 
f^iir warning that one defeat will not dis- 
courage the Tories, from making othtr 
efforts to recover the ground they lost b^y 
the Reform Act. 

Enough has been said to indicate tlie 
formidable nature of the opposition which 
a liberal ministry will have to struggle 
against. It is plain that it can only ho^ 
to contend successfully sgainat such ^ 
combination by adopting principles ^f 
government which the nation appfovea of, 
and which tbe Reformers of tt^e Hous» of 
Commonn are bound to uphold. T&e 
majority of tbe national r^resentativ^ 
are agreed upon the great principles qu 
which the country should be ^varne4; 
the principles, namely, of the Reform 
Act ; which, as Mr. Sergeant Wilde cof- 
rectly laid ihecn down, are " to briiif 
the public institutioas of the cevnt^ 
under proper control by pi^fyinp. tt|a 
re[Kesentation 1 to' reneir the«e institu- 
tioRi, and (o ascertain how far thejr an- 
' swer ther purpeses for which th^ \(a» 
oripoaHy devised ; and to make such at- 
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teratioM in, tbem as the operation of time 
. and 'drcniwtances may have remlered 
necewary." 

. An atfaqinittration based on tkeae prin- 
'cipIeB,. and acting hcmest^ and conaiat- 
entlf upon tbera, .«iU be secure of the 
tupport of the majority of the Honss of 
Coounoni. If it is said, that men who 
'profess to agree on general principles, 
yet frequently are found to disagree 
among themselves, as to the mode of 
carrying out those principles, we an- 
'answer that this remark can hardly 
apply to the majority of the present 
House of Comm'ons; as upon the two 
grand questions of ecclesiastical'and mu- 
nicipal reform, there is no variance of 
opinion worth notice, the men of extreme 
opinions being, as Mr. O'Connell inti 
mated, ready to enter into a compromise 
with those who refuse to go as far as they 
would go, for the sake of securing a cer- 
tain amount of actual good. There are 
differences on mvqor points, however, 
among the Refoitoers who now act toge- 
ther; and there always must be differ- 
'ences among men who really act upon 
principle. The Tories never allow their 
principles to interfere with the prospect 
of place. They are ever ready to band 
tlwmselves together, in order, as Burke 
said, " to sell their conjunct ioiquity at a 
higher rate." Qut the Reformers are not 
place- hunters. They can " afford to keep 
.consciences," and therefore they are less 
'serviceable as parliamentary troops than 
the Tories. Now we are far from wishing 
any individual to abandon or compromise 
a single principle which he deems impor- 
tant orvaluable. If common prudence is 
used in farming the new Ministry, there 
needs not arise the least danger to it from 
allowing every Reformer to advocate the 
measures he approves of. TJie questions 
on which the whole party is not agreed 
should not be cabinet questions, but opei 
ones. For instance, let Ministers allow 
motions for triennial parliaments, vote by 
ballot, and the alteration of the com laws, 
to be discus.ied without the interference 
of Government. They ought not to be 
carried of rejected as mere party ques- 
tions. By adopting this rule on these, 
and some others, almost all the difficulty 
and embarrassment which the Tories hope 



to tee arise in ^i>iyb(«^j^ lifaenl 
Ministry, will be avoided. c 

But although then is no f«noa arhy 
the liberal Members should riwndoD or 
compromise their opuiioos, tH« noat ar- 
dent of them will be diqiosed to reAect

Lord Melbourne in the House of Cbtn- 
mons. Tliose statesmen were backsd fry 
such immenM. ^lajorities, that an occa- 
sional defeat did not endanger the. exist- 
ence of their ministries. Thexue will 
be different with the next adminisbwion. 
It will be important to avoid giving^an 
excuse to the court, such as a parliamen- 
tary defeat would supply, to ^m otit.tbs 
Liberals again, on tiie pretence that tfas 
House of Commons had dedared a 
them. The anti-Tories of aA c 
therefore act warily ; they wift f« 
distress a liberal Ministry, erea wMi 
that Ministry does not ga «• far or at 
fast as might be desirable; they wiU ad- 
minister reproof, irtien needed, in; a 
friendly tone, and with a regard to tlie 
pressing difficulties pf the ministerial p6* 
sitioii : in short, they will adopt <nMineft 
Fox's maxim, and give a little to^friod 
rather than all to an enemy. If this iHb- 
poeition is manifested by the diC 
sections of the Liberals, for a reasoi 
lime, we may safely defy the Tories ; 
in the actaal condition of affairs m

Hardly had Lord Melbourne receive 
the King's commands, before Tories webt 
about, observing, with elation, that the- 
negotiations made no progress, ahd 
imagining " insuperable difficulties." Or 
Saturday thef looked at their watches,, 
an^ knowingly said, "What! noministiy 
yet P" as if an age had l>een wasted in an 
abortive attempt. These gentlemen do- 
not play their partwetl-. If the evetat 
were to correspond with their wishes, it 
would be supposed that there was more 
of privity than of prophecy in their very 
early knowiodge of what was not to be, 
and that the '^ insHperable difficulties" 
bad been settled from the first. Why 
should the Tories require such dispatch 
in the construction of a Liberal ministry ? 
They have not set the example of rapidity 
in the completion of their arrangements. 
Rome was not reached in a day hf ^b 
Queen's Page. The Liberals, though 
they have not to send to Italy for a chief, 
may beg to be allowed something more 
than eight-and -forty hours for the (yp- 
struction of a government. It mustW 
remembered that Lord Melbourne cannot 
make use of the expedients of the Duke 
of Wellington. If, like his Grace, he 
could dispense with responsible col- 
leagues, and parcel himself out into thft 
principal offices of State, he might fbrm 
a provisional government in a trice, ami 
a cabinet at leisure. It would be a c<m* 
venience to a party, always to haveaa 
iinportant member of it on bis travels on 
the Continent, so that any deley mi{;ht 
be attributed to bis absence, and the tnne 
for bringing him home gained for con- 
trivance. But these advantages are con-

A pampblet, in a quarto form, urged the 
necessity of putting out of paper in gnat 
qnantities, in order to cause the working 
people to have employment, and to take 
them out of the hands of des^inp and 
evil-minded men vho were pushing ihem 
on to demanit parliamentaT7 reform. A 
copy of this pamphlet waa brought to me 
in the month of February 1817, accom 
panied with an assurance that Mr. Mat- 
TaiA.B ArrwooD was the author of ii, 
which I believed at the lime, and which 
I believe still ; impatii^ no blame, but 
very great error, to the author; for if our 
petitions had been then attended 
stead of producing for us those gsgs and 
duD{^on3. of which Williau Lamb (now 
liord MELBQuaNi) was one of the loudest 
advocates, never would the nation have 
heard of a Pirl'b Bill ; never would tHere 
liav« been that multitude of calamitiei 
which the nation has undergone, and bai 
vet to undergo; and never should we 
have heard of " surplus tithes " in Ire- 
land, and the " spiritual wauit " of the 
Protestants ; for though there must have 
been some great change in both these 
lurches, the people would have been at 
their ease and in good humour, and in a 
mood to wait patiently for the currecr' 
of abuse* ; and not in such a state erf 
ment that they are pushed alnng, as it 
were, to save their lives, not being allowed 
time even to think of the endless changes 
that are proposed and projects that are 
ajBoat. 

The price of wheat in 1818 and 1819 
vitmiled between ten and eleven shillings 
« bushel. Therefore, to say positively 
that it would come down ta^ve thitltngt 
-seemed, even to my friends, to be playing 
a haiardous game. It came down to less 
■than five shillings, however, in four years 
from the day when the prediction waa 
ottered, and in three years from the day 
-of passing the bill ; and now it is even 
lower than it was then; and that, too. 
after a harrest by no means singularly 
sbandant, but the contrary. And, 
ve shall not stop here.be you well 
'«ured. Not a sovereign in gold can , 
keep here, if you add to the amount of 
the currency.

" administration. A power, a spirit, is

After the p^»r of Mr, 
RicnABDsON, which is an Address to 
Owners and Occupiers of Land, in Nor- 
folk, you will find a letter of a farmer of 
five hundred acres, in the Isle of Wight, 
who tells me that wheat is sellii^ there 
for nine pounds a load ; that is to say, 
about 4s. 3|d. WiNCHssTBK bushel ; that 
is to say, four-and sixpence a bushel of 
the Scotch- pendulum- big- Sovereign -mea- 
sure. This correspondent tells me of a 
curious thing ; namely, that sovereign*, 
are selling in the Isle <rf Wight at twenty- 
five shillingrseach,attheleast,in exchange 
for paper. To you this will appear in> 
credible ; because you know that the law 
compels country bankers to pay in gold, 
any note of five pounds, or under, of their 
own ; and that the old mystical hag ia 
TtiRB AON KGDLB'STaBBT must pay her notes 
in gold, if presented lo herself. But, 
sir. people are in the Islepf Wight, going 
to America. They have the paper ,- 
they have no time or means of getting it 
changed into gold, without paying for it. 
They know that the paper, is not WMth a. 
pin in America. It is the last sacrifice 
that they have to make ; and tbey make- 
But, sir, this is a matter for you not 
dismiss off-hand. As far as I can 
learn, specie is becoming the commoa 
cnrrency>-iB- America, and particularly 
goH, This gives your affair a twist, and 
presents it to ni io a new aspect. Yoia 
know, or jou ought to know, that Amo- 
nca never had a gold circulatian b^tforCk 
You know, or yoa ought to know, that

■kI ailter in tfae world ; you know, or 
yoa ougitt to Ldov, that every nalkm 
will ha*e iti due than, accordiD^ to the 
ntm^r and amount of its pecuniar; 
iMBMctiuu ; jou know, ot jrou ought 
to know, that if any natkm attempt any 
trieL, in order to diapenw witK keeping 
Hdb ifaare, it is cure to suffer for the 
trick, in tbe long run ; yon know, or you 
o«ght la know, that America is now en- 
tided to a very ^eat share, and yon see 
bcr with the witdom and tlie virtue to 
sweep away all the tricks,' by which 
hnavei were cheating her into an attempt 
to dispense with it. 

Well, then, she taking her ritare, mnst 
take away a considerable part of what we 
bad, or yet have.

1 know a 
farmer who took his farm on that calei^ 
tion, a few years ago He grows aboot 
two thousand bushels of wheat. Sappon 
him to sell it at five sbillingi a bushel, iM 
then three hundred pounds for hil 
wheat less than he ought to havei but 
he has grown more than two thoosaiul 
bushels ; and he does not sell it for Gn 
ibillings a bushel.

He is reported to bare staled, 
that the price of barley, with a high daty, 
had been progresairely increasing for foaf 
years. 1 shall observe in reply, that tbe 
approaching prices uf barley to wheat 
arue from the deficiency of the crop of 
the former, and the abundance of the lat^ 
ter; and in reference to the ineteaied 
consumption of malt, that the repeal ti 
the duty on beer in 1830, and the atf 
permitting beer to be sold at beer-bboss^ 
had greatly Increased the coosumpiioo « 
malt; these seem to me more pr>>haUe 
reasons fur the increase than the h^h 
duty on malt, to which (sceOrdiog to the 
above argument of the Chancellor of tin 
Exchequer) it is attributable.

The attitude assumed by the late mi- 
nisters, and their professions in favour of 
reform, to which many, indeed the greater 
part of them, had always been hostile, 
offered a tempting occasion for invective 
and crimination. I have endeavoured, aa 
far as possible, to avoid that course. The 
ministry of Lord Melbourne had contem- 
plated large and, as I believe, necessary 
improvements in our institutions in church 
and state ; it was my first and main ob- 
ject to see that these reforms were not 
endangered or obstructed in their pro- 
gress by the late ministry. 

In conformity with these views Lord 
Morpeth proposed and carried an amend- 
ment to the address to the Crown, in 
which a hope was eipressed " that the 
liberal and comprehensive policy, which 
restored to the people the right of choos- 
ing their representatives, and which pro- 
vided for the emancipation of all persons 
held in slavery in his Majesty's colonies 
and possessions abroad, will, with the 
e enjarged views, place without delay 
municipal corporations under vigilant 
popular control, remove all the well- 
founded grievances of the Protestant Dis- 
and correct those abuses in the 
church which impair its efficiency in 
England, disturb the peace of society in 
Ireland, and lower the character of the 
establishment in both countries." 

With respect to the municipal cor- 
porations, the report of the comrais- 
sionen, whieh has tin^a appeared, has 
abundantly confirmed the opinion of 
the House of Commons. It is dearly 
proved by experience, that self-elected 
corporations tend to violations of n-ust, 
perversions of justice, the abuse of 
charitable fiiads, political jobbing, and 
the injury of tfaS edmmunicies for whoie 
benefit they were established. The true 
remedy for these evils, in my opinioa, 
adapt the principle of free election, 
known to our ancient laws, and eStub- 
tished'in the Reform Act, to' our muni- 
cipal corporations.' In this principle I»rd 
Stanley aiid all the' members of Lord 
Grey's ministry cordially concurred "Hio 
late MiBistry.mtbeotb^l^t confined 
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_ a Ytgoe daclAntuiD of their 

willii^DesB to consider the report ftnd 
reform abuses. 

We tikflviso declared that we deured 
to remove all theweU-fotiaded ^rievaDces 
of (he Protestant Disseatera, In con- 
formity with this declaration I voted for 
>n address to the Crown, praying for the 
craot of a charter to the London Univer- 
sity, where the conscientious Dissenter 
might obtain the literary honours which 
at Oxford and Cambridge are exclusively 
conGned to those who declare themselves 
members of the church of England. 

With respect to the marriages of Dis 
senters, Sir Robert Peel has introduced 
a bill founded on a liberal and Just prin- 
ciple ; but I fear that if it were to pass 
in its present shape, Protestant DisBentera 
Tould still feel that tbe line drawn be- 
tween them and the church tended to 
lower them in public estimation. Some 
alterations in the bill may, perhaps, re- 
medy thig defect ; hut the establishment 
of a civil register of births, deaths, and 
jnarriages, would afford the best and 
jrueat solution for all the difficulties of 
this subject. 

In regard to church rates, the agitation 
on religious subjects, of which these 
rates are the constant occasion, makes ii 
in every way desirable to abolish an im- 
post which is at once a grievance to DiS' 
peniers, and an injury to the church. 

With respect to tbe Church of Englana 
Sir Robert Peel did not hesitate dearly 
to declare his intention to correct its ac- 
knowledged abuses. The opinion which 
j declared to you in 1833, that the reve- 
nues of the Church of England were not 
too lai^e, hut ibey ought to be more 
equitably distributed, seems no longer to 
he disputed. Tbe application of this 
principle must be regulated by caution, 
but not enreebled by a lurking desire to 
beep alive the seeds of abuses which we 
profess to destroy. 

With regard to the Church of Ireland 
the case is widely different. I refoaed to 
usist in making perpetual parochia] sine- 
cures wher^ the clecgymaa and his clerk 
week after week, and year after year, 
formed the who^ of tha cra^egation. 
Beeidea the g:eneral injustice tM glaring 
abstmUtj' of this ayateOi it is eoailf |irqwd 



that the maintcnaoce of these « 
cal sinecurM irritates the pe<^e of Ii»* 
land, weakens the reputation <^ th« Bri- 
tish Crown abroad, and injures tbe Pro* 
testant religion which it ia intaoded t» 
promote. 

Let us add lo these evils that the pre. 
sent system cMtnot be maintaiaed eie^t 
by a large military force ; which in case 
of foreign war must of necessity be 
greatly augmented. Burdensotne to 
Engtutd, sa^uinary in Ireland, diatiafc- 
ing the peace of society, and injuriouB U 
the religion it professes to serve ; no 
eloquence can recommend, and no lalefita 
can long maintain, so vicious a polity. 

In place of this sjstam, I proposed 
that the surplus revenue of the eitabliah- 
ment, after providing for the apiritwl 
care of the members of the Chorch, 
should be devoted to the educatioB of all 
classes of the people, without disiinctioB 
of religious persuasion. It was my ab- 
ject to teach the poor and industrioui 
classes that they have some interest ia 
ihe Church revenue ; to inspire th^ii, by 
means of religious and moral educalioD, 
with the love of their neighbosra, and ■ 
sense of their duties to the State ; fioally, 
to open their minds to great truths, aod 
soften their hearts towards the govetn- 
meot which rules them. Then, iodeedt 
might the Protestant Church hi^pe to 
diffuse its influence, for it will be judged 
by its merits and not by its exactions. 

These were the chii>f subjects of deba(6, 
and some (tf them of essential diSercncs 
between the majority of the House of 
Commons and the late adminietratigs. 
On some other topics an agreeioeDt ap- 
peared, which must to many bava hqea 
unexpected. It was a constant topic of 
reproach to l^rd Grey's ministry, that it 
did not sufficiently relieve agriculture fron 
its burdens ; and the maintenance of tlw 
malt-tax was pointed out aa a glaring io- 
stance of this neglect. 

Sir Robert held a different cqiinim ; 
and upon his declaration that hisMioiitDi 
aliQula staJid or fall with tha malt-tM. • 
at oDce wpeaied that. the clamQur wfaidt 
suitpiued Lord Grey hoatJla to the lawM 
interest, aad Lord Althorp indifiereiutt 
f-ha weifwo pf .the lumer.Wl baw« 
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mere facliont cry nised without tcruple, 
and abandoned without shanie. 

Nor duea it appear thtkt bad the late 
Miiiiatty continued ia office, they 
tNidcd an]f thing' fiiriher than the relief 
of the land fioni some part of the county 
rate, t» which Lord Althorp had la*t year 
conseaced. The only measure actually 
proposed bj the late Ministers for the 
advantage of agriculture waa a bill for 
the voluntary commutation of tithes. 

I have often stated to you that I do 
not think such a measure would be effec- 
tna) ; and 1 fear that in those cases where 
tithe is moet grievoua, the remedy would 
be most inoperative- To frame a measure 
JDSt alike to the tithe owner and tithe- 
payer is undoubredly difficult ; but I see 
as yet no reason to ahandon the attempt. 

Such have been the views which have 
guided my conduct in opposition to the 
late Ministry. In Bucceeding to office I 
shall endeavour faithfully to cany them 
into effect. By bo doing. I am of opinion 
that I shall be ast^istiiig to gather from 
the Reform Act its legitimate fruits. 

As one of tho^e most deeply enga§^d 
in framing, propoaiiig. and c^rr^'ing that 
great measure, I am bound to declare, 
that on the one band 1 did not intend 
that it should be the first of a series of 
organic changes, each exceeding its pre- 
decessor in importance and rapidity. 

Even were the changes meditated use- 
ful in themselTes, 1 am of opiniMi that 
the public mind, and the public energies, 
wjll be far better occupied in considering 
and luging practical improvements, than 
in squaring our ancient institutions to 
abstract theoiy, or suiting (hem to foreign 
example. On the other hand, 1 did not 
inUnd that the Reform Act should be a 
more toy in the hands of the people, with- 
out benefit to themselves or their pos- 
terity. 

It was my wish to see the popular in- 
fluence control and check the exorbitant 
(V corrupt expenses of the state ; to see 
our institutions renewed and purified by 
bearing them of their defects and re- 
storing their original spirit ; to witness 
tite removal of all unnecessary impedi- 
nmuto free thought, writing, andaction; 
to hear the interests of all classes weighed, 
Dotiy (he piejudices and partial afiectioiu| 



of those who counterfeited the people's 
voice, and usurped the people's inherit- 
ance, but bythe Intimate repreaentativea 
of that people, summoned by the Sove- 
reign to uphold that Monarchy of which 
they are the formal support, and to ba 
the image of that enlightened natioa 
whose confidence they enjoy.

This b^ing your situation, it signifies 
very little who sits upon the Treasury 
bench, or who sits upon the wooUack. 
All Horti of tricks and contrivances are 
resorted to, to make the peopla believe 
(and the stupid and grunting fdrmers 
love to believe a lie), to make them be- 
lieve that the low price, and that the di*- 
eas of agriculture arise from causes ooer 
hte/i the Parliameut can haoe no COit- 
troi. While the wrangle for the Trea- 
sury bench was going ou, I said to a gen* 
tleman, who is now in pbce again : " It 
is no use for you to get into place, un- 
less you con do something with tiw 
busbi:! of wheat : the bushel of wbe^t 
at four- and- sixpence a bushel will beat 
you all." His answer was, " Thatjt 
a matcerbeyoad the power of the legis- 
lature; prices must be left to regulate 
themselves." I said, " But must taxes 
bo left to regulate themselves too " ? His 
was, " The public creditor must 
be paid." I then told him, that be and 
his associates mightget into place aa ao<»i 
as ihty could, and that I should have to 
congratulate them on the tranquillity and 
public support that they would there 
enjoy. 

As to you. sir, I should be surprised, I 
should be astonished, at your entertaining 
the hope of being able to carry this sys- 
tem on. As to Mr. PoutsiT Thomson, 
whose head is bemuddled with what the 
doctrinaires call political economy, and 
free trade, and the devil knows what; 
who makes national wealth, as Bubauil 
killed armies, " all by compulation"; 
who disregards the notorious facts, that 
farmers are in a state of insolvency, ut- 
terly incapable of being described, that 
hundreds of thousands of the people are 
upon the verge of starvation, that trades- 
men are in as bad a state at farmers, or 
worse; who disregards these fitcls, and 
takes the amonot of the consumption of 
exciseable commodities as ft proof of the 
ease and comfort of the people ; not re- 
flecting that the more you take from 
industry and give to idleness, the greater 
that consumpciaa will be ; as to this get- 
tleman he would not surprise me if he 
were to cite the increase of the ruin of 
tradesmen and farmers, as Pitt cited the 
bankruptciet of 179S, u a proof of iIm 
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" great enterprise and iuperabuDdant 
prosperity of ihe country " ; as, indeed, 
LtvMPooL and Ripon (I think they call 
him now) did the breaking; of the banks 
in 1825; as to this gentleman, he would 
not surprise me if 1 vere to see bim with 
a serious project in his bands to propose 
to the House to open a free trade with 
the moon ; or, which is much about the 
same in point of common sense, to as- 
sert, that the earnings taken from trades 
men, farmers, mechanics, and labourers, 
and making them bankrupts and be^ars, 
and giving their earnings to greedy spe- 
culators wherewith to make rail-roade, 
the best possible way to provide for 
temal content, and for tbe defence and 
power of the kingdom. Oh the part of 
fhis gentleman nothing wo^ld surprise 
me. Very likely sensible, very likely juat, 
as to all other matters, he is on ' 
points as unfit to have anything 
with the management of tbe affair 
nation as would be any pooi 
taken out of Bedlam. 

On William Lams's capadly or states- 
manship, decorum, and even common 
decency, forbid me 1o speak ; and I will 
not speak of it. 1 should have a tolerably 
high opinion of the capacity of Lord 
HowiCK did I not rememi»r-hi3 unfortu- 
nate speech on the uselessness, 
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currency"; and bis curious Ricardo- 
idea, that, if we kept twenty millions of 
gold in circulation, we lost the u 
for that, by letting it go abroad 
plying its place with paper, we sbould 
clear tbe twenty millions by trading with 
those nations who obstinately persisted 
in having a gold circulation ; his lordship 
forgetting all the while that two could 
play at this game as well as one ; that 
what was good for one nation in this 
spect was good for all others ; and that 
in}»pig bearing your pig cracking peas 
would pretty soon be through the hedge 
to do the same, lo short, that other na- 
tions would make us huy the gold back 
again, or very soon reduce us to beggary 
and shame. I have with great pleasure 
heard several speeches from Lord Howick, 
but this cursed Ricardo-nonsense has al- 
ways come into my mind when I have 
heard him ipeakinj;. His fotber well 



knows what nonsense it it, and lirfie have 
got it out of his head it is a very fortonata 
circumstance for him ; for if there be ona 
particle of it remaining, it will leaven th« 
whole lump of his understanding. With 
regard to you yourself,, sir, I should have 
irprised, aa 1 said before, if I conld 
forget your holding a sort of public meet- 
ing with Sir Henry Parnill, and other 
Irishmen and Scotchmen, and proposing 
a scheme for relieving the distresset of 
the nation by some sort of paper that yon 
meant to issue. I published your speeches 
and remarked upon tbem at tbe time. I 
have not time now lo refer to the Regis- 
ler to see tbe precise nature of your 
scheme, hut 1 remember well that I was 
astonished that you could su^r any pub- 
lication on the subject to take place, the 
substance of the scheme being to add to 
the quantity of paper-money aBoat, and 
to leave the whole without legal tender. 
Recollecting this scheme, and yourspevch 
in commendation of it, I am not surprised, 
especially as Sir Hbnbv Parnbli. is one 
ofyour colleagues, that you entertain tbe 
hope of being able to get along^viih fif^ 
millions of taxes, and wheat ati««r>and- 
sixpence ibv-imstiet.' 

ill the meanwhile, however, every brick 
and contrivance is put in motion to maka 
the stupid landlords and farmen believe 
md lilver as that the Government and Parliament have 
had nothing to do in causing the evils, 
and can do nothing in the way of cttr«. 
Sappy LiviapooL, when ^ricultural dis- 
tress rung in his ears iA822. used to 
say this; and he was scholar enough 
always to have at bis fingers' ends Uie 
following couplet : 



" Ob, oh ! " used I to say, •* SAfpy ! 
take care what you are about. Sappy ; 
for, if governments cannot cure national 
ills, what tbe devil do we pay fifty mil* 
lions a year for government for ? Ob, 
oh. Sappy ! if had government cannot 
produce ills, why the devil all this 
boasting about ' glorious revolotion,* 
" 'happyconstitution,' ' House of Bruns— 
■ 'wick,' and the like. Ifgoremmentm. 
cannot cure eviU, we nmi^ )f^ uv^ 
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" the fitj tnillionB a. year ; and why di 
" you have about ten thousand a year 
'■ yourself. Sappy" ? This was the way 
that 1 used to answer sapient Li- 
TBRPooL ; and this is the way I 
shall answer you, to be sure. This was 
a very silly espression from a ^nerally 
very sensible man. The fact is precisely 
the contrary. Government is every thing 
in this caje ; Ihe laws do all ; out of 
■avages they make civilized people ; they 
make slaves freemen, or freemen slaves: 
they make a people industrioua, or 
lazy ; they make them cowards, or brave 
men ; they make them happy or miser- 
able. Of the former of these two we 
have an instance in the case of America 
in the latter, in the case of Ireland, and 
very nearly in Scotland and England. 
Wheat at fow-and-sixpence a bushel is 
about the proper price. That is a thing 
xegulated, not by taw, but by the seasi 
but it is the laws that make men miser- 
able, amidst abundance and cheapness. 
That's your point : keep that in your eye, 
and you will never repeat the couplet of 
tU M^iieat LtvBBPooi. : you will let that 
lie~a* quietly lo'-tmii now lying', never to 
be beard of again, except by those 
.who. read my writings. That " stern 
paik-of-dttly" man had the governing 
of us for nearly twenty years. Under his 
and Pebcbtal's and GaENVitLs's and 
AnoiNOTOM's and Pitt's away, your 
fathers ate the sour grapes. Canning, 
Prosperity-GoDBsicH- Ripon - Robinson, 
Waterloo, Grey, Pbkl, and your teeth 
are set on edge ; 1 congratulate you with 
all my heart on the delectable feeling of 
your grinders. 

As to the " curing of ills," don't 
joRtle! no jibbing; there are the ills; 
cure them, state-doctor : there are the 
fifty millions of taxes, and the wheat at 
four shillings a bushel : set to work upon 
them. Da you 'shy ? do you say with 
yovr colleagues, that 1 mentioned just 
now, that they are evils beyond the reach 
of Government p Now, if you have any 
regard for me, do not say so ; and what 
is more, if yon have any regard for the 
khtgly government of thii country. For 
■mho. da we behold at this moment? 
Kfeat have we seen jusl pass before us ? 
^7 a petals Bleeped in greater difficul- 



ties than we are steeped in, TTio very 
semblance of gold and silver banished 
from tbe whole country ; the whole of the 
industrious classes devoured, or being 
devoured, by the atrocious bands of 
usurers. This was the ill. The countiy 
was reduced to that state t^ tb^sa 
atrocious usurers, that contracts were 
not worth a straw, and that the word 
property was almost without a meaning. 
These were the ills. How were they put 
an end to ? not by crying and cant, but 
by an honest and sensible Government, 
listening' to the voice of the people, and 
putting down the bands of usurers. Why 
cannot you do the same ? This is what is 
wanted, and this you must do ; or you 
m^y as well abandon your post at once, 
and a great deal better for you. Instead 
of this, you are instituting inquiries ; or* 
at least, your predecessors were, into ths 
smuggling of corn from the Guernsey 
and Jerseg islands, and from the Isle 
of Mart, whence, every man of sense ■ 
knows, that not one single sack ever was - 
smuggled. 

But the deceivers, as to this matter, . 
and as to the effects of the Com Bill, 
have open and willing and greedy ears, . 
into which to pour their deceptions. The ' 
Prophet said of the Israelites that " they 
loved lies " ; that -th^ said to the pro- 
phets, " Prophecy to u3 smooth things, 
prophecy to us lies " ; and when the , 
Prophet toid them the truth, they scarcely 
ever failed to handle him prettly roughly- 
I used to wonder why the beastly land- 
lords and greedy and beastly bull-frog' 
farmers so bated me, it being my con- 
stant endeavour to take the crooked Sngers . 
of the Jews out of tbeir pockets. Ah ! 
but 1 found out that they had pensions, 
sinecures, retired allowances, grants, 
half-pay, crown-lands ; and that they 
very clearly saw, and heard me say, in- 
deed, that, if the crooked fingers of the 
Jews were chopped oS on New-year's 
day, their own pretty white fingers muet 
be chopped off on New-year's eve. I 
found, too, that the greedy bull-frt^, 
though apparently dependent solely on 
tbe plough, bad sons and brothers and 
nephews and daughters' husbands, and 
the like, upon one list or the other list of 
the lax-devourers ; and that very fre- 
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qoeotly tttcy were Jew* theroielvM! 
Sadly divided in ibeir desires ! If I could 
have taken tlie Gagrcrs of the Jews out of 
their pockets, and have left the fiagers of 
all these greedy devils in our pockets, I 
should liave been a fine fellow with them ; 
Vat not being; able to do this, and it being 
contrary to my nature to wish it, they 
have always hated me like poison. 

Daddy Colts was a most striking m- 
stance and illustration of all this. I had 
always been an advocate for upholding 
the land and the landlords, in preference 
to ihe bunds of usurers. 1 had. for years, 
heen pioposinga reduction of the interest 
of the debt, and one of my reasons was, 
to prevent the Jews from swallowing . up 
tbe estates of the nobility and gentry 
In January, 1S~^3, I proposed a petition 
to a county meetiug in Norfolk, which 
prayed Ibr a reduction of the interest of 
the debt. This petition was agreed to 
by thousands of people uiih the dissent 
of only seven or eight ; and it was voted 
that Coke should present the petition to 
the House of Commons. To my great 
astonishment, he set himself to work ; 
first, to prevent the h^h sheriff from 
ngning the petition. Not having suc- 
ceeded in that (the high sheriff being a 
Tory, and not lost to oil sense of honour 
and truth) be nest set to work to call hole- 
and'Corner meetings of his tenants and 
the parsons; sometimes in public houses, 
and sometimes in barns ; at which meet- 
ings the county-petition was reprobated, 
and L ntygelf most foully abused ; and 
when I carried the petitim to Cokk to 
present, he treated me in tlie mannei 
that any otliei interested and rude black- 
guard would have done. I was really 
astonished at this. I was pleading his 
cause, as I thought. The petition did, 
indeed, pr^y for an abolition of pensions, 
sinecurea^and sofvrth, as well as for a 
reduction of the interest of the debt ; but 
he was no pensioner, or sinecuriat ; 
therefore his deadly hostility to me ap- 
peared to b^ the most unnatural thing in 
thfl world. 

In this state of sui^rise with regard 
to CnnE's conduct I remained until the 
year IS29, I thick it was; when the 
Daddy, being in his cups at a dinner 
Lykn, called the " good old King " 



bloody kiaff." The Tories, wbo were 
then in office, pulled fordi bom their 
pigeon-boles, tlie grant of a light-hmtae 
to the Daddy, called Dunobkbss light- 
house ; a grant from the " bloody king." 
I believe, and eojoTod by the Daddy, or 
some predecessor of his, during the wh<de 
of the " bloody king's " reign. The 
grant bade\pired, not long before; and 
tha patriotic D'kUi/ had stivAhd fur a 
renewal, which the Tories had refiued ; 
but they offered him one- half of the 
grant, which the lofty-minded Daddy ac- 
cepted of 1 The Daddy used, at his hum- 
bug harvest-homes and shoep-sliearii^, 
to give the toast, "Zii'e and let live." 
That toast the Tories now applied to bin. 
At the time of the Norfolk petition fae nas 
receiving double the sum that he is n- 
ceiving now, amouatiog, probably, to 
five oE six tliousand pounds a year. Nor- 
folk petition prayed for the abalition «f 
all unmerited pensions and all sinecures ; 
and hence the Daddy's hole-and-eornar 
meetings, and hence his abhorrence of 
me. At the time when tb» Daddy talked 
of the "bloody king," the Tories had 
taken away half his grant. From his on- 
govemable rege you would have thougjit 
him ready to drink warn blood. His 
folly, however, was eqiBl to bta raige ; 
for bis attack on me swampod him, in 
spite of his acres. 

When one of my readers finda a trades- 
rnao, or fanner, or any body else, abusia; 
me very violently, let him nudce inquiriw ; 
and he will find that the wratch is either 

tax-eat^ himself, in some shape or 
another ; or that some of those dependent 
on him, or that he is dependent upon, 
eaters. Socie^ in this countjy 
, as far as relates to the rich, and 
the idle, of a chain of dependeitts, such 
as the world never saw before. Ewa 
are ruined by the tans fear to 
destroy them, in many cases, le.'<t their 
tax-devouring connexions should sufiier. 
The nation is divided into two sets of 
persons, ^a.i;-«anters and tox-ea/era. The 
former have beau aufEering long enonj^'. 
The day of sufifering to the latter is to 
come. To save th^ countcy fr«m aotiud 
convulsive revolution inquires a man nth 
political courage sufficient to hico. die 
effect of that suffering, and vich wwgM 



iJbo wifh the csuntry to malce them con 
fide in him, while he is inflicting the suf- 
fering; and, eir, without any want ol 
respect for you, personally; without any 
■uspicion that your motives are not what 
they ought to be, I must he permitted to 
tay, that you are not that man.

THE READEES OP THE REGISTER. 

There appears to be a doubt whether 
Lord John Russell will be re-elected 
for DevoDshire. The Tories appear to be 
iiiuste'ing in greftt fiirce: it is a great 
and fertile country, all over studded with 
parish churches : the small farmers are 
very numerous in moat parts of it : they 
are, like (he rwt of the Western peopli 
very obstinate, as it is called ; but as 
call it, v«ry honest, and resolute In ad- 
hering to their opinions. If yon look at 
the statistical acc<>unt of England and 
Wales, at the end of my " Geographical 
Dictionary " (which book, if you have 
not, you iiught to have), you will find, 
that there are four hundred and sixty-fii 
parishes in this fine country. You wi 
find that the country contains 2,579 
eqifare mites ; and, of course, (hat thi 
ii one parish church lo every 5| square 
miles ; and, of course, that the churches, 
on an average, are only about 6ve miles 
apart. Yim will next cunsider that there 
ig one parson, who nificiates at every one 
of these 465 parish churches ; for, though 
in some cases, ajourneyman parson does 
the work at a couple or three churches 
perhaps ; siill, either as reclor, vicar, per- 
petual curate, chaplain endowed, or sti- 
pendiary curate, tl.ere is one, or raiife, 
parsons that have to do with, and have an 
influence in, every one of these parishes. 
'Now lay your account nith this, that 
•very, one of these parsims; that every 
one of llfeir sons, nephens, aud brothers, 
iiut rbole of whom ace half pay officers,

full-pay officers, lax-offirers of sooe sort 
or other, ret ^ d-aliowar ce people, atid ilie 
like; lay ynur account that every one of 
these: ih<-n iH-huld (pulling iiflr your bats 
and ordering yourselves lowly aud reve- 
rently) the bi»h'ip, the dean, the aruiidea- 
coa, the chancellor of the diocese, the 
rural deans, the prehendaiies. the precen- 
tors, the singers, the residentiatycannns: 
look, io short, at the whole of this l>ody ; 
add to the male body, all the pamms' 
wives, daughters, and siiiere, and Hstera 
and broilitfro of the wives. Look at all 
this immrnse body; and then yi>u will 
have some idea of what my Lord John 
has to cor. lend against. Think a little, 
too, of the cliatacters and perscvfiing 
dispositions a nH powerful interests i.f this 
immense boily ; j<iined, ton, by all the 
tabbies and the old ahnfile-breedies crva- 
h at have retired from business, u 
they call it, and who are become zenioua 
for the ehureb, after y^ars ofpriicfeHioga 
ingthe fate of Dives. Lo..k at it 
all; and, ifyouhc a friend (if Lord J<>iiH, 
you will Iremlile fur him. 

There is not a soul of these who ^vould 
tuple at almost anything to defeat l^xd 
John, whom they hink upon as llie leader 
of those who have pifdged themselves to 
ireL'ard in Ireland, thai which 
I way to England in a vrry 
short time. Observe, that the principle 
of Lord John's reholutkin is. that the 
has the ri):hlful po^er of 
taking away any portion of the tilhes, 
tt whii-h is mure than u<-ces- 
sary for the " spiritual wants " of tlinse 
who go to chu' ch. 1 beseecli yim ti read 
my little " Legacy t) Parsons.'' There 
you will 6nd an ai count of )he parishes 
of England that have no churches, the 
parsons having suffered them to lumble 
'iwn. There can he no spiriltinl tonnts 
ipplied where there are n<> churches: 
there can be no grain sowed where there 
place to «i)w it in. The p<-oi>le may 
hunger and thirst after rigliteoiiHiiess ; 
but if theie lie no place for them to come 
their wants supphed, why 
should they pav anyhodv for supplying 
those wants ! Mr. Sphing Rick (L»d 
John's coUeaeue, and whr> is now lu be 
our mastei-inan) received wonderful ap- 
plause for a e.peech in which he nieniione4 
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•ererftl parUIiM io Ireland, ia which there 
was not a single Frotestaiit. He was 
cheered (o the skies; or, at least, up'lo 
the roof of the place ; and when he asked, 
whether a reformecl Farliarneat would 
tolerale such an abuse, as to suffer tlie 
people to hare tithes e.ttorted Iron) theoi, 
to be paid to a pajHon who had nu flock 
Bt all, the cheers broke out into a shuiic, 
and I myHell' joined ia the shout. But, 
my friends, 1 joined in the shout, he- 
cauM I knew that if it were so nion- 
itrously unjust to give liihea to a parson, 
who had DO flock, but who had a church, 
aod the doors open read; to receive a 
flock, it was still more unjust ,to give 
tithes to a parson who could have no flock, 
because lie has no folding-place; as I 
well knew to be the case in those parishes 
of England, which you will find mentioned 
in the " Lfgacy tv Parsons." 

Of all God's creatures none have noses 
eo fine as parsons. I have rclaled. some' 
where or other, that I had a siiw in Long 
Island that could sineU the wind, at the 
distance of several hours before its 
coming. Some people think that pi^ 
see the wind at a great distance. Though 
not belongiog to aoy Mechanics Institute, 
I am philosopher enough to know that 
they smell the wind ; but gifted as they 
are in the snout, their scent is not finer 
than chat of the parsons, whose pre- 
science in regard to everything in which 
they have an interest, positive and cim- 
tingent, is truly astonishing : they clearly 
petcdve how they shall be affected by 
my Lord John's uesolutioh ; though 
they are unable to undo it, they know 
that the rejeciiaa of the author of ii, by 
auch a county as Devonshire, would go 
far towards marring it for the present. 

It is a very curious thing to conteni' 
plate. The founber of Lord John's 
family was one of the great makers of 
this very church. His name was John 
Russell; Hevrt the Eighth made 
him a lord, and he was called Lord Rus- 
sell; when Gdwa&d the Sixth came tD 
the throne, he, being one of the executors 
of the will of Hekbt the Eighth, waa 
one of the councillors of the youtig king, 
and one of the advisers of making this 
church and this comoioa prayer book. 
When MabT' succeeded her brother, be 
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of tho«e who begged pardon ef 
God and the Pope for haviug made this 
church and the common prayer bonk, and 
of the chief advisers nC tbat 
ly calitd the bhody 
queen. When Eliza BEi'ii canietocha 
throne, he was one of thiyt» whi> n- • 
enacted this church and this comoMB 
^ayer book : ihe particulars of all wbish 
acts you will see in" LejriCjV'o Parsmt," 
Prom Heniit the Eighth he gnt ihe 
grant of those immeose estates beloDgiBg 
to the priory of Tavistock, the abbey 
ofTiiottHEV.and the abbey of WoBtrsv. 
From Edward the Sixth he got tbe 
grant of Coven T Gahdkn, and all tbe 
vay sweeping up into BloumsburY tad 
tt forth ; and he thus acc]uir<.'d the paver 
>f making me, when I am in London, pay 
ihe Duke of Bedford a tax nn every 
bhage and carrot that t buy atCovtvT 
AHDEN ; a power acquired by his ob- 
taining a grant aC that which befiie be- 
longed to the Galholic clkuich and tbe 

But I am not come to the most cminui 
partofthiv history yet. It wasat ExiTES 
itself th^ikis man performed the meioo- 
rable exploii, which, very likely, obtai tied 
him CovENT Gahden. The peop/e all 
over England were discontented with tbe 
change of religion, io the reign of Ed- 
ward the Sixth, and particularly with 
the graspiogs of the nobility and geatiy, 
who had taken the property of the poor, 

well as that of the chuich, into tbeir 

n hands. There were itiaurrection* io 
many parts of England, demanding a 
restoration of the rights of the poor, and 
complaining that they were made psck- 
I by the nobility and gentry, wiv 
wallowing ia wealth belonging to 
them. The most formidable of these in- 
surrections was in the fine county of 
Forces were sent against tltem ; 
and they resisted and defeated the forces. 
At last German troops were sent for and 
sent agunat them. These troops defeated 
them at, and near, Exeter ; and tbs 
commander of these Germans, amott^ 
of pretty nearly a similar cha- 
racter, took one of their kaders, who wM 
^ Catholic priest, and hanged him. in hii 
robes on the steeple of one of the churchct 

ExETBii: and this commander wu 
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that Lord Russell, whose name tcm 
Jobs, and who was the fuunder of this 
ikmity! Is it a bu peri n ten ding Provi- 
dence ; is it retribution provided by that 
power; Ar is it chance that has made a 
descendant of that Lord Russell the 
official Uader amongst those who are now 
proposing to lake the revenues from this 
■sme prayer- hook 'vhurch ; in order to 
support which cliurch his ancestor hanged 
«' Romish priest from the steeple it.

This Queen of Bohkmi* 
had a daughter, whose name was So- 
pncA. Now, it was enacted, that thu 
Sophia, who was at llie time, Elecira« 
and Duchess Dowager of llanouer (Ah!), 
should, in case of Queen Anne dying 
and leaving no heirs, be Queen uf Eng- 
land ; and, in case of her deaih betif* 
(hat of Queen Anne, then her hein 
should be kings or queens of EnglaDo- 
And thus it was that the family of Hal»-

ftnd their recent experience had taught 
Aeia, that it was prudent to make cer- 
tain conditioiu. upon wliich these foreign - 
e» were t-i rule. Theae coTKlitioos arc 
expresaed ia the latpe act of Parliament. 
Anoi^st these conditions was this : 
" That no person, tnho has n« o^ct, or 
" place ofjyrofit, under Ike king, or le- 
" ceivesii pension Jnm the Crown,shaU 
" be capable o/STcing as a Memher of 
" Me House of Commons," This was a 
part of ibe bargain made with tlie peof^e 
of England, in virtue of which bargai 
this present family was put upon ti 
tbroDo Tbis act ia entitled, "^An Act 
" tot the further limitati .n of ibe Ci 
" and better securing the rights and 
" liberties of Ibe people " ; and the 
C4M)cludi)B with these words: "Wher 
" the laws of England are the binh-nght 
'ij^ the )ieople thereof, «U the kings and 
*' queens who shall ascend the throue of

If, then, there ever were a fundamen- 
tal law, tl.is is BUuh law. .Nevertheless, 
in tlie fourth year of the reiiin of Qub> 
ANNE-(chapter 8), the Puiliameut, 
,d«8pite uf the people, took the liberty 
repeal this part of the fundamental lai 
But^ seeing what terrible use migbt be 
made of this power; seeing that by ii, 
any king might stuff the House of Ci 
mons with retired -allowance people *, and 
if they were found troublesume, get them 
)D break their pledges to timr consti- 
tueatt, it was stilt thoufiht necessary to 
expose them lo a new ejection after 
cepting of an office. The words of the 
act are these : " Provided always, that 
'" if any person being chosen a Membei

If he weie cho- 
frrely chosen, forcertain priooi- 
pies that he professed, by a public-spirited 
city, f.ir instance Hdviog hri)ken his 
pledges to tiie city, he coul 1 not aiiow his 
face there again ; but there were fifty or- 
rupt and siiukin;; holes f i send him back to 
Parliament, to Bll bis place and to 611 
his pockets with owney. This wasr)oe of 
(he benefits of this present reform: to get 
[id of this farcical and ins ileiit cbeatery 
one of the bcnelitB of reform, and

impudence to pretend not to know, that 
they possess, and can possess, no i 
authority than so many bogs, except they 
derive that authority from the King ? 
In short, the thing is bad enough s 
is : the scheme which is ascribed to you 
would make it a great deal worse than 
is.

AFFAIR OF STOKE-POQES, IN 
BUCKINGHAMSHIRE. 
A Pamphlet, published in refutation 
of the Assertions of Brougham.

The 
second, is a letter addressed to myse If by 
Mr. Shiahan, of Cokk; both which 
papers I beg leave most earnestly to re- 
cominend to the attention of my readers. 
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Loan BaouQHAH having thought fit, 
in a speech on the 17. of March, to call 

question the allegattons of a petition 
presented to the House of Lords, from 
certain rate-payers of the parish of Stoke • 
Poges, in the county of Bucks, it was 
thought necessary to transmit certain 
documents to his Grace the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the county, in vindication of 
such petition : and his Lordship having 
again, on the 24. of March, repeated 
his opinions, the documents are now 
published with the petition, which, to- 
gether with the following observations, 
will tend to prove that the parish is not 
in the neglected and mismanaged state 
which his Lordship is pleased to repre- 
The principal parts of the speech 
(as reported in th* newspapers) which 
require particular notice, are most of 
them refuted by the petition itself, or by 
the affidavits. 

His Lordship states that the union in 
question was established in consequence 
of a petition from the paupers of a num- 
ber of parishes in the hundred, of which 
Stoke forms a considerable part. It is 
believed that an application' was made to 
the commissioners from the parish of 
Burnham, by no means numerously 
signed, that no other parish had to do 
with it, much less any parishioner of 
Stoke. 

His Lordship alludes to the assistant 
commissioner, and to the meeting at 
Salt Hill. Four afBdavits prove that ob- 
jections were distinctly made to the pro- 
posed union at that meeting, which were 
reported, it appears, to his Lordship as 
unanimously in its favour: they also 
prove that it was KBnerally understood 
at that meeting that the paupers would 
be classed, and divided, and their respec- 
tive families separated, on being received 
into a central poor-housf. His Lordship 
4tatfa th((t tbis ipfprffiStjgg 79^ ifm^ 
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froiD the cleifrynan of the parish : this 
is diitinctly coatradicted by one of the 
affidavits. Hia Lordship aftervard* ex- 
presses hioiKir ttrong:!^ on this point. 
coDsiderinj^ it entirely ideal and imagi- 
•atry, Besidm the evidence of the four 
Affidavits as r^ardft the assistant com 
missioner (who also, in a conversa- 
tion which look place expressly for the 
-conatderation of the proposed union of 
pwishes, staled what was eventually to 
liecOToe of the fnmitare and guodi 
iMipitp to paupers received into 
cenirat poor-house), it is to be remarked, 
lliat the letter from the commissioners to 
litt Majesty's Secretary of State, dated 
1!7. of March, does not state that the 
mafried couple* will not be separated, 
•wn if in the same bouse ; nor that the 
ehiMren will not be taken from their 
parents after the age of nurture (what- 
erer that age may be). It appears, in- 
tteed, difficult to imagine how the new 
law is to be carried into effect withftut 
•ome such classification ; which ha^bei-n, 
upon good grounds, supposed to have been 
the inteniion .of the commissioners, and 
also the purport of the act of Parliameni. 

His Lordship states, that the principal 
objection of the pariah was to the erec- 
tion of a central hou^e on their common : 
the petition will prove that k was to the 
anion itself. It will likewise show, that 
tte poor-house was not held up as a pat- 
tern for other parishes, although itwonld 
well bear a comparison with that of 
Oonkham, mentioned in the letter of the 
cmnmissioners ; and as for Dawney, in 
etanced by his Lordship, there is not at 
present, nor most probably ever was, a 
WOTkhouae in that parish, which is by no 
means well managed in oE her respects. 
Hie affidavits will, however, show the 
opinion entertained by the assistant com- 
Biimioner himself of the management of 
Stoke workhouse ; and the affidavit of the 
medical attendant will strongly corrobo- 
rate his testimony. 

His Lordship itates, that three bastard 
children were, at the timo of the assistant 
commissioner's visit, living in the work- 
hftuse with nineteen diseased individuals , 
that the children were dirty and neg- 
lected; and that one of them did not 
know his alph^tet. An affidavit will 



prove, Uiat there w«re at that time Mdy 
nineteen individoals, inclodiBg tbe two 
bastards, in the home; that the bey Js 
quesiiau regularly attended the Stmtfaj. 
•chool, coald say his Catechism as well ar 
otber boys ; and (hat they were aoei' 
dentally dirty at that time, from faavfn^ 
iployed IB lifting tnrf for the att 
of the workhouse 1 and that there wm 
not ooe sick individual, exoeptii^ ^le 
person, infitwi from age and coBsaqmu 
debility. 

It is proved by affidavit, that the nr- 
penies of the paupers in the workhonie of 
Stoke parish, at the time of the ewiktaat 
commissioner's visit, were two abfllingc 
and tenpence per head, as was to be aeim 
by the parid acconnta. They are now 
stated as ander threo sfailKnga ; awd it 
may here be mentioned, that during the 
last year four one-shilliiig rates at r»tk- 
rent (which are only collected as nine- 
penny rates) have been recei^ ; aai 
that at the dose of the year, every Itill 
having bepn paid, excepting the lawyei'i, 
iriiich could not be got io, two thwiij ot 
the fourth rate were in hand. The as- 
penses of the parish, owing to tlte care 
and superintendence af Its most exceHut 
^leigymen, are much diminished ; sewal 
beneficial instiCutdoni, such a» loan Caada, 
co^ funds, savings '4>anks, &c., haNehMa 
by him eslaUiebed ; and the poor are in 
the habit of eomribHting from their w agw 

sumnler to the support of their famiiiM 

winter. These are facts, and can be 
proved. It may be added, t^at the poor 
are, upon the whole, orderly and well con- 
ducted, and attached Io the rich and to 
their homes. 

The poor-law commissioners, in a letter 
addressed to his Majeity's principal Se- 
cretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, dated 17. of March, I8S5, ha'vi^ 
been pleased to consider tbe mMBOtial 
addressed to them as proceeding from, a 
portion of tbe inhabitants of the paridi, 
who were disinclined to be indnded'to 
the union, and who desired to be left in 
the uodistnrbed management of their fa- 
rochial affairs, and not as declaratory of 
the general and united prayer cf all 
dafsea of the parisb ^«lt)ilMq[;k it «h 
signed by one hundred and fifty-six out 
of two hundred and sixteen rate^yMit 
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D^any of those who did not sign being 
widowB, &c.) tb« following petition 
signed by one hundred and forty 
iobabttants, laboofRrs, and others of the 
said parish who did not sign the before- 
mentioned meiUDrial and petitions ; the 
whole population of the parish being 
^boDt twelve hundred and ifty 
SODS, of which eight hundred and sixty 
an stated to be women and childi 
Th^K'sneral ditincM nation of the parish 
towanls the intended measure can 
tberefore, be douhted. 

The observations on Lord Brought 
qKCcfa, and the references already made 
to the accompanying documents, will 
wpcrsede the necessiiy of many remarks 
i^pon the commissioners' letter. 

Their attention to the many a^^lj 
tions made to them by the parish is fully 
acknowledged. The parish, as the 
mnrial shows, never requested to be 
eiopted from their superintendence and 
control ; but from being: involved in i 
union, from which it appears much hard- 
ship and inconvenience will eventually 
wiae to the poor, and much increase of 
eipenw to the parish in general, and 
wtuchthe stateoftbe parish is proved not 
t(v require. It is, however, to beobserved, 
wjtl)refi»«nce to this letter, that, although 
the central poor-house is not erected 
within the parish, the paupers must, 
When taken into it, wherever it may be 
bnilt, be inevitably qiined with those of 
other parishes ; and also that the central 
position of the parish, and the bounda- 
ries of the union by the Beaconsfield Hills, 
&c., appear entirely arbitrary, and at the 
control of the commissioners ; and that it 
Blears hard that the interests of the pa- 
rish should be sacrificed, because by ar- 
rangements, which might apparently be 
wsily altered, its position has been made 

The expenses of the parish, and also 
the eTentual separation of the married 
and their families, have already been 
aUnded to. 

It only remains, therefore, to notice 
the strong recommendation made in the 
com miss ioners' letter of the workhouse at 
Cookham, as a pattern for otherparishes, 
whitrh recommendation will, it is tb be 
hoped, justify the following obsernitions, 



which are reluctantly made out of sincere' 
respect for the person who has had the 
superintendence of it; but where the 
future welfare of the poor <s concerned of 
that parish in which the adoption of the 
system at Cookham is recommended as 
peculiarly applicable by such high autho- 
rity, and where it is bellbved correct in- 
formation has not been given to the com- 
missioners, it appears necessary to 'state. 
Chat in B letter which it is much to be re* 
gretted cannot be made public, it is stated 
that in the early part of last year, part of 
the select vestry went from Aylesbury to 
Cookham, in order to obtain all the in- 
formation it could to guide them in the 
system of the management of their poor. 
They waited upon the person who had the 
sole management of that parish, and he 
gave them every informa^on^ Upon ask- 
ittg him how ihe poor fared in the poor- . 
house, he remarked it was desirable to 
make that as irksome as possible, to deter 
paupers remaining any length of time in 
it. And no place could appear less calcu- 
lated to give comfort to poor and indigent 
persons: it appeared very ill conducted, 
without any system or regularity ; the 
few persons in it we're mixed together, 
and did not appear to be at all classed. 

is manifest, fVom what has been 
already stated, UiaC this system of coer- 
cion, however called for in other parishes, 
is not required in that under considers' 
Refractory and idle poor should 
undoubtedly be punished, and brought to 
a sense of their duty to themselves and to 
the public ; but to apply the same system 
to all who, from misfortune and want of 
employment, may become paupers, is 
another question. It is to be believed, 
that want of employment, proceedine 
from various causes, which have long^ ana 
heavily pressed upon the higher and mid* 
dling classes of society, has been one of 
the chief causes of the distresses of the 
poor i at least it may be asserted that the 
poor of Stoke parish will, generally speak- 
ing, be always satisfied and contented if 
they can find employment ; but how that 
is to be found for such numbers as wilt, 
according to the new arrangement, be 
sent to the central poor-house in its im- 
mediate neighbourhood, it is difficult to 
imagine, without taking away employ- 
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merit from t)ie regulsr labouren. It is 
saiJ, that if discharged they are not to 
be again admitted withont a fresh order : 
they will naturally, in that case, all ties of 
home and place being broken up, either 
seek for work on the spot, at any wages 
they can get, and thereby probably throw 
out of work thejegular labourers, who, 
having families to support, cannot work 
for such wages ; or they will be thrown 
upon the charity of (he public, or they 
will have recourse to diBhonest means for 
subsistence. 

A pauper is at present relieved by those 
who know and are peculiarly inlerested 
in his exact situaiion, apd he remains 
with his family, and in his bouse, till cir- 
cumstances enable him to do without 
relief: under the new system, as explained 
by the assistant commissioner, he might 
be taken from his family to the central 
poor-house, his family be broken up, his 
furniture and goods taken possession of, 
and ttll his former connexions for the time 
interrupted. It may be asked, how the 
landlord is to recover his rent, and whe- 
ther it is not likely that he would imme- 
diately enter.a distress upon the pauper's 
property, and also whether the rents of 
such cottages would not probably he much 
increased from tbeir occupation becoming 
eventually so precarious. 

The assistant commissioner staled, as 
appears by one of the affidavits annexed, 
that the expenses of these central houses 
were partly to be paid for from the pro 
c«eda of property belonging to the several 
parishes in the proposed union; ihe 
property of one parish might, therefore, 
in many cases, be applied to the uses of 
others, and not exclusively of that to 
which it belongs. Many other objections 
to this part of the arrangement might be 
urged, particularly as regards the parish 
in queittion, which possesses land, secured 
to it by act of Parliament, for the right of 
turbary. 

Under present circumstances, in 
cose of illness or of accident, comforts of 
various kinds, provisions, &c., and more 
especially the personal consolations and 
superintendence of their friends (parti 
larly that of their own clergyman, so c 
■tantly and efficiently bestowed in 
parish in question), are never-failing 



resources. Under the pew generaliwd 
system such r^ef will, by the proposed 
removal of paupem, be either iinpi'ssiblK 
or with difficulty applied ; and it may be 
doubted whether such charities wili not, 
for the most part, be discontinued, when 
con only be exercised under the 
superintendence of a distant board of 
commissioners, delegated to persons who, 
however benevolent and well-dispoced, 
can neither be acquainted with, nor juTa 
any particular interest in, the cirAi* 
stiinces of each icdividnal case; Tbeae 
observations, it may be said, do not apply 
to all parishes ; they do to the one in 
question. It is, therefore, most earnestly 
prayed, that the union as regards tii 
parish may be prevented ; that those ha- 
bits which have so long subsisted, equally 
bene6cial to the rich and to the poor, 
that identity of interest which was for- 
merly an inherent quality of the Brilisli 
constitution, and one of the chief sooreet 
of the prosperity of the state (for ofM 
the comfort and welfare of the- poor oK 
only the happiness of the rich, but 4* 
stability of Government, are fouoded); 
that those habits of contented attachmoit 
to home, and of subordinate re^ftecda 
their employers as the sources of ibeir 
happiness, may not, in this instance, coiS 
tnuy to the express desires of all con- 
cerned, he hazarded by an experiment 
which cannot be productive of any good, 
and from which it appears much eniaod 
inconvenience may ensue.

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most strongly to draw the atteDtion oE 
yarn honourable Howe to the followia^ 
Memorial, which vas traosmitted l^ 
them to the commisBioners under the smA 
Act, and a copy of the sajue lo his Ma- 
jesty's principal Secr^ry of Stale for tbe 
Home Department, Be 6. of February 
last, in consequence of the arrival of the 
assistant commissioner employed to carry 
into effect the provisions of the said Act : 

"To the right honourable the Com- 
raiesioners for the Administration 
of the Poor-laws of England and 
Wales, &c. &c. 

" We, the undersigned resident nobi* 
lity, clei^, gentry, farmers, and other 
rateable inhabitants of Stoke-Pt^e, in 
the hundred of Stoke, in the county of 
Bucks, 

" Understanding that it is in 
templation of your honourable board to 
form a union of the parishes in the bun. 
dreds of Burnbam and Stoke, under thi 
discretionary power given to your bmin: 
by the twenty- siiith' sectioi* of the Act 
and that the said parish of Stoke-Pogei is 
comfirKMin the said contemplated imion; 
and that it ia the intention of your ho- 
nourable board to make this parish tbe 
central boal^ of the said union ; and 
moreover, to erect within it a general oi 
common workhouse, for the reception ol 
the able-bodied, but unemployed, paupers 
of the several surrounding parishes of the 

" We, the undersigned, being: deeply 
impressed with tbe conviction that both 
tliese measures wilt prove, in the highest 
degree, detrimental to the interests, in- 
ternal comfort, and well-being of oui 
parish, most earnestly solicit the favour- 
able attention of your honourable board 
to the peculiar state and circumstances 
of our parish, and to the evil conse- 
quences which must result to it from be- 
ing incorporated into the said 
and moreover, from being made a focus 
for tbe GonSuence of strangers from all 
the surrounding districts. 

" yfo therefore respectfully represent, 
that tbe actual and habitual state of oui 
parish is one which, by the blessing of 
God; is free from most of the evils which 
the projecteO union of parishes and tbe 



general workhonse system, are intended 
to correct, in consequence of the many 
resident gentry in the parish, aad other 
persons of substance, who have it in 
their power, and who make- it their con- 
stant care to relieve tbe wants of the 
poor and the burden of the parish rates,. 
by private charity, and by furnishing em- 
ployment, so far as lies in their power, 
for the labourers; and that there does not 
the papsb that system of intimi-' 
dation which is one of the chief evils pro- 
posed to be corrected by the union. 

'' That we, the undersigned, entertain 
the most decided objection lo our poor 
being removed, in tbe event of distress or 
out of their own parish, and 
from under the eye of those who have 
always sympathised with them, and con- 
tributed to their well-being in times of 
prosperity and health ; or to tlieir faroiUes 
being broken up, and their members, 
separated, in the event of failure or mis- 
fortune obliging them to seek for parish 
relief and to accept of the workhouse. 

" That we furtlier feel great uneasiness- 
from tbe prospect of ihe ill effect of our 
able-bodied poor, who isay be sent away 
t<j a general district workhouse of the 
lioi;, forming connexions with, and 
troducing into Ibis parish the habits of. 
the worthless of other districts, with whom 
they must necessarily associate in a ge- 
neral workhouse, and of the morals of our 
parishioners being deteriorated thereby. 
We entertain an eqiially strong objection 
to the erection of a general workhouse 
within our parish for the reception of the 
able - bodied and unemployed paupers 
from other parishes, as tending, not 
merely to our own permanent discomfort 
and annoyance, but to the serious injury 
of tbe moral characler of our own poor, 
by the circumstance of their being thereby 
necessarily brought into still nearer and 
more extensive contact and connexion 
with stranger-paupers; an effect which 
the circumstance of proximity toageneral 
workhouse must, from various causes, 
necessarily produce. 

" We further beg leave to represent, 
that we possess a well-conducted work- 
house, which possesses many conveniences 
for the accommodation of our own aged 
poor, and Uiat, with some additions and 
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alterations, which W6 are most willing 
and desirout to make, we shall be 
to cany into due effect a principle oF 
classification, trod man; other of the ob- 
jects sought to be obtained by a parochial 
anion ; and we are ready to t 
si^iestion which your honourable board 
may think it necessary to make respecting 
the improvenient of our workhouse, the 
clasxification of its inmates, the treatment 
of the sick, and the instruction of the 
children, and to carry them into full 
eflect. 

"We therefore earnestly hope that 
your honourable board will take intc 
your serious consideration the peculiai 
cireumstances of our parish, and the ge- 
neral feeUng of us, the rate-payers there- 
in, respecting the aforesaid matters, and 
that the justice of your honourable board 
will not sacrifice the interests of an order- 
ly and flourishing parish to any supposed 
advantage to accrue, from its local situa 
tion, to other .adjoining parishes, so ai 
to compel a union with them, and thui 
check, and perhaps extinguish, the spirit 
of internal improvement, and of social 
imion, which now happily exists wilhiy 
it, and which, while it is in operation, is 
« cause the most conducive to the well- 
being of a community. 

" We therefore most respectfully pray 
your honourable board, that our parish 
of StokePoges may be exempted from 
all union with, or incorporation into, any 
other parish. And further, that no ge- 
neral workhouse for the reception of 
foreign paupers may be erected in our 
said parish; and that we may be per- 
mitted to manage our own poor and our 
own workhouse, under the direction of 
your honourable board, accordii^ to the 
provisions of the act. 

" We beg leave to add, that we shall 
think it right to transmit a copy of this 
our representation to his Majesty's prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for the Home De- 
partment.

Samuel Mason, of Stoke- Po^, in the 
county of Bucks, yeoman, malieth oath 
and saith, That he- attended the meeting 
contrened by Mr. trjlbert, one of the sub- 
commissioners under the new Poor-law 
Act, at the Windmill-inn. Salt-hill, 
Friday the 13, of January last ; and that 
the said sub-commissioner, in explainii^ 
at that meeting his plan for uniting the 
adjacent parishes in this district into a 
union, did state, that a lar^ central work- 
honse would beerectedonSloke-common, 
or on Gerrard's Cross-common, to which 
the able-bodied paupers of the parishes 
induded in the said linion were to be 
sent; that the existing workhouses of the 
said Irishes were to be considered as 
wards to the said central workhouse, to 
which wards tbe old and in&rm, and the 
children, were to be sent.

the workhouse of Stoke-Pogcs the peopit 
not properly classed ; and that then 
no sick-room in the said workbooN, 
And this deponent further saith, that bt 
did then desire Mr. Emery, the octiif 
overseer of the said parish, to prodncea 
list of the poor in the said workbowe; 
by which it appeared that they amouotel 
to nineteen persons, of which un wen 
between sixty and eighty-one yean of 
age, four children under thirtieen. two of 
sixteen, one of twenty two, one of thirty- 
six, and one of fifty year^ of age; and 
that then he did distinctly state to iIk 
said sub-commissioner that there «u s 
sick-room in tbe said workhouse fully ca- 
pable of accommodating as many personi 
would probably fall sjck at any lime in 
the said workboose ; that he IftxviK 
stated that the parish was well managed, 
that the poor were made comfortable, 
and that tbay did not coat the psrieh 
than two sbillings and ten pence 
per head, as was to be seen by tbe last 
month's accounts. And this ^deponent 
further saith, that the saiA tubUommis- 
sioner did then distinctly allow, that tbe 
said workhouse was as well managed u 
it could possibly be under the enidog 
circumstances. And this depoaeut 6if 
ther states, that he did at th^ meeiiiiK 
inquire of the said sub-eommissioHi 
whether or not it was intended to atf*^ 
the new workhouae the men fn* 
their wives : to which question no answer 
being returned bj the said sub-coDunii- 
sioner, he, the said deponent, said tbit 
be bad no objectiMi that refractoiy pet' 
MHis .should be punished, but that te 
should be sorry that infirm persona dudd 
be sepanUed, and Bent from tbeir n* 
spective paiisbeg. And this depoisM 
farther saith, that he then publicly tcU 
the said sub-commissioner that the oniw 
would be objected to by the pariah ■ 
Stoke Pc^es. And this deponent furtltf 
saitb, that at the said meetiag no qon- 
tioB was put, or other means resorCedV 
by which the (pinions of those pressrt 
ctmld be ascertained ; Intt that the m« 
meeting shortly broke up, notwithiUM- 
ingthe objectiona which had beeonw 
jtothe prc^posedaoion. And Ihii ttV** 
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nent further saith, that from the conver- 
■UiMis which he has had with the said 
■tab Gommivsioner, from what took place 
kt the said meeting, and from the enact' 
menta of the new Poor-law, he is now of 
ofiinioa that the separatioDB, and other 
ill consequences towliich he objected ,wiU 
certainly take place, if the arran^ments 
of the said sub commissioner, respecting 
the nnioa of the parish of Stdke-Poges, 
be carried into effect.

Copy of a Letter from the Poor-law Com 
missioners to his Majesty's Secretary of 
State for the Home Department ; wit! 
a copyoftheDJrections issued by them 
and also a copy of the Declaraiion by 
which the Eton Union has been formed.

Sir,— The attention of the poor-law 
commissioners for England and Wales 
having been directed to a petition pre- 
•ented to the House of Commonn from 
tbe inhabitants of Stolce-Poges, theythink 
it their duty to lay before you the fol- 
lowiog statement : 

The first plan for brining: the poor- 
farw amendment into operation in South 
Buckinghamshire, which the commia- 
sianers had under their consideration, was 
tbeformatinn of a union, comprehending 
tw«niy-nine parishes in the hundreds of 
Stoke and Burnham. 

This proposal was objected to by many 
«f tbe parishioners of Stoke-Poges ; by 
■oroe, because it involved the necessity of 
buildin; a new workhouse on Stoke Com 
inoD : by others, because they deemed 
the interference of the commissioners to 
be altogether needless and uncalled for. 

These objectioDs were represented to 
thecommissioners, both personally and in 
wnttng: and on the receipt of a oemorial 



from theparish, the commissioners thought 
it their duty to re-consider the arrange- 
ment. Having done so, ihey resolved on 
dividing the proposed union into two 
parts, by which means they obviated the 
necessity of huildingnhe workhouse on 
StokeCommon, and prevented the paupers 
of Stoke from being' mixed with the 
paupers of more distant parishes, which 
same of the inhabitants thought likely 
to prove injurious to their character and 
morals. 

Thus modified, it appeared to the com- 
missioners that the union was liable to no 
valid objection. By any further reduc- 
tion in its size, its management would 
have been rendered more costly and less 
efficient. Its boundaries appear to be 
natural and convenient^ on ihe west and 
on the south it is bounded by the Thames, 
on the east by the county ot Middleaei, 
aDd on the north by the line of the Bea- 
consGeld Hills. In the centre of this dis- 
trict the parish of Stoke- Poges is situated. 
To have excluded it from theunion, would 
have disturbed and rendered imperfect the 
whole plan; and its position is snch, that 
it could not have been left out in the hope 
of annexing it hereafter more coo veoiently 

It is true that the parish is not quite so 
highly rated as sotw of the adjoining 
parishes ; but no union can ever be formed 
hythe commissioners, if parishes are to be 
omitted solely because their present bur- 
dens, from temporary or accidental causec, 
may happen to be somewhat less thao 
those of an adjoining parish. Whatever 
advantage Stoke may have in this respect, 
it will, when its average expenditure ia 
correctly ascertained, continue to enjoy. 

It will contribute to the repairs and 
management of the workhouse, in the 
proportion which its average expenditure 
upon the poor for the last three- yean 
hears to the like average expenditure of 
the rest of the union ; and it will only 
he chained with the" relief of its own 
paupers, whether in or oat of the work- 
As soon as the union is completed, a 
board of guardians will snperintend the 
relief of the poor, and they will be aided 
by proper and efficient officers. No un- 
neceasaiy pressure on the paupers need 
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be apprehended, bb the commiaaioners 
have not deemed it expedient to eoforce 
the provisioa contained in the 52. clause 
of the Poor-law Amendment Act, which 
enables them to direct that no rehef shall 
heaven to the ab^-bodied paupers, ex- 
cept in the workhouse. 

With reference to the workhouses, and 
the regulations to which they may here- 
after be subject, it is necessary to point 
out, that the commiBsioners have not as 
yet issued, with respect to the Eton 
union, any positive rules for their ma- 
nagement ; though, as regards another 
union, they are shortly about to do so. 

[n framing such rules, they are guided 
mainlybytbe practice and experience of pa- 
rishes in which veil regulated workhouses 
already exist ; anil they think it will be 
their duty to act oti that principle. They 
know no reason why a system of work- 
house management, which has been found 
on trial to be perfectly successful in the 
parish of Cookham (only a few miles dis- 
tant from Stoke-Poges), should not be 
equally applicable to the workhouses in 
the union in which that parish is situ- 
ated. 

When applied to for information on 
the subject of workhouse rales, the com- 
missioners have on all occasions said, 
that they thoug;ht married couples should 
not be placed in diTferent houses ; that 
children under the age of nurture should 
not be separated from their mothers ; and 
that the aged, infirm, and sick paupers, 
should be treated with care and cender- 
Dess, and not of necessity be forced into 
workhouses, as they now generally are, 
in preference to the sturdy and able- 
bodied pauper. 

With respect to the question which 
was in reality to be decided upon by the 
commissioners, in reference to the me- 
iBorial presented to them by the inhabit- 
ants oi Stoke-Poges, the commissioners 
were fully aware of its great importance. 
It imposed upon them the necessity of 
deciding, whether, because a portion of 
the inhabitants of a particular parish 
were disinclined to be included in a par- 
ticular union, and desired to be left u. 
the undisturbed management of their pa- 
rochial affairs, it became at once the duty 
of the board to acquiesce. It appeared 
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to the coDimissionen to have been Son- 
seen and contemplated by the legislature, 
that parishes might frequently object to, 
be included in proposed unions, and ihit 
Gilbert's Act having failed, principally 
because there was no power to compel 
parishes to unite, the commissioners M 
expressly been intrusted with a power to 
overrule such objections. 

The commissioners, therefore, having 
deliberately inquired . into the situation 
and circumstances of the parish ofStok&- 
Poges, and given to the representalion of 
the parishioners the fullest consideratioa 
in their power, decided on indudicg the 
parish in the Eton union ; and they con- 
fidenily believe that they have not errat 
in so doing. 

Their attention has been drawn iai 
particular manner to the district in which 
the parish is situate, and their interfer- 
ence in the neighbouring parishes bad 
been anxiously solicited. 

The parish of Stoke-Poges itself, thoogh 
the pressure of its poor is somewhat ii- 
miniehed. by the extensive charities, tid 
benevolent disposition .of many of its 
inhabitants, must still be copsidcred si 
heavily burdened for the support of its 
pauper pi^ulation. The charge fer the 
maintenance of its poor for the three ImI 
years for which' the parliamentary retanw 
are made up was as follows : ISSO, 
67U.; 1831, 5Ul ; 1832. 7761. Out 
of a population of 1,252, it appears, byi 
recent return, that llSarepaupers. Re- 
lief is stated to be allowed to the out-door 
paupers according to a scale (a practice 
which in itself calls for a remedy, 'mil- 
much as it is one of the worst which hsi 
been suffered to establish itself), and the 
cost per head of the paupers in the work- 
house exceeds 4s. weekly, being uBstly 
double the amount in well-regulated 
workhouses, where ample provision i» 
made for the poor. The state of the pa- 
rish, as compared with others in tbt 
union, may he ascertained by a reference 
to the accompanying table, with r<»pW 
to which the commissioners lament that 
the returns are not complete to a hiier 
date. 

Though as yet the commissioners hx*e 
refrained from issuing any rules *hi<i 
should apply generally to the kingdom il 
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large, they have thought it their duty to 
lay down certain directions for the guid- 
ance of boarda of guardians, wherever a 
union of parishes ia formed. A copy of 
these drrectioDS they have the honour to 
lay before you, together with a copy of 
the declaration by which the Eton union 
hat been formed.

THE CORK TANNERS. 

Ca$0oflke Cork Working Teamers; in 
a Letter to William Cobbett, Etq. 
. M.P.—BJ Tbomas Shbahan. 

Sir,— Yon are the labourer's friend, 
and you are the advocate of a legal pro- 
vision for the poor of Ireland — therefore 
it is tbal I put you in possession of some 
tnmsactions which have taken pl&ce ia 



this City.— In niy opinion the labourer's 
friend should not be unacquainted with 
them, and they argue strongly in favour 
of a Poor-law for Ireland. 

What transactions do you speak ofP 
Transactions which have taken place be- 
tween the masters and the Working Tan- 
ners of this city — exhibiting the miser- 
ably low rate at which labour is remunera* 
ted amongst us, and the cruel lengths to 
hich employers or capitalists will go, 
hen unchecked by tlie salutary influence 
f a Poor-law. 

About the beginning of last November 
. became known to the public, through 
the journals, that the working tanners of 
this city had left their employment, and 
both conservative and reforming para* 
graphists agreed in condemning their con- 
duct. These said, that the tanners were 
the best paid of Irish labourers (some of 
them getting nine, ten, aiM twelve shil- 
lings a week) : they insinuated' that the 
turn OKI was the result of the interference 
of Fngliahmen jealous of the ascendancy 
which the Irish tanner* were gaining over 
them ; and they inveighed against the 
habit ^f Irish workmen to make unrea- 
sonable demands of their employers when- 
ever there is a stir in the business, or 
when they think they can do so with im- 
punity. 

I had heard that the working tann^s 
of Cork were a very orderly body of men ; 
indeed I mistake much if I had not beard 
their praises recited by more than one of 
their employers ; I had myself personal 
knowledge of their being zealous reform- 
ers and warm-hearted Irishmen. These 
matters made me wbh that the poor fel- 
lows should not put themselves in Ike 
vjTong ; and 1 accordingly procured an 
interview with a few of them, from whom 
was sorry to learn that the masters had 
itered into a Bond, bindii^ themselves 
under a penalty of 100/. never to give a 
day's employment to any individual of the 
several hundreds who had left their yards. 
1 heard this, and I perceived from the 
language of my informants that if any 
person wished to be instrumental in pre- 
Tenting violence and in effectii^ a recon- 
ciliation between master and man, there 
was no time to be lost. Having incul- 
cated peace and forbearance on the minds 
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tit uich of the working' tanners u cami 
my way. I advUed ibem to place them 
aelvm in a proper light hefore the public, 
a considerable ponioD of whom had been 
[wejudiced by the Dewgpapera; and in 
furtherance of this advice the foUowip^ 
vaa advertised in one of the public papers, 
and served on each master tanner in itie 
form of a hand-bill : 

Fi-om the Working Tannen to the 
Mastert. 

It bein^ neither the wish nor the inte- 
reit of ihe working tanners of Cork to in- 
jure their employers, or to hurt the trade 
of the diy — their lole object being to ob 
tain front their employers terms which 
they think their services entitle them to, 
and which their employers may give vith' 
ont injustice to themselves,— they, the 
working tanners, in order to effect a 
friendly arrangement of the difference 
now existing in their trade, propose as 
fon iws : — I'hat a CoRimiiiee of seven, nei- 
ther masters nor working tanners, be ap- 
sppointed, tkrer. by the men, four by 
. the masters ; to which committee both 
parties shall state tlieir case, promising 
to abide by its decision ; or, the workioe' 
tinners are content to submit their 
to tlie arbitration of the six gentlemen 
«ho have been recommended to lb( 
krJ lieutenant as additional magistrates. 

Cork, Notttaier 11, 1831. 

This proposition of the working tan- 
ners produced no effect on the masters ; 
one of them said to me, that he " did uqI 
think that the case called for arhiiration 
— the men did not like the terms of the 
employers— there was an end to the 
affair, then. If he called into a draper's 
shop and did not chooae to give the price 
which the shopkeeper thought fit to set 
on bis cloth, as well might the shopkeeper 
invite the public to arbitrate between 
them, as the working tanners invoke a 
third party to come between them and 
their masters." 

On the Hth No\-ember, the working 
tanners having received no communica 
tion from the employers, drew up the fol- 
lowing p^)er, and gave inslructioiis to 
their secretary^to aerVe Uie piiadpal em- 
pIoj«r with it. 



Fram the Working Toniisrs to tlit 
Matters. 

The working tanners of Coric respect- 
fully beg to be informed if it is the inten- 
tion of the masters to accept tbe invita- 
tion held oat to them in the advertise- 
ment of the woricing tanners published in 
the Cotstiltiliot of Tuesday, a copy of 
which i« enclosed ; if such should not be 
their intention, the working tanners re^ 
qupst that the master tanners will say if 
ihey have any, and if any, what proposi- 
tion to lubmit to them. 

This paper was handed to the 'leadinjf 
man in the trade; I have reason to think 
that it was not laid before a meeting f£ 
masten. 

The working tanners now came to me 
and told me that all their hopes centred 
in Mr. O'Connell, that he was to be in 
Cork in a few days, that the big fellows 
among the masters were his co- labourers 
in public and his friends in private, and 
that be would do every^ing for the poor. 
They requested of me to draw up an 
address, to be put into the hands of 
" The Man of the People." I said, 
" Mr, O'Connell's position requires that 
he should' stand well with all classes in 
Ireland. He will not like to he dragged 
into an unpleasant difference between 
master and man ; however, as you think 
he can be of service to you, and as there 
are so many hundreds of yoq sufTerin; 
from idleness, you shall not say that I 
declined to assist putting him in posses- 
of all the cireiUDStances of your 
case." The following is substantially ihe 
statement which was presented to Mr. 
O'Conndl ; I write it from notes and 
memory, not having had time to make a 
copy, and having failed ia recovering Hut 
original: — 

Tq Daniei. O'CoHNBti., Esa., M.P. 

Sib, — We, the workiijg tanners (^ 
Cork, beg leave to express to you oarM- 
light at seeing yoti > once more amot^at 
ns : and to request your ioterfiireDce ia 
a matter, in which we are deeply coa* 
cemed, and in which the working chsi>^ 
generally, leela becoming inieresL 

We are a body of men, about five hia- 
dred to number, who, by linog on a JM> 
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Uto diet for many yean, hare enabled 
our empbyera to drive the Eoglith ma- 
nuCacturer from the home market, to 
mmpete with him successfully evea at 
kis own door; to have carriafEes and 
iuuaers, to quaff claret and champagne, 
" to be clad in fine linea and &»«t 
aiunptuously," The gains of several 
oE those employers are uotorkMuIy im- 
mense ; the regular losses ia Uta trade 
are scarcely entitled to Ratii:^. 

The rate of remuneration for our labour 
may be seen from the following table, 
which ia the result of aa inquiry iota the 
number of hands empl<^ed and the 
amount of wages paid in 23 of the prin 
cmal yards of our city :

Our bonis of labour render matters 
en worse. Of the 23 tan-yards of 
which we have spoken there is bat oae 
in which the working hours are firom sis 
till six, seven o'elock and half-past seven 
'clock are the hours at which we ore 
generally allowed to desist from our la- 
hoar, and sometimes ei^ht o'clock and 
nine o'clock overtake us in our 
yardj ; moreover, we are liable to be 
called ODt even on Sandays ; and em- 
pltuers are known to work us some hours 
on Riese days, and that wuhout remunv- 

i'o relieve oar condition, and to obtain 
a small portion of the fruits of our in- 
dustry ami long forbearance, we naMwjfltffrf 
and resolved as foUows :

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The average weekly pay of 200 of these 
men does not exceed 6s. What, sir,

There was nothing very extravagant 
in aUthis, nothing to which our services 
had not entitled us. and which our em- 
ployers could not give with ease. Here 
we owe it in candour to yon to state, that 
the more expert ones of our business hod 
it in contemplation to form themselves 
into a trade like the tanners of Dnb&a 
and England. Right or wrong, they felt 
that in association alone has the lahouier 
any protection against that capidity which 
h^oB and ends in self, and makes of the 
poor its special victims. 

It may not be unnecessary in this place 
to ioTona you that, whilst the tanners of 
Cork were meditating on this misetable 
increase of wages, flashers ware obtaining 
in Dublin and Bristol 18s, a week, and 
yard men I5s., and that in Londsn 
fieshars were employed at It. Is, per 
weekk yard menat lSs.,and halpen at 15s. 

Our emplayent, oa learning what we 
had resolved, but without any strike oo 
our put, thMiffht proper one morning to 
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ditcbarf^ each two men, and one of these 
employera actnalty turned fourteen men 
out of his concern, because they said they 
belong;ed to that Consolidated Union of 
the Working ClaBnea of which yon, sir. 
Ue a member, *and to which you tendered 
your services as law adviser. 

Having the feeling of men withii 
conscious that we sought nothing unjust, 
and viewing the seventy or eighty i 
who were dismissed from the yard: 
' Tictims for the common good, we said we 
' would go out with then, and accordingly 
we struck. This strike was immediately 
followed on the part of the masters by at 
agreement in which they bound them- 
selves under a penalty of 100^ never to 
give a day's employment to one of us. 
We pray your particular attention to this 

Rumours having been circulated that 
we were acting under English influence, 
and paragraphs of an injurious character 
to'uB having been ineerted in the public 
papers ; moreover, it being a dear thing 
that we had no interest in being idle, we 
invited an arbitration of our case by pub- 
lic advertisement : we said to our em- 
ployers, "'hA a committee of seven, 
neither masters nor working tanners, be 
appointed, ^our by you, (Aref by us ; let 
both parties state their respective, cases 
to it, and abide by its decision ; or, let 
our committee of arbitration be the six 
gendemen whom you lately wished to 
have appointed magistrates." To- this 
proposition no reply was given. We then 
called on the masters to say, if they had 
any proposition of their own to submit 
to ns ; no notice was taken of us ; we 
merely heard it abroad that the Bond 
was regulvly execated, and that it was 
lodged in the hands of an attorney, who 
was to pounce on the first subscriber, 
who should dare to violate it, and that 
none of us should ever again earn a shil- 
ling for ourselves io those yards, where 

' we bad made thousands of pounds for 
others. We submit to your good sense, 

' sir; that, admitting even we had erred, 
this conduct of the masters was too high- 
handed ; that there was none of the milk 

' of human kindness or the unction of 
christian charily in' it. As to' the bond 
into which tfaey entered; you will not 



hesitate to pronounce it tU^al, cruel, sad 
incukatory of vengeance ; ' it is, moM- 
over, unjust. Those who signed it, aAd 
who would thereby consign hui]dre«ls ol 
us to starvation, may say that we wca« 
wrong once in our lives ; but they sboald 
not fcH^t that the sweat and toil of those 
lives were in their pockets. 

It has been urged against ns that agri- 
cultural labour is bad at a rate below tiat 
at which ours was requited, and ihst 
tens of thousands' of jioor nlen cottM lie 
procured fhnn the country, most happf 
to fill our berths. We admit, in bitter- 
ness of soul, that the Irish agrictdtaral 
labourer is the most wretched of hnman 
beings— but we deny that the Cork mai- 
ter-tanner is justified in measuring* etir 
ce or his duties by the rule of wrong 
supplied to him by the merciless Irish 
landlord ; and we tell the employer, be 
he of town or of coimtry, be he Catholic 
or be he Protestant, that there is anotbw 

bunal, where the sweat of the labourer 
will be duly appreciated, and where he who 
defrauds that labourer of bu just reward 
will be condemned. <<- 

It is not long, sir,' since' the misnnder^ 
itanding has tak^h place between ns and 
»ur employers,-^ven so we have alreadf 
suffered more of privation' than you can 
well conceive; the wages' iillowed tons 
by our employers were too scanty to en- 
able us to make' savings, or to hold ogt 
in any cause. We come to you, then, 
hoping that yon will iniefpose your good 
services, and assist in> effecting that ad- 
justment which we have attempted in 
vain. ' We respei:tfuliy submit that ^v 
have some claims on your attention, t^ 
ir humble efforts were availing, tb^ 
always at the service of our cunntiy, 
and we boast of being your co-Ukbourers 
in " the good cause." At the last elec- 
tion several of our body who are electon, 
rejected bribes that would be fortunes to 
them, and voted fbr the popular candi- 
dates; also, the majority of the tnaater 
tanners of Cork are your personal friends; 
your represmtations must have gnat 
weight with them. 

Mr. O'Connell ! it is the opinion at 
many, and an opinion that is every ita^ 
gaining ground, that, if there were s 
legal provinon for the poor ot Inkai, At 
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' Irtsh labourer would not be, n he if, en- 
tirely at the mercy of the employer, 
agricultDral or loaDufacCurinp. You are 
opposed to poor-laws ; we ^ve you credit 
for bein^ inBuenced in your oppoiition to 
them t^ the purest motives.

■ send squeaking forthfromapairofnewi- 
paper-like lips a greater falsehood than 
this. Why all the world knowi that I 
vas a plough-boy myself ; and it knows, 
too, that I, long ago, wrote and published 
an Ergush Gbamhar, addressed to soU 
diers, sailors, apprentices, and plough' 
boys. This little man is one of the race 
that write ; or, at least, so they tell me ; 
and if he were to live and write till he 
Were Ave hundred years old, all the books 
that he would ever write all put together 
voutd not be sold to the extent to which 
this graramar has sold, and is constantly 
BOW selling more than ever. 

In another part of fais speech he says, 
as I base just noticed above, that I had 
been induced, or consiruined, I think he 
calls it, to debase tlie poor ploughmi 
into " a mere hewer of wood and drawer 
of water." What ! And did yoti cheer 
this ? I aak you, Mr. Rubsbll, by na 
and I request you to be so good s 
write an answer to me, did yoa cheer 
this ? did any score of you cheer this F 
or did any six of you ; with my Legacy 
to Zabourera in your bands ?

was), that he, conjointly with the par- 
sons of the seteral parishes, mi^ht ap- 
^iat schoolmasters and gehoolmis- 
ttesses to teach your cbildren ; ju«t as if 
ire bad not taxes and spies eaough be- 
fore ; just as if working men could not 
ehoose proper schoolmasters and school- 
mistresses for their own children, and 
pay the money themselves. My ground 
of objection to his motion was, that taxes 
were to be raised upon the working' peo- 
ple to be given to the Government to 
'm^int beddecators. With regard totiie 
gqi>d or evil of heddekatii^, generally, 
tl)e children of working people, that was 
f. iqere matter of private opinicm ; a sub- 
ject for philosophers to discuss, and not 
law-Biakers ; and my private opinions 
upon the subject you will see fully stated 
in my letter to Lord ALTBOflp, wliioh I 
subjoin. From the monstrous misrepre- 
sentations of the villanous newspapera, 
and also from the unfair representation of 
[x>rd Ai-THo^p, an outcry had been raised 
ftt Oldham, about my being " an enemy 
«f education." This cry had been foinj 
pa tor a year and a half. Wben I got 
there, I ekplained to my constituents my 
{^rounds of objection to any such measure 
4S tho^ proposed by persons in Parlia- 
meat. I stated to them that, looking at 
the books that I had written to teach 
woricing people, they must think me mad 
if I wished npne of the working pe<^le 
ever to becojne learned; but that, at any 
rate, this was a matter of private opinion 
which had nothing to do with them pr 
tjjeir affairs. -The (jwiftj/scheme they 
aod I had gQ,methipg to do with -the 
.private opinion was matter of ehance pr 
of taste, 9s mnch as that of the colour of 
our coats : 1 chose a g^y coal, which few 
«f them seemed to like : I. never went to 
scjigol myfelf, and never sent a child to 
school. Their itaste jnight be different; 
^(1 there w^s no harm in that. But, 
srben.we oame to taxing, when we came 
to n proposition to take money out of the 
people's pockets-for the Secre^ry of State 
Vid the paTspQs to give to schoojma^ters 
and school mtstresses to teach tWr own 



children ; afld thus give my vote for taxia^ 
the people, in ord» to place a braoe of 
spies in every parish of the kingdom, 
hired and paid by tiie Seereta^ of Slate ; 
if they wished 'the nation to be so taxed, 
and for sueh purpose, th^ -mast get 
somebody else to vote for the tasing, tor 
i never would while t had breath in my 
body. Why, the people of Olbhau have 
sense, as well as inooTTuptible puUic 
spirit. Thay saw that they had been de- 
ceived : they saw that the acheme which 
I had opposed, and which, in fiuit,il de- 
feated, was a deep soheme of knaves, 
aided and abetted by Che empty-headed 
nonsense of fools. 

And how did the hold little man, ^o 
accuses me (rf want of boldness, before 
five hundred men; how did he act in this 
very caseP Why, he took eare to have 
Lwd Althokf and bb thundering majo- 
rity with him, which was manifestly con- 
certed ; and that I verily believe, for the 
purpose of annoying me. And did I 
shrink at the sight of this majority p I 
frankly wid distinctly avowed my private 
opinions, as well as my objeotioag to the 
taxing scheme. Lord Ai.thobp aad, -Mr. 
PouLBTT TaoHSON supported their little 
'' learned friend," and the little learned 
man carried hU motion; which was, the 
.ppointment of a committee to consh^er 
of the propriety of establishing a system 
of general education of the people, of 
which committee the little learned gen- 
tleman was chairman himself. When 
the committee got together, at a distance 
from Lord Althokp, and inaroomby 
themselves, and had had time for dieir 
brains lo cool, they came to a determi- 
nation, as far as they did deWrmine, that 
I was right, and that the little learned 
gentleman and LordAuTHOKP w^re wrong ; 
for they determined that it was not e^- 
visahle to impose a tax for the purpose ; 
and as to the rest I cared not a straw, 
very willingly leaving it as a suhjeet to 
be discussed by those who, like the Iktle 
learned friend, are capable of ealcalating 
the amount and utility of what be i eatls 
the " intellectual weaith" of the p e op le, 
is curious to obtspve here, -thbt I 
never moved but for one comnitte^i'that 
the Minister put upon the .«aiMritttca 
whom he-liked ; that (atbiusiMWr htarl 
C 2 
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of before) the membert of the committee 
chose another member to be chaimtaD 
instead of -me; that I made not even a 
vhiaper of complaint upon the subject ; 
that I proved and over-proved every fact 
iibich I had allied, and upon which I 
had pounded my notion for the com- 
mittee, and that I broug'ht out and laid 
before the House and the country full 
end complete proof of the hiring aud 

. paying of spies, by that very Secretary of 
State to whom this little learned gentle- 
man would have given the choosing of 
tdtoolmasters and schoolmistresses for 
the children of all the working people of 
Eng^land ; and that this was all begun, 
continued, and ended in the course of 
one month ; and let it be observed that 
that committee never would have been 
granted, unless it bad been firmly believed 
that it would end in my discomGture and 

. disgrace. I not only brought proof of 
the spying, but of the paying of the spy 
for his spying ; and I traced the payment 
up to the office of the Secretary of State ; 
and 1 brought proof of the Secretary of 
State's hand-writing, indorsed upon the 
written reports of the spy ; and ail this 

' was done, not only in the presence of the 
five hundred men, that tlje little learned 
friend talks of, but in the face of the evi- 
dently hostile wishes of a great majority 
of them ; not to say against the rather 
bitter reproaches of not a few of ihem 
And some of you ongbt to have recol- 
lected, and I dare say did recollect, that 
the fcpy whom 1 detected and exposed, 
was expressly employed for the purpose 
of watching and reporting upon the acts 
and words and designs of that veryllni 
of the Working Classes, which upon this 
occasion the little learned man was ad- 
dressing. What was he about, dear little 
patriot, when this spy-work was before 
the House of Commons ? Did be utter 
one single breath of reprobatii»i of this 
dark plotting against you ? Oh, no ' 
dear little soul 1 carried aloft on the wings 
of refinement, he was engaged, day and 
night, racking bis mind for tbe means of 
increasing your " intellectual tveallh." 
As to your carcasses, whether they were 
empty, or swung from the new-drop, or 
from any country gallows tree; these were 

s jiiBtlers beneath his attention. Your "in- 



lelleclval wealth " waa to pmdon tbkt 
he could think ^>oat nothing d»e ! 

My friends, be wise. Be sparing of 
your cheers and huazaa at the mere utter- 
ance of pompons sentences. There an 
crowds of these sentimental patriots who 
would give you your intellect full, nnd 
who are really and truly the best friends 
of a taxing and profligaA government. 
That excellent man, who laid aside his 
business for the purpose of providing a 
legal defence for Fukzey ; who laboared 
earnestly to procure proper defence 
for that man, as if it had been his own 
life ; this man, without tbe smallest pce- 
tensions to merit in tbe world, without 
any boasting, without any professions, 
ithout any talk of the good that he has 
me or is doing, is worth as many of the 
intellectual -wealth " patriots as there 
are grains of sand in any of tbe sand-hills 
of Surrey, or all tif tbem pat together. 
In all human probability Fvuzei owed his 
lire to tbe most judicious and able con- 
duct of Mr. Chablbb Phillips ; and to 
have the aid of Mr. Phillips was entirely 
owing to the exertions of the worthy man 
whom 1 have just alluded to. 

So mnch, then, for the face of the five 
hundred men, in the spy-case, and the 
heddekasfaun-case. But, was there not 
another cate in which the walking classes 
were concerned? Was there not the 
famous Poor-law Bill, invented for the 
avowed purpose of reducing the working* 
people to a coarser sort of food, in order, 
as it was alleged, to prevent the estates 
of the landlords from being swallowed 
up ? Was there not this affair befora 
the House of Commons? Were there 
not seven or eight divisions of the House 
upon this bill ? Did you ever see th« 
name of the little " learned friend," ia 
any of those divisions ? Did you ever 
hear one single squeak from him in dis- 
approbation of that bill, or of any of the 
parts of it ? No : but 1 will tell yon 
what you heard from him ; yon heapl 
from him a general approbation of tb« 
principles of the bill, before it was brotight 
in, and an expression of his wish, that it 
would be brought in quickly. Whether 
he voted for the bill, in any of tbe di- 
visions, 1 do not know. 1 will not say 
that 1 suppose that be did ; because, bold 
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mn u he ia, he was not bold enough to 
speak upon the subject; but this I know, 
' that, when Sir GaAKLss ButRBu. made a 
' motion for the second reading, 1 believe, 
of his /u6otir-raf« bill, the Ultle learned 
friend opposed him, observing, at the 
same time, that something more effectual 
than that waa wanted, and that he hoped 
we should soon have in the Poor-law Bill, 
with the contents of which he appeared 
to be thoroughly acquainted ; and I per- 
ceive that not a word does he say against 
that bill, which, above all others, is a 
thin^ to be complained of by the working 
people. A coarser food for your bodies 
but a finer diet for your minds. Curs 
" multOH," says he; curse Cobbbtt' 
"muttoti " (though 1 always talk about 
&t bacon) : cursehis vulgar " mKtCon" 
here, take in my " intellectual " food 
Curse the wages ; let the landlords take 
tiiem by their Poor-law Bill, and put 
them in their pockeU ; curse the money ; 
you may have empty bellies, and be 
covered with rags, to be sure ; but I will 
give you " intellectual wealth " ! 

Now, my friends, I do not believe thai 
you cheered ahomioable trash like this, 
I do not believe it ; if I did, one more 
word you should not have addressed to 
you by me ; I should deem you too sense- 
leta-B'crew.-ever to be prevailed upon to 
think as you ought to think upon sucb 
subjects; 1 should deem you to be a set 
of persons formed by nature to be wheedled 
into slavery by cant. Not believing this ; 
not looking upon yon in this light, I will 
proceed to offer you some remarks on the 
silliness of this little man's notions upon 
' the matter, in a taxing point of view. 
1 aju for taking the (ax off newspapers. 
I always have been for it ; but for reason!* 
very different from the stupid stuff offered 
to you by him, and the stupidity of which 
Etufi^, as 1 shall afterwards show, he him- 
self proved to you. But let us see the 
little gentleman's notions about the tax. 
He tells you, that the Government will 
lote nothing, by taking off the stamp ; 
nay, that it will gain by it ; for, this spe- 
cies of patriot never wishes to lessen the 
amount of taxation, which is a character- 
istic which you will find stick to them all. 
The troth is, that they mean, first or last, 
to get wealth themselves out of the taxes : 



not " intellecluai wealth " : that they 
mean to leave to you; and, in fact, to-' 
take your money in eichai^. The little- 
darned patriot tells you, that if the stamp 
iK taken off, " the tax on paper wouM 
more than equal the present duty on ■ 
newspapers themselves." Well, now,. 
who would pay this increased duty? 
Do not move an inch till he has answered 
that question. WAo would pay this in- 
creased duty on paper, which would ex- 
ceed the amount of all the duty on stamps 
present? The little gentleman must 
lell you, that you would pay it all, every 
farthing of it. The cheap newspapers 
are intended ^(ir you, and for you solely. . 
The rich would take no more newspapers 
than they take now: they would take 
them at the reduced price ; so that you 
'ould have to pay that which they now 
pay for stamps, and you would pay in 
paper-duty more than all their stamps 
amount to now ! What a curious way 
the little gentleman bas of easing your 
purses ! But about your purses he cares 
nothing : itisyoiiT"irttelleclttalwealth"' 
that he wants to provide for. 

And now let us see how he would pro- 
vide for that. He migbt, from what be 
himself told you, have concluded, that 
" cheap newspapers" is a game at which 
two can play as well as one. He pointed 
out to you three newspapers, now pu8- 
hshed, which he described as the curse of 
a "civihzed country"; as doing " more 
" mischief and evil than could- well be- 
" conceived." Very well, now; would not 
these papers be made cheap by the same 
operation as other newspapers would bo 
made cheap ? He says that the abolition . 
of tbe stamp would " chase these base 
" things from circulation, or confine - 
" them within a narrow limit." He 
says this ; but not one word does he say 
in support of the assertion. Does ha 
pretend to believe that the abtriition of 
the stamp would put down these papers ; 
does he attempt to make you believe that 
cheap papers of the same principles would 
not rise up ? Can he make you believe,, 
that the fections would not each have its^ 
cheap publications in abundance ? It ik 
nonsense to suppose otherwise; it is. 
madness. Therefore, truth and false- 
hood, good and evil, sense and nonsense^ 
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would have just the sBone combat that 
they have now. In thU respect, there- 
fore, there is oAlhii^ to be gained Ay 
taking off the stamp. 

The good of tLikin^off the stamp would 
be, in the first place, the amount of. the 
money now paid by the people at krgpe, 
on account of the stamp, would not hare 
to be paid by them, and wnuld remain 
their pockets. In the next place, aui 
■till greater benefit, the abolition of the 
stamp would necessarily abolish two Dioat 
odious acts of Parliament ; and ihat one 
particularly which was invented 
^se to put d(>wn my Reg'tter, which 
Completely failed of ite object ; to which 
the Wbiga nwde a sham opposition ; but 
whiah they have kept in fores, and have 
moat rigidly acted upon, towards 
merabic pereooe in all parts of the 
try 1 and which sewts to have infiicted 
injury upon both the factions, and on 
every part of the press, except my part, 
I do not think that the abolition of the 
«tamp would make one single farthing 
difference to me, tn point of payment for 
my labour; but as regards tnyself, even I 
detest the trammels imposed by the 
itamp-laws ; and with regard to others, I 
wish every man who likea to print, to he 
at liberty to print, without any hindrance ; 
by no means believing, however, that 
truth, that is to say, that true information 
and right principles would have a feirer 
ohance then than they have now ; and I 
£Cout the nonsensical idea which gives 
rise to the £q)Bellation of a " tax upon 
knowledge." In some cases it is ; but in 
many more eases it is a tax upon lies and 
nonsense. The tax falls upon this little 

..gentleman's speech, for instance; and 
vnll yoa say, that tbat is a tax upon 
knowledge ? He names to you three 
newspapers, which, as he says, are con- 
stantly sending forth lies; injurious po- 
litical principles; ismoral and obscene 
notions ; and doing mischief enoirnKMis. 
Will he call the st«mp upon these a " bxx 
upon knowledge." ■HaHlly, I should sup- 

..pose i and, therefore, the ^appellation is 

.eilk, at the least - 

"But !he tax' which he proposes to leave 
ioifull force, aud greatly to augment, is, 
in many cases* really and effectively, a tax 

' upon knowledge. Spelling -boots, almai 
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naoks, arithmetics, all books on tbe asta 
and sciences; books on travels, biogra- 
phy, history, ^natural history, agricultu'e, 
trade, navigation ; religious books, the 
Testament, the Bible:; lawbooks. iUl 
theae, and many others that might be 
enumerated, may inily be called iMoks-oF 
knowledge; of real aad useful know- 
ledge. Vet all theae be leaves loadad 
with the enonnoua duty on rags and .-on' 
paper. In the printing of an edition- of 
moderate extent, the paper-amounts :to 
abmit one-half of the whole cost othiajg- 
ing out the book ; and of this cost «€ 
paper the rag-duly, the paper-dnty, aad 
the vestiictioos of the EiicTse, amamt 
to one-half or more. So that, whon-a 
bookseller has printed and piiblislfed 'ta 
Ipetling-book, one quaitt^ port of the 
price of the speliiog-book is occasioiied 
by the duty upon ra^ and the duty upoa 
paper ; and the working-men who bas:to 
buy a ^elliag>-boek for his chik) Ium to 
pay a skiUii^ iostoad of Divspenee ; «ad 
this threepence would be still takaafron 
him, with the hearty approbation of the 
little man who is so anxious to add to 
year " intvUeataal weailk" ; be would 
still make the working man give thi-M- 
pence to support the peneioners and ao 
forth, as a tax updn him for giving^ a. 
spsJliiag-book Co his chiM ; yet the dear 
little gentleman wishts to abolish the 
" lax wpen kiuneUdge " ! 

There, n>y friends, I think we have 
enough about this oratericalsqneok; bat 
having taken np so nwch of yvnr time 
with it, let me go a step further. -If the 
press, especially the newspaper press, is 
to do anything desipable, it ia to iltake 
the people better off ; it is to eecure the 
liberties, political and civil, which they 
have ; it is to preserve their rights asid 
poseoisioas; it is to e«itend them, or to 
regain any of tiiem that may have been 
lost. The aaytngs that "The preu. is 
" the palladium of free men " ; that 
" knowledge is power " ; that "To-<te- 
" fand or recover your Tights, you tmaet 
" know what they are-" These sayiAgs 
are very pretty Sayiaga in ' Aemsetves ; 
but, ifwe see printing goingonincseaai^, 
while our liberties ore daily and hoatly 
euFtailed, mnst we not begin to doubtof 
the efficacy of printing, and of what is 
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called education, in preserving our liber- 
ti»and rights? The heddekasbun-work 
b^n by the Sunday-Khoob, parlly the 
o^pring of cant, aoil partly the offspring 
of cunning policy, at the beginniD^ of the 
French war, to counteract the writings of 
Painb. Little prepress was made, how- 
ever, until about the year 1808 or 1809, 
vhen Lakcastbh came out with his sort 
(^half-mihtary-discipline schools. These 
schools were cbJeSy supported hy Dis- 
senters. The Aristocracy took the alarm ; 
its better half, the Church, took the alarm 
too. There was no putting down Lan- 
CASTBB, hut they found him a rival in 
Bell ! No matter who or what ; it was 
something; as a rival to Lancastbr ; and 
ve were speedily stunned half to death 
with Dr. Bst-L and the National Schools. 
Lords and ladies, bishops, archdeacons, 
deans, prebends, parsons, and all their 
wives and daughters, came pouring forth, 
like wasps firom their holes, for Dr. Bell, 
" Bible Societies," and " National 
" Sc&ooU" ; and the Bibles and U-acts 
alinost fell upon the land like a shower 
of hail. Danibl Dbfos (I think it is) 
has the following lines ; — 

* Wbersvet Qod erects ■ hoosa oi pray'r, 
■' Tbadaalusuretohave a chapel there: 
" And 'tis supposed b; moderate coTDput&tion 
" The Utter has tbe larger congregation." 

Thns it happened here ; for to keep pace 
with the heddekashun of the schools, the 
newspapers began to multiply, not only 
number, but in mathematical dimensions ; 
till at last I actually got a newspaper o< 
day, of vthich, at my farm ~ house. 
Barn Elm, 1 made a table-cloth for 
table about seven feetloi^; and four wide, 
and Sir Charles Wolsblby dropped in 
at tbe dinner time, and the other day 
remittded me of the table-cloth. 

The aewqtapus, if all their print 
pat on one side of the paper, and if they 
could be all tacked together and supported 
apon poles of sufficient leogth, would, 
I verily believe, make a canopy large 
eoough to cover the cities of Westminster 
and Loodon. with all the metropolitan 
borot^hs. la God's name, Mr. Roebuck, 
is not this enough ! One'twentieth part 
^.tluUwhichis. printed is never read by 
anybody, in a manner to be luiderstood, 



This is not knowledge, then. It is no-, 
thing worth. TVuth and falsehood fly out 
together ; sense and nonsense sally out at, 
the same time; men's minds get confused 
with the mass, if they attend to it all ; 
while the people are thus aniused the 
Government goes quietly on taking away 
their property and their liberty ; and pray 
hear the fact without starting, pray do, 
not contradict till you are able to disprove ; 
the exact proportion that the heddeka- 
un-work and the newspapers have in. 
creased, IN THAT SAME PROPOR- 
TION HAVE THE UBERTIES OF 
THE NATION BEEN UNDERMINED 
AND DIMINISHED! And now, my 
friends of the working classes, who met 
io London, with Mr. Waklbv in the 
chair, on the 28. of April, 1835 ; now at- 
tend to me a little ; and if you did cheer 
Mr. RoEBvcK, and do not now blush for 
that cheering, you are foredoomed to be. 
the vilest slaves that ever disgraced the 

I have just stated to you, that tbe 
school-work begun to spread itself over 
the country in 1807-8-9. I remember 
Mr. AUerman Wood, telling me with 
;great apparent satisfaction, that he had 
got a Lancastrian school for two or three 
hundred boys ; and he will remember that 
I remarked to him, that though his mo- 
tive was so unequivocally excellent, I was 
afraid that he would do mischief. " For," 
said I, " in the first place, Wodd, you 
" must allow that the greater part of the 
" newspapers teach most mischievous 
" errors; you know well that nine-tenths 
" of them abuse us reformers ; and, there- 
" fore, you are at work to enlist thework- 
" ing people on their side, it being nine 
" to one against you. If men be left 
" alone to judg'e from what they/«e/ 
" from the hand of the Government, they 
"are sure to judge rightly of that Go- 
" vemmenl ; but if they be in tbe Ipbit 
" of forming their opinions hy what they 
"rend, almost any crafty fellow with a 
'" pen in his hand, and a printing-press 
■" at his command, can make them quietly 
"submit to that which reason, experience, 
'" traditionary knowledge would have them 
" rejecti and I amof o[Hnioo, that if this 
" education-work go on, and this law of 
'Mibet contiuuA in force, the people wiU 
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" be ^adnall; brought to aubmit t(valmost 
" anvthinj^ that the Government choi 
"" to inflict upon them." Mr. Wood 
recollect this conversation ; and he will 
also recollect that I addressed a lettei 
tite Regitter to himself, on the subject, 
the place of which letter in the Register, 
1 cannot now point out, not having the 
volume at hand. 
■ Now. then, we have had pretty nearly 
thirty years of it, since I gave Ihia opi- 
nion ; and let us see how far the opinion 
baj been verified. Before this heddekashun 
work began, no Parliament was ever bold 
enough to vote money out of the peopl< ' 
pttckets to be given to the parsons ot 
and above their tithes and revenues ; sin 
tbat work began, one million five hundred 
tbousand pounds have been voted oi 
the taxes to be given to the parsons, 
and above all the new churches. Before 
tbe education- work began, there had 
never been a standing army in time of 
poace to exceed about thirty thousand 
men abroad and at home ; and only about 
three or four barracks : since it began 
•there has been a standing army of a 
hundred thou«and men in lime of peace, 
with a hundred thousand barracks, more 
like palaces than barracks. Before tbe 
tieddekashun-work began, the utmost 
peimlty on men for pursuing or killing 
game Was a fine of five pounds, or three 
months imprisonment : it is now trans 
portalion for seven years, infiicted by 
magistrates at quarter sessions, if the 
game be pursued (not killed, but pursued) 
in the night time. Before the heddeka- 
shun work began, if a poor man trespassed 
on<the land of any one, he, as well as the 
rich man, in a similar case, was liable to 
an action of damages, which action was 
to be tried by a jury : since the heddeka- 
shun-work began, if tbe damage be under 
five pounds, the trespasser may be seized 
by the throat, without summons or war^ 
rant, taken before a justice, who may 
niake him pay damages on the spot, or 
•end him to jail at once to hard labour 
for three months ; but if it be a man 
sporting with a license, in the sporting 
season; or.ifitbeatrespasser committing 
.above five pounds of damage, then you 
ilaxe not take him up, foryou have nothing 
tetyour action at law. Before tbe hed- 
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dekashun-work began, a Dissenter might 
bave his goods distrained for refusing to. 
pay Easter-offerings to a parson, but it 
he bad no goods, the parson had no re- 
medy: since the heddekashun-work began, 
8 Dissenter can be sent to jail for three 
months for refusing to pay a parson his 
Easter-ofierings. Before the heddekashua- 
wurk began, there was nii law to hai^ 
Henby Cook for striking Binohah 
Baking without doing him any bodily 
harm: since the work began there hai 
been a law to hang Hs-'vav Cook foe 
striking Bingham Barimo, without dtaag 
htm any bodily harm. In short (far 1 
could fill the Register), before the bed- 
dekashun-work b^an. there were i» 
STuaoES BoiinNs's Bills; no Ponr-law 
Bill; no Dead-body Bill; and thoogfa 
last, not last, no BoUrbon-like policbl 
To this dilemma, then, I bring our little 
" learned friend " ; either the people of 
England deserve the treatment provided 
for them by these new and severe Uw; 
or they do not deserv« it. If tlie 
former, they are become a uiorie peopi*, 
since the hed dekashun-work began: if 
they do not deserve them, they are becomB 
a. vastlif more lame people than tbeii 
fathers were. So that, hang himself upon 
which horn of the dilemma he will, m 
little learned friend must acknowedge 
that, when we bring thing* to the teat, 
his " ititelleclaal wealth," of which be 
has such store, is not worth one single 
ounce of plain honesty, or of puWic 

Leaving him to get clear of the horni 
of this dilemma ; or -to hang there wrig- 
gling and twisting, till some of li^ 
cheerers shall discover the means of 
hooking him off,

Mr. Waklky said that it was not by 
their attendance in that meeting, but by 
their uniting their influence with* the 
people, that members of Parliament vere 
to be tAught their duty. He had the 
honour to be a member of Parliament 
since February last, and he had not, as 
yet, heard one word about the people. 
The contest was continually kept up about 
the loaves and Gsbes. When Ministers 
had their hands in the people's pockets, 
then they were called an enterprising 
people. He would ask, was it possible 
that the Government could be honest which 
would impose a tax upon them, to keep 
their understandings in midnight dark- 
ness. They might make any experiments 
in chemistry, or in any other branch of' 
science but in political knowledge ; that 
branch was the only one which was taxed ; 
and how, by putting a little red mark at 
the corner of the paper. (Here Mr, 
Feargus O'Connor entered the room, and 
was received with deafening applause). 
Mr. Wakley resumed, that was the 
manner in which Englishmen and Irish- 
men should meet. The subject before 
them was the cause of all, and they should 



unite in crushing injustice and oppresston. 
It bad been said, that " ignorance was the 
curse of Gt)d, andknowledge was the wing 
with which we fly to heaven." Respecting 
this impost they should show an example 
to other countries. When Mr. E. Bulwer 
brought the subject of taxes on news- 
papers before the House of Commons in 
1S32, that gentleman, in a very able and 
elaborate speech, proved, from official re- 
turns, that out of ISSpoor men who 
had been committed to prison in Berk- 
shire in 1830, and the beginning of 
1831, only twenty.five of that number 
could write, and only thirty could read. 
That at Aylesbury, out of seventy-nine 
prisoners, only thirty could read and 
write ; and that out of fifty committed at 
Lewes, only one could read tolerably. 
That in Prance tbe same connexion be- 
tween ignorance and crime had been ob- 
served. That out of 6,000 persons and 
upwards, who had been tried in the Court 
of Assize, in that country, more than 
4,500 were found to be incapaUe of 
reading and writing. The hon. Member 
then made some comments on what was 
said by Lord Eldon respecting the duty 
(bat was imposed on the special commis- 
sioners for instructing the poor and de- 
luded people, as to the state of the law; 
but, said Mr. Wakley. the ignorant 
ought to be made acquainted with 
their danger before the halters were 
placed round their necks. He maintained 
that poverty and distress were the origin 
of crime, as wai the case with the unfor- 
tunate Dorchester labourers. Why did 
it happen tiiat a newspaper is chained 
twopence more in the country than in 
London? In that year of mad speculation 
and presumed prosperity, 1825, which 
closed with the terrific " panic," only 285 
persons had been transported, whereas, 
in that year of severe distress, 1828, 
3,440 individuals bad been transported; 
therefore it was an insult to the niUion 
to consider tie tax on newspapers a mere 
fiscal regulation. In America, where there 
was no stamp duty, every small town 
might publish its daily papers. Tlej 
had enough of bad newspapers (laughter), 
because the Government endeavoured to 
blindfold the people. He would bring it 
as a test to the new Ministry. (Cheers). 
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He would condemn them if they conti- 
nued this iniqaitous tax. (Cheers). Whi^ 
not apply the spon^to the Pension List! 
(Cheers). There were such pensieners 
as Lord Eltenboroug'h and the Duchess 
of Manchester. The cry was no longer 
fi No>popery cry; they were no longer 
afrftid of tlie Pope's toe. (Loud cheers). 
In every part of the country there was a 
.total indifference among the pec^le whe- 
ther they read tlie papers or not. He had 
visited Devonshire and other parts, and 
iie knew such was the caae, which must 
entirely be imputed to the heavy duty 
upon knowledge. The honourable Mem- 
ber sat down amidst the most enthusiastic 
cheering. 

Mr. RoBBuCK said, that he had been 
requested to attend to unite with tliem in 
.suppressing the impost un knotvledge, 
snd he did so with the greater satisfac^ 
tion, because he knew that such an unjust 
.tas can no longer exist. He could assure 
them that in America the newspapers 
were admitted into the schools. He would 
^sk what was it that interested the people 
-at present ? Tlie people listen to the oc- 
currences of the day with aiiJtiety. He 
would maintain that the minds of the 
people should be well directed, and was 
that to be effected by putting a tax upon 
.knowledge ? There was a quotation froi 
Shakspeare, which wag exactly applicable 
to the present subject : 
I " Ignorance is ths curie of God, 

But knowleilge the wing whereby we fly 

(Cheers). The fault was not in the peo- 
ple, but in the rulers. Divided into 
tions amongst themselves, and anxioi 
carry their own paltry views into effect, 
they cared but little for the people's 
crease of intellectual wealth. In pli 
of uniting for the common good, the 
parties in the House, the Whigs anc 
.Tories, placed themselves in ruda oppo- 
.aition to each other. Tlie factions hac 
^been fighting before the public gaze, like 
two gladiators. Could any one persuade 
him that if the great towns would act, 
that such a Hou^ of Commons could ex- 
ist ? A House not to be paralleled for 
degradation qf teniimenl, forgetfuiness 
of promise. Sid they not find the repre- 
sentatives asserting one thing on the hust- 



ings, and then coming down to ,tlie 
House -and saying, that they hud bees 
inspired (hear); had heard a voice from 
heaven (hear, and laughter), irhieh bad 
impelled thera to change. (Cheers). And 
thus they could break not one but twenty 
oaths ; nay, more, they ev«n went tlM 
length of saying that the people deured 
to bring on civil war and a total destnic- 
tion of property. He wanted the peopls 
to be free from such imputations. He 
wished them to acquire tliat knowledge 
which would not only give them all in- 
formation necessary for political aSaire, 
but which would render them g^ood citi- 
zens. They had heard Mr. Cobbetfi 
letter that evening. He was sorry that 
that gentleman was not present, for in 
the Houu of Commons tie (Mr. C.) had 
declared that education and crime we*t 
hand in hand. He (Mr. R,) denied the 
fact : and be said, besides, that ao man 
ought thus to cait a slur on the people. 
(Hear, hear). It was an act of little 
courage to come to meelings and declare 
sentiments in favour of popular reforms 
of whatever description. It was nothing 
to write that he was sorry he could not 
attend. The effort was to speak bolcBy 
the same truths before more than 500 
persons, who hated and deteiied tja 
■people. (Great cheering). Mr. Cobbett 
it was, who had asserted that the plough- 
man had no need of newspapers, but of 
mutton, and that reading was not fit- 
tiny for suck men. He seemed to con- 
sider such men fit only to live and steqi, 
and sow and eat. Why, the ox did the 
same, with the exception of sowii^. 
(Hear, hear). He (Mr. Roebuck) coa- 
sidered the tiller of the soil as high m 
the moral scale as any man who posses^ 
thousands ; but such was the inbred aris- 
tocracy of the House of Commons, that 
before it Mr. Cobbett had been cMi- 
strained to debase the poor plattgkrtum 
into a mere hewer of wood and drawer 
of water. (Hear, hear). But this mMt 
cease ; the labouring class must be raised 
to its proper place, and if no other pOTStMi 
made the attempt, he who addressed them 
would himself propose to have l/tetaxat 
newspapers taken off. (Cheers). How 
was the point to be carried ? By pent- 
verance. Perseverance would hafs ah 
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effect at last on the MiniBtry. The pre- 
sent Miaiatry had certain pereont in the 
Hbose, who voted for them through thick 
and thin. The Tories bad had the aame i 
but notwithstanding thai devotion to their 
behests, ti\e Tories had been turned out. 
Tlie present Government should take 
warning, and acknowledge that it 
only by attention to the wishes of the 
people that a m^orityin the House could 
be secured. They must please the people 
to keep their place*. Now he was deter- 
mined not to be pleased, unless they 
granted the repeal ^ the tax. They had 
heard of Spring Rice's speech yesterday. 
Had he been one of the honourable gen- 
tleman's constituents, he would have de-. 
manded what bis line uf action would be 
OD this subject, and by his answer he 
would have judged him. In the 
way must he judge the ministry ; though 
he knew that if he asked them what they 
intended doing, their answer would be, 
" For God's sdke don't press us, give ui 
a little time, if you coine on us now we 
shall not be able to hold office." (Cheers 
and laughter). It was nonsense to call 
the cooaideration of the newspaper-tax 
merely a Gscfil arrangement. It was much 
more ; it was of the utmost consequence 
to the people. But taking Sir R. Peel' 
statement of 600,000/. surplus revenue a 
true, why not if necessary give up that 
for the people's good? But it b 
CQSsary ; the tax on newspapers, which 
amounted to 500,000'., would be raised 
by the additional revenue arising from 
the duty on the paper, used in the un- 
taxed productions. The multiplication of 
cheap newspapers would be so great that 
the money arising from the tax on paper 
would more Ihaii equal Ihepresent duty 
on the newspapers themselves. He 
would ask if a great array was not kept 
up in this country (and he might remark 
that he frequently used this argument to 
persons who objected to removing the 
tax) ; was there not, he would ask, this 
army kept up? Were-there not regi- 
mentg of Horse- guards kept for show? 
Why not put down one of them, or if re- 
quisite a second, or even a third P He 
would ask. which was the more important 
business, to maintain these, or to give 
kuowletjige to the people t (Cheers). The 
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answer was simple, but they would never 
get it from those in power ; not that they- 
feared really that any mischief could afisft 
from taking off the tax, they dreaded only 
to give instruGtitm to the people. Some 
objections had been brought forwafd 
against the repeal of the lax by disboneeC 
persons ; he would endeavour to answer 
them. It was stated that if the tax were 
taken oS, such a quantity of immoral 
writings would deluge the country aa 
would be subversive of all right and ho- 
nesty. He did not see that the tax 
being kept on saved them from such 
loathsome productions. Was there not 
the Times (deafening cheers), as basr, 
IS mean, as di^acefiil, and as mischiev- 
His a paper as ever cursed a civilized 
:oitatry ? (Loud cheers). He knew the 
parties that conducted that jourual ; he 
could name them ; and he denounced 
them OS unfit oontpavj for gentlemen. 
(Loud cheers). These persons, he meckat 
editors, were a disgrace to any 
press. They had thrust ihemselvea fbr- 
'd, and were standing in the vanguard 
of every thing that was despicable and 
base. (Loud cheers). What could be 
say of the John Ball, which advocated 
the cause of the parsons ; or of the vile 
Atfe, which stood up for the aristocracy; 
which diverged its virulence in immodest 
jokes ; anji vented its spleen in allusions 
to private character ? (Loud cheers). 
Even women were not secure from its 

d dastardly attacks ; and what ' 
could shield the backs of the writers of 
these journals from chastisement P no- 
thing but their very baseness. None 
* ' ' I coniaminatc himself by contact 
with them. If once fair field was given 
supply the people's wants, tifese base 
things would be chased from circula- 
confined within a narrownr 
circle ,- they could then take their lucu- 
brations to ladies'raaids. (Laughter). The 
John Bullvas what is called an out and- 

for the parsons and their tithes, and 
such was the gratitude of parsons in re- 
turn, that he should not be surprised if 
ibey changed its productions into com- 

prayer. But he hud hcari Lord 
Brougham declare, when he (M.- .1.) was 
on the committee, that he never saw in 
an unstamped production any immorali^, ' 
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though he had oftea read improper 
cles ia the stamped press. Tbe unstamped 
productions never referred to private 
character ; their articles were mereljr po- 
litical ; and be they right or wrong in 
their views, there was no vice. But in 
the three papers he had mentioned, the 
Age, the oi^an of the aristocracy, the 
J»kJi Bull, for the parsoue, aad the 
Times putting itself forward as the patron 
of the middle classes, could be found, 
under the garb of morality, more mischief 
and evil than could be well conceived. 
The John Bull took as its motto, tbe 
Bihle and Crown. For what was this ? 
why most likely for to bring them into 
contempt. He hoped soon to see an 
unshackled press ; then no longer would 
they see such monopolies as the Timen 
and CkrotticU presented. Then would 
the people be educated ; then would ihey 
be governed as they should be ; for they 
wwuld be unconnected with Whig oi 
Ton/. (Great cheers). 

Resolved, " That this meeting is o: 
opinion that the imposition and continu. 
ation of a heavy stamp dnty on news. 
pt^ers, from whatever motive, has adicect 
tendency to perpetuate ignorance 
mass of the people, and at once debasing 
to the character, destructive to tbe morals, 
and dangerous to the peace and happiness 
of society." ' 

Mr. Fea*igii8 O'Connor, M.P., 
«aid that he was delighted, afler liie dull 
and plodding labours of Parliament, to 
find himself again una public stage, where 
there was fair play fur all. He thought 
that if any man was entitled to a<ldress 
them on the present subject, he was the 
nan (hea% hear), for lie had always 
stood forward fearlessly as their advocate 
(hear, bear), even at a time when ii was 
treasoa to love, and death tu defend. 
(Hear). He could nut entirely aftreK 
with the chairman that poverty »as tbe 
cause of ctiroe. He knew tbat correct 
and honest men were found amongst the 
poor ; it was ignorance which was the 
cause, but the day had arrived when 
knowledge must be untaxed, and iafor- 
matioD free to tbe people. (Hear). He 
had an unfortunate propensity to try every 
question by its own merits, He had been 
~ " t on prin(»plea, from 



which he could never deviate, it niM 
not be then wondered at, if he examined 
the present question in the asms vtj. 
The people were never very wrong on loy 
subject, nor did they ever remain Idd; in 
error, Icrested with themselfes tobrinit 
about the change they desired, and tbit 
peaceably and without disturbance. H« 
treated with contempt the insiDualiaa ihil 
the people were desirous of anarchy. He 
should not think Gt even to deny tbt 
calumny, were it not' that the pet^ 
should be like Caesar's wife, not only pore 
but even above euspicioD. (Hear). Mr. 
Wakley bad spoken of a messenger taJdn; 
the country newspapers at a cliwp 



pay. He could k 
them how it might he obviated : by tak- 
ing off the newspaper tax, and then 200 
papers would he carried where nn* tbas 
wereonlylwo. (Great cheers). MentiM 
had been madeof the Dorcliester labouren. 
He had a right to speak of ihem, for h» 
had spoken in their behalf when otben 
were silent. He bad always a»«itt4 
them to be not guilty. He still adhered . 
to that opinion. (Cheers). They could 
not be said to have eired through ign* 
ranee, for at least tno of ihein were v^ 
inf >Tmed men. The fault was in th« liw(, 
which had, like Draco's, been so placed 
that they could scarcely be read, and then 
the people had been punished fur llieir 
ignorance. The Governoient had paid 
no atieniion to the application made ii 
behalf of those unfortunate men. Tlej 
had neglected the signs of tbe limei. 
They reminded him of the story nf tlis 
pedlar selling looking-glasses to a ladf 
Site exclaimed, turning away in iiigaa 
' om the mirror, " How ugly this «!»» , 
_.akea me Inok"! "Ob"! ansnenJ 
the seller, "that shows the goodDSes »( 
tbe plate"! (Cheers and laughter). Tka 
bad the Ministry been afraid to look is 
tbe true mirror of the times. (Cheert). 
There was but little difference bftntes 
Whig and Tory; neither party had anj 
idea of reducing the trnances. He«* 
no hope but in the Radicals. (Tremeo-, 
dous cheering). He trusted that U As 
pressure from without kept tbe repreM' 
talives in order, that the oeJtt Pwllaanrt 
would be composed of food mUBrii^ 
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(Cheer*). If the people were lubetaxed, 
let them at all evenU have knuwledge 
free. Of whu um wu it, ihat a Pertia- 
ment should sit up night after night to 
l«Rislaie, if the people could not Icnon 
what was dooe? The people would not 
be so besotted a« to allow the tax tu remain. 
Tile Times had been ipoken of a* the 
reprewntatire of the middle claues ; it, 
om the coDtrarj, put itaelf up At cock of 
the walk for the ariitocracy. He had 

S>De the other oight to the London CoSee 
ouse, aud bad Bpoken in farour of Lord 
Joba Ruuell's teloro ; t|^ Tiaui had 
onlj given three sentences of his speech, 
And these were, that he had called the 
Lords " naiura!-born idiots, bliiated old 
fotAa, and chaoce-boro lords." He cer- 
t&inij bad called them so, and with jas- 
tice. Thejf were " natural-born idiots," 
not to perceive the ineffieacy of goveining 
against the tide of public opiaion ; 
" bloated old fuoU," because they had 
■tomachs fuU of the good things of the 
nation; and "chaoce-borD lords,'' be- 
cause, like poela naici'ur non fit, nn 
jnec could be born readj-oiade legislators. 
(Loud cheers). They had always been a 
barrier ai(aiDst the tide of public impnive- 
raeot. They acted in opposition to the 
very fundamental priociple of the law of 
the land, which onlered to deny nothiuK, 
to refuse nothing', to delay nothing which 
ought to be granted. It was nearly as 
bad in the other House. If the 658 uien 
there could present themselves with breasts 
perfectly laid open and clear, how few 
wouldbereturnedtoParliaiiient! (Cheers). 
He thought he might say so, for he had

And all religions should be permitted and 
established. (Tremendous cheers). The 
boo. Gentleman concluded by seconding 
the resolution. 

aowN instanced the case of a 
borough in Wales, where he bad can- 
vassed for the popular Member, and 
where the people were grievously ignorant 
of iheir political degradation. 

The resolution was then put and car- 
;d. 

Mr. Wire, in moving the second reso- 
tion reminded them thatthe tax was not 
only on newspapers merely, it was also 4 
tax of thirty per cent, on printing, and on 
menis in papers ; in fact it was 
a tax on knowledge generally. Why 
was not this tax repealed ? because th« 
Government could not do without sucb 
an impost. But the people are supposed 
to know the la^s, and the means of con- 
veying that knowledge is taken away, as 
was the case with the Dorchester labour- 
era. (Lould cheers). They would never 
get that tax repealed, if they did not

Was it not a disgrace lo 
Londos that fewer newapapers nere in 
ciniylation here than in Guernsey nod 
Jcney in the same proporiinn.

He would 
reetind them of the 500 who liad been 
imppisoned for selling the Gitardiim.

WlW» 
a poor man was brought t>efore a n<K*> 
trate for vending knuwludge withia tU 
reach of the pisodscer, it war DM.'fltf 
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CDmirfered wheiher tt vna stamped, but 
also whether the snbject matter con- 
taincd anything which would enable 
him to see the system which is iiursued 
to keep hint in midnight darkness and 
Bbvcry. He seconded the recolution. 

Hr. Walker, who had been eight 
times inipriaoned for selling -unstamped 
twwspapers, nest addressed the meet- 
ii^, but a good deal of impatience woa 
manifested on nccaunt of the lateness 
of the hour, and we could not collect 
what t^ll Irom him. 

The following resol at ions were then 
BCTeralty moved and seconded, and car- 
ried unanimouiily. 

Resolved — "That a respectful peti- 
tioflj embodying- the principles of the 
foregoing resolutions, he now submitted 
far tlie adoption of this meeting, pre- 
paratory to the same being presented 
iothe Commons House of Parliament." 

Resolved — " That the thanks of this 
meeting are 'eminently due, and are 
hereby given, to the Editors of the True 
SitR, the Weekly True Sim, Examiner, 
National, New Weekh) Messenger, and 
alt other public journals, who, like 
ttiem, have nnffincbingly advocated the 
freedom of the press." 

A fretttion founded on the resolutions 
Itaving been agreed to, Mr. WaRley 
requested to present the same to 
Rouse of Commons, and the otlier 
members present were requested 
nippoTt it. 

Thanks were then voted to the Chair- 
mae, md the meeting separated. 



EDUCATION 
"HEDDEKASHUN."

of more importance than this. I hats 
thrown down the gauntlet on the snb- 
ject : I have spread a knowledge of vtf 
challenge as far as I have been able 
to spread it ; and I have, as yet, received 
and heard of nothing worthy the name 
of an answer. 1 have put many ques- 
tions to the advocates of a nicknamed 
education of the people. My questions 
bare been stated with perfect clearness 
and distinctness: they must have beea 
understood by everybody that read them ; 
and yet, not a word has been said in 
3 them. Under these circum- 
I might claim the victory over 
my innumerable and noisy opponents. 
f might, at any rate, now hold my tongue 
npon the subject, until I hear what some ^ 
one has to say in answer to me ; but I 
will not do this : I will express my opi- 
nions freely, and without disguise upon 
every part of this great subject, 

I address myself to your lordship upoR- 
u occasion, because the newspapers 
id parliamentary reports have spread aU 
over tbe country, that, doring my oppo- 
sition to the grant for the British Md- 
, your lordship told me that I was 
enemy to the fidvaation of ike 
people " ; and because, from those news- 
papers and reports, it would appear, that 
I made no answer to the chaige ; they 
knowing perhaps, that your lordship 
made this charge upon me, when, accord- 
ing to tbe rules of the House, I was not 
permitted to answer. I will, therefore, 
iwer now ; and in that answer, I will 
into the whole subject, and not leave 
the shadow of a doubt with regard to my 
opinions thereon ; nor with regard to m? 
intentions and my resolution relative to 
any parliamentary measure, that may be 
proposed, touching this matter. 

Before we proceed to discuss the ques- 
tion, whether a thing be desirable or not, 
or whether it ought to be done or accom- 
plished, we ought to come to a clear 
understanding of what that thing is. 
Your lordship called me, " an enemy to 
the education of the people." I opposed 
the taking of many thousands of pounds 
out of the pockets of the people. The 
sum was sixteen thousand pounds, 1 
think ; and this was to defray one yeat^s 
expenssB of the thing called the British 
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M^num. This tfaiog, conriXinp of a 
Ubrarj "^d of curiosities of various sorts, 
of D« earthl]' use to the people at large, 
kept (olely for the amusement of tiie 
curious and the rich, and the idlers, and 
ten thousand pounds of the money spent 
annually upon a parcel of parsons and 
their relations; this thing, open only 
from ten o'clock in the day to three; 
wholly shut .up that part of the year when 
the nobility, gentry, and great tas-eaters 
are oot of town ; wholly shut up on Sun- 
days, the only day when the industrious 
classes, even in London, can go to see it : 
this burden of sixteen thousand pounds 
laid, in great part, upon the working 
people, for the benefit and amusement of 
the nobility and gentry, and those who 

• live upon the taxes : this grant of the 
people's money 1 opposed ; and because 
I did so, your lordship lineally concluded, 
and hesitated not to say, thai I 
enemy to the education of the p 

Well, then, let me ask your lordship 
what " edKCotion" really is ; what that 
thing is, of which you asserted I was the 
enemy ? " To educate," Johnsow aays, 
comes from the Latin verb edaco, which 
mettDi, be says, to " breed," " to bring 
up." Now, will your lordship say, thai 
I am an enemy to breeding, or to bring- 
ing vpf You must know, that I am nc 
surplus-population-monger ; you musi 
know that 1 am the devil of the genera- 
tion of Malthusians ; you must know this ; 
for I have been the real defeater of all 
their damnable projects. The noun "etfu- 
«alion," coming from the verb " to edu- 
cate," means the act or business of breed' 
iny, or bringing tip, or rearing. The 
French apply this word to all other 
mals, as well as to men : they talk, and 
they write, and they print, about the 
education of the horse, the sheep, the 
hog, and of every thing else, when they 

, are treating of the manner of breeding 
and raising these animals ; and 1 
mistaken if 1 have not read, in a French 
Agricultural journal, very higli and very 
just encomiums on your lordship for the 
pains, perseverance, and sound judgmt 
which you have so long bestowed, and 
very wisely bestowed, on the " educati " 
of the ox and the hc%. 

Now, 1 am sure your lordship will not 



say, that I am an enemy to edmhti^a of 
this sort : that is to say, to the ksepiag- 
of things well, whether they go upoa 
four legs or upon two. A march-of-- 
intellect man, the other day, gave an 
extract from an imaginary journal of 
your lordship, as follows : — " From seven 
" to ten — Planned my next budget :— 
from ten - to tweWe, a long and affee> 
tionate letter to Mr. Podlstt Thoh.- 
" SON : At twelve yid the hogs." Well, 
and what then, you stupid beast? Begin- 
ning an hour earlier, put my plan for 
oversetting the next budget, and loag 
letter to Lord Althoip about educatiMt^ 
instead of the two former items of yonr 
lordship's diary ; and this will be mncfa 
about my diary. The budget and the 
letter to your lordship, 1 might skulk 
away from, or slur over, but as to the 
feeding of the hogs, one minute too late 
there, and I should be criminal ia my 
own eyes, and still more so in die eyes 
of the hc^ ; and yet this stupid creators 
seems to imagine, that a man it nnfit for 
the great affairs of state, because he feelk 
a great and immediate interest in the - 
breeding and rearing of stock upon a 
farm. It is said of one of the greate«t 
physicians, and oniJ of the greatest real 
philosophers that France ever bad, that 
his miod was first turned to study by th* 
delight which he took in reading Lia 
Maison Rustiuub; and that book, m 
your lordsbip knows, consists, for the far 
greater part, of the manner of hreediD^ 
and rearing of farm animals of different 
descriptions. So that, without citing the 
two great instances of our own, of Sir 
William Tbhpli and Lord Bacon, there 
would be quite enough in the sole in- 
stance of TuLL, to be a complete ao«wer 
to these garret-bred critics upan jmur 
lordship's rural pursuits. 

But, to return to our subject, here i» 
quite enough to show that year lordsbip- 
did me great injustice in impiting to m« 
an enmity to education in tie true senso 
of, the word ; and your lorfship is ber^t 
of all apology, founded on a want of u»- 
derstanding that sense ; for you under- 
stood it as well as mac can understand 
it. If, indeed, your l<rdship had quaU- 
fied your assertion, thit 1 was an enemy 
to what wai note caied edueatim ; oi> 
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if ;rou ^oA^ folly >Dd candidly explained 
tiie tbing^ thai I was an ebemy to. If 
you had said, that I was an enemy to the 
compelling' of the people to pay taxes for 
the purpose of erecting places called 
schools, and for the paying, of people 
called school ntasters and school mistresses, 
to teach all children promiacuously : if 
you bad said, that I was an enemy to this 
scheme, I should have most cordially 
assented to the proposition ; and so far 
from complaining of your having stated 
it. I should have thanked you for having 
permitted a stateraent to be made through 
a channel so likely to give it general cir- 
culation, and so certain to obtain for it 
general' credence. 

But, my lord, T go a great deal far- 
ther than tkia. 1 am no flincber with 
regard to my opinions : having . made up 
ray mind, that my opinions are right, that 
the Attorney-General will not kill me if 
I expreu them, and that the expressing 
of th«n is calculated to do good to the 
peofde at lai^, though a great part of 
them may happen not to think so, I have 
nevei; fliocbed from expressing them, and 
Jay)i)g them before the people exactly as 
tbey find a place in my mind. 

My opinion is, . that the thing called 
education in common t^lk, now-a-days, 
is, in intiumeiable instances, not only 
not a benefit to the people, but a very 
great, injury to them. But we 
no fiirther before we define this new thing, 
which I shall call by the name that the 
disciples of this school themeelvea call it; 
naiDfity, " keddehaskun," coming from 
the new verb of the Brouqhau school, 
" to heddekate." We have seen, that 
" to educate" means, " to breed, to 
bring up, to rear"; and that " edi 
tion " means to form the manners and 
habits, and to direct the employment, or 
pursuits, of the men or animals that are 
bred up or reared. " Heddekashun," 
that which I am an enemy of, except un- 
der very peculiar circumstances, and in 
some respects, under all circumstances, 
is quite a different thing. It is a thing 
not to be easily fully defined ; but the fol- 
loving for want of a better, may servf 
as addBnition of the BaouoHAM and Mal- 
,TBO(iAK system of " heddekashun." 

" Heddekashun." meaiis taking boy; 



and girls from their father» and mothers' 
houses, and sending them to what is called 
a school; that is to say, a place where 
there is a man or a woman, or both, to 
teach the children the names of the letters 
of the alphabet, the arrangement of letters, 
so as to form words, and the pronuncia- 
tion of the words ; and to teach them how 
to make marks upon paper witha pen and 
ink, so as to make letters and words ap- 
pear upon paper, and also to make upon 
paper the nine numerical figures an'd the 
nought. Besides this, it means what they 
call reading chapters in the Bible, or sing- 
ing them, and the singing of bymns. 
Sometimes the writing is carried on, in 
sand upon the floor; or with a pencil upon 
slate ; and the reading and singing, and 
all the divers operations, are sometimes, 
in the more refined and scientific esta- 
blishments, carried on by a sort of word 
of command. However, the sum total is 
this, that children are taken from their 
parents' houses, and little girls of from 
six to ten years of age, are taught, or 
pretended to be taught, reading and writ- 
ing, instead of being employed in sweep- 
ing the house, taking care of the younger' 
children, while the mother iaout at work; 
picking hops, tying hops to the poles, 
tending pigs in the fields, driving away 
birds, or mending holes in stockings. The 
little boys of the same age we sent to what 
is called the school, instead of partaking in 
most of the above occupations, and, at 
the age of nine or ten, being, in addition, 
under shepherds, very efficient workers in 
the coppices along with their fathers and ' 
elder brothers, this being the age, too, 
when they are to begin to drive at plough, i 
or lead a horse, or more than one horse, 
at harrow. 

That is " heddi'kashttn" ; and I am 
not only convinced that it does no good, 
but that, generally speaking, it does mis- 
chief, and with regard to the country - 
people in particular. However, even if [ 
thought this " heddekashun" a good 
instead of an evil, I might, with perfect 
consistency, he opposed to, and even re- 
probate, the Brougham scheme of gene- 
ral, compulsory, and lax-paid " heddeka- 
shttn." if I thought the thingitself good, 
1 might, with per feet, consistency, oppose 
your mode of obtaining it ; add let it be 
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obwrred that it was to that mode only 
Chat 1 confined my objection and my oppo- 
sition, it not betn^ necesaaiy for rae, on 
the occasion alluded to, to state objections 
to the thing*itse]f. I do, however, object 
to the tbing; iuelf, as 1 have described it 
above ; and 1 will now, in this address to 
your lordship, state the grounds of that 
objection in what I deem fact and argu- 
ment, to support the following proposi- 

1. That to tax the people; to deduct from 
their food and clothing, and meaoi 
of good lodging, in order to «et up 
tcbooU, and create matters and mia- 

, tressee, to teach the' children of that 
.. same pei^e reading and writing, 
would be a perfect monster in the 
law-making way. 

S. That " beddekai&im," gucfa as 1 have 
al»W6 described it, and extendi:^ 
over the whole of a pet^e, must be 
productive of mischief instead of 
good ; must tend to create idleness 
to suj^ly the place of industry, and 
must he, generally speaking, produc- 
tive of misery to the " heddelcated " 
persons themselves, while its natoral 
tendeni^ must be to produce an iafi- 
' nke ntunher of fraods, thefts, and 
other acts of roguery, which would 
not have existed without it. 

With regard to the first of these propo- 
sitions, what is this scheme of " national 
keddekashun" .* Why, to estabiishfichools 
in all the parishes and townships, and to 
Knpport them ou( o//Ae /(i:ces. The mo- 
ney must pass through the hands of the 
Government. The Government wilLtake 
care not to let the money go into hands 
that are politically hostile to itself. As it 
will have the giving of the money, and 
win he answerable for its application, it 
will, of course, have the choosing of the 
persons into whose handa the money is to 
go. No matter whether the schoolmas- 
tere or schoolmistresses be immediately 
appointed by the Government in London : 
they must be appointed under the autho- 
rity of some one who acts in behalf of 
that Government in this respect ; and thus 
there will be created fifty thousand more 
tax-«ater«, and tliose, too, the moat de- 
pendent and most servile that can possibly 



be conceived. They will, too, natural^ 
be amongst the most mq>rincip)ed, because 
they will be idlers in their. very natnr«; 
and they will be a band of spies woiking 
for the oppression of the people, on whoee 
sweat they will live. 

Is every man to be compelled to send 
hb children to these schools ? Is he to be 
compelled to send his children to a placs 
to be brought up in idleness, while he has 
to feed ^em and clothe them? Hus 
would be an act of sheer tyranny. At 
any rate, snth man is to be compelled to 
pay for " heddekating " the children of 
others, if he does not choose that his own 
children should be thus bred up. Nine- 
tenths of the parish m^ detest the per- 
sons who are appointed sdioolmaster and 
schoolmistress ; yet all are to be compelled 
to place their children under their care 
and management ; or to pay these detested 
persons for giving " faeddekasbun " to 
other people's children. 

Upon what ground is it, according' to 
what rule of right b it, that single men 
and single women are to be taxed for tlw 
purpose of giving " heddekashun" toroir- 
ried people's children ? And upon what 
*gTound are married people to be taxed Cnr 
the purpose of giving " heddekashun " to 
bastard children? But I defy any man to 
state, in the compass of a whole Regi$ter 
like this, a tenth part of the absurdities, 
and of the instances of injustice, whidi 
must take place, if a schema like thb 
were to pass into a law ; and in the prose- 
cution of which scheme your lordship took 
the first step, during the last session of 
Parliament. 

But I hold it to be impossible that the 
Pariiament should ever consent to thia 
adoption of a scheme so unjust, aad so 
every way mad, as this scheme is. Hw 
people roust be reduced to the state of 
mereseris: they must be deemed to he tbt 
mere property, or live stock, of the G^ 
vemment, before coercion andinterfereoc* 
like this can take place. Therefore, I 
consider this scheme as done for. iB 
spite of the cry about " ieddekashnn," in 
spite of all the delusion that has prervailel 
upon the subject, in spite of all die caot 
and ail the nonsense that have been A 
work throughout the conntnr iqion Ikfc 
svhject, in spite cf the o|tard d«gir« duit 
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parents hav« that tbeir children ihould 
beeoae what they call gchotars : the pso- 
plov the- industrious 'and worthy part of the 
pec^le,. who have no desire to live upon 
the labeor of olhen ; in spite of all the 
deluding^ circumstanoes, when the indi 
trious part of the people come to have 
these questions put to them : Do you wish 
to fttj room taxes than you pay now ? Do 
yon'wiah your chitdrati to be brought up 
without work until they be twelve years 
of age P Do you wish them not to con 
traet the habits of labour in their infaucy 
Do you wish to bs compelled to send them 
to schools, the masters and ntistresws of 
whieh yoo have nothiD^ to do in the ap- 
poioting of P Do you wish to be compelled 
to pay to " heddekat«" the children of 
idle people p Do you who are single 
tapa; taxes to "heddekate" the children 
of noarried pec^le P Do you, who are mar- 
ried, and have quite enoug^h to do to ^1 
a safficiency of bread for your owq chil- 
dren, wish to have a part of Chat bread 
taitea away to be ^ven to some body 
" heddekate " bastard children P Do y 
wish to have two servile spie;, a male and 
a feaiale, in every parish ia the kin^i 
upheld by the Government, and plotting' 
against those who feed and maintain them ? 
Tbeae questions put home to the people, 
they will at once reject a sch^ne so full of 
injuatice, and so manifestly calculated to 
render them almost literally slaves. 

But, my lord, I do not stop here : I 
am against any scheme of general " hed- 
dekasbun," being firmly of the opinion 
expreBsed in my second proposition ; 
nmiely, that such " heddekashun " must 
be productive of mischief instead of good. 
In answer to this opinion of mine, the 
question has often been asked me, Wbat 
Aorm can this " keddekashtm " do P 
The ham is this : that it rears young 
peAple in habit* of indolence; that it 
caueee them to beffin the world without 
WtM^k (rf any sort ; that it deprives tbem 
ot tine capacity erf earning their bread 
at as early an age as they otherwise 
would earn it ; that the miraculous ad- 
Vantages of what is miscalled learning, 
ODBtiaually ohanted in their ears, gives- 
&eai the notion-, that a better living is 
to be gpt witbouC work, than with work ; 
Att ia to sagi, watk, properly called 
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labour, the stern application of the lintbs 
to the doing of something. This is by 
no means a pleasant thing in itself; fhe 
love of ease is natoTEd to all animal, and 
to man as well as the rest ; in many 
cases it is injudoas to health ; but that 
is no matter ; it is loved and sought for 
by gil men, and by all other animals. 
Therefore, the desire to live without la* 
hour is generi^, if not universal ; and 
young people who are sent to school, in- 
stead of being set to work, naturaJly im- 
bibe the notion that that which is taught 
them will supply the place of that l^our^ 
which all so much dislike. 

When once this notion is firmly seated 
in the head, the limbs will very •luctantly 
take to laboar. Conceit comes, too, to 
prop up this notion ; the conceit is fos- 
tered by the natural fondness and par- 
tiality of the parents ; and the son of 
every mother is a prodigy of learning, 
and she, poor woman, is fall of sorrow, 
and of envy of her more fortunate neigh- 
bours, that she cannot get a *' sitttalion " 
for her son, ho being too well " hedde- 
kated " lo make shoes, or to go to plough. 

This nation absolutely swarms with 
young people of this description; they • 
have no learning worthy of the name ; 
not one out of five hundred of them pos- 
sesses the smallest particle of literature, 
or is competent for anything worthy the * 
name of accounts. Yet they think their 
case hard ; they think themselves ill 
used ; they think that the whole frame 
of society is bad ; because they can find 
no one who will, out of the fruit of his 
labour or study, give tliem the means of 
living without work. They lounge about 
the house of their parents ; they spunge 
upon their friends ; and when both these, 
either cannot or will not, keep them in 
idleness any longer, they then resort to 
frauds of all sorts, going on, till, at last, 
they end as downright acknowledged and 
notorious criminals ; or as destitute and 
miserable beggars ; when, if their little 
bands had been taught to pick up stones, 
i weed the corn, and their tongues 
bad been taught bawling at tiie mis- 
chievous birds, instead of the former 
being trained to the making of scrawls 
upoB paper, and the latter to the spelling 
(or singing of words in a school, they 
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might have lead lives at patient and ase- 
fiil labour, hves ending; in ease, and as 
much happiness as old age admits of. 
Since the vote of twenty thousand 

nunds for the viork of " keddekashun," 
lave met, in my walks and rides, about 
■a hundred and fifty-three bepgars ; seven 
only of whom acknowledged that tbey 
could neither write nor read, and two of 
them told me that they bad been sailors. 
About a month ago, I, being in a post- 
chaise, had to stop by the side of the 
causeway, near the turnpike-gate at 
Hammrbsmith. a young man, about 
three- and- twenty, without shoes, without 
stockings, without bat, with an execrably 
dirty and Tagged hit of a shirt on, a 
rag^d jacket over that, and a pair of 
breeches which some gentleman had re- 
cently given him, and which were much 
too lai^ fur him, came up to the chaise 
door, imploring me to give him some- 
thing. Me had not at all the appearance 
of a drunkard; was a very handsome 
young man, not impudent in his manner, 
by any means, and the hand that he held 
oat, clearly showed that it had never 
embraced any rude instrument. I was 
curious to know what could have brought 
such a young man into that state. 1 
first asked him, whether ho could read 
^nd write ^ "Oh, yes, sir, thank 
God " ! 1 found, that he was the son of 
-a tradesman of Bristol; that he had 
been at school several years ; that he had 
been what is called a clerk ; and that, 
according to his own account, being a 
long time without being able to get em- 
ployment, he had at last come to this 
state. Mqst likely, there had been great 
faults, but arising from very natural 
causes : moat likely, very serious dehn- 
qnencies) but still springing from the 
same root. This was a case in which 
the parents might be wholly excusable, 
and which might not have been fairly 
ascribable to the popular delusion of the 
day 1 for, some clerks are wanted ; some 
such persons are necessary to carry on 
the commercial transactions of the couo- 
try ; and, therefore, the misconduct of 
the young man himself, might have de- 
fjsated the very rational intention of his 
parents ; but, even in this case, how 
much better would an apprenticeship 



have been, and how much more Hkelj to 
have prevented that misconduct ! Aod, 
persons who have to work for their 
bread, who have no property beyond 
what is necessary to their subsistence, 
when tbey conceive the mad notion of ' 
making their sons gentlemen, because 
they can scrawl upon paper ; when they 
conceive the notion of making their 
children miserable dependents upon the 
caprice of patrons or emptt^ers of any de- 
scription, when the sore resource of 
honest labour presents itself; such pa- 
rents, if they act deliberately, and upon 
reflection, are really criminal. 

The Brouquau school, of which, to nse 
the words of the flabber-gaster orator him- 
self, (ells us that " the schoolmaster is 
abroad," insist, or have insisted, and per- 
haps will again, that to " lieddekale " 
the people is the way to prevent their 
being criminal ; is the way to make them 
good, peaceful, and honest citizens. In 
r to this most stupid, and at the 
time most impudent and insolent 
assertion, I have frequently cited these 
undeniable facts ; Fibst, that the number 
of persons " heddekaled " in England is 
twenty times as great as it was thirty yean 
ago; and that the number of crunes(((^ 
i) has not only not been diminished 
daring that thirty years, but has increased 

theproportion of nearly twenty toone! 

>w, these facts are undeniable ; and 
must not that man have a pretty good 
stock of impudence who tells us, that to 
■" heddekate " the people is the way to 
make them just, peaceable, and honest? 
it in England alone that this is 
? Oh, no ! It is now discovered 
that just the same, or at least much about 
a similar increase of crime has attended 
tse of " heddekashun," both ia 
France and America ? How o^n has it 
happened to me, to stand alone in the- 
promulgation of an opinion ! How often 
have I bad to bear the reproaches and 
ridicule of corruption and of folly ; how 
often to hear the doubts of adhereotSi and 
of personal friends ; and how often have 
I, in the end, heard these adherents and 
fi-iends congratulate themselves in mj 
perseverance in an opinioa which they 
had thought wrong ! Just so will it hap- 
pen here; truth vill prevul at last; Md j 
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in an article «hich I am niy* about to 
quote from tbe Gi^sgow Herald, it 

vould Beem, that she has at once taken a 
bold step.

"DOES MERE INTELLECTUAL EDU- 
CATION BANISH CRIME? 
" Two magistrates of Paris recently 
made a tour through the United States, 
and in the course of two years collected 
important information regiardiog the 
statistics of crime and education. Ii 
the state of New York, 500,000 chil- 
dren, out of two millions, are at public 
schools ; that is, a faarth part of the 
population, and 240,000/. are annually 
expended for this purpose. Yet in 
state crioae increases, and tbat, 
tbough the means of subsistence and 
employment are so much more easily 
obtained than in older countries. ' 
Connecticut, education is still i 
extended, and nearly a third part of 
the population is at school ; yet cr' 

" maltiply to a frightful extent. 

' Journal of Education, stating these 
facts, draws this cautious conclusion, — 
'if loowledge cannot be accused of 
caunng this increase, at least it baa not 
frevented it.' 
" On turning to France, and examining 
tables of the coroparativa proportion of 
instruction in its different departments, 
during a period of three years, the 
western and central provinces have 
been found the most uneducated,— 15, 
14, 13, 12, and 8 per cent, only being 
able to read and write ; but according 
to an essay on the moral statistics of 
France, presented to the Academy of 
Sciences, the minimum of crime is to 
be found in these uneducated depart- 
ments, and the maximum in Corsica 

" and in the south-eastern provinces, and 
in Alsace, where nearly half the popu- 
lation can read. The different employ- 
ments of the population may account 
for this difference in part ; yet still we 
may again draw the cautious conclusioni 
^.if education has not caused, at 

" least it has not yet bew seen to pre- 

"vw/ crime. 



" Th^ only ascertained moral effect of 
" intellectual education was stated in last 
" March by tbe Lord Chancellor, in the 
" House of Lords. In Russia, where 
" education can scarcely be said to exist, 
" out of 5,800 crimes committed within 
" a certain period, 3,500 were accom- 
" panied by violence ; whilst in Penn- 
" sylvania, where education is generally 
" diffused, out of 7,400 crimes only 640 
" were accompanied by violence, being in 
" the proportion of l-12{h of tbe whole 
" number, instead of 3-5ths, as in tbe 
" former case. Thus the only ascertained 
" effect of intellectual education on crinM 
" is to substitute fraud for force — the 
" cunning of civilized for the violence of 
" savage life. Nor would even this small 
" change be permanent. A highly intel- 
" lectual community, without moral prin- 
" ciple and the habits of self-denial which 
" religion imposes, would only prove a 
" sleeping volcano, ready to awaken every 
" moment, and overthrow those very in- 
" stitutions under which it had been fos- 
" tere^ To increase the intellectual 
" power, and enlarge the knowledge of a 
" man void of principle, is only to create 
" in him new desires, to make him rest- 
" less and dissatisfied, hating those that 
" are above him, and desirousof redoing 
" all to bis own level ; and you ha^but 
" to realize universally such slate of so- 
" ciety to fill the cup of this world's guilt 
" and misery to ibe brim. What do we 
" say, then ? Not, certainly that educa- 
" Cion is to be withheld from any member 
" of society (for that question is now 
" decided, whether we wilt it or not), but 
" tbat from the infant school, upward to 
" the university, it must be a thorough 
" Christian education, in which our 
" youth shall he trained in the ways of 
" virtuous self-control, and piety and 
" righteoasness wrought into the under- 
" standing, and into the whole habit of 
" the man. A perfunctory religious edu- 
" cation will no longer serve; not mere 
" Bihie reading, but Bible education. 
" The understanding must be enlightened, 
" and the heart must he gained oTer to 
" the side of truth and righteousness: 
" in short, the grand aim of education 
" must become, not merely the fonnatton 
',' of intelleaual HHH, or tbe acqairitiOQ 
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" of MoiUr knowledge (as is too eadu- 
" lively the case in presant times), but 
" tbe formation of theChiiatian character. 
" Men have hidierto been prone to take 
" br granted, that it was only neceuary to 
" t«ach the art of reading, and before thia 
" new power all Tioe and wror would flee 
"away. Thetearedreamsofmeni^orant 
" aC themulves, and ignorant of our poor 
" nature. Men nwst be trained to piety 
" and virtue as they are trained to any 
" other habit* whether intellectual or 
" physical ; and the moral man must ad- 
" vance contemporaneouriy with the in- 
" t^Qectual mpn. else ve aee ne increase 
" fi<om our increased education but an 
" increased capacity for evil-doiog. Let 
" the Christian community, then, and 
" especially those who watch over the 
" interests of religion ; let the clergy and 
" laity of the church of Scotland start 
" forward now, and, as their ancestors 
*' did, pre-occupy the foreground in the 
" education question ; for if they do not, 
" they may yet mourn in vain that they 
" have lost an opportunity of guiding the 
" issues of a question daily rising into 
" importance, and soon to come before 
" the legislature." 

Upon this very interesting article, thi 
editor of the Glasgina Herald makes the. 
foUoAtg remarks: 

" The above are most appalling slate- 
" meuts. It is certainly made to appear 
" that mere intellectual education 
" creases crime, and, consequently, that. 
" no further progress should be attempted 
" in that system unless there be a perfect. 
" assurance of the Bible being its con- 
" comitanl. Will the Greek church and 
" the Catholic church be equally efficient 
" in affording the due ceunteraction to 
" mere moral education as the Protestant ; 
" or must the countries where theae are 
" establbbed come to a stand-still ? Do 
" all those seminaries of public and pri- 
" vate instruction, where, in the apirit of 
" Christian charity and liberality, it baa 
" been determined not to interfere betwixt. 
" parents and children, and where the 
" parents omit their duty ; do all these, 
" tchoob merely increase the capacity of, 
" dning evil, and thus injure both the. 
" GOmmuaity and the very individuals. 
" -thenselvea. whom the benerolent en- 



" dowen hoped to benefit ? Do thew 
" piously intAided bequests help ' to QI' 
" this world's guilt and misery to die 

This editor is certainly r^ht ; for, 
though in Engtand, the fitct of enme- 
liavio^; increased with the iocrease of 
" heddekashuD,'' would" not be proof that 
" heddekashun " bad incrMaad outt»; 
becanae there we ether eogandeicrs of 
crime at work here, and Tery busily at 
work ; but when wa take France and 
Amerioa^ into the view, and find that 
crime ha* adranced in them, step by it^ 
with " faeddeJcashun," it i« imputsihle 
not to ooae to the coDcluuon to wbioh 
this editor has come ; oaniely, that "hed-. 
dekasbuQ " has a tendency t* cause aa 
incMase of crimaa. This is gping, how- 
ever, much farther than I have ever gone 
belbre ; but these two instance* ef France 
and America Joined to our own expen- 
enoe, warrant me in giving it as ray d«- 
cided (^iuien, that the " heddekasbua " 
has a tendency to produce and to multi- 
ply crimes. One would have thought it 
UDnecessary t» argue about the mattsc,. 
aftec the new and severe laws which we 
have seen passed during the last twenty 
or thirty years; the new modes of pui^ 
ishment that we have seea intniduced, 
and thoae punishments iD&icted with ua- 
hea^d-of severity; the doubling and trip- 
hag the size of the jails, and douUic^ 
.ud tripling their number in some parts 
if the kingdom ; the miUiops upon mit- 
LODS e:(peuded in the prosecuting, traoa- 
porting;, and otheewise punishing cri- 
mieals; the weight of the county-rates, 
hich ooiiv actually threaten to rival the 
_ 001 -rates : one would have thought) 
that, with all these staring us in the face, 
and comiog side by side with the nota- 
fact, that this hideous increase of 
crime has beeu swelling up along with a 
similar increase of Bible so<»eties and of 
schools; one would have thought that 
doltish legislature that ever sat 
under the sun would have long ago been 
satisfied of the fact, that canl and crime 
a« they always did go, so they always 
'iP gO| hand ia hand. Yet, my lonl, 
ven in your reformed Pailiameot, wo 
bad the roortificaiion to bear, from your 
own lips, a proposition to give extension 
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and pamtaDencjr to this cant ; becatue I 
yiaa oppcited to wbLch, tlie newspa^is 
lisve toid the world, that your lordship 
decl&red me to be, " an eoemy to th« 
tducalion of the people " I 

It is, the; say, a poor devil of a monee 
tlut has DO hole to creep out of ; and, 
therefore, it would be hard indeed, if a 
Lord Chancellor had not a bole; and 
this Scotch editor tells ug.thatyoursolid- 
beaded colleague who fills that office, 
creeps out ia this way; that though 
" heddekashua " does not diminish the 
number of crimes, it tends to dimiuigh 
the moletice with which crimen ate com- 
mitted ; for that, while three-fifthi of the 
en jnes committed in Russia were ac- 
companied by violence, only one-twelfth 
of thsce committed in Pennsvlvania, 
during the same period, were accom- 
I>anied by violence. Oh! what a wise 
man t>iat is, my lord ! The lawyers say, 
that he has a wonderful head for anali^y. 
Now, my lord, you and I kaow, that 
there are many litile injuries, and what 
we may call crimes, committed in a flock 
of sheep. One comes and drives another 
away, and very unjustly, from a tuft of 
grass, of which the latter had the right of 
priority of possession ; another quits his 
own larnip, seeing hit neighbour with one 
that he has a fancy to, goes, and in the 
consciousness of superior strength, makes 
the pre-occupant give way, and take up 
with his leavings : the strong ones drive 
.the weak ones from the though and will 
not suffer them to eat until tliey have 
done. These are all crimes in the com- 
munity of sheep ; but whoever heard of 
.any violences Hrisiog In tikat commnnity^ 
Put an equal number of dogs together ; 
toss bones and bits of meat about the 
ground : what aoBrliog, what growling, 
what barking, what soapping, what biting, 
-what tearing, and how many left dead or 
half-dead, upon the spot I Aye, you will 
say, but what similarity ia there between 
dogs and sheep? Just as much as be- 
tween Rwisians and PeHniglvanians : 
the former are an assembt^;e of the most 
brutal and ferocious wretches upon earth ; 
and the latter amongst the most miM anil 
gaotla of all human beings. So that this 
ia s poor hole for your Lord Chancel- 
lor to get out of. However, until w« 



caa look upon one highway robbery as 
more injurious and degrading to society 
than twenty thefts, we shall still deny 
that the increase of" heddekasbun," ac- 
companied with an increase of crime, is 
not a great evil. 

Your lordship and your improving col- 
leagust have, as you were pleased to in- 
form us, sent commissioners to America, 
to ascertain the effect of the experiments 
made there for diminishing the severity 
of punishments. This ia adistinct branch 
of cant, and is peculiarly detestable, when 
we reflect on the putting of poor Cook to 
death for striking Binguam Bakino 
without doing him any bodily harm. Of 
this, however, I shall say no more, just 
at present; but I take the opportunity of 
eTpressiog a hope, that the same cum- 
raissiiHiers will be so good as to give us an 
account of the effects of " heddehashuu " 
in that country, where, it is well known, 
the mind marches at a full gallop. 1 
trust that we shall have no suppresiings 
s.adexpangings : I trust that wcshallhave 
the whole story, not a heapof fAee-and• 
f Aou staff hatched at a yearly meeting. 
But, if we have the whole story, never 
shall we again hear of your scheme tor 
taxing the peofJe for the purposes of 
"heddekasbun." 

Those gentlemen who went from 
Paris to the United States, seemed sur- 
prised at the discovery that they bad 
made ; and the editor of the Glasgow 
Herald seems astounded by their stata- 
ments. Very curious, this. 1 have, for 
more than twenty years, aye, indeed, lar 
thirty year^ been promulgating the very 
opinions which I am now expressing in 
this very letter, h seems to me, that it 
is unreasonable to si^ppoae that tbia 
" heddekssliun " should not create 
crimes ; that it has in its very nature « 
quality to produce crimes. There ia a 
certain pwtion of mankiod who must live 
by their bodily labotir ; the " heddeksp 
shun " creates adesire and disposiiion ia 
great numbers of these, to live without 
bodily labour; this desire and this dispo* 
sriioB withhold them from using bodily 
labour. By not using bodily labour, thaj 
become poor and destitute, and are 
afflicted, at the same time, with imajpn- 
ary wants aod expensive tastes; reduc^ 
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to & EUte uf povcitf, want, and wrelchcd- 
Dtee, they UM unlawful means ; first to 
gratify their unreuoDable desires and 
ia)agiaary wants; and, last, to leliere 
fheir hunger, and to shelter them from 
being pinched by the cold ; and thus 
criminals are crtated by the " heddeka- 
ehnn;" for, had it not been for that, 
patient and honest labour would have 
provided for all the wants that the; erer 
would have had. Want, as all the world 
allows, is t)ie |»rent of crime ; and in 
there a man to deny that " heddekashun " 
is the parent nf want? 

There is yet another reason for niy 
objection to " heddekashun ; '' and, 
strong as my other objections are, this has 
more strength with me than all the rest 
put together ; namely,that ithasadirect 
tendency to fashion the minds of the 
people to passive obedience and sab- 
vtiision, be their wronr/s or their suffer- 
ings what they may. 'I'he press has 
been called the rock of freedom ; and so 
it would be, if it «ere free itself; but, 
when it always can be, and most fre- 
quently is, tlie hireling of a cunning 
tyranny, it is the most effectual destroyer 
of freedom. Very narrowly has the Pre- 
sident and Government of the United 
Stales recently escaped from the hands 
of this destroyer ; and, what is it able to 
do, then, in countries where all power 
and all pecuniary resources of a nation 
are centred in a few hands 1 " Know- 
ledge t! power," says every pert cox- 
comb, who believes, of course, that all hii 
D&Riby-pamby phrases contain know- 
ledge. Very true, that " knowledge is 
power;" but it must BE- knowledge, 
then ; and would your lordship, now, 
who really ' possesses a great deal of 
knowledge, and of various sorts, and a 
great deal of experience as to that 
knowledge, and (except in the case of 
expungings, perhaps) a great deal of 
sound judgment in the application of that 
knowledge; now, 1 say, does your lord- 
ship realty deem that to be knowledge 
that it taugiit to these poor little creatures 
by the unshaven, gin-drinking fellow, 
called a parish schoolmaster; or by the 
dip-shod, dirty-necked eSatiern, called 
school mistress, creatures who.if they ever 
get on the other rideof the highest hill in 
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Oie vicinage, unless with a cnnstable at 
their heels, ii-ilt entertain the children 
stories about their travels. . Now, I 
say, can your lordship have tfae cod* 
o call this " knowledge "i a 
knowledge that is to give the poor crea- 
tures "power," too? 

It is real ignorance. The little buck, 
who has been frighiening away the rooks 
froni ilie corn fields, who has been weed- 
ing 10 the corn with his mother ; he has 
;ot some knowledge; he knows a rook 
from a jackdaw*, and both of them from a 
:row ; he knows cockle frortj barley, and 
:he pea-blo^som from that of the wild 
vetch. His mother can send him out 
the hedges to get lier some hop-tope, 
lild marjoram ; he knows a bee from 
a Rasp; and, if set to weed a bed in the 
garden, does not pull up the plants and 
leave the weeds. Before he is ten he baa 
been to the mill upon a horse with a sack 
of barley under him, and a sack of meal 
coming back. Too short to reach up to 
put the halter upon the horse's head, be 
knows how to do it hy leading the horse 
to the gate by the fore-top, and then 
getting upon the gate to put on the halter; 
thus, when not weighing more than the 
horse's leg, he becomes master of a great 
and strong animal. His knowledge is 
power, indeed ; hut what the devil power 
is a poor creature to acquire from know- 
ing the nonsense that is taught in the 
scIkwIs of " heddekashun " ? 

What is ignorance ? It mcaaa a not 
knowing. But, when we talk of an ig- 
norant man, we must mean that he does 
not know that which he ought to know, 
considering the state of life in which he 
is. We frequently say that we are igno- 
rant of such and such facts ; that is to 
say, that we do not know them, lliere- 
fore, before we pronounce a man an ig- 
norant man, we ought lu come to an 
opinion concerning the point, whether he 
ought to know the matter, with respect to 
which we are ascribing ignorance to him. 
L)rd &B9K IKE used annually to boast, or 
to say very ostentatiously, and unnecessa- 
rily, at Coke's sheep-shearings (and I 
am sure your lordship has heard him), 
that he once took a fi^d of lavender (or a 
field of wheat. But nobody would bare 
said that Lord Erikihe was in ^im>- 
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rant man. Yet I inach queUluD whether 
there are not fteople to call a labourer an 
ignorant man, because he might not know 
the difference betxeen Ihe eainmnn and 
the stalule law ; nr because he might be 
igoArant of tfai' difference between a war- 
rant and a writ. It is a wrong use of 
words to call a nan bd ignorant man, 
who well understands the busineaa nhich 
he has to carry on ; &ad if that business 
does not require reading and writing, his 
want of a knonledge of ihise forma nd 
ground whatever for oiling him an igno- 
rant man. 

Therefore, if the reading and writing 
did no harm, it bj no means appears that 
they entitle the party (o any claim to su- 
periority in any respect whatsoever. ' But 
this is far from being the worst ; for [he 
achouls of "heddekashun " have been, 
are, and must be, where, there is a go- 
vernment like this, and oiders in the 
state sucb as exist here, and a system ol 
Dsnry-and monopoly such as we have, 
4eminaries fif slavery. Seminaries, in 
which aretaught those prinoiples which 
make men contented 'with a g^veroment, 
under trcattnent which ought tiS urge 
them' on', anif which naturally woujd urge 
them oil, to tawfiil resiatance ; and this is 
the greatest of all my many and great 
objections to this scheme. 

It must strike every man that has only 
a aniall portion of common sense ; that 
can merely state a couple of plain facts, 
and draw the evident conclusion ; every 
each man in looking at the great promo- 
ters of this " heddekashun "; in seeing 
who they are, and what their conduct 
towards the people has been, for a long 
series <if >ears; it must strike eVery such 
■nan with wonder, that these said persons 
should be de^ircius of enliyhlening the 
people, and of giving them that sort o' 
knowledge which is power. What 
iDiiSt ' every such man say to himselJ 
these people who have paaaed-fitvR'eEi 
Bourhe's billa; these people who have 
put hired overseers over them ; these 
people who transport them for being in 
ffae night-time in pursuit of hare, phea- 
sant, or partridge ; these people who, by 
tit'9 Itew trespass law, caused them to be 
hatched by the thiijat, taken before a 
siagietrate, and pumtbed without trill by 



jury, for a mere trespass ; these people 
who have made it felony to take a peacft 
fram a wall, or an apple froip a tree ; 
these people who have made it death, if, 
iu a case like that of poor Cook, one man 
strike another, even without premedita- 
tion, and without doing him bodily harm; 
bow in the devil's name comes it, that 
these said people ate so anxious to gitje 
the people that sort of knowledge which 
is power. They had a Reform Bill to 

lake the other day; they might then 

ive given ihem power, if they would ; 

ad all their study and their scheming in 
the discussing of that measure was to 
keep power out of the hands of the work- 

Dg people. How, then, are we to be- 
ieve ; how is any one but an idiot to sifck 
down the belief, that they really mean, 
by this " heddekashun," to give the peo- 
plo knowledge which shall be power in 
their hands? 

The truth is, my lord, and it is but to 
be plain and sinct^re about the matter, 
.that they have no guch intention ; bilt on 
the contrary, that the intention of the 
contrivers of the scheme is, to bend the 
ids of the children towards passive 
obedience and slavery. These are no 
ions of mine. No man has been 
ious than 1 have been to see the 
working people, moved by their own ia- 
clivatio'ii, acquire that portion of book- 
Ii^arning wljjch is eminently calculated to 
give them real power. Your lordship 
was pleased to represent me as being an 
enemy to the acquiring of useful know- 
ledge by the means of bouks. I have 
1 more pains than any other man 
took, in order to assist (hem in ac- 
quing such knowledge. I have appealed 
to their interests, to their ambition, to 
their lore of hberty, to their just thirst 
for satisfaction on their unjust and arro- 
gant and insolent persecutors ; and 1 have 
written book after book to enable them to 
act upon my advice. But I have always 
endeavoured to guard them agaiast the 
schemes of keddekaikun. And, when I 
published my English Grammar, " for 
the use of soldiers, sailors, apprentices, 
and plough-boys," I then' stated to them, 
that one of my motives was, to prevent 
tliem from becoming " keddekated." 
Thii address, dated in Long; Island, on 
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the 25. of Augiut, 1818, wu addreUK] 
ta the " B[.ANKETBEiis," meaning, ge- 
aenJI?, the wotkiag people, paiucularl; 
of LaocMbire, who iiui tbowa M much 
imblicapitit in theEcourgia^daTS of Sid- 
MOUTU and Castlgbcaoh. I coa- 
cliuled that aditreas with giriig them 
■ome ipecimeni of the sort of teacbiog 
earned oo in the school* of " keddeka- 
s\ui%." The whole of this GOncttuioii 1 
insert here bekow ; I repeat every word 
of it now, afterhaWog had fifteen y«in 
to think of the matter, and to obftervt 
upon the conduct of the parties ; and 
though I will not be *o unjust as to ini' 

rte to yovr iordthip the motives which 
inipuie to these prouotefe in general 
(because I do not think that you have 
such motives), I can see no difference ai 
all in the minds of the promoters in ^ne- 
n1. 

if I have addressed jnur lordship at 
grtat length, it is because 1 attach great 
importance to tbe subject ; and beouise 
I am convinced that if tbe scheme were 
adopted by the Pariiament, it could not 
bj possibility produce any good; 
mast, in my opinion, make the country 
mora miserable than it is, and add greatly 
to the danger vhich now surrounds every 
valuable institution that remains, and 
every order in tbe stale. Idlers already 
swarm over the land ; this scheme, if 
aeted-.upon, would make an addition to 
the swarm. Idleness would <Atain a pre- 
dominance greater than it now has ; and 
deception, fraud, and the basest bypo> 
crisy, would become tiie characteriitics of 
a country so long famed for its industry, 
Dpnghtness, and sincerity.

Pbtbods Fowls mdOsSHim or Colonel 
Fletcher; to tott^ them, that wrefc^cf-

has ^'pleased Ood to call to [hat state 
of life," -and that : to . rqiiae « whieh, 
-or'emleavonr to cbsnge it, is siofull: 
to teach them, that God has ordaineti

This is the wish Of the boroughmon- 
gers and their dependants, amongst 
which latter are all tax-eaters; and these 
are the notions which they think to be 
able to mike children imbibe along 
with the knowledge of reading.

venting a repeal of thi 
:^li^ burden, the tax upon malt, would 
iteDy have been the boors and the igno- 
rant beaitt, which the at once stupid and 
inMlent Whig journals represent them to 
be, if they had been amused by this re- 
solution about Irish tithes, and been ca- 
jtJed into a re election of Lord John, by 
this senseless and delusive resdution.

Thirb sre two pamphlets put forth un- 
der the names of Isaac Tomkins and 
Peter Jenkins, but whicli names are evi- 
dently feigned. They consist of a series 
of attacks on the aristocracy generally, 
descending down to their intercourse Id 
private life ; accusing tbem of snpercilious 
conduct towords men of learning and 
fjenias, but who have not the circnm- 
stance of what is called high birth at- 
tached to tbem ; and the writer remarks 
(for Isaac and Peter are both the same 
person) that Mr. (JanninQ abhorred this 
aristocracy. The main charge of this 
writer is, that the aristocracy bears itself 
haughtily and insolently towards literary 
men ; " /lommet de lettres." Now, 83 
far OS my observation has gone, this ia a 
most monstrous lie. 

The fault of (he at-Jstocracy is not that 
of haughtiness and insolence towards in- 
feriors in point of rank and wealth ; their 
great fjiult is listening to and following 
the advice of servile literary men. They 
hate, or at lenst they treat with injustice 
whenever they can do it, every man 
talent who thwarts them, or who will 
act a supple part cowards them. Like 
otheVmeo; they seek their own ease and 
the increase of their own posaeasions 
' and tbey have been luined (For ruined 
they are) by becoming tools in the hands 
of crafty ruffians, who have inspired tbem 
with a jealousy and a fear of the common 
people, who are their natural friends, but 
who, by a long series of ill-treatment 
of new and harsh laws; of calumniei 
heaped upon tbem ; ^1 the effect of the 
tounsd of base and crafty upstarts ; they 
are become, in consequence of these, tbi 
rea\^ enemies of the aristocracy ; and have 
arrivSd''at the opinion, that, to preserve 
themselves from the most degrading

WRETCHED HLHBUG. 

I DO beseech my readers to attend to 
the following letter, from the Jessev Db 
puties to Loan Vekulam. The miserable 
lie about smuggling corn is here ably 
exposed.

My Lobd, — Having seen in the Mom- 
inrj Herald of the 4. instant the report 
of aipsech at an agricultural dinner at 
Hertford, attributed to your Lordship, 
and charing the inhabitants of Jersey, 
Guernsey, and Man with fraudulently 
introducing foreign com into England, 
^e take the liberty of intruding upon your 



Lordship's, ^tention, with a view of mak- 
ing you acquainted with the true slate ai 
th« caae. Your Lordship is reported to 
have said, that, to prevent entirely t^jis 
surreptitious introduction of corn fropi 
Jersey. Guernsey, and Man, Mr. Bariqe 
hnd drawn out a Bill ; that he we^ qow 
out of office, bu^ the present Government 
would, yon had no doubt, prosecute it, 
" because it could nat beaefit any Go- 
•' verntiiesi lo triable the rogue to en- 
" rich himself at the expense of the 
" honest man." In tliis last observatioa 
we perfectly agree, trusting that your 
Lordship will equally agree uith us that 
it cannot benefit any Government to com- 
mit an injustice on the weak and iimo- 
ccnt, to take from them their good name, 
and then, on false grounds, rob them of 
their rights and property. 

Now, my Lord, Grst separating Jersey 
and Guernsey from the Isle of Man, be- 
tween which, there u no connexion what* 
ever, either geographical, agricultural, or 
commercial, we claim for the Cbanael 
Islands, which we representi; we claim . 
for the inhabitants, who find tjiemselvea 

the position of the weak and innocent 
above described ; the common justice ,dae 
alike to every part of his Majesty's domi- 
nions ; due, not only from the Govern- 
but from the Members of both 
Houses and therefore from your Lordship. 
' In common with many other distin- 
guished supporters of the agricultural in- 
terest, your Lordship has been deceived 
by the report of the Commissionere of hia 
Majesty's Customs, laid before the Hotue 
of Commons by Mr. Baring, as the ground 
for his bill. And, by your Lordship's 
speech at Hertford, your Lordship, has 
mainly, though innoeently, assisted in 
propagating the groundless chains of 
^aud a^iust the Islands which that re- 
port exhibits. We have the honour to 
ftDclose our observations on the said re- 
port, such as they tiave been submitted to 
hii Majesty's GavernmenC, proving every 
part relating to the Channel Island to be 
erroneous. 

The Islands, my Lord, are free fnan 
blame. As their deputies, well acquainted 
with the facts of the case, yie positively 
deny the existence of fraud. If a biD M 
persevered in, it must be on diffitawit 
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CTontds ; it must rest on the fact thjit, 
oaring the Ave years preceding 1834, tlie 
ararag^ amount of corn of all adrti 
ported annually fronl the Islands, as of 
Aeir growth, into Great Britain, has been 
2,237 qre. ; and bo it well understood 
tnat the Islands have, and always had, 
the undoubted ri^ht (o make such an im- 
portation. 

Is it to be believed, that, in a country 
cooBUming from forty to fifty miDion 
quarters annually, three, four, five, o 
thousand quarters should be su[iposed by 
any man as likely to affect the prices of 
corn or the interests of ihe agricultur- 
ists ? Many of the latter entertain, how- 
ever, ao idea that all this may be very 
true, but that prices could never be re- 
duced so tow as they are, if there were 
not p^ illegal importations of com, or 
Btort DTobably flour, in some way or other. 

Nojiour is shipped from the islands 
for Gfleat Britain, and there can be but 
two ways in which foreign com cai 
iH^ally conveyed from the islands to 
Great Britain. 

The first, by making foreign corn pass 
for Jersey or Guernsey corn. 

The second, by the clandestine intro- 
duction or smuggling of foreign com 
from the Islands into Great Britain. 

Tlte first mode is rendered impossible 
by the insular regulations and practice ; 
it is not by one general certificate taken 
at the time of shipment that the c«t» is 
cleared out, as being the growth of the 
Island ; every grower, of the very smalt 
est quantity, must himself appear before 
the magistrate to swear that he is 
grower of the com by him sold to 
mieri^ant or shipper ; and as the estates 
are very small it requires Ihe oaths of 
twenty, thirty, or forty growers to attest 
reapectively the growth of each man's 
part of the general shipment. After 
which the shipper himself must certify 
that his shipment is composed of the same 
o(»n as that purchased of the several 
.Ijowers whose names are on the back 
of the shipper's certificate, and wlMse 
certificates before taken on oath are then 
. deposited wiih the magistrate. Thi 
growers, and the extent of their landi 
being well known, no fraud could be 
practited without the certainty of detec- 



tion.- - 'Re trifling quantities of com en- 
tering the ports of England free of duty 
show that no fraud is committed that 
way. 

Here it must not be said that in mat- 
ters of smuggling no reliance is to be 
placed in Custom-hous» returns; this 
maxim, which is true in wdinary cases 
of smuggling articles subject to high du- 
ties, such as spirits, tea, or tobacco, and 
where the object is to avoid notice, and 
to evade by stealth the payment of duty; 
this maxim, true in those cases, will by 
no means apply to articles which, like on; 
corn, are entitled to a privilege of exemp- 
tion from duty on importation, and which 
privilege can only be enjoyed and usefully 
exercised by means of Custom-house 
clearances and returns. It is idln, there- 
fore, to pretend that lai^ quantities of 
foreign com are, or can be, introduced 
in England under the denomination of 
com grown in the Islands ; none can be 
so introduced, and the quantity of island 
com itself imported, can never exceed 
the amount stated in the Custom-house 
returns, for it is only through these that 
the corn can be exempted from duty. 

The second mode, that of landing the 
corn on the coast of England clandestine- 
ly, in the same manner as smugglers 
land spirits or tobacco, must appear on 
the least reflection to be impracticable 
from the Islands. There is no temptation 
for the engaging in such a traffic Cora 
bears no price in England that would by 
any means compensate for the risk and 
expense of transporting so bulky, and so 
perishable an article. 

Supposing a difi'erence of ten, fifteen, 

twenty shillings per qiuirter in the 

price of wheat in England over the price 

the Islands ; the risk and chaiges-would 
absorb the greater part of this difierence ; 
but suppose it all profit to be divided be- 
tween the eight bushels of sixty pounds, 
and compare the profit of two shillings 
per pouqd on tobacco, fine tea, or other 
goods that might be smuggled, and judge 
if it be likely that corn will be thought 
of by the smuggler as an eligible article 
for liim to traffick upon. 

No, my lord, it is not from the surrep- 
titious introduction of corn from the Is- 
lands that danger can arise. If any in- 
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tioduction could be efiected clandestinely,: 
it vould take place; not from the Islands, 
where the corn must be brou^t at risk 
and expense from Germany, Holland, 
and Belgium, aiid when arrived, not he 
so conveniently situated aa before ; not, 
therefore, from tbe Islands, but from the 
ports of the countries themselves in which 
corn is at the lowest price, and which 
portslie so advanta^eou.'ly for introducing 
it on tbe whole of the eastern coast of 
Eiig-Iiitid. The proximity of these ports, 
ihe price at which co n may there 1^ 
purchased, so much lower than in the 
islands, or even in France, all the circura 
stances of the Ciise must make it evident 
that it is not from the Islands that any 
fraudulent iraptlTUition of cum caa be 
apprehended. 

The depression in the prices of agri- 
cuhuralproduce maybe ascribed to various 
causes ; pretty certtiin it is, however, thai 
neither legal nor ill^al importations of 
foreign corn are of the number, and still 
more certain it ie that theChannel Islands 
can have no connexion whaiever with 
any of those causes.

SEED- WHEAT. 

The following very intecetting article 
n the cultivation of wke-t for uerd I 
lost earnestly recommend to my reoders. 

Three years ago Colonel Le Couteuh, 
one of the Deputies from the island of 
Jersey, became acquainted with Professor 
■La Gasca, one of the most cclebroind 
botanists in Europe, who had been Curator 
of the Royal Gardens at Madrid, and 
obliged to leave Spain, where he is again 
restored to his friends, and to his former 
lituation. 

The Professor was then glowing about 
iO sorts of wheat in the ga'den of Mr, 
Saunders, nnrserjman in Jersey. Their 
variety, classiticaHon. and beauty, s(ru''k 
Mr. Le Coutetir, who sought to acquire all 
the information he could from Professor 
La Gasca. The latter told trim that for 
the last twenly-fi^'e years he had been 
employed in studying (be properiies and 
character of wheat, and had collected ia 
the Royal Gardens upwards of nine hun- 
dred varieties and sub- varieties. 

He came to Col. Le Cooteur's farm. 
and picked ont more than twenty wrta 
out of three -fields, (hen (in August) 
growing ; and gave daily all the rnstra^ 
tioD and infornmtion wanted hy Mr. tie 
Cotrteur, who revived on profiting b^sueti 
an ofipoHUnity, Bn6 b^ati lecloo^ to 
cultivate tiie important ptaottti wheal,' ■» ' 
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as to procure the several sorts distinct 
from each other, and keep notes of the 
experiments made on the culture, pro 
duce, weight of the grain, and qualities 
erf theconi. flour, and straw. 

Colonel Le Coateur has kept a most 
minute account of his experimeats, and 
taken the greatest care to preserve the 
best sorts and in their purity. He has in 
London nineteen varieties of the greatest 
beauty, and. such as the frequenters of 
Mark-lane say could not be matched in 
England for purity. They consist in,

The Colonel, after three years' experi' 
ence, has arrived at this conclusion, that 
the proper cultivation of wheat is yet 
known or unpractised. 

That it is of consequence to keep the 
several sorts to grow apart, because they 
all ripen at different periods ; and that 
bread made of ripe and unripe corn could 
neither be so wholesome or nutritious as 
when made of ripe corn, witliout the mix- 
ture of that which had not well ripened. 

That each sort requires, or will thrive 
best in, a parlicuUr soil and situaiion 
adapted to each.

"Hiat by sowing each sort apart Ibey 

tght be easier saved and harvested in' 
rotation, some sorts ripening a fortoi^t 
before the others. 

The same quaniity of wheat of a fari- 
naceous kind may maintain a family of 
fifteen persons twelve months ; where iho 
same quantity of another kind, though 
i4)parent)y fine corn, will maiu'.ain them 
only nine months. 

From the superior soil and climate of 
the Channel Islands, Colonel Le Cootkuk 
thinks that, by growing none but the best 
kinds and keeping them perfectly true 
and pure, the Islands might be made to 
produce the most approved seed-corn for ' 
Great Britain. 

1'he Islands might thus becomd of the 
greatest benefit to ibe United Kingdom, 
and can never be objects of jealousy, as 
to ihe fear of large importations from 
them, since the extent of all the land sua- ■', 
ceptible of cultivation in all the Channd ' 
Islands together does not much exceed / 
25,000 acres, and that the greater part'' 
must necessarily be occupied by the mea- 
dows, orchards, and vegetable gardens of 
alt sorts, absolulel/ necessary for a popu- 
lation of more than sixty thousand inha- 
bitants.'

quate to express the magnitude and iu- 
tensi^ of my sensations in addressing, 
you upon Uie present occasion..

Gentlemen, ! well know that 
these are the trite and ordinary excuses 
made by the ordinary festive speaker upon 
o<xasions like the present, but if you will 
only be good enough to place yourselves 
in my situation, if you will only recollect

If I were 
ti speak from my ovn experience I should' 
teW'k different tale. (Hear, hear). Thi 
ia to me nothing in office ahatractedly to 
compensate for its labours and inconve 
nienccs, its annoyances, and its deep an 
xieties. (Cheers). Away, then, sir, with 
the presumptuous assertion that nien whi 
are Bt for office would not at any timi 
rather decline it than consent to any sacri 
fite of opinion to any compromise of cha 
racier, (Long-continuedcheerinj). There 
has been a great deal said about coi: 
idtrigiieand court favouritism. It is qui 
ai ridiculous as this morbid anxiety of 
hottest and independent men for office 
(dieer?). The fact ia, that to an indivi 
dbal tike myself office imposes nothing 
hut the heaviest sacrifices which a man 
can make, sacriSces for which it oiTers 
no coinpensatioil. (Clieers). That office 
holds out great advantages to the ambi- 
tious mind 1 will not deny; but are there 
nftt without office equal, if not greater 
means of distinction in public life? 
(Cheers). For myself, in taking office, I 
was urged by nothing buta sensn of pub- 
lic duty, and from the desire not to shrink 
fi*Offl that which it is incumbent on every 
British subject to do to serve his King, 
when called upon, to the utmost of his 
ability and power. (Loud cheers). Whilst 
1 declare the incouvenienees of puWic 
service, I at the same time hope and know 
that his Majesty has not a more zealous 
servant than I. (Cheers). I am ready 
to give, and [ lave given, his Majesty ai 
sincere and as independent support and 
as liberal services as any other man in 
any other capacity can have possibly given 
him-.

after ages, it would be the chief' prtft, 
the dearest gratification of my Heart. 
(Enthusiastic cheers). BUt I feel that I 
have been sfrayinsr from the subject im- 
mediately before U!", the present state of 
public affkir). Allow me Co speak to yott 
not as a party man, but as one of your- 
selves, and to Biibrail to jdu plain 
opinions in plain language. (Load and 
continued cheers). I prefer this, and I' 
am sure so will vou, to that efaborate 
concatenation of phrases which is some- 
times called eloquence, in which yOu have- 
the smallest possible quantity of common 
sense enveloped in the greatest multitado 
of equivocal words. (Cheers and laug iter). 
In one word, 1 say to you there is at 
present danger to the institutions of this ' 
country (great cheering!, danger to the 
form of government under which we Have 
lived and prospered. (Continued eflfeer- 
ing). Bur it is in your power and that 
of ibosB who think with you and fill your 
situations in the country, to avert the" 
danger. (Continued cheering); It is in' 
your power by esertion and by the'exer- 
cise of those functions which thb consti- 
tution has left to you to mitigate, if not 
altogether to remove, the evil. (Loud 
cheers). My opinion is, that the danger' 
can be only met by your gaining an ef- ' 
fectual influence in the popular branch' 
of the legislature. (Hear. hear). Wo 
shall only aggravate the evil if we attempt 
to deceive ourselves.

The Go- 
nrnnieal of the country, and the mode in 
which it is conducted, allow me to tell you, 
must mutnly depend npoo the constitution 
of the. House of Commoos ; I again say 
the royal prerog;a[ive, the authority of the 
House of Lordj, are most useful, nay, 
necMiary, in our mixed and balanced 
connhution. But you must not 
those powers. You do not want ti 
grovemment conducted concurrently with 
a series of disputes between the several 
branches of tbe Ic^slature. You would 
rather s^s them movipg in that harmoni- 
ous manner which insures the utility of 
each, and the efficiency of all. (Loud 
cheers). I ask you, then, to take means 
to assert in the Hou^e of Commons those 
principles which we believe to be just, 
and to exercise that authority to which 
you are fairly entitled. (Cheers). On 
takiog' ofBce I avowed my determination 
to abide by the Reform Bill. I trust I 
have redeemed that pled^ (Loudcheers). 
On this broad constitutional principle my 
friends and I acted. We acted in the 
spirit of that Reform Bill. When we 
found that we had not the conGdence oF 
the House ofComnaoiis, although the ar- 
ray ^^iost us was miscellaneous in the 
extreme, although the majority was small, 
we felt it our duty to resign. (Cheers). 
However strongly we might have opposed 
the elective system before, we now ad 
hpred to our pledge : we not only gave 
the Reform Bill a fair trial, but we re- 
garded it as a constitutional settlement of 
a great question. (Loud cheers). We 
did not entertain the idea of governing 
the country against a majority of the Re- 
formed House of Commons, (Cheers). 
Allow me then to recommend you all, in 
common with myself, to refrain from flat- 
tering ourselves with any distant hope of 
altering the present system; let us not 
seem to threaten, even jp thought, those 



who have acquired new ri^ts with'tht 
bifeitura of that.' acquisition. Let ni 
stand by the ponstitution as it eiista at 
present. (Cheers). Let us never hintd 
alteration, or raise a secret donbt fay our 
conduct, even in the minds of tlie mbit 
suspicious. I may venture to prophecy t» 
you that tite proposition fur change w3l 
come from the other side. (Great and 
continued cheering). If it should oome^ 
ill nevercomefromanybodyexc^itiDg 
s one of those who w^re themsehns 
the authors of that Reform Bill. (Great 
cheering). Ay, it will come from them, 
and the moment, perhaps, is not for dis- 
tant ; the moment they have ascertained 
the Bill is not likely to answer the pur- 
poses they had in view ; the moment ifaey 
see it is not potent to exclude the in- 
fluence of what we call Conaecvatbe- 
principles. (Continued cheering). ABow 
me to say to you, gentleinen, that jOtt 
duty will be to use every just cooKitw* 
tional influence which you possess. TKw 
nust be no laziness, ho apathy, urf, 
ibove all, no despondency. (LoudcheM^ ' 
Do not agitate the minds of men by nnr 
discussions as to the foundation ot 4» 
princij^es of government, at>3 sa Ibrtfe' 
Do not affect tbe feelings of those iriM' 
have acquired new privileges either ^H^' 
" :ect threats, or by the more sinister ml 
manly mode of intimating aa intenlin 
fritter down these privileges hweelUr. 
(Loud cheers). But 1 have said enen^ 
upon this subject : I do not despair OmT 
' lae to exert ourselves hen, if 
example to the empire. It w9v 
parts, be before long animated 
by the kindly constitutional and tr^ 
English feelings which are here dispUgM* ' 
(Loud cheers). You must try abore «B 
things to regain your ioBueace in Ae 
House of Commons, not as your euuiBiw 
Id say by bribery and corruption alt 
unworthy means, but by goiug forth aot 
giving a frank exposition of your priaid^ 
pies (cheers), and by showing that A^** 
nothing selRsh in your support of itdS^ 
tutioQs under which we all live, and 'At' 
:hts which we all enjoy. We'ofcoiqiB- 
iw this, I apprehend, that ws mn a^' 
interested in the maihtenaoce of iMV 
ibuse (cheers), that we are wiffiM^-W 
correct every abuse (chews), nH (o«lH 
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eBriiitl>»aH)licsttoBof tbp bo»t reowdjr 
which can posBibly be devued for tb«t 
]wrpoM. (Cbeen). We bold, I appre- 
heod, that na public office otigbt to be 
maiDtained Tor the purpose of patronage ; 
tbat they cao only be vindicated on the 
ground of their being neccHary to the 
pablic service. (CheerO- We want do 
linecurea, (Loud cheers), We want no 
.more amount of salary for the reward of 
any public mrai than that which may be 
suffidenC ioc Becunn^ integrity and com- 
petence in the discharge of important 
official duties. (Cheers). We deny tbat 
>e are separated by any line of interest, 
or by any other line of demarcation, from 
the middting classes of this country. 
(Cheers). Why, who are we, or at least 
nine-tenths of those wlio are here assem- 
Ued, that any one should tell us that we 
have an interest separate from those of 
theiniddtiugclasses of society P (Cheers). 
If «e don't belong to the middling classes 
of society, i want to know how wide the 
interval inay be that {s presumed to 
separate us P (Cheers). Speaking in 
behalf of nine-tenths at least of those 
Usembled within these walls, I say we 
disclaim any qe^ration from the middling 
clasK* of society in this country (loud 
cheers); and if circumstances may appear 
to have elevated us above them, to what, 
i venture to ask, is that elevation in our 
caseowii^? (Cheers). Either on our own

(CheeraV The 
preservation of order depends on this not 
teas than the maintenance of that security 
which has hitherto led men through 
donest industry to accumulate property 
in this country.

In the first place, lflnd'thatgrea1'sltM«-

nanrial statement; also,' beca^ise, "the 
noble MarqiiTS had called up.in the House 
to e?<clude the consfde ration of every other 
interest." Dnea not his Majesty in hfs ' 
speech, 1 wmild auk, deplore iho dh^iress 
of the ■grictiltuHsEs; and trusts that (he 
bordeim Which now uni-tiuillypreBs'iipon ' 
litem, ivrll be lighterted, \a the same ' 
maimer did the Kir)gVB[>eecb of last yeSr 
depiiire this tlistress, no reference being 
made iu either of ihem to the distressvf 
any other Interest. Now, Sir, we -all 
know the result of pstier/tly u-airing (aat 
year, for these fiuancinl statements, which . 
was the repeal of tlie kouse'tnx. 'As I ' 
oannoi for one moment dnubt the sinc'etfty 
of 'those speeches from tbe throne, and 
heliering that the subjects referred to in 
tliein are intended lor the consid era lion 
of Parliament, the noble Marquis must 
have been fiilly jitstilied in taking this' 
interest into tamsideratbntnthe exclusion , 
of others; and if this tax ought to be 
repealed, the sooner it was determined 
upon the better, to affiird the Minister ' 
time for tindiirg a substltate beff^re Itis 
fliianciai statement was framed. 

But the main grouoda upon which the 
vTOfthy fcarnnet appeals to Test his ease, 
are " the altered babics, and new tastes 
of the conimooity," in no* pieferriiig tea 
and gia to beer, and refers with Hiu«h 
confidence ti the inomfted cnnvumptinn 
(if those articles. He then asserts that 
the removal of this lax woold only afford ' 
an imaginary benefit to tlie farmer. In 
Bjnotber part 4)f his Speech, he iibaert'e^ 
" that we hare no t^roiinds to 'Compiaia 
i|f tlM n^ki-tax, for. .that .tLei>^tl:s df 
df'i«j>(jailt^)i<t higher in prttportiimthWtt-^Mr 
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utbnr "gnia, and fur the Ust two or three 
jrearii tna been gradually kdviDciug 
why then," he a«ks, "dnUirb ibe tax 
and what gfouod* have jou for tMpiog 
Ibatliarley Mibject to the tax being very 
high, and wheat subject to no tax being 
very law, the removal of the tax od barley 
will mcme a tim in the ptiee of it " ? 
iDdeed tbe triomphant maaoer in which 
-the hun. Baronet referted to this poiat, 
led me alnuMt to expect that he wtiutd 
hare concluded by propoaing a duty of 
•eme hundred per cent on n-heal, with 
the view of advancing the price of tbi 
graJit also to the grower. 

1 tKimit that the cnuauaiptioo of malt 
had greatly reduced in the last century, 
Bwce the tax became ■>> high ; and fui 
the past three years is again gradually 
iacMiNng, bui m the worthy baronet boa 
-carefully abstained from any reference to 
what I conceive to be the real cause of 
this change, I will eodearour to supply 
that deficiency. The habiu and taaUsof 
ibe lower dasiee. Sir, were changed by 
taxing that beverage, which had ever 
been the buast and favourite uf English- 
men, near five bundled per cent.i ad- 
vancing the pot or quart of beer below 
1^., to 6d. and 7d.,' which held forth 
such lemptalion to adulterate the article, 
that the community after being compelled 
li>r maaj years to drink the most noxiuos 
liquor, compoted of deleterious drugs. f as 
a substitute for malt and hupe, gave it up 
to disgust. This iniquitous system, and 
to the wants and neceteities of the la- 
bouKiiff poor the mostcrnel, was partially 
mitigated by the removal of the beer du- 
ties. Now mark the result, although the 
English labourer had been thus deprived 
for ao long a period of his native and

1 grieve exceedingly to ace an article, tbe - 
staple prodttce of this country, the asMnl ' - 
value of which l« the consamcrH^ba 
lairly estimated at twentywiillioMHseiiagi 
and yielding eatplayment tn opwatds sf ' 

hundred thousand faaHliea, placed ia 
juxta-position as au object of taxansa' 
with the produce of foreign capital, aad ' 
foreign labour. What, Si^ is the gnt*^' 
of our own Gelds, and the produoe «f <m 
owu taxed labourer not to have sons 
preference In our own markcia arec t^ 
vineyards of .Spain and Portugdl, aad tbe 
lea gatdees oi China ! Must we ever 
continue to bow the knee to thwdespntsof 
those countries fur leave to «xpeiid OUT 
'" >as slerliaf in the piHt^aae of their 
commodities to supplant the skill wul ia- 
dustry of our own husbandmen ? Tbs 
average rale of duty on tbe two IkttM 
articles, selected no doubt as the h^'**" ' 
of those consumed by the lower oidtrs,!! - 
eighty-one per cent, while the tax and 
restrictioBt on malt advaoee it upwaid* 
of one hundred per cent., and. in beer- 
Lhops where those orders can get it, it il - 
nuch mure. Sir R. Peel admiu that 
prior to the taxing of thisarticle, when ' 
the populaiiim was oaly si* Melons, ihers- - 
were six millions of barrels of beer ceoh 
sumed, and that at present there «ei» 
only eight millions of barrets coasiimed 
with a populatitin t^ upwards of foorlceD 
millioos ; but the decrease In the aeao- 
tltjr of mak mtdf is iuf ink* Miil* 
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fnrmerpriipArtitftM. From the exp«ii«nce 
we hare fiai of the remiival of the beer 
duties, we have « right to calculate that 
if the tax and restriciiouB on miiing malt 
were refnored,- the cnnsuinptiim uaiild 
■hortty iicreiH one-third, or 1,€66,000 
qn., which at 30a. a quarter fur tlie bar- 
lef, nouU amnuat to two-and-a-half 
millions sterling. At the present firiee of 
corn, about tno'-6fth9 of itd ralue is com- 
poced nf labiiar, consequently there is now 
lost la the English labourer one million 
eterling annually, through, the o^eratioo 
of tliis tax; while our poot-rates ate 
heirilj burdened with the main (eaa nee 
«f a good piiftion of them in idleness, or 
in tranapoiting them to some distant part 
«f the globe as «niigiants. The new life 
•od coofideuce which would bi imparted 
to the drooping cuitirttors of our own 
•oil, by an increased annual demand 
for their produce of two-and-a-half 
milUons aterliog, would eooa be beue- 
ficially felt by other clttisea. But, says 
Sir Robert Peel in his pamphlet, " it is 
only a mtiiter of prophecy, and of course 
Doceriainty, that any adrantages will ac- 
crue to tiie agriculturists by repealiogtliis 
lax." I [ is not pittphecy, Sir, but fac;, tliai 
uoce the beer duties were repealed, the 
oonsuniption baa increased more than it 
did in the previous one hundred years, 
■ad np to the 19. ult., appears to be at 
the rale of one millioa of quarters annu- 
ally, which at 30b. a quarter, is a preeeot 
beoefit to the t;rowers of one-and-a-lulf 
millioDS sterling for the barley. It is also 
a fact, ailinitted in this pamphlet, that 
the effect of lowering the duty on spirits 
laMyftario Irdand, has alreadv increased 
the '«nnsuinption 1,000,000 gallons, 
which forcibly confirms the prophecy that 
fednciag the cost of an article of such 
nnifersal necessity as beer, one -half, 
wouUI greatly increase the consumption 
ef il. Again, at page 30, the hon. Ba- 
ronet, slates that the average cousump- 
tiooLof beer on a farm of. three hundred 
MTM; is one hnodred bfwsheads annually, 
or one hundred and fifty barrels. The 
present cost at three bushels to the barrel 
is 34s. 9d , but if the duty on malt, and 
>l«o on hops, were repealed, it would be 
only Its. 3d.j saving on each barrel, 
ISi, Qd., »r ^ii m acre on the whole ec- 



'CupatiuD. Now, Sir, I Iiumhiy conceire,-- 
that this also is not uncertainly, hot der 
duced fairly fitim his own statements,, 
and is a degree uf relief tor' the farmers 
which is nut to be uaered at in these 
times; yet, ihisii not all, for if the con- 
sumptioni and consequently the growth of 
barley, increased one-third, die cul(il^a• 
tiuD of other grain isust dimiaieh, which . 
would shortly improve its price. Oa a .. 
mixed faroi of three hundred acres uf 
arable and pasture, one hundred would 
be under corn, and if it averaged twenty-. . 
eight bushels pet acre, an advance of Is. , 
a bushel would amouat to 140/, per an*. . 
num. It is a very erroneous idea uf the 
hon. Gentleman, to suppose that any ad- 
vantage arising from the removal of the 
lax would be confined long to only a , 
small portion of our cultivators. The old , 
adage. Sir, down cnrn, iii\fa born, and > 
vice versa, nevur fails to be verified, lem- 
porary dersngementa in the relative value 
■tf different kinda of agrteuUural pniduce . 
frequently take place from increased de- 
mand, or deficient crops of eome grain, or - 
severe losses of stuck, but in a few years , 
prices are agaia adjusted— witness the . 
present rvaciion ia the value of sheej). 
Shortly belore the beer duties were re- . 
moved, barley did not realise lialf the 
piice of wheat, and an increased growth . 
of ihe latter ensued. The praQtical ex- . 
perience of thirty years as an agricultu- 
rist, convinces me that within two .years 
hence, unless the malt-tax is repealed, 
barley would be reduced to iis. proper 
proportion to wheat, for 1 already observe 
numerous instances of land sawn with 
barley instead nf spiiog wheat. These 
proportions, are, that the latter should be 
double the price of tlie former, barlejr . 
would consequently be only 2t. 6d. a 
bushel at present. The removal of the 
beer duties has therefore advanced the 
price Is. a busltel. The removal of this . 
lax would also tend more than any other 
measure to bring back the farm servant. ., 
under the roof of his master ; and as to 
the supposed difficulty of labourers brew- 
ing at kame, a daily allowance might 
easily be obtained from the employer 
according to the existing practice in cider. 
couDtiea. Let the candid reader examine 
thew faffl, ftnd I imagine be Will «c- 
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kaowledgv' Ihattt l]a« nOt Teqnlre tlra' 
spirit of prophecy to fotetellfihat die agri> 
Giihttritt, and the workinfc alitm, would 
derire immeditrte and Bilbstaotial bsoeSts 
from the removal of th« tnalc-tax. ! dn 
not roeBD to cootead, that it is ih; only 
cause of oar distress, nor (liat the re- 
mOTal of it would be the panacea for all 
OUT dtHicultiei. A great portiwi of the 
mfscliief may, I believe, be traced to our 
monetary system ; bnt this grievance i& 
not confined exclasively to (he agricul- 
turist. Another cause is the facilities dow 
afforded to Ireland to inundate us with 
her untaxed produce, and her starving 
population. But a reviainn of both these 
m^asiirM, although as absolutely neces- 
sary, would be slow in their operation for 
relleein? the acknowledged distress, and 
the preseing demands of the poor occu- 
piers fur immediate relief. 

With respect to the reduced quantity 
of mall itiadein 1816 and I8t7, it may 
1 believe be satisfaclortly accounted for; 
in the first place, by the extreme misery 
experienced by the lower orders in those 
years for want of employment, but more 
especially by the net harreKt of 1816, 
which rendered at least one-half the bar- 
ley crop totally unfit for malting, one of 
the worst harvests known in England 
during the last century, good malting 
barley advancing in value lOO per cent., 
increasing the price of malt considerably 
more tl^an the reduction in duty. Again, 
io 1819, and V8iO, the t-nips were above 
an average, excellent quality, and low in 
price ; and, as a natural consequeoce, an 
iuereased quantity df m&lc was made. 

"fhe total burden oifthis tax upon the 
commtinity is ne:(t advtrted ti, which he 
makes out in the same plan^le nfannet 
to be oilly a trifle beyond the duty paid. 
Now, instead of going'lo Mark -lane to 
Gnd nut the price of a choice sample of 
Chevalier barley, probably fi)r seed, I will 
appeal'to the experience of evity gro»er 
of'corn, and e*ery maltster in this part of 
the 'kingdom, whether they bavt averaged 
more tfian 3s. 8d. for barley in the last 
twtt years, and if malt has not avetaisect 
in 'the same period 7s. Bd. to 9s. ? The

— which is chiefly paid by the labouring 
classes for what I contend to be an arti- 
cle of necessity. Who that is possessed 
of the commoo feelings of nature, will 
deny the necessity of some nnunsliing' 
beverage, to allay the thirst of those whose 
hard lot it is to toil from morn to nitrht, 
or from sun-set to sun-rise in the mioea 
and iron-works in this county, generafly 
lo a temperature of 120" or upwards? 
Ur show me the man who has no pity' 
for the poor peasant, exposed to the 
scorching tays of a summer's son, whihe 
exerting his whSle sireo^h for fourteen 
or fifteen hours a' day in cutting dowtt 
the produce of 'otir fields, and is compelled 
by this cruel tax to quench his thirst in 
tlie adjoining drtch, which it is my Idt 
continually to witness. Even in the ab- 
sence of any other motive, let the odium 
he what it may, I shall ou these grounds 
alone continue to advocate the repeal of 
the ma1t-tax. 

The in^enoityof thehononrable Buronet - 
is next displayed in attempting to make it 
appear that this maK tax with all. its 
bonds, duties, penalties, restrictions, &c,, 
IS the most salutary and -efficacious me- ' 
thod that can pinsiblf be devised for 
keeping the trade free. That the removal

iDeasure had been carried by sound rea- 
wmiiig, no sooner were the words " pro- 

Jyerly-tax" mentioned, than the' Hust- 
Dgs-repealers of this tax immedtately 
Tiewed>the matter in a different light. In 
bia ironical manner, he " congratulates 
jaa gentlemen of the landed interest on 
finding youTseives relieved from the pres- 
rore of tim malt-tax, and falling upon a 
g*Mid cmnfbrtaMe property-tax," As one 
ofihat Bady; Btr, who would be affebted 
ifl-same'lli lie 'degree should that prospect 
K«i«aliMd, I'wonld cheefftilly accept hi* 



congratulations, being fiilljr perauftd^ 

that a properly-tux would b« a far more 
just tax towards the landed interest than 
this mak-tax, for the injurious effects of 
the latier are aUnost exclusively felt bj 
them; and its removal n'ould, according 
'o the foregoing calculations, release thA 
land from a heavy and most unfair pres- 
sure, to the amount iifei^ht or ten shil- 
lings an acre on all farms of tlie imme- 
diate benefit to the tenants, and on generd 
principles must lie a deduction from rent. 
Whereas a property-tax of, say 5 pet 
cent,, which would yii-ld a raucb larger 
revenue than u ddw derived from raair, 
would not affect the land one shilling an 
acre; and would fall equally on all pro- 
perty; on houses, pubUc building*, 
nianufactO'ies, mines, collieries, tithes, 
funded property, canals, rail-riads, dockd, 
tolls, shipping, &c. &•.:., which are af- 
fected only in a very slisht degiee by the 
duty on malt. If " the gentlemen of the 
landed interest " oiuld be brought to 
view this subject in its proper light, thejr 
K'ould not hesitate one mxment in deci- 
ding in favour of a property-tax. 

The presjure of direct and indirect 
taxation on the industiious classes, though 
uominally to an infinitely greater amount, 
was comparatii'ely uiikn<AVU during the 
operation of the Bank lieslricilon Act. 
But DOW, with a metallic currency, and 
the low prices "hich nei^essartly accom- 
pany it^.it IA' become iutolerablv. Our 
present system of indirect taxation enters 
BO largely into tlie cost of" production as 
to be highly prejudicial to the British 
manufaclnrer for the fireigo miirk«tk It 
is generally ad milted,, that at least one- 
fourth part, of the wages of labour is ab- 
sorbed by taxation, every articlethn pro- 
duce ot labour must theie fore be enhanced 
in value in that -proportion ; thus ertrj 
manufacturer or farmer paying lOOOf. 
■a-year to his workmen, pays 750/;' fi^r 
labour, and' 250/. for his men's taices. 
Indirect taxation pauperizes a l&ige por- 
tion* of the cnmmiinity by enhancing tt» 
value- of those articles they are m<«t in 
need of, and again by fettering their ert- 
ployers deprives them of emplnyment. 
Parochial burdens and the charges of 
tradesmeoand mechanics are all enhanced 
% third or funtth by the sxme meaM.

heeded, and the bond, was persevered ia. 

Up to this moment \ think I was x^i 
in preserving the working tanners fma 
yielding to the temptation that th^couU 
gain their ends by violence. Shonlf bSq 
this, however, some acts of outrage ven 
committed, a rick of hay belongiog loi 
master tanner was burned, and mm 
countrymen, who had come in and EIM 
the berths in the tan-yards, were «ayUi) 
and maltreated. The violence of one 
party and the merciless pride of puna 
of the other told me, that any fuitb? 
interference on my part could be of no 
use, whilst it might involve me in trtn^i 
I accordingly lefC boch to their «<i 
courses, contenting myself with assuring 
every working tanner that came my.*^ 
chat no benefit was to. be derived fna 
violence. 

Before I proceed to the sequel of of 
slory, it may not be amiss to ioTorm yw, 
that, though generally speaking ^ 
broad-clotb gentry took little interast-U 
the affairs of the working tanners, ilfll 
here and there a gencieman was hesd 
Io make battle for them, and to intimiH 
to their masters, that however strong tb^ 
might be, tliey ought to be m^rafid. 
Imagine, sir, that you are in one tittf 
public rooms— and that you are listemsg 
to an argument on the subject. Hh 
apologist for the waking tanners bsstb 
reply to twenty masters, or their CQii- 

Mastek Tannek. This s^era of co«- 
bination is the detiruction of trade. . , 

Apologist. I was never the advocili 
of combination, in the obnodous s«ai> 
of the word ; but let masters beware ihlt 
they do not themselves destroy trail. 
Trade is destroyed by a selfish and obili- 
nate refusal on the part of any of tbM 
engaged in it, to let alc Ihote engafti 
in it have a living. Such refusal tMH* 
rally and properly engenders ducooMll 
in its victims. These give no pMBe. tfi 
chey ought not, to those who ain a^M 
them; one strike sucge«dt to wotlafi 
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Dntil the offending party does justice, 

aaSers it in the total loM of thote profits 

which he would monopol] 

Hastkr Tanneb. But how do you 

knoft that the master tanner can afford 
to ^YB higher wages than he has been 
giving- ? 

Apologist. Hy observations had 
particurar reference ; but ihis I will tell 
you, tKat, as far as I have been able to 
learn, and as far ns my own personal 
knowledge go's, the masters in ihe leather 
trade may. without injustice to theni- 
selves, give higher wages than they do 
I understand that there are about 43 
employers in this business and about 500 
icen ; I could select five from the em- 
pteyers, whose annua! proGts exceed thi 



those are they in fact who op^rens the 
labourer. Now, taking all tliese and 
other circumslances into account, it is still 
my conviction that the master tanners as a 
body have been prosperous, and could 
afford to give their workmen better 
wages. 

Mastek Tannbii. It is the lowness of 
wag^ that enables ua^ compete with th^ 
English tanners. If we raise the wag«s 
the trade is lost. 

Apologist. Admitting that the townesa 
of wages was almost the only capital on 
which some, of you traded, and that its 
even necessary to raise the 
trade to its present condition, it does not 
that that lowness gliould continue.

motive for misrepresentation, it was stated 
in public, and 1 believe boasted in private, 
that one master tanner was making in the 
leather trade from five to six thousand 
pounds a year. 

Master Tanker. But all of 
Dot making at lliis rate, nor anything 
like it, and some of us have failed. 
' ApoLotiiBT. I disclaim any thing per- 
sonal when I say, that there were, per- 
haps, some individuals in your trade who 
ought never to have been in it as employ- 
ers ; Eien, whose businets it was (af 
<3obbett would say), not having capital, 
to laork. These people fed with paper- 
tnoney, repaid the accommodation of the 
Bank out of the wages of the poor, and 
occasionally too with a slice of your sub- 
stance. The poor, however, were the 
principal sufferers, 1 could oaine one o:' 
your body who has made tome thousand! 
tf pounds in the business, who, upon 
losing 7 or 800/^ somewhat in this 
'tiinied round on hii men and said, 
have lost so much, you must be 
tent with a shilling or two a week less ; " 
thus endeavonring to aiake his poor slaves 
pay the debt of the defaulter. I know, 
*"<>, tint some of the little masters com- 
I<lain that some of the big ones who sup- 
P^them with hides and bark and take 
"•ir leather in return, give them too 
little fbr the leather, and chai^ them 
too nach for the bides and bark ; that 



by. your sharing 10^. out of your S 
a year, or 300i. out of your 2,00W. a year, 
among those whose toil is the principal 
ingredient in your prosperity ? You beat 
the English out of the market when there 
was little skill and limited capital ; you 
are afraid now that if you share a little 
with your slaves you will be ruined. I 
shall tell you how the matter stands. You 
think piilatoes good enough for your 
workmen, whilst you are not content 
without bread for yourselves, and batter 
on that bread, and bonty on that butter. 

Mabtbb Tannbb. But see, if, one mas- 
ter gives 41) additional shilling, another 
does not. and thus' has an advantage. 
Even as it is, there are some of us giving 
belter wages than others. Why did not 
these men, when about to turn out, Uiake 
distinction between the good and 
the bad ? 

Apologist. They complained of the 
urs of labour required by all of yon. 
As to wages, they did make a distinction; 
their scale affected those only who were 
giving less than 6s. a week. Regarding 
the principle of your objection, my reply 
is this, that its spirit Impeaches rather the 
avarice of the masters than the unreason- 
ableness of the men ; and because I know 
how strong the love of gain is in the 
human breast, hov it will tempt men to 
defraud the poor of their wages, and to

not," be that your moti heanl 

yon declaiming against country gentleman 
for giving but 8d. or lOd. a day to their 
labourers; now suppose the country l»- 
bourcrs were lo associate and say, " We 
will not work for less than Is, a day," 
would you not inveigh againet the country 
gentlemen who should meet them hy nay- 
ing, " Well not give you a shilling, you 
may demand one and two-pence to-mor- 
row." And how much more vehemently 
you would inveigh against them if you 
were told that they had entered into a 
bond never to employ their ser^ again. 

Mastes Tanneb. You are giving your- 
self a great deal of trouble about this 
aflair. 

Apologist. I think it is the duty of 
every man to stand by the poor when 
they are oppressed. I feel it would be a 
disgrace to me not to endeavour to save 
from destitution the families of those ill- 
treated men, numbering, perhaps, 1.500 
individuals. These men stood by us in 
the fight for two Repealers against one 
class of Conservatives, and it is our buai- 
to stand by them now against another 
class of Conservatives. Again, though 
the master tanners have been the gainers 
by these men's labour, we shiill be the 
loser by their idleness if it continue much 
longer ; indeed, even whilst th^ were em- 
ployed, the scanty wages they were allowed 
reduced several of them to the necessity 
of sending their children into ttie streets 
to pilfer in every quarter. If you want 
another reason, I am a shopkeeper, or a 
tradesman to-day, how do I know bull 
may be reduced to the condition of the 
labourer to-morrow. It is my personal 
interest, then, that that condiiion which 
is the lot of the great majorily, and to 
which all are liable, and may be mine, to 
render it endurable, more ihdo that- 
comfortable. I need not teD you that tbe 
history cf your own city exhibits the chil- 
(iren and grandchildren of men as wealthy 
as the wealthiest among you^ reduced to 
tha ranks, wd having bitter causa in un* 
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requited. labour, to r^;nt that tlieir parents 
had not been more Etudious to make the 
poor comfortable than to surfeit them- 
selves with wealth, however acquired. 

I am come to the sequel of mv ftory, 
The master tannen having refused ta 
' listen to the proposition of the vorkmen, 
having declined tu make any proposition 
of their own ; Mr. O'Connell's interpo- 
sition proving nnavailing, the exaspera- 
tion of the Workmen was very great, in- 
deed ; and I was not the only person who 
«aa apprehensive that things would not 
end well. The wrath of the men was 
specially roused by two circumstances. 
' The master tanner on whom Mr, O'Connell 
had imposed the duty of adjusting the 
difference, thought proper to employ, not 
in bis yard, but on the qua}', some fifteen 
.or twenty of the obnoxious workm' 
Soon as this was known, the despoti 
interfered, and the master tanner i 
ordered, under the penalty of violating 
■'the bond, to dischai^ his workmen, and 
they were discharged. Think, sir, of 
fortunate men, several of them wiih 
families, without the means of purchasing 
a meal, and struggling with idleness for 
more than four weeks; think, sir, of them 
thus treated ! About the time ihat this 
acene took place, it was rumoured among 
the men that tlie masters, not coi 
with denying them employment in their 
own works, actually interposed to prevent 
their being employed in other establish- 
ments. I could scarcely believe the per- 
silns who communicated this circumstance 
to' me ; I fear, however, that there was 
some jusliScation for the rumour. " And 
now," said a leading master tanner 
me, " since they have burned the rick of 
hay, we have resolved to prevent them 
getting employment even in other estab- 
lishments." Let me hope, however, tliat 
there was no. settled design of this de- 
scription ; indeed, when I expressed my 
regret and astonishment at finding the 
rumour among the men sus^ined by the 
declaration of this master, he drew in hi* 
borns, and began to mention some acts 
to f rove that he, at least, Was not divested 
faf the l)Ow;els of compassion. Tl|e counte- 
nances and language of some of the men 
who met me one day in the streets, whilst 
th^ were labouring tmder tbe'excilement 



produced ' by the circumstances I have 
mentioned, were of Buch a nature as to 
cause me to put a master tanner on his 
g^uard against the possible consequences, 
A fourth attempt was now made tir 
soften the hearts of the capilalisU; it 
originated in the wish of the small masters 
to shake off the yoke which the great ones 
had imposed on them ; some of themvere 
beginning to be.serioQs losers' by ibe 
bond ; they could not get competent per- 
sons to manufacture their goods, and ther 
were obliged either to suspend their 
works altogether, or (o go on with them 
at a disadvantage. They voutd wilGnf^ 
take back the old hands, or give employ. 
ment to some of those who had struck ia 
other yards, but they were afraid of the 
anger of the chiefs. A most respectaUe 
clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Russell, one 
whose heart yearned for the sufferiaga of I 
tiie unemployed tanners, and who is de- | 
servedly high in the estimatiou of the 
masters, was the person who condoeted 
this fourth and last attempt. Under bk 
advice a meeting of the workmen was 
held, and a memorial to -the masters «m 
adopted and signed by them, and ftrai 
citizens, Messrs. Brennan, Jereniah 
Murphy, Joseph Morrogh, and Mi(^»el 
O'Doooghue, named to negotiate for then 
on terms mutually advantageous to itoas- 
ter and man. 1 understand (hat the sab- 
scribers to the memorial pledged them- 
selves that they would have nothing' tffdb 
with any illegal association (they -had 
been charged with having connected 
themselves with the Cork Union of 
Trade*), and that, in future, they woold 
openly come forward and declare to therr 
masters their reputed grievances They 
prayed the rcscindmg of the bond- A 
meeting of the masters was called, Ha 
memorial submitted to them, and <t> 
prayer refused There were but «"« 
voices m its favour " They will «nt 
our voices at another tnne," obsertwi 
one of the poor tanners

■taeaaiag the work of giviog^ to persona 
not present ai a trantactioD, an account of 
-(he proceedings relative to that trans' 
'acition; and, the giving to the people re 
ports of what panes in the two Houses of 
FariiameBt, is justly deemed the most 
aserul hranch of all ttie occupations of 
tbs (Uij prow. I have to state 
readers very sigBal prooGi of the worse 
ikoH «te/eMNMS of tfae Londoa press r 
this respect. It is worse than useless 
bacatise, by failing to do its duty as to this 
matter, it leads the people to conclude 
that none of the members of the' Parlia- 
ment have done their duty : and it diS' 
gnisM from the people the bad acts of 
thcMB members of the Parliament who do 
not BCrupIe to do all the injury they 
■to tb« people. 

I am noir writing on Tuesday, the 19. 
of May; and when I have given an ac- 
count of the conduct of the London press 
with rfgard to the proceedings in the 
HoiiM of Commons on Friday the Id., 
Aod on Monday the 18., the reader will 
aae that we most now resolutely set to 
work to Aommething to put a stop to this 
misrepresentation of our conduct ; or that 
«« most be content to be exhibited to our 
canstitQeiUi as a parcel of negligent, 
U*J, %s«uit. fuddling, toping fellows ;

that we premeditatedly betray the con- 
fidence that our constituents have re- 
posed in us. In my observations on tha 
censures passed on me by Mr. Roibuok, 
at a late meeting |n London, where Mr. 
Waslby was in tb4 chair, 1 observed that 
this country never could have been brought 
to its present state : that the people never 
could have been made to submit to what 
they have submitted to, had il not been 
for the preu; because, if men were left 
to judge from their /eeling a, they would 
judge of the Government by the good or 
«ii)/ that they derived from its acts : but^ 
accustomed to pay attention, not to tra- 
ditionary maxims ; not to their own ei- 
perience of good or evil ; but to pin their 
faith on the ttetve ofviritert. one large 
portion of whom are always at the call <tf 
(Government to gloss over its acts ; and 
the other portion of whom, if not seekii^ 
for payment from the same source, dare 
not do theirduty for fear of the Attorney- 
General and his fangs; this being thft 
case, the press makes them submit quietFjr 
to that which their fothers would have 
died rather than submit to ; and thus wb 
are now living under laws, the very idek 
of which laws ever being propoaed, would 
baveehocked men 6fty years ago. 

One part of the work of this press ii to 
tlifit ; to suppress; to keep from the 
knowledge of the people,' that which they 
ought to know I and of this suppressing, 
I am now about to give some signal 



My readers all well know, that the 
people look into the daily papers to ter 
what takes place in Parliament ; and 
that that which they do not find any 
account of, they conclude, of course, hot 
not taken place. Now, when the public 
looked at the papers on Saturday momins^ 
the 1 6, of this month, they found that tff| 
House of Commons had voted £lU,tQO 
4i. lid., under the name of * CidiX 
Coniiiigencies"; and they saw anaccount 
of the thing (in all the papers alike^ 
measuring about nine inches oj'ane lis* 
gle cotuatn of the newspapet, ~t}ie whol* 
of which might have been ipokeii bj Uf^ 
t 
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n aJfomt lii'iakHitea, and vfaich 
mf Secretary vsuld Imts written down 
fr«m my dictatioa in about twenty mU 
antes. So that here were we all repre- 
sented a» six hundred and fifty-eight 
jgnarant beaata, or cenupt kiMveH : and, 
when ynu, my reoden, come to read over 
the list of these Civil CoDtingeocies 
ymraehMS, and feel your blood boil at 
every line, you will exclaim. What a eet 
of stupid, or Bpiritlese, or drunken, or 
corrupt nucab theie members {tf the 
House of Commons must be ! This would 
be gross injuBtico to the whole of the 
members without diamminaticHi, and par- 
ticularly to those who dilig'ently and re»o- 
luteiyperformed their duty. Tbe figure we 
cutiathis; that we votedaway £131,100 
4b. lid., with about fifty or sixty words 
uttered by Mr. liuMc, wod a couple of 
juuneauing sentences uttered by m*. 

What was the fact ? This estimate for 
theCivt/ Contingenciet was moved about 
•& quarter before sit o'clock ; and, with 
an average of about one hundred and 
tbiny members constantly in the House, 
ve were engaged in constant and earnest 
.i[U)iiiryand discussion until twelve o'clock 
on this very estimate. Mr. Huue spoke, 
St the least, thirty times ; asking ques- 
tions, sifting into the various items of 
.this .estimate ; pointing out its injustice

If tbms 
were no daily press ; if there were no 
dependence placed upon it by tbe petqrie, 
1 should not care a straw about the mi- 
ter : I would much rather that thats 
should be no reports of parliamentaiy 
debates : but, if there be to be repor»; 
if the people be to pay for a gsltwy for 
the " gentlemen of the pjtblic ptat",; 
if there be privileged persons to h^ p!a«il 
in that gallery, I will endeavour to tifci 
core that they shall not (as they <^ w 
Friday night), put thev cheeks into tbMT 
hands, and sit with their eyes closed, wUto 
tbe result of deep potations seemed to be 
Doeing from their mouths. 1 will ^ 
deavour to take care to prevent that i&^« 
veiy ibort time. 

I am hesitating whether I shall W 
shall not try the daily press-uBtil ihe t«i 
of next week. But, this is my intentira, 
to cause to be set up an evening paptt 
to te called " Cobbsll's Evening /wtf- 
nal," to be published by Mr.OldWd,* 
Bolt-court ; to be owned by men inscew- 
sible to corruption ; and condacied by 
men who will not enter into a concfflt 
with others ; tuck their-dirty cheeks irto 
their filthy paws aod anore out the h>V 
of the gin while those important maKM, 
the estimates of tirn public expendiW* 
are before the House. I do not, a«fa 
never have wanted these pe^le to gM 
any report atallof anyth^wJrf *?**• 
neither actively [uor pawivS^ oaii 'diff 
misrapvesent me in this ■.natJw*;^^* 
diat disHke me will beliewitheidiwi^' 
s«itatkns; and that maaat-wa^ dMi 
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diilike me more than they do now. 
Ibou th*t like me sra of a stamp which 
wonlR'not mduce them to dislike me, eren 
ff'thedevil'aided by all these reportkers 
mre'to enter into a cmispiracy' for the 
porpoae. Bbt, it is not me; it ie the 
jnUSic caute that is afifeaed by this vil- 
tHny. The knowledge that the people 
m^ttt to.hav«'b kept fnnn them by the 
means of these contemptible instruments ; 
and, if this be done any longer, it shall 
be the ptople's own fault. 

I be^ ray readers to observe oo the 
coriaus and interesting circomstance, 
m«t (dl the villanmis daily papers gave 
JK$t the tame account an this occasion ! 
4!!tirious, that all the tuck-m-ag^ should 
jut have caught' the same few words ; 
eqnall)' curions that dl the lacy topers'of

(he same thing'. The weekly papers, 
sererel of which appear to te perfectly 
hoDCBt' and very industrious^ have no 
means of doing' anything further in this 
caw thanmerely copying what tlie daily 
papers have done ; so that an edict or 
bw'to prevent the divulging the debates 
of which Iliavebeen speaking ; a Una to 
bang men for promulgating true reports 
ef these deb^s could not have been 
more eSectoal in preventing tme accounts 
oTtiiem bein^ made to th» people ! 1 
may be asked, how it is that the PRO- 
nilMXJtRS of newspapers do not com- 
pri the hired snck'mugs to attempt to 
dodiurdnqiht onyrate; how it is that 
lliey do not, for their oma mterest'i 
take, interfere and compel the suck mugs 
togive something like reportf of what 
pawes (m these important occasions. 
Ah! Are we qvite sare that thesfe pro- 
prietors do Dot find it their IN-TEREST 
tn order the suck-vntgs to suppret^s p 
Bbth fttetions are equally interested in 
HI ii case; the estimates viae Jramed hy 
tke- TWies, trad brongbt before the House 
bf- tfte Whigg. But: whether this had 
heen'tbe case or net, both- factions wotdd 
IiMe joiBed'it)«npporting' the estimates. 
I%s daily 'Peters belong to the two fac- 
tioas; some to one and sowe to the 
Briter. These- papers fight like iog and 
att tbr their- respective facticm» ; but d- 
Nuju imite-apatnif the people, and par- 
ttetritri^ in tbe justifying of' any sort' of 



.expenditure of the people's money, be-iC 
whatitnmy; so thatthe non-interference 
of tbe mercenary proprietons is easil|f 
accounted for. '^e&uckmugi be-ve no^ 
power of sappreaaion'; Hiey are. mow 
Bsrvile tools in the handsof tbe mercenDryi 
proprretora. Let' the readers judg« erf*, 
bow much value it-isto the two'hctioav,. 
and to all the tax and titbe-eatsrs, tw 
keep discussions like tbtne of Frideynigfae 
and Monday night from the knoieieii^f 
of the people ! Let the readers judge^oE 
how much iraiiie tliis suppression is to 
the whole of the phalanies of corruption';; 
and then let the readers wonder, if thej; 
can, at tbi« apparently carriessimrof tlw' 
Bndc-mugs!' To be snre tbeyar«won-' 
dronsly ignvrant in relation to all mstterr 
ofyac/'that are statedin the Parliameiit, 
They are very adroit, and surprising^ 
adroit, at putting-down words, or the sob- 
stance of words, of an harangae that hsg 
little matter, compaiativriy, in it-; but 
their total ignorance of law, and of all' 
law ; their ignorance of the history of 
tbe country, and of its establishments and 
instittrtiom and great affairs, is surpristr^; 
Their reports of speediea relative to thct 
currency, for instance, make a mana^d 
to open bis month upon tbe subject. Iln 
&e case of the ntisnatei, the discussion 
is almost all matter of fact, or immediate- 
ly turning upon some kind of fact. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the fuci- 
Tmtgs are pleased at' being instructed by 
their emplo>ers to lay their bloated chaeka 
in their paws, while such discussions are 
going on. But this is not the cause of 
the suppression : if the mercenary wretcbea 
of proprietors did not find MORE GAIH 
in.euppressii^thaiiin promulgating, tbey 
wotild soon brash up the faculties of tbe 
t«ek-7nugt, at theywould haveeober and 
attentive men to supply their place. 

The leaders will please to observe ones 
more that the papers, of both factions 
concw in this tupprmioa; that all tlra 
daily-papers belong to one faction or the 
other ; or, at leaat^ if thwe he a single 
eiccfitian from this rule, that exceptionj 
aa-tatwreporthirtg goesi is not an ex^ 
cepdonat all; and there isnot- tbe smalU 
eat' reasoB tO'espect^ that, from any daiH 
paper, nowin-existence; josiieewil) ever 
be done to -the people in thia rnnjiw.!. 
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I, therefore, with as little Iobs of time 
118 posaible, will cause to be published, 
imder the title above-mentioned, a dail; 
ereDJi)^ newspaper, not under my own 
proprietorship nor my own editorship, 
though I may write in it myself; and I 
request all my readers in every part of the 
country to be prepared for the issuing of 
this paper, the exact time of doing which 
I shall probably be able to stale in my 
nest Register. 

I have beaten this beggarly, lying, cor- 
mpt, London press. In nine days, or 
less, from publishing the " Lsoacy to 
Parsons," the first edition, q\ Jive thou- 
sand copies, wag sold, and I believe about 
five hnndred bespoken and paid for be- 
forehand, of a new edition of len ikou- 
iand; and this, observe, without an 
advertisement in any newspaper j with- 
out a copy sent to any hum-drum re- 
^ewer, that he might notice it ; without 
any of those " Blue-lion " efforts which 
are so notoriously made by ihe " race 
that write " in this corrupt and all cor- 
rupting wen; in short, with nothing to 
rely upon more, and wanting; nothing 
more, than my own name and Ihe 
and cb^actcr of the thing itself. 

And, thus situated ; thus honoured and 
confided in by the much larger part 
this whole nation, it would be an aban- 
domnent of an obvious duty in me not to 
put a stop to the audacious abuse of the 
people that I have described above; the 
deluding of them ; the cheating of them ; 
the cajoling of them for the purposes of 
the two factions. The wretched creatures 
who conduct newspapers are such a maei 
of auck-mugs and lie-a-beds; of dilatory 
of miserable ; of sickly ; of emasculated 
creatures ; and there is such improvidence 
connected with the expenditur 
papers) such a waste of money; such 
tribes of useless reptiles maintained about 
them, that the poverty and pecuniary em- 
barrassment which are the effects of all 
this, very frequently lead to the 
tions which produce the suppressions of 
which I have been complaining. I will 
take care to select such persons as shall 
be able to send a paper to the press with- 
out the talent inspired by the contents of 
a pewter-pot or of a gin-bottle; I will

beast tucking his cheek into his paw^ I 
desired to do this thing ; but the 
contrary ; 1 have caused it to be intimated 
to the proprietor, or proprietors, of one 
paper, that I would give it all the support 
my power if it would only engage some 
rson (and one man may do it perfectly 
ill) to give its readers faithful reports of 
these important money proceedings. Why, 
■villing " to do it ; it " wished '* 
but what is the use of beings 
willing and wishing ? It had the power 
or it had not ; if it had the wi ^h, and tha 
power to act upon the wish, why could it 
not engage? Alas! talk, talk, ttJk! 
Talk everlasting, but never do ! After 
all, however, there was no reliance on ac> 
It of the division of the proprietorship, 
ome cursed thing or another ; all a 
ibk-scramble affair with which one 
could have nothing to do. Sound prin- 
ciples, great knowledge, sober heads, 
early rising, order in all proceedings, 
airy rooms, washed hands, and clean 
shirts : these are all absolutely necessary 
to such an undertaking; and these, wiih 
God's pleasure, 1 will soon bring into 
play upon the carcass of corraption; 
which is like the " body of this death" 
to which St! Paul, with such real and 
matchless eloquence alludes, and which 
did not cling closer to the body of the 
murderer in Palvstfne than this corrup- 
tion, of which the sucAwu^s are a 
branch, clings to the unb^^y people of 
England. 

One more word about the <uei> 
mHgs. ]f seems odd at first sight ; but, 
poor as they generally are themselves, 
and compelled to work like coal heavers 
by their mercenary masters, they are all 
aristocrats 1 They try to ape the man- 
ners of young gentlemen of rank and o( 
fortune ; call Lords merely by their title, 
or name, without prefixing the designa- 
tion of their rank; and talk of other 
gentlemen, who have no title, without 
prefixing the word Mister ; so that yoa 
would swear that they were the pot-com- 
panions of them all 1 Then some of the 
members, oa their part, while they de- 
s)nBe the sack mugs, reflect oa their 
piicerf of exhibiting ■ and condescend 
to familiarities perfectly di^itio; . 
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Tie tuck-magg . ridicule everythinfi: 
tb#t IS seriously said in defence of the 
worting.peopU, as if for the purpose of 
causing; it to be believed that they tbem- 
Behea are afraid of having THEIR 
eifatet iwallowed up hy the poor ! The 
lUck-mugs are always on the side of cor- 
raption ; invariably take the side of the 
ilrosg Bgainet the weak ; speak of the 
vorkin^lasses in the true " doctri- 
naire " style ; seem to consider them as 
inferior animals; and, if the mck-mug 
be Irish, he has generally the excessive, 
the indescribable baseness lo join in the 
fashionable ridicule of the miseries of 
kis own poor countrymen; than which 
I know of no greater infamy of which 
tbe human heart is capable. 

From the causes such as I have stated, 
the people of this kingdom have been 
cheated, abused, and brought down to 
submit to that which they now endure. I 
cannot put a stop to the cheatery. com- 
pletely, all at once ; but I never yet did 
fail in anything that I set my foot to 
Gnnly ; and I venture to say that I do 
not fsil now.

I have long 
promised a Poob-man's Biblb ; it is 
half done. I have promised a Lboacv to 
Loam, which is to appear by the Feaat of 
Saint Michael, old style; and this Le- 
gacy TO Loans will, I think, top-up very 
wdl my MISCELLANEOUS LiBRABv, espe- 
cially when I have written and published 
another comedy to be called " Bastabds 
n aiGR-LirE." People blame mo for 
talkit^ of puUications to long before- 
hand, and for having so many irons in 
the Are. But I always accomplish the 
thing at last; and, as to having several 
irons in the fire at a time, 1 always find 
it the pleasantest thing in the world. 
Somebody called me, a good while ago, 
tbe " monarck of the press." A mo- 
narch means a fellow that can do with his 
mbjects just what he likei. It u well for 



this press that I am not its monarch : if 
I were, I would give one-half of it to tha 
devil, on condition that he would take the 
other half away. 

So much for such-mugs, their merce- 
nary masters, and my-intended means of

The Relieyiny Offlcer of the Western 
DiTisjoo of the Ampthill Union entered 
on fais duties for the first time on Monday 
last, when he rode over to Ledlington, a 
village in the union, to arrange with the 
overseer respecting the panpers. and on 
hit arrival there received the trentment 
as detailed in the evidence below. On the 
Tuesday following, hd proceeded on his 
duties to Milbrook, where he met with a 
■imilar reception, and was so grossly as- 
saoited by the mob that he was com[»elled 
to seek shelter in the house of the Rev. 
G. Cardale, a county magistrate, who 
addressed the mob, and requested then 
to disperse quietly. Mr-Ctirdale and his 
WW then accompanied therelieving officer, 
Mr, Osborn, down the village, when the 
mob continued their threats and voc%- 
TBtiims SO violentiy that the three gentle- 
men were again obliged to take shelter in 
a house. The paupers had now collected 
in such numbers, and their threats were 
>o outrageous, that Mr. Osborn would not 
venture to make his appearance again that 
day, but remained concealed until night, 
when he went home by stealth. On Wed- 
nesday, about half-a-dozen constables 
proceeded to Ledlington, to take two 
women and some men into custody. They 
tuceeeded in apprehending the former, 
when they were met by about two hun- 
dred paupers, who threatened instant 
revenge unless the women were rescued. 
The constables, seeing the hopeleaineis of 
resiitance, allowed their prisoners to 
Mcape. A ^at number of special con- 
• stables were sworn in during the middle 
if the wedii and, to th^ir ahama be it 
^en, between twentjr ami thirty re* 



apectable men, either from cowardice or 
self interest, preferred paying the fiill fine 
of 5/. to risking their persons when the 
public safety so loudly demanded their 
services, Thursday was ihe usual day for 
the meeting of the Guardians, and accord- 
ingly they assembled at the AmpthiU 
House of Industry, at the usual hoor, 
twelve o'dock. They had not been long 
indelibertfkui.wbeQ the paupers, men, wo- 
men, and children, came flockingin from 
all quarters in great numbers, many oC 
the men armed with bludgeons, sticks, 
&e. Several of the men told the Guardians 
that they wanted work, and to be paid for 
it in money, bot that they would not take 
relief in bread. They were told that their 
demand for money could not be coniplied 
with, when they commenced a most des- 
perate attack upon the windows with 
stones, brick-hats, cabbage-stalks, and 
every missile that could be found. MaAy 
of the Guardians attempted to address 
(he mob (who from various statements 
amounted to between 300 and 500 per- 
sons), but could not obtain a bearing. 
Stones continued to shower against the 
window, and in the room where the 
Guardians were assembled several gentle- 
Inen were severely hurt, and one ia 
particular, whose eyes were much cut 
wiih broken glass. At twenty-five mi- 
nutes past one o'clock, H. M. Mnsgrave, 
Esq., a'magistrate, and President of the 
Board of Guardians, and whose GrmDess 
and resolution at this critical juncture 
have been highly applauded, boldly ad- 
vanced into the mob, and in two places 
read the Riot Act. This had only a par- 
tial effect, for on the Guardians proceed- 
ing from the House of Industry to the 
King's Arms Inn, they were followed by 
a large concourse of people, shouting and 
ihreateniog all the way. Opposite the 
inn, in the middle of the Market-place, a 
regular fight took place between the 
special constables and the mob ; as often 
as any of the former took prisoners into 
custody, they were rescued by the latter. 
The magistrates and guardians now deem- 
ing the local authorities Insufficient to 
overpower such numbers ts had then 
collected, D. G..

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THE CORK TANNERS. 

Cate of the Cork Working Tanners ; ut 
a Letltr to William Cobbelt. Etq. 
M.P.—By ThoAs Sheahan. 

(Concluded from pi^ e 440). 

It it necessary for me now, Sir, is 
order that you may cteartj understand 
what followed, to pve you a notion of 
some of the electioneering movements in 
this dty. The triumphant return of your 
friend, Dr. Baldwin, and of his colleag^ue, 
Hr. Calladhan, in 1832, was mainly 
owing to the Cork Trades' Association. 
That body gave the first proof thato po- 
imlar election could be carried even in 
the City of Cork (debanched as it had 
Doeii by Whig, Tory, and Evangelical), 
without bribery. It took the great mass 
of the unreptegented into its hands. In 
its schooling' of them in right principles 
it was indefotigable. The press of the 
rich lent it no assistance, but by a system 
of missions among the poor and industri- 
ous, it was enabled to dispense with the 
services of that " best possible public 
instructor," and eventually confounded it 
and its abettors by the fruits which it 
produced. The honest electors responded 
to the appeal of the tens of thousands 
without votes, and said that they held 
the franchise for the general good, and 
would so exercise it ; and the voice of 
both awed the trimmer and corrupt into 
a performance, if not a sense of duty, 
and the popular candidates were returned 
by an knmense majority. Mark ! the un- 
represented were the first operated on in 
this scheme of public good ; and they, as 
it may be imagined, netted Uieir first in- 



loeoce on the poorest of the voters, nidi, 
for example, as were. among the worUiy 
tinners. Come we oow to a few weHu 
before the last election. On its being 
rumoured that a dissolution of ParUik 
ment was at hand, a preparatory meetiey 
of the trades' associotioQ was sailed, to 
consider the propriety of re-orga&izing ihi 
body, and of assisting in the eipeded 
election. It will be in the recoUectioQ ol 
some of the members there assembled, 
that it was urged that the diapute betveu 
the masters and working taonon m^ib^ 
seriously mar the influence of the assod» 
tion ; and that it was a matter for coui- 
deration, whether, a dissolution not beine 
certain, or in the event of a dissolution, 
an opposition to the pt^ular candidatsi 
not being probable, it would be prndeal, 
by calling the trades together, to hazuda 
display of feeling on the part of the wod-n 
log tanners and their friends, which migbt 
not alter the determination oi the masten, 
and would be calculated tojiuee the h^Wl 
of the enemy. I am safe in sayii^ tU 
the tanners' aSair had much todo in susr 
pending the operation of the trades' uaOr 
ciation last election, and in impartiif to 
that election one of its worst feacuTM. 
The trades' association did not meet, bnt 
(he citizens did ; and a list of naoiei ta 
serve as a committee for conducting tho 
election of the popular candidates was 
read. Two of those on it, the namea.of 
master turners, were received in aniiU 
but a flattering manner. The msrkt n 
disapprobation came principally frety the. 
working tanners, but they were diicoM^ 
tenanced by the g^at mass of .the mtit- 
ing. Indeed, the language of some of the 
poor men for some time had been, "Eog- 
bnd never of^ressed us so much a» our 
masters ! they say they are Christisni, 
but there is no forgiveness or mercy, luA 
to talk of justice, in their hearts. The; 
lakeusby-the.arm at an electioD, fi 
there is nothing that they won't do for W 
and here they would let os starve- 
These words were calculated to prodm* 
their fruit, in a seastm of deep diitrM. 
among those whose poverty tempt) li^ 
to confound right and wrong, and to *• _ 
cure a little pelf by any means. T»o or, 
three gentlemen, roembws of 'the ^9 
Section C<Hnmittee, nnudpatiDg wM 
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tteie thio^ might end in, had an inter- 
view witb one or two master tanDers, and 
besought them not to paralyze any por- 
tion of the popular body by a longer 
adherence to the bond. The remonstrants 
were told ^at, after what had occurred 
at th6 theatre, a rescinding of the bond 
would be considered the triumph of inti. 
itaidatloh ; at the same time it was hinted 
to thein, Ihattf the men behaved well 
the election sornethiag might be done for 
them. With what hearty scorn I received 
the report of this traffic in good works ! 
The election came on, and the first day'd 
polling gave evidence of two things : first, 
that the corporate party was pregared to 
do every thing from which honest men 
and respectable men would recoil, tc 
carry their point. Next, that the poor 
f^«ehtitders and householders, whose feel- 
ings and principles were notoriously ir 
forour of the popular candidates, were 
^oing over in alarming numbers to the 
biiber. Few, if any, of the unemployed 
working tanners had as yet registered 
thair votes in favour of the Conservatives ; 
indeed it is but justice to say, that they 
alwaysspoke worse than theyjelt. Others, 
however, not as well disposed as they, 
availed themselves of tHtir due, and made 
it their justification for " selling their 
voles to the highest bidder.'" There 
were many of the poor voters still un- 
pbHed, and it occurred to me and a few 
IHenda that something might be done to 
prevsnt them from entirely disgracing 
tk6 city and the class of electors to which 
they belonged. We said, " We shall 
see if we cannot bring in the working 
tanners to vote for the country," We 
convened a meeting of them without de- 
lay ; We told them that we had no propo- 
sition to lay before them from their mas- 
-tern ; that their country called on them tc 
record with their votes their detestation 
erf the bloody deed at Gurthroe ; and thi 
aa we had stood by them in the dispute 
with their masters, they ought to stand 
by v» against the cuinmon enemy." They 
Implied with one voice, that they would 
ifote for their country. We accordingly 
niorched them into the great Lancas- 
-teriah school-rooms, where several thoii- 
Mhitib of the citizens were met, and in 
tb« inidit of that vast aswmblaKe, and 



hiuled by the most enthusiastic cheery, 
wft raised aloft the ttandard of " THE 
POOR, BUT HONEST TANNERS." 
The eSect on the outstanding voters wai 
decidedly useful. 1 now draw to a cod- 
clusioq of my detail. Several etectcirj 
ipoke in reference to the working tanneH 
the I^qcaaterian . meeting. Amongst 
others, Messrs. James Hayes, William 
Fagan, and Joseph Hayes; the first- 
named gentleman praised them for coming 
forward to vote for their country, without 
stipulation. Mr. Fi^an declared, that if 
the masters persisted in adhering to the 
bond after tliis manifestation of high feel- 
ing on the part of the workmen, the latter 
wAuld be justified in going over to "the 
enemy. This, no doubt, was somewhat 
hyperbolical, but, then, it was well in- 
tended. Mr. Joseph Hayes.de.clarad that 
the bond was actually rescinded. Ob- 
iserve, the ftst-named gentleman b tba 
relation of Mr. CALLAO[iAN,,and his moit. 
efficient supporter. The. election passed 
away, but the bond remained. Some of 
us were prepared to hear tbisoftbe mat- 
ler spirit, and were content with saying 
that we were glad that the poor men had 
voted neither for reward nor' promise of 
reward. Mr. Joseph Hayes, however, ^It 
personally committed in the husioMs f ttH 
had declared publicly that the bond. wa> 
rescinded ; he had made the declaration 
the authority of a master tanner ; and 
he did not like to be suspepted of makiiqf 
a mistatement designedly . or on light 
grounds, to serve an electioneering pur- 
pose.. Partly owing to the remonstrance 
of thb gentleman, partly owing to the 
spirit of mutiny which was spreading fait 
among the little masters, and which 
threatened to defy bond and penalty, in 
part, too, to public opinion, which wat 
muttering disagreeable truths io the ears 
of the capitalists, the bond was ^scinded. 
Mark, however, it was not rescinded, 
without a condition, that the master who 
should take into bis employment any oE 
th(»e who had turned out, must require 
of him to make the following affidavit: 

— came before me this diqr. 
and maketh oath on the Holy Evangeli^U 
of God, aixi saith that he will not continue 
or become a member of an; oocieQr oS 
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tanners' labourers, and ihat he will not, 
wiltioQt bis employer's coneent, enter into 
any other society, nor pay, nor permit to 
be paid in his behalf, ^ny sum or sums of 
Htoney, or otherwiae. And that he will 
apprize hJB employer of any combination 
which may come to his knowledge, affect- 
ing his interest as a trader. 

" Sworn before me this day 

of 183 .'* 

Some, " pressed by the hard band of 
necessity," have awom to tbiaaffldavit; 
othershave recoiled from it. Pray, sir, 
does not the requiring of this affidavit 
look very much like an ackaowledgment 
on the part of the master Unners, that 
jnstice is not with them. Why not 
pend on their good employmwits, and tbe 
fire months' lesson of sufferAg they faarc 
tmght their slaves, and on the opinion 
which thoie slaves ought to entertain, 
that they canaot better tbeir condition 
Oh ! these are weak reeds against the 
conviction, that men's labour «Dtitles 
them to something better than base 
potato diet, and that those who cotu- 
mand that labour can afford to give 
it if thay would. As to the tendency 
of this oath (unless connteracted by 
public Spirit, and partly with that scope 
I write) it is afBictiogiy mischicTOUs ? Is 
it desirable that the workman should 
bow his employer only to hate him or t 
fear him; his fdlow-man, oulyto spy o 
to suspect him ? Is it deairaUe that hi 
■pirit ^ouM be broken or debased, and 
<that in a country like this he should be 
VMidered incapable of any generous or 
lofty act. moral or-political? Is this 
dition of the labourer desirable, or 
BOt rather to be deprecated as a. calamity 
of tbe very worst omen? And yet, the 
itCHdeney of this oath is to stake' the man 
who takes it that vHe, malTgnant.'fearftil 
thing. He who suggested the oatb is fil 
.tmrt)K!pil, lam rejoiced to hear that 
'tme ■ master, tanner, who had the mitfori 
'Weto adopt it, bos now tlie grace 'tq 



abandon it. Let him complete bis atooe- 
ment by proclaiming to his men, that 
they are to consider that ouh aa thou^ 

never had been. 

I now dismiss Uie Cork master tan- 
ners. They are as good men as Irish 
employers in general, and better than 
some of them. But how does it happen 
that the Irish labourer is so absolutely at 
the mercy of them all, and that persons 
whose cupidity, blind like every other 
passion, must be always ranning counter 
to his oatural rights, exercise, in a man- 
ner, a power of life and death over him? 
""' are obvious. First, there 3$ 

the land declaring that the 
labourer shall have a. livelihood out of it 
Neit, there is no law declaring to the 
rich that they must provide remunerative 
employment or proper sustenasce for 
that labourer. Did such laws prevail in 
Ireland, the Irish labourer would scarcely 
in any instance be outraged with a vile 
potato diet, or if any landlord or tan- 
ployer should make tbe experiment of 
feeding and housing him hke tbe brute 
beast, he would receive no counteoance 
from the lower wages or coarser food sys- 

!m Iff his neighbours. And as to such 

scene as that of pampered wealth im- 
posing a five montbs' fast on ba^aid 
poverty, under such laws it could not he 
enact^, the constitutional feeling of the 
country would rise in revolt against it. 
What has more mainly contributed than 
your poor-laws to protect the natural 
rights of your labourer, and to seciK« to 
him, amidst the extravagance of govem- 
and tbe plunderings of paper- 
money men, and the convulsions of trade, 
and the unpropitiousness of seasooi, 
something like the subsistence of a man! 
How I was delighted at hearii^ yon de- 
scribe, during your visit to this city, the 
treatment which the agricultural labaureiB 
under your roof were in the habit of re- 
ceiving ! they got "fall and plenty" of 
breed, and' beer, aitd pudding, and bacon; 
and your outsidelabourerB were, paid 16t. 

week. 'Long may you live. Sir, to 
prove the labouirer's friend ; may yoo

I think it was he of the 
" Blue Lion," who, ur|^ng the abolition 
of the "taxes on knowledge" in the 
House of Cjraroons, (or was it the 
komme de Uteres in the Lords) said 
that by this means the seditious and Uas- 
phemous writers would lack employment 
while philosophers and moralist* would 
be encourajr^l- " Mr. Chadwick."

How condescend- 
ing in Mr. Chadwick ! Had I time and 
space, I should be able to show my work- 
ing brethren how the heddekators form 
themselves into a distinct fraternity of 
a h^her order ; from which they exclade 
the " hewers of wood and drawers of 
water " ; the vulgar, the unleavened ;

80 
ttm^veiified; .Aad whence, too, I pub<- 
liahed ihM tetter to Tisiwai, distmctly 
tailing him, that if such a bill as I^bl's 
were passed wheat would come down to 
five sbiUingB a boshel, a«d poariUy to 
tkree ahiUiags and sixpence. 

Having hooked' these -mailers in, I r** 
turn to my subject, by safmg, that tiltt 
SOB baa podtlislied - an " ItaHan Grtan- 
mar " ; that he has published, more i»- 
utolAy.a." Latitt. Qr«Mmor"; that be 
has stadied tha lass regulavly; and that 

attorn^ of great practice ha* told nu 
that hfriaa very learned lawyer. Now, 
wiihovt pretending to c^r even »m. 
opinion as to the abilities, or the extent 
of tbe learning of this son ; and wi&anC 
having any right whatever to offer any 
such opinion, I have a right to cite these 
fttctfl in confinnatioa of my own opiniom 
mth regard to bodc-teaching. I bad 
battles enough to carry on to prevent 
both BOOS and daughters being sent to 
school. About other matters; about 
eating, dress, and the like, 1 ctwed very 
little; but upon tbe schoolmaster and 
sghoolmietfeei score, I was isSexible. 
Neither seoUings nor tears, nor any^ 
thing else, would miove me from that i«> 
solulion, tboagb having to face auxiliariea 
in the contest. This was adety that -I 
bad to perfono, and I perfMmed it well 
and faithfully. 

Lewd Ai;nH>np, when I opposed a grant 
of mon^ for thete cbildr^-scbools, in- 
sisted that there was great use in ^em, 
as, by their means, cbildree were tanght 
before tkey were vile to do work, 
" That," said I, " is Mie of -my great ob- 
"jedians: bnfotO'tfa^ can irorfc, thej- 
K3 
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■' ought to be growing to be able to work; 
,"aBd they pet that ability by roiling 
" about on .the ground, and scrambling 
"over het^; and not by being shut 
I" ap ia a ttiBing hole, amongst uumeroue 
" other children." 

Da we seo yoat^ tnrda. flock together, 
or young anythings* No : we tee them 
nix wiih. tha old ones, and thus learn 
Iheir manaers, and their mode of getting 
iJieir living. Can a child who converses 
irith nothing but children learn to be a 
mao? H a hundred children were 
i»roi«bt.up till they were twenty years of 
'«ge to see nobody but one another, il 
would be a mass of half idiocy. altogether ; 
ABd we should see all the lords and ba- 
Tonets and rich 'squires little better than 
idiots ; if they did not set at nought the 
iWDiraands of their schoolmasters and 
their parents, which, very fortunately for 
themselves, they generally do ; and hence 
ihoy become, generally speaking, men ol 
sounder sense, and inSnitely more plea- 
sant persons to come in. contact with, 
jhan the" iBUdletaWe wretches who. spend 
their lime in poking over books, and who 
become what are c^led literary men, v 
are the pests of the community ; and 
knock whom on the bead, iF it could be 
made conformable with the . peace of 
society, a mallet ought to be kept in 
every parish church, to be used by the 
churchwardens and overseers, and which 
would very seldom endanger the par- 
son himself, he generally understanding 
shooting and hunting a great deal 
better than anything else ; and misera- 
ble is it for any parish where the pv- 
jon is a pedant, and a sort of bastard 
lawyef, with Bum'ii /mfice everlastingly 
in lus hands, wherewith to disturb the 



the ererlastiag toraient aitd 
curse of the people. 

After all this rambling i would come 
hack to my American physician; bat I 
must stop a bit, to call the attenticm of 
my readers to the memorable affitir of 
the learned Doctor) and Mr. William 
Uelamd, who has DIED recently, and to 
whose memory 1 would do foil juttice if 
1 could. I have recently received the 
following letter ; and I request the tdten- 
tion of my readers to the subject ; for it 
belongs to this very matter of which I am 
now treating. It amply illustralea the 
base and bad passions of pedants ; tbeir 
injustice ; their cruelty ; their inexorable 
spile and malice. We are frequently told 
of the effects of " education " in tofteif 
ing the manngrs ; and we are given to 
understand that this educalicH) can be 
derived only from hooks. We call people 
" barbarous " if they have no acquaint- 
ance with reading and writing. "The 
race that write " have command over the 
paper, the pen, and the ink ; and they 
cry up their trade npon the principle that 
the tanner proposed to fortify the town 
with leather. In the case of Mr. Ikb- 
t,AND we shall see how bo«^-learain^ 
tends to soften the manners and molhfy 
the heart ; though, it may be observed, 
the manners may be softened to a^l^^me 
of hypocrisy deserving perdition,- while 
the heart is hardened to a state surpassing 
that of steel or of flint ; and (d this we 
shall see proof quite complete in this 
of Mr. Ibblakd, a short dcetch of 
whose history 1 must now give to the 
YOUNG MEN of England, from whom 
alone the. country has any good to expect. 
About the yaar !''99, and for, perbqp«, 
twenty year^^'i rtkWisg tkat tins. It wm 
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tbe fiubion amongst the fools of England 
to admin the pkya of Sbakspbakb ; and 
about the year 1799 ibe nation became 
abaolijitely SHAKSPEARi-mad. 1 «a« tbe 
taadaiua goiiig on, and had seen it from 
the t'me fiat T myeeif began to irad. I 
read the books ; I was under no iofloence 
but that of my own mind ; I found, here 
and Uiere, passages in these hooks, which 
delighted me v^ry mucli ; but, for the 
main part, 1 could see nothing but vild 
abriurditiea ; low punning and indecent 
allusions. In short, with very few ex- 
ceptions, I despiaed the book, and won- 
dered how anybody could admire it. In 
this state of my mind, with regard to thij 
book, caring and thinking, however, 
very little about the matter, I returned 
to England in the year 1800, and found 
all London in a sort of commoCioo about 
" Itiland and Shakipeare mamt- 
icipfi," and the dreadful chains' about 
seine imposture, 1 was a polilician, and 
did not want to hedr anything about 
" Sbakepebre manuscripts.'' The reader 
.will please to observe, that, while in 
America, I had been very zealous in de- 
'fending my ovn country, knowing nothing 
at all about the real merits of the war ir 
which ^e was engaged. I was, tl^ere- 
fore, received very graciously by all ihi 
partizans of Pitt antl the war ; amongst 
otberd by Dr. Isbland, now Deal 
WcBtminster, who had been the tutor of 
sapient Liverpool, and who, therefore, 
■Q addition to his living of Croydoh, and 
tome other things, soon after my return 
' to'England, became Dean of Westminster, 
The Doctor, in addition to his merits as 
a tutor, had the greater merit of having 
wrftt«n and' pi^tehed a pamphlet 
' defence of Pjtt and the war. By way of 



gratitnda to me, for having been the 
pleader of the cause in the United State*,, 
tbe Doctor (then Mr.) Iriland, in being 
introduced to me, did me the honour to 
present me with a copy Of his pamphlet, 
which he put into my hands, with a roost 
solemn caution, in very nearly the fol- 
lowing words : " My name is ' Ikilano,' 
" Mr. CoBBBTT ; but 1 beg you to brieve 
." that I am in nowise related, even ia 
" the most distant degree, to the impostor 
" of that name, who has lately committed 
" so infamous a fraud upon the public." ' 
This ted me to inquire into the meaning 
of all this fuss. I always had a natural, 
hatred of oppression ; 1 bad no very great 
opinion of Shakspbakb's writings! I ex- 
pressed to a friend a wish " to tee thit 
impostor " ; 1 soon saw him ; he told me 
his story, and put his published narrative 
into my hands, the truth of which narra- 
tive never has been contradicted in any 
oiie particular to my satisfaction. Mr. 
W1U.IAM IsBLAND was then a very young 
roan : having been articled to an at- 
torney, and living near the theatres, he 
l>ad been a haunter of the playhouse ; 
but his natural good sense had prevented 
him from becoming Shakspeare-mad. His 
father, however, who was a gentleman of 
respectability, in his state of life, hap- 
pened to be the (naddest of the mad. 
Amongst other eOects of this madnets 
was a resolution of the father to perform 
a '• pilgrimage " to the house where 
Shaksfbarb wa& born, which, as they 
said, was near the town of Stkatfouk 
OPON-AvON, in Warwickshire. Having 
determined upon the pilgrimage, he atso' 
determined to take his son along with 
him. They found the bouse, or reputed 
houM, (o be an old lumbering farmhouse 
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of lar^ dimemions, anit iiinnent ttrne- 
tHR Tbe firtt t ana a iomj psrfbrand bj 
thefalber, being sbom into a room whera, 
he had chosen to believe, Shassprabr 
had Bitten, was to go npon hia bare knees, 
Uftnp hit handB'SBil eyea, md cut otlnr 
Eud capers in adoration of Shakbpzaak. 
Having performed these antics, he a»ked 
the farmer's wife, or the farmer, whether 
tbey had ever soen any writtan papen 
aJbMt the housa. After a good doal of 
anxiety expressed by him on this subject, 
be was told that, some years ago, in 
eleerin^ out me of the upper rooms, 
tfaeve was a great pamel of old written 
^pecB found. " Well," exclaiBied the 
faUier with surprising eagerness, " and 
where are they ? " The farmer and his 
wife had no distinct recollection of the 
disposal of the iavaluable documents, but 
presumed that they had been " Jlung 
mto Ike firt." Upon this, the father 
vxelaimed, " Oh ! wretched ^ 
" you know what you have done ! do 
" you know that you have doDe an injury 
" to the world which yo« can never 
" pair ?" 

I suppose that the fanner and his wife 
thought the man mad, and as far as re- 
lated to that matter mad he certainly 
was. Thesa scenes, however, had a Tery 
'different effect upon the mind of t!ie son, 
who thought that the Shakspeare mann- 
scripts might be made, and his father 
thus gratified to his heart's content 
Upon going home it was easy for him ti 
find manuscripts of the time of Quoei 
Elizabeth when Shausfbabk wrote 
but then there must be paper to writ 
upon, that was made in the reign of 
-Queen Euzabbth. There was a hook- 
seller of the naqne of Eablk, who lived in 
Albemarle- street, and who dealt in old 
feooks^ and the son of ^his bookseller wae 
an intimate acquaintance of Williau 
Ihbland. From him he got the blank 
leaves of old books, yellow as a kite's foot. 
On these he wrote several things in 
Sbaxbfeakb'b oui» hand. Love-letters, 
prayers, marginal notes in a Bible, printed 
in the age of Queen Elizabeth ; poems, 
as dull, as quibbKng, as punning, and as 
indecent in their alluBJone, as SnAESPBjbn 
ever wrote; and at last a couple of plays, 
entitled " Vobtigsbh and RdwaNA," and 



HcmTTHKSccoND," whicb'be -wrote 
atittw ag» of - eigblMDi. He made Int 
father believe tliat.all these manun^itt 

' been furnished to him by a Mr. Tai<- 
BOT, who was a descendant of the fanrily 
af.8BMcapB*BB ; and as 1 undevrtovd-'ltoa 
faim, his father really believed' tbe facb 
The father, not the son, published the.ma- 
nuscripts by Bubscriptian. The " learned 
world" disputed at to tbe gennimnMi 
of tbe productions : one aido contwiKBi' 
that they were genuine, and the other 
side that they were not; hut the play of 
VoKTiGiBM was acted at Dwibt Lanb, or 
CovBNT Gaidbn, 1 forget which ;.tliep4V* 
ties opposed to the genuineness contrivad 
the matters so that ihe play should not 
soeceed to any great extent; but a cettK 
Beate uftder the hands of Dr. Pabb, Dr^ 
[, and Giobqs Chalhbbs, de- 
clared it to be their conviction that no 
human heii^ but Sbaxspbabb bimnelf 
cnnkl have written these manuscriptb 
At last it was discovered by nothing but 
the indiscretion of William Irbland 
himself, that he was the author of th« 
maBUicriptt! Instantly the base wnatdies, 
from every quarter, poured on upon him ; 
instead of admiring his ingenuity, and 
apiolc^^ng, as well as they could, fbr 
l^r own foUy, in having been Shaih 
aPBABB mad, Uiey pitched on upon iun 
like tigers, called him a forger, called 
him an impostor, and almost Uteraltj 
hunted him from the fince of the earth. 
His father, who had received all the pro 
fits from the subscription and publication, 
full of terror at the threatened vengeance 
of the exposed pedanta, joined agaimf 
him, cancelled his articles with the attor- 
ney, disowned him, drove him from hia 
house, and Mr. William Ibbland told 
me, that having crept into a beggariy 
lodging in an alley in Swallow-atre^, I 
think it was, he existed there ten days 
upon four pounds of potatoes ! I never 
heard, and 1 believe no man ever heard, 
of injuBtice and cruelly to surpass tUa, 
Such is the efiect of book-education ia 
softening the heart ! .

I'iDg. being the fruit of honest jndustry, 
than a purse of gold, being' the. fruit of 
infaroou* fraud, will pay great attention 
to the passage which I am now about 
to quote from this invaluable American 
bmA.

lastroctora of youih, and authors 'ttf 
books for children, would do well to ac- 
quaint themselves with human anatomy 
and physiuliigy, before they undertake to. 
cultivate and disciplise the mind. Tbe 
neglect of these sciences on their part, is 
a most laiiieDtableevil. If they hail been 
uhderflood, I am coi>6(lent that iuMtni^ 
rable books for children, which have been 
higl)ly recommended and esteemed vary 
useful, would nerer have been pubfishe4-! 
books, which instead of being blessings to 
the community, have, I fear, done iocal- 
culable injury. Few thiegs, 1 think, will 
be more surprising to future generaiioM 
than the fact, that those whose bosiaMi 
this enlightened age, to cultivate 
the human mind, were ignorant of ihn 
organ by wliich the mind act*, and of 
course were inattentive to the coodiiion 
of that organ. It will appear strange 
hereafter, that many, through the medium 
of books, ventured to dictate the manner 
in which the mind should be disciplined 
and tasked; and when it became disor- 
dered, acknowledged its dependence on 
an organization of which they were igno* 
rant, and expected to have it restored by 
those who, in all attempts lo remedy it, 
act upon the bodiiyoi^iiiz^lion. Should 
teachers of youth venture thus, like Pha«-

beonme nniHanceB. Where is the proof 
that (hey have ever benefited a siagie 
chiM ! Do tbo. youth now, «f the age of 
IS.Mriio have 'Me4 ' auch bnuke moel of 
their livH.. who cumniitted to tnemery 
ianumerable truths, and were taoght to 
reaaon when at the age of 3 nr 4, poeteis 
more ac4i*e'aiKl independent minds than 
thekpaiects piiageaecd at the u 
Dmi their OMOtal power now Eho» the 
^ooii affect of their cafly and eictraordi- 
nntjf -cukuae! Do n»t the Ditmeroni 
slendaT) delicate, and paie-faced yoMhi 
wha>.ai«. aae* ia onr coHeges, and i( 
boartfng^icboolaior girls, exhibit the &ae 
e£fe«a' of this syMem? I ask again, 
whnwia angrendcnee that books, pnl into 
the hands of chiidren before the age or 
aevea or ei|;lit, are of any lasting benefit, 
«itborto lb« body or the mind ? I hare 
a^oMn that they- ma^ da iiniBeDie ii^nry. 
Bm. apart from the injury which such 
boo4B prMlu(e,.by too early exciting tlie 
miW and fMrbogs of chiMreo, maaj of 
thoB are very objectionable, on account 
of the iMMsenae aid falsehood which they 
aonaain. Soiae, desired Jor children 
from /WD to thre* yeartofage, coMair 
euch trash as the iaUi>wing : " EagKeh- 
mea love roast beef and plum'pnd^Dg. 
The'Uiilch&aii loves cheese aad red her- 
rinlf; The FrenebRiau lores soHp and 
salad. The Gernau laves ham and poin- 
pcTBicte/' Sm. &&* Sorely children of 
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aay age are better wi^oat such know- 
ledge Ihbn with it. Other " books," ' 
"lessons," "mannals,"' and "tales for 
litfanU," and for" infant sehools," conl^a 
much tlmt is questionable as Co its troth, 
much that inlanis had belter not know, 
and Dinah that is far above their compre- 
hension. Some contain garbled accounts 
from Scripture, of the creation of roan, 
sad his apostacy, and other religious truths 
wbicli no child can understand, or profit 
by, if he could understand them ; the full 
acoounl giren In the Blbte is far better. 
Otherbooka for infants contaia " Lessons 
Geometry, Botany, Astronomy, Sec. &c.* 
Ttie method of teaching little childrea 
Lries in different schools; but that ia 
everywIwrB considered the best, which 
forces the inhnt mind the fastest. In 
some schools, the memory is chiefly cal- 
ivated, and children are taught inuume- 
abie facts. Here we see those wh<3 
are scarc^y able to talk, exhibited aa 
■onderful children. They are declared 
t be deserving of the highest praise, and 
prophesied about as giving promise of 
great distinction in future, because ibey 
" 3 to tdl us who was the oldest 
man, and many other equally useful and 
important facts. They are also able to 
tell us many tiulhs in astronomy, geunae- 
try, diemisiry, ike. fcc., of which the in- 
nocent beings know-about as much as do 
pacrots of the Jargon they deliver. In 
other tcliouls, teachers are opposed to Ettcfa 
practice ; and say that a child should 
learn nothing but what he understands ; 
that the memory should not alone be cul- 
tivated ; therefore they t^ch childrea 
that Methuselah was not only the oldest 
man, and nine hundred and sixty-OLDA 
years of age, but that he was the son of 
Rnoch, and the grandfather of Noah, and 
that a year means 365 days, and a da^ 
34 hours ; and all this they teach, in 
order, as they say, that a child mty Jttllgf 
vndentand what he learns. Other 
teachers say, that it is very wrong to 
cmnptl B child to learn ; very wrong in- 
deed ; and that he should learn no more 
than he witl*cheerfi]lly : but though thej, 
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donotgaia their pnrpCMe by exciting /ear x 

they awaken other pawioni of tiu stmog- 

eat Ifiod ia the child, by a ayUem of .ra- 

wards -ODd of praise. Non of all iheie 

methods, if there is any pre£eceaee, it 

should be given to the first; for that is 

the least objectiunable which haa the.lea«t 

tesdency lo develop the miiid, and awa- 

kenthe passiDns prematurely. They muat 

all, honevei, be wroDg, if tliey call JDto 

action an organ which ia but partially 

formed ; for they do not conform to the 

requirements of the lawa of nature, and 

wait for organs to be developed, before 

they are tasked. 

'^ I beseech parents, therefore, to pause 

i before they attempt to make prodigies of 

' their own children. Though they may 

not destroy ih«n by the ineaaures tiey 

kdnpt to effect this purpose, yeLthey will 

*! Burely enfeeble their bodies, and ^eatly 

I di^ose them to nervous aSections. Early 

mental excitemeat will serve only to 

bring forth beaut iful, hut premature 

flowers, which are destined soon te wither 

?away, without producing fruit. 

Let parents not lament, because their 
(^ildran do not exhibit uncommon powers 
of mind in early liie, or because, com- 
pared with some other children, they are 
deficient in knowledge derived from books. 
Let them rather rejoice if their children 
reach the age of six or seven, with well- 
formed bodies, good health, and 
vicious tendencieB, though they be at the 
game time ignorant of every letter of the 
alphabet. If ihey are in this conditien, 
it is not to be inferred that their minds 
are inferior to. those of children who hav 
been constantly iastructed. It ia a great 
mistake to suppose that children aujujrc 
no knowledge while engaged in voluntary 
play and amusements. 

They thus doacquire kaowledge as im- 
portant as is ever acquired at school, and 
acquire it with eqaal rapidity. Many 
think that the child who has epent the 
day in constructing his little dam, and 
hka mill, in the brook, or the stream that 
mns in the gutter; or in rearing bis 
house of clods or of snow, or iit makii^g 
himself a sled or cart, has. been hut idle, 
and deserves censure for a waste of his 
time, and a failure to learn anything. 
Sst tbia.iAa great ertor of jutlgment; 



for, while he baa thus followed thedio* 
talesnf nature, both his mind and body 
have been active, and thereby imprnved. 
To him anything which he sees and haan 
and Jeeis ia new, and nature teaches him 
to examine the oauses of lus various een^ 
!Satinits,.and of the phenMneoawbich ba 
witoeaaes. For him, the Book of Nature 
ia the bett bonk, and Jf he is permitttrd to 
go forth among the wonders of creation, 
he will gather instruction by the eye, the 
ear. and by all his aensefl. 

He is for a while Jnst as igaarant that 
stones are hard, that snow will melt, that 
ica is cold, that a fait from the tree will 
hurt him, and a thousand other common 
factSr as he is of a " parallelogram," or 
" perimeter," or the "diameter of tJieaun," 
or the " pericarpium of flowers," or of 
many other similar things, which sojne 
think important for infants teluiow.* If 
his time i* coastanity occupied in learn- 
ing the last, he will grow up ignoraatnf 
many camn:>on truths, and fail in the beat 
of alt learning, coMBton sense. 

The cbild> when left to liimself, maal- 
fests a true philosophical spirit of inquiry. 
The story related of the oelebrated SchiU 
ler, who, when a boy, was fouud in a tree, 
during a thunder, itorm, trying, io fiad 
where the thunder and the ligtitning 
came from, ia an instance of the natur^ 
tendency of every child to-eeif-edncatioit. 
This .tendency it is liighly important to 
encourage, for it: involves the cultivatian 
of that spirit of. inquiry, ' which is far 
more valuable than limited acquiremeola 
in knowledge ; a spirit which teaches iia 
to dlEtinguieb what ia just in itself, from 
what ia merely accredited by illustrious 
names ; to adopt a truth whicli no ose 
has sanctioned, and to reject an arroc of 
which ail approve, with the same calm- 
ness as if DO judgment was opposed to 
our own.'t But. this spirit will never ha 
acquired, when the cbild is taught from 
bis infancy loidepead upon others foraU 
be knows, to 1 earn all he does learn/aa a 
task, and not from the desire of ascer- 
taining the. truth and gratifying hiscurio- 

Let not the parent, therefore, rritret 
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that liiB child hft« p&Ksed his early hour* 
out nf acbiHil: fur in all probability the 
koowledi^ he has gaioed while running 
ftnd exercising in the npen air at pUj, is 
more valuable than any he would have 
gained at school. At all events, he has 
gained what ig far, very far more Tsluable 
"than any mental acquirements irbich a 
child may make, y'li. a Bound body, well - 
developed organs, senses that have all 
been perfected by exercise, and stamioa 
which will enable liijn in future life to 
Study or labaur with energy and without 
injury. 

The remarks which I have made rela- 
tive to the'daiigcr of too early exerting 
ftod developing the minds of children, are 
not made without some knowledge of the 
education of children in vari.ms parts of 

That children do have their 
powers prematurely tasked, is a fact 
which I know, from personal observati 
I have seen a course liLe the follow 
purstwd in many families in various parts 
of the country, and I koow that this course 
is approved of by many excellent persons 
Chilareo of both sexes are required, or 
induced, lit commit to memory many 
Terses, texts of Scripture, stories, &c be- 
fore ihey are three years of age. They 
commence attendinfc scho'il, for six hi 
each day, before the hfe of four, 
often before the age of three ) wl 
they are instructed during three years in 
reading, geography, astronomy, history, 
arithmeiic, geometry, chemistry, botany, 
natural history, &C.&C. They also commit 
to memory, while at school, many hymns 
portions of the Scriptures, cateclitsms. 
&c. During the same' perlnd, they attend 
every Sirnday a Sabbath school, and there 
recite loni lessons ; some are required to 
attend upon divine service at tlie church 
twice each Sunday, and to give some ai 
coiini of thesermrin. In addiiion to lhe< 
labSurB, many children hare nuroeroi 
bo')ks, jiornals, or magazines lo reai 
wMch are designed for youth. I liai 
known some required to give strict attei 
tion lo the.chapler read in the family in 
the morning, and to give an account of 
it; and have been astonished and alarmed 
«t the wonderful power of memory exhi' 
bited on such oecaaiona by children when 
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bat Gre or six jt^n of a[;e. T have' 
>ther children, io addition to most 
of the above perfol'mances, induced to 
learn additional hyms, chapters of Script 
ture, or to read certain biViks, by the ' 
promise of presenis from their parents or 

The foregoing account fails to describe 

e amount of mental labour required of - 
many children in inteirtgent and respect- 
ble families. 

The injurious and sometlmei fatal 
effects of Bu6h treatment have b^'en 
already mentioned. But 1 cannot forbear 
again to state that 1 hsive myself seetl 
children who were Aippnsed to j*)»- 
Bess atnioat miraculous mental powers, 
experiencing these effects and sinking 

iderthem. Some of them died early, 
when but six or eigiit years of age, but 
lifcBted, to the last, a maturity of ' 
erstanding which only increased the 
agony of a separation. Their minds, lik« 
of the flairesl flowers, were " no 
- blown than blasted.' 0;hershave 
grown up to manhnrid, but with feeble 
bodies and a disordered nervous system * 
whii:h subjected them to hypochondriasis, 
dyspepsia, and all the Protean forms of 
nervous disease. Their minds, in siime 
cases, remained active, but their earthlj' 
tenements were frail indeed. Others of 
the class of early prodigies, and 1 believe 
the most numerous portion, exhibit in 
manhood but small mental powerd, and 
are the mere passive instruments of those - 
who in early life were accounted far their 
inferiors. Of this fact I am assured, not 
only by the authoriiy of books, and my 
own observstiim, but by the testimony of 
several celebrated teachers of youth. . 

The history of the most distinguished 
men will, I believe, lead us to the con> 
elusion, that early mental culture is not 
netiessary, in order to produce the highest 
powers of mind. There is scarcely an 
instance of & great man, one who haa 
accomplished great restilts, and has ob- 
tained the gratitude of mankind, who ia 
early life received an education In refers 
ence Co the wonderful laWrs which be 
afterwards performed. Thegteate^ phi- 
losopher*, warriors, and poet*, those me^ 
who have stamped their own characten 
upon the age in which they lired, or who, 
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■s CooMD nja, bare been (he " trne re- 
praaentUiTM of the spirit and ideu of 
th«tr thne," have recelTcd no better 
edncatioa, when yonog, tban their auo- 
ciaUa nfao nreie nevar knowo beyond their 
OKU- neigh bouthood- In general their 
•d'ocaiion wm hot *id*U in earlj life. 
Self -education, in afler life, made tbem 
m^t, ao far at education bad any effect. 
For tlieir elevation they were indebted to 
DO early hoUhoxKe. atlture, bat, like the 
lov«ring oak, they grew up amid tlie 
atom and tbc tempest raging; around. 
Parenft, nurtes, and eaily acquaintances, 
to be aare, relate maoy anecdotes nf the 
tdutdhood of distinguished men, and they 
are published and credited. But when 
the truth is known, it is asceitained that 
many, like Isaac Newtun, who, aceord- 
iag to his own statement, was " ioatieo- 
tive to study, and ranked very low in ibe 
Bchool until the age of tweUe ; " or, like 
Napuleon, wbo is described, by lbo«e wbn 
knew bim intimately when a child, as 
" having gotid health, and la other re- 
spects waa like other boys,"* do not owe 
their greatness tu any early mental appli* 
cation or discipline. On the contrary, it 
ofien appears, (hat those who are kept 
from school by ill. health or ^ome other 
cauM in early life, and left to follow their 
own inclinatinn as respects study, mani- 
fest in after life ponera of mind which 
make then the admiration of the world. f

Uf the danger of developing the minda of 

ren to a great degree at a very eatly 
age, I have no doubt from my own ob- 
servation ; but I cannot expect to pro- - 
duce a change in public sentitiienl os ' 
this subject by the publication of njr 
own views and opinions, especially ia 
those parts of the country wliere parents 
are generally itrenuong advocates for 
infant schools and early mental exute^ 
ment ; but T request all who have tbs 
care of children, and are desirous of gir- - 
ing ihem sound minds snd sound hodie^ 
consider attentively the observatioda 
of tboee whose situatioDS in life, great 
tearing, and experience, have eminently-' 
jualiGed Ihem to be high authorities on 
ihis subjecr. Let us then inquire what • 
ire the opiniiins of learned and expe- 
rienced medical men, as regards the cat- 
tivation of the infant mind. - 

The celebrated Tissot, a learned aod 
practical physician, honoured by sove- 

is, and the friend and iotimate com- 
panion of Zimoierman, and Haller, 
' the nuitt distinguished men of 

time, published ' a ivork on th» 
Health of Men of Letters, which has 
been greatly commended, and in Europa 
has had great influence. In this work ' 
he says, " The effects of study vary much, 
according to the age of the atudent. 
Longconiinued application, in infancy; 
destroys life. I have seen young cbil- 
of great mental activity, wbo maoi- 
fesred a passion f<tr learning far abovs '' 
iheir age ; aud I foresaw, with grief, the 
fate that B,wBiled ihem. They com- 

•ed their career as prodigies, and ' 
finished by becoming idiots, or persons of 
very weak minds. The age of infancy 
■ consecrated by nature to those eKer- 
sia which fortify and stretigthea the 
liody, and not to study, which enfeeUea ' 

and prevents its proper increase and 
deve'opment." After referring to io- 
atancee observed by himself and otbera, 
of disease and death caused by great 
mrntal application in youth, he adtU, 
" 1 have elsewhere meniionod the injary 
that peasants do their children, by re- ■ 
quiriug of them KOK l»«i'ly labour thaa.

He coDcludei nith tbie advice. " The 
cmploymeDta for wluch your ohiMreD 
desUoed io after life, tliould regulate 
their Mudiet io jotrth ; not requiring (as 
ia the custom with many pftrants) the 
most study ia early life, of those who ar« 
to. he devoted to literary pursuits, but o 
the contrary, the leaat. "Of ten h 
fiMits," says he, " destined for different 
TMations, I should prefer that the one 
who is W> study through life, should be 
the least learned at the age bf twelve." 

. Let us ascertain what views are enter' 
tuned retpeoting early meotal culture, ii 
those countries which liave produced the 
meet learned men. It is probably true 
that no other country has ever produced 
oi DOW eontaiM so many profound scholars 
a» Germany. In truth, the Germaoa 
have so far surputed the people of other 
nMiens, in whatever relates to the culii- 
Tati»n of (he intellect, that Madame De 
Slael very justly styled their country 
" the Land of Thought." We may 
therefore derive great advantsgi 
inquiry from the opinioaa of the Germans, 
for the couihethey have adopted cannot 
be bad, since we find their scholars and 
learned men generally healthy, aikd re- 
markable for longevity. Besides, the ef- 
fect of mental cultivation itpoo the health, 
the importance of physical education in 
esflylife, and the best method of perfect- 
iqg both the mind and body, have fur a 
long time been subjects of much inquiry, 
and engaged the attention of the moat 
learned men in that country. Some of 
tHeir most dutinguished medical mea 
have devoted great attention to this sub- 
jectf and published their views and opi- 
nioae. From some of their works I will 
make a few extraols. Upon this subject 
perha^ there can be no better authority 
thui that of the dirtiaguished Hufeluid, 
^^ioian to the King of Prussia, who, by 
hii'ilaniiBg, and aicquaioWnee with the 
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qualified to dacide upon thia satjenti 
his valuable work oa iha Art of i Pr*- 
longing Life, he observee, " In tuH s M— I 
tkeBrat yeaia of lifeia««r]rf» 
All laboSr of the nrntdwUchiv 
required of ehlldreaibefen itaatr aevaalft 
year, is in oppcakion to theiawsof a*» 
tore, and' will prove injorinuslodwoi^*' 
niiatinn, aod prcveat itS' proper dtvetopk 
meat."

If ahiktren are made to sta^r 
betbre this age, the moat noble'part of tka 
vital force is withdrawn from perfeCstiag 
the orgaatiation, and is cnnaained by 'Aa 
act of thought; from wttich it'nae e ae a rily 
results, that the bodily davetopaMOt 4i 
a rre*ted ordi st itrbed , d igeHdoa vt d erangW, 
the humors deteriorated, and aerofiila 
produced. Ia fine, the aervous tjMWM 
thus acquires a pradutninanea wsr all 
other*, which it pneserves for the reaaj** 
der of life, producing ianamerabla imv> 
vous comi^aiotB, melanehuly, liyf)aalHM»- 
dria, &c. It Ir tree, however, tbudivel^- 
*ity of character requires dtfferenCmethwrfa 
io this respect. But in all case* tba 
course (o be pursued i* directly oppose^ 
to that I'hich is ntinilly adopted. If .ft 
child shows at an early age a great pr»> 
peosity for study, instead <d aaioMiiaf

/ U often the coDK<|DeDce of this inFractiun 
\of the laws of nature. We ofteo. tee, 
afio, that thoM much admired in infaacj 
far their geoius, waste all their energies 
i^jouth, and at a mature age, poaseM 
but ordioai; minds. Experience demon- 
BitateB, that of any number of children, 
of e<)ual intellectual poweis, those that 
receive no particular care in infancy, and 
who do not leain to read and write until 
the coQttitutiojibegias to be eotuoli dated, 
biit who enjoy the beoefit of a good phy- 
sical education, very soon surpass in their 
studies those who commence study earlier 
and read numerous books, nhea very 
youog. The mind ought never to be cul- 
tivated at the e.tpenae of the body ; and 
I^yaical education ought to precede that 
of tbe iotfillect; and then proceed simul- 
tineously with it, without cultivating one 
faculty to the naglect of others; for- health 
is tb* base and iastrueliun the oruameiit 
of adu cation."* 



That these Tiews reipeoting early edit-, 
cation, have had, aad coatioue to haw(, 
a practical ioSueace in Oemtany, I haw- 
been assured hy those long resident ia> 
that country, and by Germans who hvw- 
been educaisd there. By a leaned and 
accomplished German lady, now lastdeBfe 
in this country, and wbo'in her owa, «ii-< 
joyed the best oppertnaities for kaowiag^ 
the views of the most intelligeBt clase^ 
was assured, " There is hut one voieeia- 
Germany upon this subject, and that i»^ . 
— very early learniug affords no adva)H.> 
lage to the mind, asd does essential in- 
jury to the body." 

Italy has produced many great and dis^- 
tinguisfaed scholars; and the same ui>* 
structioos upon early education have bewi ' 
given by some of her most learrted mmi; 
Sioabaldi, in his great work on the Seii- 
enet of Man^ or Ajtlhropologie, thsa. 
speaks of education in early life:—" We 
ought not to fatigue the memory of chii- 
dreo by precepts, fables and histoiiesjvC: 
which they are not in a state to compre- 
hend either the stgniGcation or morality 
To foroe tiM memory, before that myste> 
rious organ, the brain, in developed, is the 
aamethiinraBto fatigna"the n m sctes White' 
imperfect, by long* continued working «f 
by hard labour, which will produce a 
general languor, and arrest for ever' the 
plete development of the organs of 
the body. Children at thia age ought to 
be guided wholly by example. In 'one 
word, this Grtt epoch of life, from birtii

If encephalitis doea not 
carry them nS, they infallibly perish niih 
gaatcilis or scrofula ; moct generally, ali 
these evila oppress them at ouce ; and if 
tbey do not sink under them in ' iofancy, 
tbey carry along with them in mature 
a^ie^ air irritability which does sot allow 
irf their resisting the siorfatfic infiaences. 
iu the midst of which man ia necessarily 
forced . lo live. They are seen to decay 
and dJe,'iD tbe prime of life, if they are 
not deatroyed, in spite of alt tlie efforts of 
tbe art, by the Brst vioieot inflammation 
tbqt atucksiheni."*. 

Sifliilar opiiiiiina have been inculcated 
in England, by aome of the most distio* 
gaiehed medical men of that coiintty: 
and particularly by the celebrated Dr. 
James JobnsoD, in several of his valuable 
and interesting works. I ought, however, 
to remark, that the Treatiae of Lncke on 
Education has had, in England, great 
iofbence;. and nodnubtedly haa done 
much injury, by tpaching the importance 
of ''reaiiouing niih children at a very 
early age." The practice hia no doubt 
beea carried much beyond what he in- 
tended ; and its injurioiis effects are of 
late ofien alluded to. Writers ou Men- 
tal Alienation, slate, that early aod fre- 
qQent auampta to reason with children, 
n, if it does not create a predis-

He says, " It is nndnubtedly too jnuch 
the custom of tbe modern lysleoi of 
education to stimulate (he infant intellect ' 



by Stfuve, should never be forgotten ; ' 
and if they are forgotten by parents, it is 
thp imperative duty of tbe medical prac- . 
titioiter to point out the necessity of cnm- \ 
plying with them. We should operate 
upon tbe tender intellect of a child, by 
the gentlest progression. It must surely 
' e more judicious to complete the iostrU- 
lent previous to ita use, than to employ 
in an imperfect state. It Is th« samv 
ith children as adults. In the culiiva>' 
lion of the mental powers, we are alway* 
to bear in mind the capability of the 
individual to answer the demand! which 
are made upon him for exertion. It ia- 
not only irrational, but it is frequfeWtj' 
destructive, to impose either upon' ^ 
I or body, but particularly upon ibo 
er, a load which it is incapable of 
supporting. It may be a aonrce of oooso-

The earae-dangwous consequeooes, re* 
salting from tbe preinUure developmenl 
of tbe inlellect, have often been iwUcsil 
bgr medical men in (he United Stales, 
and one of the nutst distioguished bu 
thus happily referred to them, in aievut 
B|id able work. 

. " In ancarlyagei before tbe organism 
haa acquired its proper development, the 
bcaiu its - perfect consoJidatiiin, or the 
otgans are confiraaed in tbe order of 
their existenca, premature exercisea of 
t^e intellectual faeulties ar« tbe source 
o£many disorders. By the-undueaxcite-

maaib^ ; a disease which now prevaits la- 
a great extent in this country, and is, I 
apprehend, increadng with fearfal ra- 
pidity. Tbe diBCBse I allude to ia inianitf, 
or disorder of the organ of the min^ 
which pTodticeB a derangemeitt in the- 
manifestation of the laeBtal facollies.

On mentioning' 
tbfs statement, recentty, to the dhtin- 
guiehed phyaician of the Retreat for tfti 
InsoKg at Hartford, and my surprise al 
the great number reported by the com' 
xoinee, he assured me, it -was Ins than 
he beliered the ffctaal number of insane 
persons in Connecticut. Stit if we admit 
tbwe trere 1,000 individuals mentally 
d«ratig6d in 1819, or one in enry 262 
of the inhabitants, then there were more 
tiaa twice as many in this deplorable 
condition as in any country in Europe, ' 
pr^pdrtinn to the population. The nui 
ber of the insane in England has i 
CFSBSed wtihin the last twenty years ; still 
there are but about 14,000 in that' cou 
tiy, one half of whom are idiots. 

In ■'Scotland, the prt^ortion bf insa 
to the population, is one to 574 ; and 
the Agricuttoral diatrtcts of England, o 
to 820.* There is, however, more i 
Mftfty in England than in any other 
cMntry nf Eurc^. 

An inquny, Uienrfore, into the cavsei 
of BO much insanity in this 'country be' 
csmes very important ; end Aese causes 
nKRt be sought among the agents that 
act'upon the brain. I haTe already shown 
tlfot insanity is a dlseate of the brain, 
ut(t that whatercr powerfully encites this 
OigKn, msy so deran^ its action as t( 
pnduce deran^ment oftbe nrnid. Some 
timea''it is Mcnsioned by abiow or fall 
Vptm the head, at other titaes byinflam- 
madon or fever, which produces an nn- 
mool determination of blood to the brain. 
BUftrDftener tbis'diseme is occasitmed 
\^>mor«t causei, by too vi(^nt ewite- 



tttent of the mind, prododng morbU 
fiction in some parts of the brain. 

Thus we find that insanily preraits 
most in those conntries where people eS'* 
joy civil and religions freedom, whers 
Bv«y person has liberty to engage in the 
strife for the highest honoars and statioDt 
in society, and where the road to wealth 
and distinction of every kind' is equally 
Open to all. There is but little insanity 
in those countries where the government 
is despotic. The inhabitants of such 
countries possess bnt litde meiMal activltf 
coDiparad with those who live in a re- 
public, or under a representative govern- 
ment. There is but tittle insanity- ia 
Ohina, and travellers state that there is 
but little in Turkey. The disease is un- 
common in Spain and also in Russia, out 
of the lai^ cities, in 'France there is 
moch less in the country than in tho 
cities.* Humboldt states that he Bawvery 
few cases of mental demngement amoiqf 
the American Savages. In such countries 
the spirit of inquiry and improvement is 
seldom awidtened, or is soon stifled when 
it is; and the inhabitants exhibit hot 
little more mental excitement than the 
brute creation. 

In all countries the disease prevails 
mnst among those whose minds are most 
excited. Aristotle noticed, in his day, 
the groat prevalence of insanity among 
statesmen and politicians. It is said, the 
disease prevails moat among those whose 
minds are excited by hazardous specula- 
tions, and by works of imagination and 
taste 1 and but little amon^ those whoas 
minds are exercised only bycahn inquiry. 
The registers of the Bicerre,in France, 
show, that the insane of the educated 
classes consist chiefly of prrrats, painters, 
sculptors, poets, and'musicians ; while no 
instance of the disease in naturalists, 
physicians, geometricrans, orchemists, has 
oixurred.-|- 

In alt ages and conntries, insanity has' 
prevailed most in times of great moral' 
and mental commotion, l^e cmsades, 
and the spirit uf chivalry that ftjllowed" 
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tbem, the refomutioa of Luther, the 
civil and reli^ous discords of Europe, 
the French revolution, the American re 
volution, greatly multiplied cases of in- 
uniiy* So true is it that moral aod 
mental causes excite this disease, that 
Esquirol says, be "could give the hiatory 
of the revolution, from the taking; of the 
Bastile until the last appearance of Bona- 
parte, by that of sorae lunatics, whose 
insanity rel^s to the events which hav« 
disting^uighed this long period.' 

Not only do the commotiona which 
powerfully affect the minds of people oc- 
casion immediate insanity in adults, but 
tbey predispuse the neil generation to 
tkit terrible disease ; and this is a fact 
that deserves great consideration. Bs' 
quirol says tha.t many women, strongly 
affected by the revolution, bore children 
whom the slightest cause rendered in- 
tone. He is supported by others in this 
opinion, that strong menial emotion 0/ 
the mother predisposes the offspring to 
insanity. 

Children do not, indeed, often become 
insane, though they do occasionally, from 
strong mental excitement, and injudicious 
development of the moral faculties. Es- 
quirol has seen children rendered insane 
by jealousy, by fear, and the severity of 
their parents ; and Pinel has made the 
same observation. The former relates 
the case of a child, " endowed with pre- 
cocious intelligence, with a head uncom- 
monly laige," and who became mentally 
deranged at the age of eleven. He states 
also, that he.bas known many students, 
animated by a desire to surpass their 
comrades, to become insane after pursuing 
severe studies. M. Foville says, he has 
seen a child of ten years of age, wh( 
tjie assiduous reading of romances re 
dered insane. This child at last believed 
himself one of the heroes of the worki 
he had read, and passed most of his time 
in striking the walls, trees, &c-, which ' 
taok to be his enemies.! 

But though mental excitement may not 
often produce insanity daring childhood,

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it may predisposet a person to this disease ; 
and I believe it does, by giving an early 
predominance to the nervous system. 
The following facts support this opinion. 
Van Sweitan says, that nearly all insane 
persons have had convulsions when 
young; and 1 have seen repeated in- 
stances in which premature exercise of 
the mental faculties appeared to be the 
predisposing cause of convulsions. I now 
know several boys, with large heads, and 
who are remarkable for the maturity of 
their untjerstandings, and the great pro- 
ficiency they have already made in their 
studies, whom slight exciting causes throw 
into convulsions. 

Id view of these few brief facts respect- 
ing insanity, we are forced to believe, 
that among the causes of the great pre- 
valence of this disease in this country, 
the following ; . 

''irst. Too constant and too powerful 
excitement of the mind, which the strife 
for wealth, office, political distinction, 
and party success produces in this free 
country. 

Second, The predominance given to 
the nervous system, by too early cultivat- 
ing the mind and exciting the feeling* of 
children. 

Third, Neglect of physical education, 
or the equal and proper development of 
all the organs of the body. 

Fourth, The general and powerful ex- 
citement of the female mind. Little at- 
given in the education of fe- 
males, to the physiolt^cal differences of , 
the sexes. Teachers seldom reflect, that 
them the nervous system naturally pre- . 
dominates ; that they are endowed with . 
quicker seosihility, and far more active 
imagination, than men ; that their emo- 
tions are more intense, and their senses . 
alive to more delicate impressions ; and . 
they therefore require great attention, 
lest this exquisite sensibility, which, wbeD 
properly and naturally developed, eoosti- 
tutes the greatest excellence of women, 
should either become ^ccssive by too .. 
strong excitement, or Biqi|)reBsed by mis< r 
directed education. If here was the pro- ' 
per place, it wouhl be easy to shav ttllt ' 
efforts to make females excel in certain 
qualities of mind, which in men an con- 
sidered most desinAtei (q make them m

capable u men', of lon^-cdntinned' atten- 
tion to abstract fruttw, vould be to act 
contrary tg the ditrtates of nature, as ma- 
□ifestedin their organization, and, would 
tend to suppress all those finer sensi 
biljties, wliich render them, in eVerjrlhinj^ 
that relates to sentiment and affection, 
far superior to men. 

Bat in ^neral the mental peculiarities 
of the female mind are not regarded in 
education. Their intellectual powers are 
developed to the greatest degree, And 
thas dieir natural sensibility is changed 
or rendered excessive. This excessive 
sensibility is oot always coUntetat^ted by 
bodily labour and exercise, for there is 
probably no country where women belong 
ing to the wealthy class exercise so Utile, 
especially in the open air, as in this. 
But they here participate more, perhaps, 
than in any other country, in the excite 
tnent of parties and sects, which, in be- 
ings .whose nervous system is easily ex- 
cited, is very likely to produce strong 
emotions ; and, as I have shown; sucli 
emotions may have deplorable effects 
upon their offspring. 

It is fearful to contemplate the excited 
state of mind which everywhere prevails 
throughout this republic, and the vast 
amount of machinery, if I niay so say, 
which is in operation, to increase and per- 
petuate such excitement; and the little 
attention that has hitherto been given to 
tbe dangers it may prcdnce. The follow- 
ing facts in reference to the city of Han- 
ford iire probably applicable to many, if 
not most of the towns of the same size in 
the United States. This city contains 
about 7,00U inhabitants. Nearly sll, il 
not all, the children of the city, ci 
attending school as early as the ago of 
three or four, and aitend six hours each 
day for several years. Nearly all attend 
school on the Sabbatb also.* Most fami- 



* About 1200 children, between tlie igei o( 
four aad sixteen, belonging to the dtyof 
Hanford, Bltend tcbonl on the Sabbath, both 
tn tbe forenoon nnd afternoon. Most of these 
children attend at church also. Tbut they 
are kept at Khonl and at chnrch at Ic-sit aii 
hours every Snnday.

day of the week, and whQH wt cMl to mind 



lies have a library, and books far ditVlMii 
besidei newspapers and other peria(ti<n|i- 
There are nine large churches in the City; 
belonging to six different denominations, 
exclusive of one for coloured people; 
These are all well filled twice, and fre- 
quently three times, every Sunday. Be< 
sides, there are religious meetings on 
other days, Binonnting, in the varit>ua 
churches, to twenty or thirty during the 
week. There are two lyceums, or literary 
associations, both of which meet once a 
week, and ar^ open to all without expense, 
' ' ne are, weekly debates, usnally on 
political or historical subject; and 
at the other is a lecture every week, on 
such subject as the lecturer pleases. Both 
of these are well attended. Every week 
1 large political newspapers, advoca- 
ting the interests of three different par- 
ties, are published in Hartford ; and also 
_/fue large religiou* newspapers; no two 
of which belong to the same sect. Se- 
veral other periodicals are published here, 
bat not weekly. In addition to the papeM 



tbe fact, that most of tbem, especially the 
younger portion, attend school the other Irix 
diya of the week, it appearg tome, that every 
candid and reflecting pi^rson must perceive 
that it is a practice that ought in a great de- 
gree to he abandoned. 

I know, from my own observation and in- 
quiry in Manchester, and other large towns 
England, that Sunday schools there, aiie 

long the best institutions ever devised. And 

have no doubt that tbey are of very great 

vice in many towns, and sections of this 

country. I hope, in such places, Sunday 

schools will be continued ; aiid that wherever - 

children cannot attend school on other days 

the week, that increased efforts will bis 

de to have them instructed on a Sunday. 

But I cannot beliei'e that those chlblren who 

attend school during the week, and at the 

church on Sunday, should also attend school 

on that day. 1 know not of any good reason 

for it, norof any evidence that such a coiu'se 

has been serviceable to children. 

Much has of late been said, and very josdy, 
I think, of the necessity of resting from oc^ - 
customed labour one day in seven, in order tp 
preserve health. Why is not such rest neces- 
sary far children also ? But if Sunday scbaols 
are to be continued, for those children who 
attend school every other day of the week, 1 
hope that tbe afternoon session wilt be discoid 
tinned i an alteration which has very wisely 
and very recently been made by the directora 
of the Sunday school attached to the lar^nt 
reltgtoas society in tli« ^ty of Harlfiwd.-

If, therefore,cotMtu)t mental oieitMaent 
is «Ter, or in any connlry, dMig^ermit, 
it is 10 now'in thi» country, aad cannot 
bH ultimatclyi to have raoat disMtrotii 
MDseqnencas, dsBandngthe aUmtion of 
tiiB patriot and the |Ai)anthrcpist. 

It is a cominon and jolt obMrvation, 
that the pennaoenoy of our republican

aid.tJie virtue of the people ; but there 
May be oUier cauaes besides ignorance 
and vice, riowly and silently operating 
upon the physical nan, ^icb iiill at cr- 
tain/jf lead to the ruin of the country. 
The decline of the Roman empire was 
madied by the gcaaral pedominanee of 
« nervous tnnperanieat, especiaHy eraon^ 
the Roman ladies. 

Cebhett attributes our superiority to 
tlw Briti»h in Ike late war to the greater 
'■trei^h of onr-soklierg. This superiority 
we should be careful to preserre, by the 
proper physical education of both sexes 
vhen young, and by cultivating every part 
of: man'si nature, andnot die wind exclu- 
wely. 

There is another, and 1 fear a more 
frequent and &tal disease than that of 
insanity, . caused by mental excitement; 
Mid.*bieh,j«dging' from' Biy own obverra- 
tioB, and the rerards of cases in modern

I sUade to organat 
diseatesin the heart. The keart is a viol 
oi^n, and its sondvtate is easential In 
the possession of goodhealth. When wv 
reflect, therefore, upon the poMcrfnt ■■- 
fluence which the feelingvhave upon tfab 
organ, the chang« from itsKatoral aetioD, 
caused by anger, fear, love, joy, avarice, 
ambition, envy, revenge, and all thotb 
pMsions and feelingstbat agitate civilized 
society, we shall not wonder that the dis- 
eases of the heart have increased in n^ 
dem times. This diaeewe has also in- 
creased in all countries during times of 
great political and moral c(HBmoti<n). 
Corvisart says, " it was more frequent' iA 
the horrible times of the French revela- 
tion than in the usual cahn of social life:** 
Testa, in a late work an diseases of the 
heart, states the sane fact as regards 
agitated Italy. This antbor OMisiders the 
powerAil and inegiflM< operation of tin 
passions, as the most fifequeat cauiS'nf 
organic disease of the heart. Whoever 
reflects npen these htxs, mast fee! tfae 
importance of cultivating a quiet state of 
mind in order to preserve good health. 
This is important at all times of life, favt 
particularly so during childhood. It 
should be recollected that the eariyda- 
velopraent of the mental powers of cbild^ 
ren awaketis the passions and ^iqietitef 
earlier than they would be, but for tUs 
premature mental calcivation, and then- 
tore excites the heart while it is in a ten- 
der anddelicatestate, " At Hofwyl mors 
than one instance has occurred, in vrfaich 
it was necessary to dinrinish the amoant 
of a papil's intellectual efibrts, in coBse- 
quence of the alarming tendency to «en- 
suaKty which it produced."" B«t not 
enly does strong mental emotion greatly 
endanger children, but it is to be feand 
that the emotions of the mother may 
predispose her offspring to disease. This 
is the opinion of Corvisart, Esquirol, and 
many oiher very accurate observers. I 
must therefore repcatwhat I have els^ 
where said, that the powerful and conataid 
excitanent of the minds of the femaka^sl' 
thie^ comtry, together with tbeir iw^loct 
of proper physical education, threatens 
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^aJogeroai coDseqiuaces. 'Whoever oi>< 
tices their {feaera.1 attendance at meotioj^g 
vbero strong feelings are awakened, aod. 
perpetuated for weeks and montbs, b; 
very frequent meetingg, especially in,the 
nigbt; and witnesses their violent emo- 
tions, and knows anything of the «£[ect of 
excited .mind and agitated feelings upon 
a delicate bodily oi^anization, must, od. 
reflection, fear, not only for the iiyury 
which such procedure must inflict upon 
the females themselves, but for that which 
may be entailed upon . the generation to 
come. I believe these few bints are, at 
-the present time, deserving the serious 
consideration of all who have influence to 
perpetuate or allay the excitement alluded

Mr,STAM;,sy said.he did not rise' for, 
the purpose of entering at all . upon tl» . 
queation.of the repeal of the maU-dutyi^ , 
but to entreat the House to show bosm 
respect foritsiiwD time.aBd tojoiawitb,, 
him. in endeavouring to put an end.ta,^ 
the present most . useless djseussioo (heai^: . 
hear); a .discussion into which all. sorts.iaf . 
extraoefttis topjcs had been introduoul. .. 
He should not attenqiC.to foUow.the hoa. 
Member for Birmingham through all tlia< 
topics upon which ha bad commented., 
nor to comment upon the langjuage be had 
indulged inwith refereooeao the noUa . 
Lord sieepiug in tbesomebed withhio, 
victims (hear); but he wished to recall to . 
the attention:of the House the fact that, 
the present, queatien.has been fully dis>. 
cussed witbin the last fortnigbton a reiy 
Urge House, when tbo.rqteAl of -tno^. 
malt-tax was negatived on the- deaiwt 
Pfxiof bebsg adduced that without ^ that . 
Ux or a substitute it was impossible for 
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the Gorerrment to carry on the aSainot 
theiutioD.. \Vould the Houm then now 
rerene it> decisioD upon a subject which 
every mdiyidual admitted coittd not be 
done without a subsUtate being foand and 
adopteilP Tb« bon. Member for Bir- 
mingluun bod himself admitted this, tind 
yet he called upon the Government to 
make the Wicks (adopting the hon. Gen- 
tentlenMn'a limile); trat refused to supply 
the atvaw, a commodity absolutely necea- 
Bftry for the manufacture of the article. 
Tte manner in «hieh the qnestion had 
BMrbeen brought forward aod treated 
VM not the fair mode of dealing with it. 
The Hboae bad already decided upon the 
•iriJMt within the last fortnight, and he 
(Mr. Stanley) called upon tbe House to 
prooeed to the order of the day, and to 
dispose (rf the ordnance estimates, and 
not vote for a motion which conid lead to 
no practical benefit. It had been admitted, 
as be had already sUted, that the malt- 
duties could not bediapensed with, nnlees 
some other means of contributing to the 
rerenue should be substituted, but no su^ 
■ubsikute had as yet been substituted 
The di»cussion, therefore, could lead to 
no beneficial end. 

An hon, Msmbu on the opposition 
benches said that it would lead to a pro- 
perty-tax. 

Mr. Stanlby resumed : Let the hon. 
Memlier get a property-tax first, and he 
could then well enter into the discussion 
of thereped of' the iralt duties (hear 
hellf");'but"Wifyiouf a substitute, to talk 
of taking away 5,000.(H)0^ from the re- 
venue of the country was an absurdity. 
He must remind hon. Members, that, 
firom tbe manner in which the question 
stood before the House, by voting for the 
business of tbe day being proceeded with, 
they could not be accused of voting 
against the repeal of the matt-duty, and 
he entreated hon. Meml>ers, if tbey 
wished to maintain their reputation 
the countiy as men of business, not 
countenance the continuance of a c 
Gussion which, as be had already said, 
cMid by no possibility lead to any result, 
but to accede to tbe proceeding at once 
to the business of tbe day. 

Mr. RuBiNSOR had no wish to protract 
a n-difctission of the question of tbe re 
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peal of the mitlt-duties, though be wa> 
larprised the argument that it had al- 
ready been discussed should be arf^ 
by a Government which, last year, d^~ 
a vote of the House had been given in' 
favour of an interference with those im- " 
posts, came dowti a few evenioga aflef- 
wards, and by a motion called upon the 
House to rescind that decision. (Hear, 
hear). For himself he was prepared to 
denoimce the malt-duties as the most 
onerous and exceptionable tax pressing 
upon the country, but he at the same 
time deprecated the demand mad» upon , 
tbe Government to repeal them without" 
a substitute being provided. (Hear, 
hear). He contended that a sut^titnte 
could be found and adopted with safe^' 
to the revenue and with benefit to the' 
whole community. He did not allude 

ly interference with the currency, - 
though all the difficulties of the country 
arose from its depreciation in the year 
1797. (Question, question). He wai 
clearly of opinion that only one rtmedy 
existed by which the country couM be 
relieved from it) pressing difficulties, \t 
a remedy which he feared the Hon'se 
not at present disposed to adopt, but' 
'as a remedy which would effect no 
injury upon one class Of capitalists to the 
benefit. of another, a remedy that woakt 
affect the fundholder in common witk 
other capitalists-; that remedy was a tat - 
upon the wealth and property or the 
country, by which alone Paetiamcntcotii.. 
epeal all those taxes which were admitted :' 
to be impolitic and unjust. (Hear, hear). ' 

Mr. CiimhinoBbucb liad no wish to - 
prolong the debate, but was anxious merof 
ly to state to the House a few facU,. 
which would show that the agricultural 
interests of that part of tbe kingdom 
with which he was connected, were ne# 
under great depression from the operatioB " 
of the present system of taxation geoB- 
rally. In the fitst place, however, h* 
must call the attention of the House to, 
the comparison of the average price* flf 
wheat now and at former periods, aod fa> 
had talien the average price at pfeaMt 
obtained in counties in the sontberD o*' 
irict, as well as in the northern conntM 
of Scotland. From the yean 1889'l^ 
1833, the lowest average wM 51*. Ml 
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per quarter, and from 179? tO ISOl the 
arerag-e was 47s. Id. At preaent tha 
averagpe prices fixed in February last, in 
the county of Stirling, where there exitted 
all the Bdvanta|;e< qf a ready market, 
and of a great man u fact u ring population, 
the average prices of agricultural produce 
were as follows : wheat, 4Gs. 5d. ^ bar- 
ley, 25s. 4d.i and oats, I6i. 8d. At 
the lame period in a northern couoiy 
(the county of Moray) the average prices 
were, wheat. 43s. 5rf. ; barley, 25*. ; 
oats, 15c. lOd.; and in ihe county of 
Banff, wheal. 37s. ; barley, 23s, ; 
oats, 15t. per quarter,. Now. he i 
remind the House that it had been Ktaled 
before the agricultural cotnmittee of last 
year by one witness, Mr. Low, that unless 
the fanner in Scotland could realise in 
the market 58i. per quarter for his wheat, 
325. for his barley, and 24s. for his oats, 
hevould be unable to meet his engage- 
ments without sacrificing all the prolits 
which ought to appertain to him for his 
skill, industry, and bis capital employed. 
The committee, vhich had been acquiesced 
in last year by ^ noble Lord opposite, 
had, by tbeir report, shown the state of 
the existing distress amongst the -agri- 
cultural interests, and ^ad pointed out 
some measures of relief; yet a modifica- 
tion of the poor-laws, and other remedies 
BUggeiJed, wQuld not afford any relief to 
the agriculturist nofth of the Tweed, 
aeither woufd ai^ alteration of the ^che- 
law aSect the distress consequent upon 
the low prices obtained for agriculture 
produce. In Scetland fiH- collision be- 
tween - the occupying tenants' and tU 
dei^ had bean avoided ; but thoagh no 
outcry had been raised, the former had 
to contribute to the church, thou^ in

tenants occupying lands in England. The 
Scotch agriculturists had used great d'- 
forls, and with success, to improve the 
lands, but their condition was now daily 
becomiog more distressing, and they were 
more and more^ unable to maintain a re- 
■pectable and useful position in aociety, 
and the lands were passing into the bands 
of BttoroieH, money-lenders and'l^al 
crafts, a change than which none more 
injurious could be conceived. , (Cries of 
Question). He was not prepared, how 



ever, to sacrifice the maintDnanos of the 
aational faith, and the proviiioa for tlw 
ez^encies of the sute, and therefore cbuM 
not vote for the motion of the hon.

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Mr. Cbildi and hit friendB were under 
agreatmisUke from the ver7 first. The; 
seemed to h&ve thought that the law 
gtve the chDrchwardeni two modes qf 
proceeding to chooae between. We re- 
ferred to the act of Psrliameot itself, 
which, in the cleareit possible terms, 
takes away the power of the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Courts to enforce payment of churcd- 
ntea. or to take any steps towards it, if 
this sum be under ten pounds. A Mr. 
Kblly, a Member for Ipswich, ar^ed 
all throngh, though a lawyer, as if there 
wete ttDO modes of proceeding for the 
churchwardens ; and he praised Gi.ovbr, 
the ArchdeacoD, and Judge of the Eccte- 
■iastical Court, up to (he skies, as the 
most humane and. gentle and kind and 
Jut of human beings. If this be the 
case, I have a right to hate him, at any 
rate, in an extraordinary degree ; for no 
nuB ever discovered greater spite, ma- 
lignity, or injustice against me ; and for 
no other reason than that I, who hud 
never seen the fellow before, drew up a 
petition, which was adopted by a meeting 
of the county of Norfolk, in spite of Lim 
and Daddy Coke -. a real political malig- 
nant parson, as far as my experience goes. 
Lord John Russell praised this fellow, 
too. The Attorney -General, who appears 
to me to speak what be thinks more fre- 
quently than any maa sitting on the same 
bench, took up the act of Parliuaent, and 
n^ressed his astonbbment that any one 
should be found to contend that there 
«ere two modes of proceeding for the 
diurchwardens. He said that there was

Dr. Lhsbinoton, who most claarly ex- 
plained tons all the motives as well as the 
merits of the transaction, laid his heavy 
hand upon the eccletiattical judge, and 
said, that he was the object most worthy 
of punishment. 

If the reader will look into the act of 
Parliament (53, George the Third, chap. 
127), be will see thatit was utterly im- 
possible that this di^race which has been, 
inflicted upon Mr. Chilos should have 
proceeded from a mistake- Yet, plain as 
act is ; made, as it was, for Ibe ex- 
press purpose of protecting people against 
this Ecclesiastical Court, there )» good 
reason to believe that this court has 
caused it to remain very nearly a dead 
letter, until very lately; and the peo[Je, 
notwithstanding this act of Parliament, 
have remained exposed to alltite tviDoai 
fees, fines, and roulctings of these courts. 

The motive alleged for carrying the 
nutter into the Ecclesiastical Cowt, ifr- 
ther than before jitttiGeS Of the peace, 
is, that if goods were seized for the 
payment of chttrch-nttes, nobody would 
buy them; and, certainly, this is very 
likely to be true ; and the dang«r of not 
finding pntchaaen is ttrf honovnbk to 
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VtM town bF eUKoAT. Tliii it quite iwifi 
proceM «H)ugh ; witliout trial by jury 
quite Bwift enough; but iliis, we set 
Mi ; and, therefore, ibe state-paid clergy 
are all in commotion, seeing:, that, at last, 

- the charches must tumble down, or be 
tipb«M by tbeiBselves. A feir years ago, 
there were citations everlbiling, notwith- 
etaDftio^ tbis act of Parliamenl. This car 
be no more: so that, here Mr. Chilos 
has made a great alteration in the coniii 
tion c^ this monstrous estahliahment ; and 
it is, aslhavesooriensaid, and sorecenll) 
Mid, the cruel oppression 
individuals, nhich, finally, work in a way 
'to overthrow the oppressors. Mr. Ci 
who, be it observed, rec«ivei 
from' tlie Ministers, or from the regulai 
Opposition, luiB the thanks of the whole 
kingdom for his courageous 

' these oppressors ; and his case, while Oiir 
indignation ia'due to his oppressors 
Recount, is merely a specimen with regard 
to the oppression, and not wiih regard t( 
the resistance ; there laving, I dare say 
been thousands upon thousands who have 
been oppressed in the same way ; but 
who, unable to resist beyond a certain 
point, have silently submitted to theii 
ruin. 

This is a matter thai ought now 
in<iuired into ; and if inquiry do take 
place, as it ought, I am mistaken if the 
result would not be of prodigious benefit 
to the people.

MR. COBBETTS PHEFACE. 
In combatingthe/ieii(i«iWiuH schemes, 
I have very frequently lieen met by an 
argument of experience brought from the 
Uniied States of America ; and have been 
told, tbut a large part of the good moral 
qualities, and of the bodily strength and 
the great prowess of the American pet^Ie, 
is to be ascribed lo the universal preva- 
lence of keddeknshua in that country. 

In Ihe first place, thii universality I's 
not true: the working- people in that 
country have veiy liitle more of the lied- 
dekaikuii than they have in this. Chil- 
dren are all sent to school, unless in very 
wild pans of the countrj' ; but thuir 
labour is so valuable that they are taken 
away at a very early age ; and I remem- 
ber that I had six or seven men llial 
worked for me pretty consUnily in the 
summer timeinLonglsland ; and, though 
they bad all been to school when they 
were childreii, not a man of them coul*' 
write : and I hardly think that anyone o?' 
them could read. They did work by thtf 
;ob sometimes ; and, at the settlement, 
had to signa receipt; and invariably they 
signed with a cross. I one day asked 
one of them, an excellent young man of 
about twenty-two or twenty-three, whe^ 
ther he had not been to school ; when h» 
laughed, said that he had, and that he- 
used to be taught to make letters upon, 
paper, but that he had foi^tten all about 
It.

However, the heddekmhua a very 
gieneral in Hra United Sftttes, and it h«e 
been Memplwl t« make it tioivcrML Tbe 
coRBequencesaremostdeu'ly.andforcibly. 
and terrifically laid before hia countrymen 
by Dr. Bbigiikm, who, obsen-e, sends 
forth hia book from Hartford ia Conane- 
ticut, which Hartford is looked upon as- 
the Oxford of America. It appears that 
the physicians, and the really learned po> 
titicions and moralists of America, have 
begun to be alarmed at the pro^reis of 
the nnmentus mischiefe of heddekirsliun, 
particnlarly as it deblHcates, instead of 
strengthening the mind, and aa it u 
ruinous to tlie body. 

The Doctor proves the mischieft iiHin- 
merable of early book-teaching; and I 
am not a little proud to find a whole body 
of learned men in America, and a greater 
body of learned-men and ^reat physician! 
of other cmmtries, all concurring in opi- 
nion (an opinion so often expressed b;

in tbe parents, it would be an ai.'t of atro- 
cious wickedness on theii- part.

He taya that " the 
naitioBs -beet supplied with food have tbe 
moat vigour of body and mind ; that 
children, especially, should btfwell nou- 
rished ; that good diot ia an aascotM part 
of g«od edncalioB ; that the tnethod of 
rearing children, by restricting them to 
food which contains little nourishment, is 
wry reprehensible." What wdM Dr. 
Btti^AM say to tite Doke of Riehmond'a 
bill of fare for his workhouse under the 
Poor law bill I What must he say to an 
English' reformed Parliament passing a 
la:w, one of the objects of which was to 
reduce the working-people of England to 
o coarser sort of food \ 

Dr. Brigham makes a strong appeal 
to PARENTS in the United States of 
America ; be warns them against destroy- 
ing their children, by forcing upon them 
an attention to books at aa early age ; 
and against tbe fatai Dolion that tpan 
diet is proper for the rearing of children, 
to he healthy and sensible when they 
grow up ; which warning be backs by in- 
■omerable instance! erf the f»t»i eflwcts 
of the present practice 1 any one of which 
instances is more than sufBcient to scare 
from the practice any parents who really 
bve their children. 

I cannot make, with like weight of au- 
thority, a siiaiiar appeal to ENGLISH 
PARENTS ; but I really deem it a dtfty 
to my country, having this book in my 
possession, to print and publish an edition 
of it, at a price which shall bring it within 
the reach of parents in general ; and to 
all tboee who have been accustomed to 
think well of my public effona, I do most 
earnestly recommend the perusal of this 
book.

■ion of his speech, which proved to be a 
mountain in labour, he said he was. not

Pray then, continued I, ii 
case your parliamentary conduct shouM 
be disapproved of by the majority of yosr 
constituents, would you, on receiviag 
from them a notice to that eSact, sw 
render to (hem the trust reposed in you 
at (he end of twelve months ? Why, said 
he, to do that I must accept the Chiitam 
Hundreds, which perhaps the Ministty 
may not grant me ; so I cannot say I vill 
olTer to resign in a twelvemonth, but I 
will do 90 at the end of three ytiira. 
Thinking I had a tolerably good vftxH^n 
of his capabilities for ah M.P.. I desfsted 
catechising him any lichee' Bu^'-'tir, 
the climai of his ejtiraordinary wfeJ&B 
was exhibited in the commencement of 
his address to his constituents, (he tkka- 
liilaitls of Bath, on his being declared 
duly elected : lie said to them, " Om- 
tlemen, I shall now, as I ever ha^ 
done iu addressing you, use such filliB 
and simple language as will suif yosr 
plain and simple understandings."

D U)odon wished to act it ; and I re- 
=<>n)Qteoded tbein to take a tour in Sussex 
"rf West-Kent, and to begin at Tov- 
SBii)Gx,on tlieir way to Lewes. The 
'^'"S^T preceded to ToHBBiDOE,and 
jBgiged a place for acting, at the Angel 
'"I. The aristocracy (by which I mean 
'"'"S, baronets, squires ; the parsons, the 
noney-uMHigera) took the alarm : the 
**<llo(d was frightened out of his bar- 



gain with the players, who w»re Au* 
obliged to give up their intention. Abottt 
the same timeoneSrazATreiLD, who it 
appears is a justice of peace of the place, 
and who is now become chairman of the 
Pensburst Union, under the Poor-law 
Bill, issued a printed address, in which 
he justified the Poor-law Bill ; and in 
which address he has the impudence 
to say, that the bill is intended to in< 
crease the comforts of the labourer ; 
ilie people knowing well, that 7^ ooncea 
of mutton, weighed before cooking, in- 
cluding bone, was the meat allowed for 
a whole week to a boy ten yean of age.

There are no com- 
binatiom against them : there are no 
menaces ; there is no appearance of any 
outward array ; there is no appearsnceof 
resistance being offered to them: ^»ey 
know that ih^ have allotted seven 
ounces and a half vf mutioh, weighed 
raw, including bone, fur a boy of ten 
years old, for seven days: they .know, at 
ToNBRiDGE, that this SraEATFEiLD 
tells the poor, that the Poor-law Bill is 
for f AeiV good, and only for their good :

I BKG to acknowledge your letter of the 10. instant, informiog' me, by desire <i 
the Lords Commissionen of His Majesty's Treasury, of the varioui iransat^ons 
and correspondence which hare taken place upon the subject of the proposed 
additional grant of 22,7O0i. for the completion of Port Patrick Harbour; and 
that the snm of 1.050/. for the compleiion of the lighthouse, included in my esti- 
mate of the 6. of March last, vis. 23,750/. had been ordered to be paid by a mi- 
nute of the late Board of Treasury, dated tfae 31. of October last, out of the 
revenues of the Post Office ; and that tbeir Lordships are now prepared to propose 
to Parliament to grant the remaining; sum of 23,700/. for the completion of the 
harbour, in such manner as to aSbrd the means of completing the work in tfae most 
economical manner, provided that a satisfactory assurance can be given on the 
part of the Commissioners of the harbour, and of myself, that the sum of 22,700/. 
aUnre-mentioaed will have the desired object of completin|; the harbour. 

In reply to the above, I beg to observe, that I am still decidedly of opinion that 
the estimate contained in my report of the G. of March last, viz. 23,750/., including 
1,050/. for the lighthouse, will be sufficient, provided that it be granted in such 
sums and in such a manner as 'the work may require. And I further beg" to add, 
that the original sum, estimated by the late Mr. Rennie, would have amply sufficed 
to have completed the harbour, provided that the original plan bad not been ei- 
tended, as expressly pointed out in my report and estimates previous to the exten- 
sions taking place ; and that the estimate had been granted 1^ Parliament in sums 
infliciently large to meet the exigencies of the work, by which means the harbour 
would have been completed several years earlier, and Anseqnently the eipeoae of 
the establishment as well as the risk of accidents from storms, which is very great 
at Port Patrick, would have been saved. Considering, however, the difficulty of 
die work, and its exposed situation, I hope it will be allowed that the original esti- 
mate has been closely adhered to. 

I again, therefore, beg leave to repeat that I am most decidedly of opinion tttat 
the sum of 22,700/., in addition to the 1,050/., already granted for the tigbthoose, 
will be sufficient to complete the harbour of Port Patrick in a permanent and sob- 
stantial manner; and 1 trust that their Lordships will give credit to this assanuice, 
when I add that the harbour of Donaghadee, on the opposite side of tbe Channd, 
will be completed within the original estimate; and that London Bridge, Ae 
Breakwater in Plymouth Sound, and the last contract in Sheemess Dodc-yud, 
besides other works, which were carried on by Parliamentary grants, have all been 
completed under tbe original estimates, notwithstanding their magnitude, and the 
difficulty and uncertainly .attendant upon their being carri^ed into execution. 

I cannot close this letter vrithout venturing to express to their Lordshipa '9ie 
Mvantage that would arise of being enabled to provide at present the requMc 
quantity of stone for the ensuing summer operations, because', on accauitt of dM 
peculiar and exposed nature of Port Patrick, if this be delayed tor two or thne 
raimths longer, it will be very difficult to resunre the operittions this year with 
proper effect, and thus the chances of accident will be increased, atitf another 
year's dday, which is of considerable imp<Mtence to the publi<;> will tjike place. 

I shall be ready to furnish any further explanation that m^be required. ' '

I HAVE it in command from (Le CommisiioDers for this harbour to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 10. iDstant, transmitting a copy of the minute of 
tbeLorda Commisuoners of Hii Majesty's Treasury of the 6. instant, and desiring 
the commissionera to inform their lordships what security they are now prepared 
to offer that the works shall be completed in such manner as to aObrd every possible 
auurance to the public of their durability, without expoiiog the public to any ad- 
ditional charge beyond the sum now applied fw. 

And the commissioners have directed me to state to you, for the information of 
their lordships, that they have no private interest in this matter, and they have on 
other security to offer than the decided assurance of Sir John Reaaie, their chief 
engineer, that the sum now wanted will be sufficient. 

The commissioners have full reliance on this assurance, and do not doubt but that 
it will be accomplished , because they have reason to believe that contractars may be 
found ^iviug undoubted security for completing the works at a sum not exceeding 
that now applied for, and although they have no cause to recommend a change of the 
system upon which the works have been hitherto conducted, yet if their lordships 
ahould deem it expedient lo finish by contract, the commissionera.^vill advertise for 
contractors, and will submit these cootracts for the approbation of their lordships 
before receiving any part of the money to be voted by Parliament ; but in that case 
it will be necessary for the commissioners to be able distinctly to state the 
terms of payment, and to have authority to engage themselves to the contractors 
accordingly. 

And respecting Col, Hunter Blair, referred to in their lordships' aforesaid 
minute, 1 am directed to transmit for their lordships' consideration, a letter on that 
subject from the colonel to the commissioners of this date, and to inform their 
lordships that Col. Blair is not a commissioner.

In reference to Mr. Slewart'a of the 10th instant to your »ddress covering copy 
of Treasury minute of the 6th instant, I beg (o stale, for the information of tMr 
lonbhips, the circumstances under which I was induced to offer a guarantee to the 
Uleot of 5,000/. for the completion of the harbour of Port Patrick. 

Immediately after the breaking up of the' meeting held at the late Chancellor of 
the Exchequer's in May last, I was standing in Dowoing-street, in conversation 
vith the Marquis of Downshire and several other individuals of the meeting, when 
the Duke of Richmond and Mr. Spring lUce joined us ; his Grace inquired on the 
part of Lord Althorp, if any person was disposed to come under a guarantee that 
no sum beyond 23.75W. would be solicited from Government. After a short dis< 
cunion, I gave his Grace reason to expect that I might, on certain conditions, 
grant a guarantee ; I accordingly on the 31. May 1834, addressed a letter to Mr. 
Spring Rice, of which I transcribe the concluding paragraph : 

"But 1 consider the immediate progress oflhe work to be so essential, not only 
in regard to its security, and the ultimate public benefit to be derived from the 
measure, but to my gwn interests in the duration of my obligation, that 1 do not 
hold myself Iwund by this offer unless one half of the 24,000i. be advanced by 
Government during the present year, end the other half in the conne of the next 
Kssion ofParljamspt."

My lords have again before them the papers relatiifg to the completion of the 
works at Port Patrick harbour, and advert to the report of Sir John Rennie of 12, 
March, in which he states that he is still decidedly of opinion that 23,750/. includ- 
ing 1,050/. for the lighthouse, will fae sufficient to complete the whole of the 
works in a pernancnt and s^E^artial nannw, provided thai it be gnated ia such 
sums and in soch a manner as the worKs may reqatn. 

My lords read also the letter of Colonel Huntar Blair, of the 24. instant, in 
which he renews the guaraifte« given to tlM late Board of Treasury at the time the 
late Chancellor of Ae f^hetjuer had ander consideration the propriety tff subnitt- 
ting to Parliament a graat fop com^^ting this harbour now under consideration, 
and which grant appears from the papers not to have been submitted, becauw the 
committee of supply had then ct»sed. 

In this letter Colonel Blair states, that h» agnta to renew the obligatiefl and 
to bind himself to the extent of 5,000/. to be applied towards the completion of the 
woriis, sboold it turn outthat the esttmatenow submitted proves ioauficieat for the 
purpose, on the condition that he is in no event to be in any way liable beyond the 
said sum of 5,O0OJ. to which his undertaking is expressly limited, and on the 
undemanding that he is not to be considered responsible for any expense which 
may eventually become necessary on that part of the works already reported by 
Sir John Rennie to be finished. 

Col. Blair adds, that he considers the immediate pn^ess of the work to be ho 
essential, not only in regard to its security, and the ultimate public benefit to bo 
derived from the-measure, but to his own interests in the duration of his obligation, 
that he does not hold himself bound by the offer be makes, unless one-h^ of the 
SIMS n*}uii«d b« advanced by Government during the present year, and the other 
hatf inthe course of the next session of Parliament.

torn the GDVommenl: m the part of the 
people ; BDt a desire to disobey the Milled 
lawBofthe country ; not aay revolutionary 
desire; not any desire to touch aay one 
of the institutions of the country. What 
is it then ? Why a desire and a resolution, 
for as they are able to adhere to it, to 
lintain the laws of their country, as 
they were settled at the time when the 
pretejil church of the cotintry was 
estiAUihed ; to maintain those lavi which 
form the foundation, the very fundamental 
principles of the Gavernment ; and which 
are of two hundred and forty years' stand- 
ing'. 

Well, but laying aside for the present 
the merits or demerits of this measure, 
no one will deny that it is now the cause 
of great alarm and great trouble to the 
Government. We shall by-and-by see 
the Duke of Riohhond selling off from 
divers workhouses all utensils (or brewing, 
for grinding malt, for killing and pre- 
serving meal; we shall by-and-by see 
this LBviATBAii-PBNSiOHEBat this amusing 
work ; we ^all by-and-by hear a poor- 
law commissioner advising the guardians 
to look upon and treat poor persons 
coming for relirf as " beggars" i we 
shall by-and-by hear a peer-chairwan 
complaining of the destrmclion of cattle, 
and of fires being set; we shall bj- 
and-by have t* take a sort of survey of 
the blood-boiling in Buckinghamshire. 
Bedfordshire, Kent, Susses, and Suffolk. 
But, just at present, let us repeat, that 
every one knows, that this- is -at! present 
the great immediate cause of trouble to 
th« Government. When old Gsav, who 
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■wu all dHuider (tnd rfl vigtiar, m tmg^ 
u he had canmnf: Althokp's maJDiity at 
htB back, and who became all feebleness 
ud old a^ and ino^adt? as floon as he 
bad lost that; whoa old Gasv waM 
ukivdting^ off (hann; fint not wfaoUjr for- 
(OUen his family), b» complaiBed of tbe 
difieultUi in vbiiii the Goromneat wa^ 
placed ; (tnd it waa cnrioHS eoou^ diat 
be had vigour enough left ta offer, at that 
very momtnt, to bring in Ike Piw-law 
BUI, which had bean ■patsed by t'other 
place. That ia to say, to stake a greater 
difficulty tliaa any that ali«ady existed, 
«r than aey that oeuld by any poesibility 
exist, short (tf an apm and notorioua re- 
bellion and civil war. 

There is no doubt in my mind that, 
vitb regard to die mero expente, tbis 
Poor-law Bill will cost more than tbe 
amount of the poor-rates themselves ; 
that is to say, more than tbe aaount of 
what ever has been ^vea, during a similar 
tjme, in real and bona ^de relief to the 
poor. The thing is manifestly only be- 
ginning. Even the foundation of ncHie 
of the grand workhouses ia yet dug out. 
Two-thouaaQd-a-year Lswts's scouts are 
at work ; they are writii^ letters and mak- 
iog speeches ; the pensioners and parsons 
and dead-weight are all in a stir. But, 
aa yet, they appea to have laid hands 
upon nobody but the feeble and the E^red, 
and the poor girls, by whom the lords, 
their relations, the parsons, the b^ mer- 
chants, the tradesmen and farmers in 
general, the footmen, the grooms, (he 
coachmen, the huntsmen,' the Bourbon- 
policemen, the soldiers, the reiired-id 
lowance people, the pensioners, all the 
swarms of tax-eaters can now have bas- 
tards with impunity.

pJowhere, as far as it saya anything, 
this proclamation confirraa what I said. 
I said that the Duks of RiciiMoxn was 
the chairman of one. of these gangs of 
poor-law union fellows. I said, that he 
let a houae to the union, and received the 
rent for it, which bouie was used as a 
workhouse. . These fe.llows tell, a lie. I 
sever aaid that he had induced a pariah 
to expend two thousand pounds in addi- 
tiona to the poor-bouse, for there hea 
been no such additions made ; but I aaid, 
that it had been proposed by tame par- 
tiet to make additions to the pppr-house fo 
to the amount ot two thousand pounds 
«xpeiue ; and thia fact this giang of fellowa 



do not pretend to deny. HoWOTer, they, 
under their hands, declare the Duke to be 
the chairman of this West Hahphett^ 
Union ; and the great manager of the 
diet, and of everytbing else. And ob* 
serve, there have been recommendations 
from the Duke relalimlo enlarging and 
fumiiking the joorkliBuses ! Oh! There 
have, have' there, been recommendatioDa 
from him about enlarging tbe workhouse! 
Now, these insincere joltcr-skuHs ; these 
great chubby-faced, sleepy-eyed, silly- 
looking fellows, ten thousand timeB more 
canning than any London pickpocket ; 
these fellows might have tolS us, while 
they had the impadence to contradict me 
by a lie, what sort of enlar^ng the Duke 
had reaommended, and whethfcr- it were 
or were not his own house that was to be 
enlarged. 1 have only to add, with re- 
gard to this proclamation, that I am in- 
formed and believe, that John Rusbbiimbs 
is the Duke's steward ; that almost all the 
rest are the tenants of the Duke and of 
Lord Grohqi Lbnnos ; except one or two, 
who arC'tenantaof an old mother Dq^ikn, 
I think it is, who is a sort of relation of 
some kind, to this family of Lennox ; this 
endlesa swartn of everlasting pensioners. 

Now then, the Duke being the chair- 
man, and th^'great manager of this Webc 
Hampnett Union, let us take a little look 
at bis proceedings ; and, first of all, of 
what he calls his " Dietary," which I ' 
take from a printed paper, emanating 
from Mason, printer, of Chichester, 
The first table is for a man or woman in 
health ; the second for the sick ; the third 
for boys or girls, from fliree to ten years 
of age; the fourth for children between 
one and three years of age. Pray, reader, 
look well at it ; look well at the man's" 
on Tuesday, Friday, and Saturday. 
Look well at his meat for the week. Look 
at the gruel, meaning oatmeal and water. 
Recollect that the meat is weighed before 
:cooking, and the bone ipcluded- Recol- 
lectthat this Duke, and his predecessor, and 
bis predecessor for two hundred years, 
have been receiving, out of the labour of 
the people of England, as miipfa money 
tnnually as would maintain_/{ue thousand 
four himdred poor lalxmrers. aficordiit^ 
to thit table! . .■ 

But, let us have the table ftit>^lC 
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The weather ii Eiot, ind mj blood boils 
4f o jnacb to tnffer me to proceed with 
any. thing'like calmness. Men of Suuex : 
ft«r this ! Understand it ; and tel! it to yonr 
children. The poor-rateB of your whole 
county, including;' the connty-ratea, pay- 
ments to bii«d oveneers, law eipeniei, 
and allaorta of thin^'.anoqnt 10 381.000/. 
a year. That whicli is octnallj given to 
the poor may amount to two hundred 
thousand pounds a year. Now, mark; 
less than one-half of the interest of the 
money which this family of Lennox have 
drawn out of the industry and sweat of 
the pf (^le of England, by the means of 
one pension, would pay ike whole of the 
poor-rales of the count;/ of Stiasex foi 
ever ! 1 repeat, that this family of LeN' 
(Wn, by Die means ol mm pension, have 
sucked more out of the labonr of the 
peoi^e ot England ; have sucked a sum, 
one-half of the interest only of which 
sum would pay all the poor rates of the 
*ounty of Sussex for ever ! Read that, 
and then hear these beggars of jolter- 
heads, cunning as pigs looking for the 
wind, praise " kis Orace "-. his Grace, 
for the " liberal assistance which he has 
given to (he union." 

You should know the true history of 
these Lbnkoxbs. In a book called The 
Peer^e, the; brag that they are 
scended from a bastard ctf King Chablbs 
ihe Second, begotten upon the bodyof a

French woman, while this profligals Idkt 
had a wife at the tame tine. The bfttUrC 
wa* his, or be bdieved so ; and he tuaA» 
him a duke, and settled upon faiiti wt 
fait descendants the amount of the tlutf 
on coals imported iate LondotU ~Aad1 
remember these dntie* betng fMt» 
the old duke, who died about thirty jetK 
ago.

Now comes another paper, illuilrative 
of the diaracter of these poor-law-work- 
house proceedings. It is a posting bill, 
for the sale of brewing utensib, and 
mra^-kilUng and meat-keeping utensils, 
beiongii^ to parishes in the Duke of . 
Richmond's Wkst Hahpnbtt Union ! 
Here is sentence of eUTHal water upon 
the unfortunate poor. Reader, your 
blood will boil as you proceed. Here 
yon see every thing to make provision of 
beer and meat is to be sold away. I insert 
the bill just as it stands, and as I have 
received it from Cricbestbb. Thus it 
goes all over the world, let the Lbnnoxbs 
recollect. Let the read»s every whero 
femember, that it is the pensioner Duke 
ftfRlCBUOMD that orders this to be'dOne; 
for he is the ckaiiman of this band who 
call themselves the Guardians of the 
Union : let the Americans read this ; and 
let them nqt believe that 1 am the only 
man in England, that has any feeling 
upon the subject. '

Now, reader, I pray yon look, at thi*. 
Here were three parish poor-houses, each 
of ihem set up and lon^-eiuhliBhed, with 
the meant of providing' the destitute poor 
with beer and meat ; with the means of 
makinjc these wholesome ; of preserving 
them in a gvod state : and of rendering 
the poor people tolerably comfortable: 
And here comes the pensioned Linnox ; 
here comes this great whale-like swal- 
lower of taxes, flin^ out all the means of 
providing; wholesome drink, and whole 
somB meat, and well-dressed flour. He 
is the cAair man, observe, of the whole 
of the noioD; and he thus passes sen- 
tence of water and oatmeal and potatoes, 
ttpon all that shall become destitute within 
the precinct of his command, though they 
have as clear a right to a tnainteaance 
out of the land, as he has to the rents of 
his land. This pensioned Lknnox pro- 
claims no more beer -. no morehngs to be 
killed for the poor. This Lbnnox ; this 
pensioned Lennox ; this tax-eating Lhn- 
Nox, thus condemns the unfortunate peo- 
ple of Suxsex that come within his reach. 

Here, in, this horrible bill of sale by 
auction, here we have a specimen of the 
intentions of sly Althobp and his band 
Sly Althobp said, that the labourers 
were well off in> the north'; and that he 
wished to make those in the south equally 
well off; and here is his worthy colleague 
at work, to take beer and bacon from the 
labourers in the south, in order to make 
them equally well off with those in the 
north ! Well said, old sly Althobp ; 
but you have not done the thing yet ; 
you have only begun to attempt the 'thing. 

We are to look at the diet-table of this 

iiNHOX as the standard, which the Poor- 
w Bill is to cause to be adopted, for the 
purpose of "preventing the estates from 
being swaHotvedup by the poor''; while 
this LiNNDX himself swallows annually 
as great a sum as he allows for the main- 
teaaace of upwards of six thousand of 
these poor working- people. The county 
of Sussex, at the making of the last re- 
turn on the subject, contained altogether, 
old and young, 9€,32B poor persons, 
whom the agents of the ParliameBt hai' 
the insolence to call paupers, but whi 
never were so called, until after the pre- 
sent binily Came to the throne.

Need any- thing further be 
said, even to logs of wood ? t ask wfat* 
the^any thing equal to this was evet be- 
fore heard of in the world ?

Lknnox is Belling' the brewing and ho^- 
kil 11 n^ materials, and proclaiming "water, 
potatoes, and oatmeal," in Sussex! 1 
must quit Susaei for the present, and go 
to other counties ; first, however, taking' 
a look at the proceedings at the quarter 
sessions at Lbwee, in this same county ; 
which proceedings, change at the chair- 
Doan and all, I shall ios^t as I find them 
reported in the Beiohton Patriot, 
paper which I str^gly recommend to all 
mj readers. 



ADJOURNED QUARTER SESSIONS. 

These sessions commenced on Wed- 

notday, at the County Hall, Lewes, before 

the Earl of Chichester and W. Seymour, 

The Ear! of Chichester chai^ the 
Grand Jury, and after some unimportant 
observations, in speaking of the Willing- 
don rioters, he said it might be necessary, 
in relation to thischaige, to explain what 
the law was. A riot in law was an ai 
bh^ of three or more persons for one 
common purpose. If they manifested 
their intention by some act of violence, 
sM who were assembled were implicated 
in the guilt ; and if force were used to 
effk:t an object, which, tf force wen 
used, would not be illegal, then all who 
•H^iqd IB uiy way would still come under 



the denomiaaUon of rioters. It would 
t>e their duty to investigate the evidence 
in every particular ca^e, and satisfy them- 
selves that the chaise was brought home. 
They should hear in mind, too, that the - 
more serious the charge, the more neces- 
saiy was it that (hey should be quite sa- - 
tisGed with the evidence, before sending 
to that tribunal whose office it 
was finally to decide on the case. In r^ 
ference to this charge, his Lordship said 
that he felt it his duty to address a few 
remarks to the Grand Jury as meinbers 
of a class of society who had considerable 
inflaence over the lower classes. He 
wished to direct their attention to the im- 
portance of protecting parish officers ■ 
from violence, and not only from violence, , 
but also from any interruption in the dis- 
cbarge of their duty. It was most im- 
portant that such a protection should be 
afforded, no less for the benefit of the 
peace of the officer, than for the ultimate 
advantage of the party interfering. A 
check should he applied to this kind of . 
disorderly proceeding. This was one case ■ 
among many others in which ignorant 
men hud their passions excited and reused 
by ill-disposed end better educated men. ■ 
He was persuaded that if a little sound 
information of t^ provisions and general < 
tendency of the Poor-law Amendment 
Bill had been afforded them, these per- 
sons would not have been guilty c^ the 
disorderly conduct which had made them 
amenable to. tbe laws; they would have 
been convinced that it would be to tlieir 
own interests to support the law. The 
unfortunate men had been misled by 
persons who ought to have known better. 
It washy kind and conciliatory eipostiila- . 
tion and advice that the erroneous impres- . 
sioDs of these men couU be removed;, 
and it was their duty, by a firm adminis- 
tration of the law in this case, to give a 
check to the incipieut act before the ua- . 
happy4n>nsequeDces could, be carried inta 
effect. The melancholy fact of there 
having recently occurred in this neigh- 
bourhood some, instances of the vieiout 
destruction of cattle, and the still more 
abominable crime of arson, was much to 
be regretted. It appeared that these 
crimes htd been contemplated by hut few ■ 
persons; still th^ ought not tq |hq(i.

Ttie paj of the paupers was reduced on 
the 9. of May from what it had been 
shortly before that time. I should not 
supjfme there were more women and chil- 
dren than men. 

By Mr. Darby: The pay, compared 
with other parishes, has been considered 
high. 

Mr. Cobbett, in the course of bis ad- 
dress to the jury, said that he would not 
■eek to justify, a* his learned friend might 
imagine, outrages against the laws ; for 
whatever laws were passed by the Ij^sla- 
ture, they ought to be obeyed. He con- 1 
tended that there was not a tittle of evi- 
dence against Climpson, and that the evi- 
dence adduced Bgainst theother prisoners 
itas slight and contradicVji?. , 

Mr, Bartholomew : I am a carpenter at 
Willingdon ; am a rate-payer. I saw Mr. 
Hurst at the hind part of the cart, put 
liis knee upon the cart, turn himself 
round and sat down, I saw no violence 
!»ffered ; heard the words repeated "Don't 
hurt him, by no means " ; Hurst did not 
seem alarmed, hut looked with a smiling 
countenance, 1 did not see the priscmers 
at the bar; saw the. people standing all 
round the cart; women and children 
chiefly drew the cart away, some of the 
men helped. 

' Ooss-exaiuiued : I was standing in my 
own house, fire rods from the cart. 
- Ricbard Twry : I am a millwright at 
n^ingdon,. and"ar-Mt»-pajer, I saw a 
fwrticular instance on the. 9. of May, a 
man riding in a hand-cart. I saw the 
pmooers Climpson, Hollebone, and Man- 
ner, at the time Hurst got into the cart, 
Hdlebone was in front of the cart, about 
a rod from it, Manser two feet before me 
and Climpson behind me. I was close to 
the cut. Did not obserre Pntland ; did'nt 



see the cart come. When it got absat 
Hfteen rods away 1 began to follcw it. 1 
overtook it about two rods before Uie cut 
stopped. When Hurst got out be ttaaiik(d 
them for the ride they had given hm. 
Mr. Hurst said, when he came to letien 
the men again, he would brii^ mm 
money with him, or words to that effecL 
He did pot Boem to be terrified at all; 
observed no disposition in the peojde Is 
commit a riot or do mischief. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Darby: Daf^ 
ging a man along he considered to H 
mischief. There, was a good deal of DoiK 
at the time with the women and cbitdm. 
After he had been to the butcher'sb 
went to get some shop good». Climpsei 
was a customer. The others bad asvir 
been inside his house. No persou touebd 
the overseer before he got into Uie csrt.

Mr. Darby replied, and said it w«t.ii|it 
necessary that there should bepremediU- 
tion to constitute a riot, and reeapltolstid 
some of the evidence to show thatpK* 
meditation night be inferred ^m Ae 
conduct of the rioters.

The Chairman, in addressii^ t)U*i 
said that they had bpen guilty »rf * ''^ 
great offence ; for if, in the ceufse of^* 
riot, Mr. Hurst had been kJltel,..W 
would all have been guil^ otmvj ^' j 
oven if he had beeo w«tode^ A^** 
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haw been liaUe to Buffer death. The 
proaecutor was a good-n&tured man, or 
renstance might have led to something 
very serioaa. The ofience was a mis- 
demeaDor, but amounted very nearly to 
high treosoa in opposing a great public 
Ixw. The Court had looked for mitigating 
circumstances, and were happy to find 
no 'mj'iri/ had been done to lite person iif 
the proneeutor; they (the prisoners) luid 
been the victims of rfesijiiinj per 
uhruak bfkind and li-ft them ( 
The pre^nt was the finl cate of thia 
nature the Court had known for many 
^fears, and they would, therefore, avai'

(From Ike TfW Sim, 5. June.) 
Wednesday, at the first sitting of the 
Kent Spemal Sessions, which was holden 
at St. Au^stineV, ne4t Canterbary. the 
Gtand Jury found a'true hilt ;against 
'nghleen penom, most of whom were 
labourers, for having been concerned in 
the riots at Sittingbourne and Dodding 
ton, which took place on the introduction 
4tf the new Poor-law BUI in that dis- 
trict A few weeks ago. In the course of 
the day, several other true bills were 
found by the Grand Jury against persons 
implicated in the same riots. The indict- 
ment contained Gvo different counts, and 
charged the prisoners with riotously as- 
sembling to obitraet the executinn of an 
act of PaTliamrnt. Mr. Podkin ap- 
peared for the prosecution and Mr. Wells 
for the defence. Several witOBsses were 
called for the prosecution, who stated, 
that on the 4. of May last the poor of the 
parish of Doddington had expressed great 
dissatisfaction at receiving relief, half ii 
kiud and half in money, according to thi 
"provisions of the new Poor-law Bill, and 
'that a mob oF stveral hwtdied penom 
bad assembled roiTud the workhouse, 
making Use of the inost violent language 
againit the inugiitrAtes. Some of them 



armed with bludgeons, and lal«t 
vioUnt hands on Dr. Poore and General 
Gosaelin, and had also ill-treated such of 
the paupers as were willing to accept ret 
the manner offered by the raagis- 
and enacted by the Legislature, 
Mr. Wells was briefly heard in the de- 
fence. He thought, he said, that great 
allowance would he made for excitement 
ampn^sl persons not having had the her 
nefit of education, in a case where a greqjt 
change in the political economy, and that 
change affecting such persons, ^ad taken 
place, Mr Wells then adverted to the 
difference between Lord Brongham and 
of the Pour-law Commissioners as to 
the poor-bill authorizing the separation 
of man and wife, and the feeling of nianj 
of the working men in court was about to 
display itself in condemnation of such a 
separation, but it was immediately re- 
pressed. Several of the prisoners r^ 
ceived good tharacleTs from some of the 
parochial officers of Doddington, and 
from other persons. The chairman briefiy 
sumpaed up, recapitulating the evidence, 
and the Jury, after a felv minutes' consul- 
tation, returned a verdict of guilty against 
all the prisonete, but recommeiiaed them

During the course of yesterday eight of 
the rioters, named Staines, Wellar. Hurl, 
Henry Head, Coveney, Bayfield, Cbapcj, 
and Carey, who were tried on the previous 
day for being concerned in the late riots 
■ Kent, severally entered into their own • 

x>gnizances, and were dischai^ed out 
of custody. In the afternoon the re- 
mainder of the prisoners who were tried 
and convicted on Wednesday and Thurs. 
day for rioting, were removed to Maid- 
and St. Augustioe's Houses of Gor- 
□, in order to undergo the vario^ 
of impriKtHnnem impoted' ufion 
them by the court on Thursdayi The 
number of prisoners tried amounted al- 
together to thirty-seven, out of whi$:h 
twenty-one can neither read Sor write, 
ten can read, and six can read and write. 
The principal point urged in their behalf 
was, tluU most of them did not understapfl 
the Poor-law Commissioners* ticket sys- 
tem. The javelin men from Maidstone 
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•ttanded St. Augnstine'e duriog the hold 
o^ of the aesiion, and arraiigunaots 
wem made to prevent a riol or retcue of 
the prisoners, if aaytbing «f the kind had 
been attetni^. The court vta eioea- 
(ivelj crowded dorios the irialt of the 
^soners, ami a wtf painful scene pre- 
sented ii«eiraAer the seoteoces had been 
pBtaed upon them ; Iktir wives and fa 
mtlies, moat of whom bore a itry clean 
appnaratice, were aasemhied outside \hi 
coart, and gate way lo the most bitter 
ttagtUsk.

The reHeving- officer of the iw e l ani 
division of the Ampthill Union entered at 
his duties for the first time oa Moodq^ 
when he rode to Ledliogton, to arrange 
respecting the paupers, and on his arrinl 
received Uie treatment as detailed in At 
evidence below. On Tuesday he pro- 
ceeded to Milbrook, where he taet with a 
similar recepticm, and was assaulted hf 
the mob, and compelled to seek sb^or- 
Mr. Cardale and his son eccoupaniadfte 
relieving officer, Mr. Osbora, down the 
village, when the mob continued thek 
threats and vociferations so violently dntf 
the three gentlemen were again obliged 
to take shelter. The paupers bad col- 
lected in numbers, and their threats were 
so outpageau? that Mr. Osbomwsuld hC 
vesture to make his appearance afiia 
that day, hut remairked conceded, wiiil 
night, when he .went home liji il iwhh 
On Wednesday rkalf-a-dozen miiMlatiliii 
proceeded to LedlitigtoD, to talgi -am 
women and some men into custody. T^Kf 
succeeded in apprehending the tmnm, 
when they were met by about two hm^ 
dred paupers, who threatened instant r»- 
venge unless the women were rescoed. 
The constables, seeing the hopelessness 
nee, allowed their prisons* lo 
escape. A number of special constdlos 
were sworn during the week, and, to tluir 
sbarae be it spoken, thirty respecti^ 
men preferred paying the fine of Si. ^ 
risking their persons, Thursday wutlM 
day for the meeting of the guardians, ani 
according-ly they assembled at the Ampt- 
hill House of Industry, at twelve. TbKf 
had not been long in deliberation, vkn 
the paupers, men, women, and chtUiM, 
came flocking in from all quarters ingMK 
numbers, many of them armed with Uai^ 
geons, sticks, &c. Several of themes loU 
the guardians that they wanted worfc,aMl 
to be paid for it in money, bat that thif 
would not take reUef in bread, TbmfWKt 
(Old that their demand for mOMjF oriR 
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mrf be QOinplied with, ^hen tl»5 com- 
menced a most desperate attack upon the 
wisdoas with atoDes, brickbats, cabibvge- 
-atalks, and every missile that could, ba 
iound. Many of the guardians attenipted 
to address the mob, who amounted to be- 
tween 300 and 500, but could itot ob- 
tain a hearing. Scooea continued to 
shower against the windows, and in tbe 
room where the guardians assembled bb- 
amtbI gmtlemen were hurt; and one in 
{Mfticular, whose eyes wera much cut 
with broken g^kas. At tweaty-five mt- 
nutes past one o'clock, H. M. Muagrave, 
Esq., a ma^strate, president of the 
l)oard, and whose firmnees and resolution 
at this critical juncture have been highly 
applauded, boldly advanced into the mob, 
and in two places read the Riot Act. This 
bad only a partial efibct, for on the 
guardians proceediog' from the House of 
Industry to the King's Arais, they were 
followed by a lai^ concourse of pe(q)le, 
shoutiag and threatening all the vay. 
Opposite the inn, in the middle of the 
market-place, a regular fight Cook place be • 
tween the special coDstables and thetneb ; 
aa often as the former took priiooers, they 
vere rescued by the latter. The magis- 
trates wd guanlians Bow deeming the 
Io«al authorities insufficient to overpower 
stich numbers as haiL then collected, D. 
O..Adey, Esq., went off express for Lon- 
don, to request assistance from Govern- 
ment ; and Mr. Grferae, the auditor to 
the Union, was also dispatched at five 
a. m. on Thursday, for a body of the 
metropolitan police, who arrived, twen^- 
two in number, on Friday mom- 
iiig. They were shortly afterwards diS' 
patched, accompanied by H. M. Mus- 
grave, Esq., and a number of special 
constables on horseback, in search of 
the ringleaders, and between fourand five 
in the afternoon returned, with several 
of both seses in custody. TbJI chains 
wtre immediately proceeded with befote 
the following magistrates: Rev. G. Ca:?- 
dale. Rev. T. Barber. Rev. J. Beard, G. 
Miwgrave, and H. M. Mu^ave, Esq. 

Mary Walker, Amelia Gulliver, Hannah 
Ee«d, and Elizabeth Henman, were first 
put to the bar, chafed with rioting and 
tunultiiausly assembling, &c..' at Led- 
liflCton. oa Monday last, the 11th inst.— 



Mr. Osbom deposed that he went to Lck^ 
lington, to make inquiry i£ he could flud 
work for the surplus, labourers ; made att 
appointment with the overseer, and on 
arriving at his house, found the prisonera 
at the bar at the gate. They s^d. " VFb 
don't want you, we'll have mon^ or 
blood, and before you leave this we'll haW 
either the money out of your pocket, oc 
the blood out of your veins.'' WitnsM 
remonstrated, and told them he had Aft 
orders to relieve thara. They still cried 
out, " Money or blood." He then veiA 
into another room. One of the women 
said she knew witness had got mon^, 
and while he was surrounded she put hn- 
hand into bis pocket and took out 4/. odd. 
A lad called out, " If he don't give ns a 
shilling each, we'll have his blonl before 
we go." Witness gave all the money he 
had, from fear only. — John Ruffheadsaw 
Osbom surrounded by the women. Be- 
Osbom relieved them from bodily 
fear only. Heard them say " Blood x>r 
money " several times. There were 
about forty men backing the women, and 
all calling out " Blood or mosey." — W. 
Kingston was present at Bosworth's on 
Monday ; heard cries of " Honey or 
blood," and some, alluding to the re- 
lieving officer, called out " Neck bim." 
Satr John Reed, J. R. Perkins, W. 
Turner, Michael Reed, and John Beale. 
— The Bench remarked that this witness 
seemed afraid to give his evidence. — Wit- 
ness denied that he was. — In defence, 
the women said they cried out, " We'll 
have money, or lose ow blood." One 
or two remonstrated on the hardship of 
being obliged to leave their families.— 
The Bench consulted, and the four pri- 
soners were committed for the riot. 

Two men have been committed for Ae 
capital ofience in continuing the riot 
after the. Riot Act was read.

or that of bis equally sly frjend, Radnor. 
Apropos of friend R^^ijnor. . who has 
.surprised me more thaV^" '^^ ''est of " 
mankind have ^ver surprised me; but 
I cannot blink my duty; let who will 
suffer, I must do my duly. Apropos, 
. then, of sly Radkor, who has a large es 
tate close adjoining tlie parish of Far 
KiHODON, in Berkshire ; and I hear that 
there is a I'oor-law union established at 
Fabringdon. Now, I want all the parti- 
culars about this union regularly stated. 
Not in a loose rambling letter, but in due 
order, according to the manner in which 
I state such things ; and particularly I 
want the mantes of all the moving actors, 
and the diet-scale, in print, if possible. 
In conclusion, for tbe present, let it al. 
ways be borne ,in ^jnd, that I am con. 
tending against proceedings which abro- 
gate an ancient and the most sacred in- 
stitation of England ; let that be remem- 
bered ; and let it not be supposed that 
I shall not be cordially joined by all 
the Vme friends of English law and En- 
glish liberty ; and let no one expect that 
we shall not finally succeed in all, our law- 
ful and laudable undertakings.

"^V debtors were defrauded by that 
bill, because every man who borrowed 
money in depredated paper, was conb- 
pelled to pay the same nominal amount 
in the enhanced metallic currency ; as)d 
though much obloquy and ridicule bare 
been east upon Mr.CoBBBrr for insist, 
ing at that time upon an ' equitably 
adjustment ' of contracts ; yet we must 
say, whether such adjustment was prae- 
ticable or not, its principle was fouadtd 
in justice. Mr. Ricardo, who, next 
to Mr. HnsNBit, the idol of tbe Edio- 
fturgli Review, was the oracle of the 
Whig economists at that time, predicted 
that Ifie difference in the currency 
caused by the bill would be only three 
or four per cent. It is now proved li> 
ba between thirty ano pqbtv per 
cent. Lst us take it at thirty-three 
or one third per cent. ; and what ii to 
he said of the honesty of Ihoae *ho 
passed the hilt, if they und era tood iu 
operation ; what is to be said of their 
wisdom if they did not, when it it nsi; 
and has long been manifest, that eraj 
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" debtor. Tor each VMl., borrowed in de- 
" preciated baak notes, has been obliged 
" bjtius billto pay 133/. in tbe gold cur- 
"rencj which it substituted. In the 
" MkBie propoTtioR. t<io were, tbe taxes of

." c^inmodiiies fvll ; so that when Miaia- 
" ters, whether Whig or Tory, tell ua o\

The writer then giKs on to object to 
any alteration of that bill note, seeing 
that, although tbe iatroduction of that 
bill caused the debtors of 1819 to be de- 
frauded, other cQiilracIB have been formed 
since, and new relaiions have arisen, lie 
He (ays, distress and discnntent existed 
during 1817, 1818 and 1819, and "as 
" long as Ihe enormous debt presses on 
" this country, ihera must alivajs be a 
" great stru^le imposed u|ion the na- 
' " tiiihal indusiry to bear up under the 
" weight of national tixatiuti. That 
" Mruggle would indubiiably lie lees 
" severe with a less restricted currency 
'" than tbe present one, and one nut di^- 
'' pefidcat upon tbe arbitrary issues of an 
^' autocratic mopied monopoly like tbe 
<' Bank of England ; but, at tbe same

' It is not, indeed, a party quesitoe,'' It 
'ought to be investigated wjthout psr^ 

* prejudice. A better regulation uf the 
' currency than wbiit exiiits at prcMnt, 
' while tbe Bank of En^l)<nd can coQtiiacC 
' or enlarge the issues at iis arbitrary will 
' and pleasure, seems to be generally ad* 
' milted to be a necessary reform ; but 
" what that precise regulaiionought to be 
< is a question ahont which there exists 
' certainly much difference of opinion,. 
' and we fear that its public dbcuaston. 

* will be productive of little good, until a 
" better spirit and clearer powers of Teisoft> 
" are brought to its cansiderattun, than 
" any connected with political animosities 
' and sectarian prejuiiices. One thing is 
'' quite certain, that not oi>ly our currency, 
" but our whole financial system uants 
" reform ; and it is the want of such re> 
" form that gi^es more impetus and force 
" to the miM.4lievouH rage for expert* 
" mental changes in oui'iLisiituiionsattbe 
"prebent day than any other cause what* 
" ever. But where is the statesman wKo 
" has the wisdom to grrpple with those- 
" subjects well, and the boldness to un-

In Irelaad, in tbe re- 
note fMfts especially (wlucb are aJsoiaid 
to be tbe noat f epubHw), the pet^Je^re 
proterUaDy " wild " ; tbey are Afraid to 
anwer aqp questions to «t»n|;«i» who 
appear for any purpose whatever; a re- 
mariaUe inalaace ^ wbich occurred at 
Skibbereea at the taking of tbeoeasua of 
1820; two duldcen, wbo were left at 
home aJooe, on seeisg a couple of stran- 
prs af^Dacb tbe house, bid ibenselves 
in a bin, and were found 1^ ibeir mother 
aJmcst BUiboaled, so afraid were tbey of 
bein^ ciught «* wjured in sonte way or 
other. As to the total numbers which 
appcw. it is erideat that the di&reat 
numbers are in tbe first instance in a 
f reat neasuro.arhiU'aiyby tbe agents who 
are eii^kiyed, and finally at tlie discre- 
tion of tho6e iHider whose authority the 
announcnaent is made. Thug it laust 
be in all reiuros of Bumbers publisbed by 
GevemmcDls. It is so with returns of 
killed and wotrnded taa^ by comioanders, 
wbo may suppress, nay, prudence may 
require ibem to stippress, tbe tiutb; no 
reMms were ever even pretended to be 
■ade of the killed al either Waterloo or 
Now Orleans, perhaps i^irai^hprjidettee -, 
for, ^is very princi}^ of prudence was 
late)y avewed by \he Tory Goveroment 
against graating^ returns of the lasses ia 
DOHtbars sustained by tbe army in India, 
a prudence which had been iuviolalily 
obaerved by the Whig Ministry. In 
riiart, all returns given withont power of 
i^nck OB tbeir correotuets, ejqtoeially 
wlwn put iortb accompanied by an aigu- 
swDt in proof of wbicb tbey aie adduced, 
mint be things to be crsdiied to tbeir full 
extent very rarely wdsed. But with re- 
fiai^lo luriaad, it is tco^ corivuvto «!>- 
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' eervo the diffferent ends which the as- 
serted fact of ^reat population ii made 
to anawer. The Catholics, when they 
were petitioning for emancipation, ur^ 
their increase in numbers ; Mr. O'CoN' 
NELL corroboraied the returns from hi: 
observation of increase within his owi 
memoty, in his evidence before the House 
of Commons : now, the same populoiuness 
is an arpiment for repeal of the Union, 
and the ungrateful proceeding in bring, 
ing the benefit of increase of numbers 
thus apparently produced by the U; 
as an ai^ument ag^nst that Unior 
obviated by the repealers again joining 
with the " redundant population " people 
in denoundng the increase as an evil 
and all this while the same Catholics end 
repealers are bitterly opposed to intro- 
ducing the Act of Eliiabeth in Ireland, 
and thus the increased populousness oi 
their own countrymen serves them as an 
argument against that which their friends 
in England are now engaged in abolishing. 
and which they charge as the great cause 
of this " redundant population." 
truly amusing to see, we repeat, hov 
Government returns are thus made 
ducive to the Irish treble purpose ! When 
indeed the CtithoUcs or repeali 
arguing against the Proiestanti, they 
prove triumphantly that that population 
diminiskea : they do not tale facts upon 
the Kpresentalions of others there ; all 
the little population-tricks, when they are 
not for the furtherance of certain pi 
poses, are carefully sifted into ; for i 
stance, such little innocent tricks as the 
lending of Protestant children between 
om school and another, in order to show 
off before the education-commissioners, 
with our Poor-law commissioner Mr, 
Franbland Lewis at their head; and 
we believe great mirth was excited by the 
simplicity with which these grave person- 
ages remarked the strong national cast 
of countenance amongst the Utile tyro* 
of the different schools ! Thus the cause 
of the Protestants may well lose ground, 
when their opponents can bring proof of 
the diminution of the numbers of them ; 
while, for proof of their own increased 
numbers, they have only to appeal to the 
Goveifninent returns. 
S. The populatioit-returns of the gene- 



ralising GovemiiMDt of ow Beigbbonn 
the French, are not behind oar o#n. In 
1791 the population was stated by the 
National Assembly to be 26,363.074. In 
1607, for the same territory, Bonapartj 
made it 23,626,430 ; thou^ this was aftw- 
the bloody revolution, after all the emi- 
gration, and after the people of La Vendee 
had been extirpated to the number of at 
least haira millioni In 1819, the Bour- 
bons made it 29,321,877. And now, the 
fund-holding, political economist, salt- 
taxing, and" liberal" Government make it 
upward* of 31 .000.000. Bravo ! This is 
within abotit 1,000,'000 of what Bona- 
parte made it for the whole of the thea 
territory ot France, including the Nether- 
lands and part of the present Prussian 
dominions ; all that part of the continent 
•ol Europe, in fact, east of the Pyrenees 
and west of the Rhine, and the popula- 
tion of which additional territory is stated 
to be now upwards of 4,000,000. Mon- 
sieur is very fond of accoonta, that is to 
say, q( figures ; he is very accurate, that 
is to say, minute : the Government takes 
down the name of every individual who 
into the country, if it be only fora 
day, and in every town where he may 
chance to reside, his name is taken down 
a book. But, bis name'is never taken 
down when he leaves bis residence or 
quits the country ; so that the book con- 
tains only one side of the account ; it is 
all on the credit aide. Therefore, if 
these accounts be in any way consulted 
by Monsieur in reckoning up hb numben, 
a computation ma^ be made of the alloio- 
which should be made. This ac- 
keeping. and the custom of pass- 
ports altogether, is one of the lyrannical 
lovelties of " regenerated France "; and, 
F it be made available in the manner we 
suspect, it certainly is a strong instance 
of the truth of the French saying: "Od 
" il y a beancoup de papiers il y a bain- 
" coup de gaspUlage : lo^re there are 
" many pnpert there it mvchfaltehood" 
As to the absolute control which this ge- 
neralizing Government has over all public 
returns, it is notorious that, during the 
cholera in Paris, the number of deaths 
announced every day was less .than ibe 
burials in one of four cemeteries alone, 
and that not the greatest; in short, two- 

, .,,t;oogic 
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thirds (d the number were suppressed ; 
the fact wot commented on in some of 
the Dewspiq>ers ; and. these returns were 
all issued through the offices under ihe 
Minister of the Interior. This suppres- 
sion might have been justifiable, if any 
account at all were given ; nay, it may 
he said that a false return was indispen- 
sably necessary to mitigate the effects of 
panic. Tben, wiih regard to the returns 
of the living, who will pretend that policy 
must not regulate tbem too, when it be- 
comes thff fashion for nations to publish 
such returns, and when they are engaged 
by emulation in this sort of race, and es' 
peciaJly in the case of rival nations ? 

4. In the' second place, as to the au- 
thority of writers, and especially of lite- 
rary hirelings. A book which is pub- 
lished " under the superintendence of 
" the Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
" Knowledge," intituled "The Working 
Man's Companion," and at the head 
ef which Society are the Whig Lordi 
Brougham, John Bussell, Althorp (nov 
Spencer) and Ebrington, and which book 
certainly contains more of base misrepre- 
sentation, more of perversion of facts, and 
more of direct falsehood th:in any book 
that ever was published ; this book con- 
tains one statement which we shall notice, 
and it refers to the books of a Mr, Turner 
and of Dr. Chalmers, to prove the paucity 
in numbers and the poverty of our an- 
cestors. This Mr. Turner states, from 
Doomsday Book, that the population was 
." something more than two millions." 
Now, how does Mr. Turner form any such 
estimate upon that book P He does not 
pretend that tlie book contained an ac- 
count of the inhabitants any farther than 
aa they were interested in the tenure of 
the land and estates which are there re- 
gistered. All the owners or tenants of 
land are numbered, and almost named ; 
and herdsmen and woodmen and plough- 
men and millers are sometimes enume- 
rated ; hut it is only the chief men, who 
had other men under them in these em- 
ployments. No servants are mentioned. 
In short, the account is nothing at all, as 
to population, but an enumeration of the 
various ranks and occupationsof the peo- 
ple. So that it is by guess that Mr. Turner 
baa made out his account of " some- 



thing more than twa.millions.'' Hoiffever, 
if Doomsday Book does not give a full 
and true account of men, women, and 
children, there is one sort of animal of 
which it gives a very particular account, 
namely, hogs ; and, it occurs to us, that 
it is possible that this account of bogs- 
may help in forming something of an idea 
of what the account of men wou!d have 
been. The book states the number of 
hogs which every estate would keep : for 
instance, Hertfordshire 31,250, or 1 hog 
to 14 acres: Buckinghamshire 37,765, 
or 1 hog to 11 acres; Middlesex 22,175,. 
or 1 hog to about 5 acres. Buckingham- 
shire being thus between the extremes in 
the production of hogs, we will lake that 
as the specimen of the country ; and we 
must here confess that our library does 
not possess Doomsday Book complete, 
having it only for these three counties. 
Now, the area of this county in acres is ■ 
441,000, and of the whole country 
46,B88,777acres; so that it forms a hun- 
dred and sixth part with a fraction of the 
whole. Supposing the hogs to be killed 
at two years old, here are 18,8S2 bacon 
hc^s, and, at the same rate, to the whole 
country, 2,006,212; that is to aay, 
" something more than two millions" ; 
so that we think we have, by as fair a 
process as Mr. Turner can possibly have 
adopted to find his Anglo-Saxon men, 
women, and children, found hiin a fat 
hog two years old for every one of them ! 
With regard to the weight of a fat hog 
two years old, we cannot wait to dispute 
about that ; hc^ are killed in farm houses 
for labourers always above twenty score; . 
hut, supposing it to be hogs of eighteen 
score five pounds each, here is a pound of 
solid fat bacon for every one of his An- 
glo-Saxons, though he be only just born,, 
for every day of his life. As to all other 
kinds of live stock, no account is taken o£' 
them, except htre and there a complete 
inventory for some particular,' reason j 
there is only one inventory in these three 
counties, which is as follows (see Hert- 
fordshire, Hertford Hundred):—" 150 
" hogs, 68 head of cattle, 350 sheep, 50 
" goats, I mare." So that, there were 
other things besides hogs to eat, in the 
meat way. As to bread, if the men ate 
" horse-corne," the horses fed on man- 
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corn; tar, there are the dIJ Btatatex 
reginlating the " aisiie of karie- 
brtad" i and. this Doorotddy Book 
speaks repeatedly of tmores by paying 
Btaied quantities of " lomvrs fur the 
dogs." Oh ! hut then there were no 
" tdible roots"! No: the accursed 
potato was certainly not in vogue, Thi« 
Mr. Turner calls himself the historian of 
the Anglo-Saxons ; but Cahte, the Ihs- 
torian of the ancient Briions, sayi, that 
they lived principally on " bacon, btfead 
miik, and appln," and that ihcy drank 
beer and hydramel. So, then, our unen- 
viable ancestors were obliged to eat npples 
were they? But, we, their en lighteied 
descendants, have foond ant thai potatoes 
are better than golden-pippins ! As te 
the population- estimate of Ciialubss, 
which relates to a period (1377) three 
centuries and a half after tliia of the 
Norman conquest ; in the first place, (his 
aathor was oae a( those learned doctors 
who pronounced the celebrated opii 
of genuineness on tb« Shakspearean 
nuicripts, as they were called, and which 
were supposed to have been just broughi 
to light, but which were confessed, shortly 
after, by the real author, Mr. IreUnd, to 
have been the pure inveniioa of himself, 
a young attorney's clerk, done by way of 
amusement in imitating the writing of 
Shakspeare. The conjectures of Ihi 
autliority, therefore, are not to be taken 
as conclusive in matters of antiquity. By 
his estimate, the population had gone on 
genily increaiing, at the rate of 350,000 
souls during the three centuries and a 
half; 100,000 to a century precissiy! 
But, what was there in those limes K 
cause any increase ? What was there ir 
the civil wan, in the crusades, in tht 
Norraan tyrannies, in the laying waste 
fields and town^ for the New Fc 
What was there in the arbitrary 
and confiscations which gave rise tt 
contest for Magna Charta, that la, thi 
establishment of the Sasoo laws ; what 

of population ? At the time when thirty- 
six to>vn3 and villageswere depopulated to 
let deer run where men bad lived ; at 
that time this Doomsday Ssok gives an 
account of six acres of viApyard- in 
Hertfordshire, twelve in Middlesex, »ad 



ight In BtickinghamstiiTe : ' time are 
things, at all events, which do not ekist 
now: and, is It to be sumiosed that the 
rutlile«s reign of the first NormaoB tKmkl 
much improve a country oultivatetl at 
these counties must have been ? 

3. We now come, not to error or mis- 
ooQception, but, if not to downright lying, 
at least to vrtiat the lawyers call kari 
^wearing ; for which we refer to 'the 
aforesaid book, " Capital and Labottr," 
under the " superintendence " aforertid, 
of that committee, at the head of wfiich 
appear to be the/o«r WMif lords afore- 
said, chapter 8, p, lOI. — "In the reign 
" of Edward III., Colchester, in Esaei, 
" (what other is there?) was coosidered 
" the tenth city (it was a city then, was 
" it ?) in England in paint of popalvtion. 
" It then paid a poll-tax for 2^,935 lay 
" perBons. In 131 1, about half a ceotwy 
" before, the number of inhabitant house- 
" keepers was 390; nnd theitholelioti^e- 
" hdd furnitare.ttem'Is, clothes, money, 
" cattle, com, and every other proper^ 
" fband in the town, was vahied at 
" 518/. 163. OJtt. This valuation took 
" place on occasion of a snbsidy or tai 
" to the crown, to carry on a war osatDst 
" France ; and theparticulari. wbich are 
" preserved in the Rolls of Parliament, 
" exfaibitwith great minuteneMtbedassei 
" of persons then inhabitin;g that town, 
" and the sort of property which each 
■■ possessed." Now, reader, there Were, 
at the very time, which this relaten to, 
monasteries in this very town of Colches- 
ter, post^sing altogether yearly revenue 
(ipeaking from memory) of npwardt of 
six hundred pounds of the same money! 
So that this must be the strangest thing 
in the world, if it be not a sheer fobe- 
hood, pretended to be copied f^tnntbs 
Rolls of Parliament. But, is there mil 
a little internal evidence of faUtiUNxi 
in this statement: doea such fay 
ftarii swearing ever escape detectioa. 
even by means of itself? The vrriler 
goes on to say, that the examination «u 
I minute, that a " baker's old coal" 
IB put down, and that " the whole stock 
of a carpenter's toolsvas valued at' W 
" shilling. Iliey altt^tber canslstaii of 
" two broad axes, an adze, a. squaK, «wl 
" an auger, or apoto-BhaYe." Tills iw 
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at the time when Chalmers says tKe.po- 
putad'on was on the increase; aod ihe 
Kfiolfiar^niantof this " Working- man's 
COmpaDion " boolt is to the same effect, 
So, then, here is socielyin a rising Kate ; 
aad,aniongst four hundred housekeepers 
there is only this lot of tools j and though, 
tooU are so scarce, they are only worth 
shining! This shilling wag equal t 
twenty ^Killings now, which would still b 
about the price (or was before Peel's Bill) 
for such a lot of tools ; but tools aro not 
scarce how ; no, nor . could they hane 
b^n at Colchester ; for, if.they had been 
30 very scarce as is here repreaenied, 
th'^ would have been worth the whole of 
the 518/. 16a., together with the three far- 
things : mooey commands luxuries, but 
■wo must always recollect that necessartea 
coDunand money, and these things are 
the first of necessaries. So that the .whole 
statement is false; but it ia falw ifrom 
urtMBpresentation, and suppressing part 
of^(he facta. It admits of explanation,

NEW POOR-LAW AMENDMENT 
ACT. 

To the Edilor iff Ott Kmt HtrtSi. 
Sib,— Whether the Poor Law Act be 
in part a freih invenlion to send down the 
wa^s of labour so as to keep up rents, and 
in pait an experiment of those innovators, 
those doclriaairet, those real revolution- 
its, who seek to reflate society as they 
would the complicated machinery of 
steam-engine, or whether the effect is 
be that over mortgaged estates, and ove 
rented fanners are to be " saved " by the 
reducing of seven millions of pooi 
to six or five millions, vhile fifty millions 
of ffeneral taxation are to remain 
nished, is the qgestion that now agitates 
the lordly mansion, the farming home- 
stead, and the labourer's cot, from Dnvej 
to the Land's end, from the jsle of Wight 
to Ber«ick-upon Tweed. We behold 
singular spectacle of an all-powerful press 
— whether belonging to the Tory faction, 
the Whig faction, or to a part of the 
Liberal faction— uniting not to raise the 
working man above the pauper, but in 
punishing poverty with strange penalties, 
without enabling frugal industry to reward 
itself by its saving from adequately paid 
labour. Seeing the helpless in danger of 
being run down, and seeing the tide of 
opinion set strongly in one direction, 
perhaps you. Sir, will spare a column ol 
your really independent paper to admit a 
good word from a friend to the poor, and 
not an enemy to the rich-

a body, than the rural population, and 
DOthing perhaps leads to more frequent 
inittakes than the accustomed habit of 
fbnniog an opinion from the sample of 
half a dozen or ado^en of incurable idlers, 
who in eveiy parish skulk from regular 
work, iqnd only relish scampish pursuits. 
From this set, always in sight, always an 



object of unpleasant attention —from tbew 
black sheep, the whole flock is mis judged. 
Speak to any man of substance about tbe 
poor, or poor cess, and it will generally 
happen that the conversation begios and 
ends upon tbe parochial disorderlies, bat 
a favourable word is rarely bestowed upon 
the good principled, the sober, the pains- 
taking, the trustworthy and the well-he^ 
haved. These are unvalued and unthought 
ofas a set-off; common sense tells them, 
however, that they are wronged — that 
they are not duly appreciated ; but having 
no power to stop the tongue of undistin- 
guishing slander, .no apologist, no advo- 
cate, they become sullen, or exasperated, 
and return deepfelt haired for wholesale 
contumely ; while the high-stomached 
aristocracy are no more conscious of the 
sterling worth that abounds in the hum- 
blest walks of life than the bofn-blinj u 
of the beauties that deck vegetation at 
this season of the year, Bnt there irt 
good reasons to contend that there is to 
be found proportionably more hones^, 
proportion ably more of independent spirit, 
proportionably more natural sagacity, and 
proportionably more of the domestic 
virtues an^ong the poor than amOpg' the 
rich, the former ceding to the latte/ id 
manners, and in a knowledge of conven- 
tional forms only. The misdeeds of the 
parochial disorderlies are descanted upoo 
until echo grows tired ; but who dwells 
upon the noiseless tenor of those who have 
tilled the fame acres for above thirj^, 
forty, and fifiy years ? Who stopps to 
record those who have reared largo well- 
disposed families fit to be entrusted mth 
untold gold ? Who condescends to notice 
the poor woman who toib early and late, 
from week's end to week's end, at the 
washing-tub to keep an aged parent tnm 
passing through the portals of a, iraHi'' 
house to a nameless grave. ? "The ((odAi 
virtues remain unsung and unhononreSj; ' 
hut they are not upon tLat account Hi " 
less valuable in a national point of View. ' 
The aristocracy are certainly not t/A- 
intentioaed, hut, with exceptioat, tltfW

but thie.i^oraDce ie rather the misfortune 
than the fault of an aristocracy cradled in 
egotistical hauteur, reared in exclusiviim, 
and all life lon^ unhabituated to the souad 
of unwelcome truth from the lipa of the 
dependent clatses. An inferior in station 
bold eoough to utter one, is speedily 
frowned into Bi'eoce ; and upon a repeti- 
tion of ihis npecies of hi^h trenson againat 
.^ood hreedin^, he becomes a marked man, 
And is hunted down accordingly, unless 
indeed his spirit of resistance be a match 
for the powers of muliiplied and multiform 
assaitments or undent] inings. On the 
«ther hand, the countenance and aSabi- 
liry of the wealthy is reserved for those 
who tickle the aristocraiical ear more or 
lest skilfully, the well being of the poor 
bein^ less a matter of agreeable consider- 
ation to these children of fortune than the 
mere manner in which indigence pays its 
court to rank. Here is one of the ever- 
acting; causes of many arislocratical mis- 
takes among those who perhaps mean 
well. Hence the poor often feel them- 
selves ^igrieved— and hen(» the re-action 
of a cherished eiimity towards the richer 
aorta ^f people. 

The magistrate, once the constitutional 
chec|t to. flinty hearted ne^s in the be- 
stowal of parochiaf relief, now finds him- 
self divested of the powers of interposing 
grace, and will henceforth be only seen 
on the bench to punish petty offenders. 
As a ju(^, he will never be seen without 
the black capon his. head. The clergy - 
man. Hlie' natural protector of the poor, 
u often, an absentee pluralist, or a rich 
resident lifted aloof from the commonalty, 
or an underpaid deputy, unable, however 
willing, to befriend those on whom pinch- 
ing want has inflicted hardships in every 
shape, or equally unable to control the 
undisciplined minds of the most violent 
This fashion of evangelism (for even reli- 
gion iiias its fashions) occasionally brings 
fortb a ■!>'>>'$ busy spiritual guardian ; but 
wbeii the parson happens to be an active 
visitant of the cottage, he is too often 
Bwayed by KCtariaD prejudices, too much 
taatked by a patronising favouritism, and 
toe often a ready listener to the colouring 
witlf which one neighbour sketches an. 
otbw .^gbbour, who in turn is rarely 
beUn^tUnd in paying oB the backbiting 



debt in kind, so that spitefnlness spreads 
far and wide ; and a parson, aQlicted with - 
a prurient anpetita for petty details of 
slurs, perpetuates things which otherwise ; 
would be only a nine days' wonder ; he 
lives ill acquainted with the habits of his : 
parishioners, and consequently becomes a 
most incompeteni witness whenever com- 
municating his own unfavourable impres- 
sions to the circles he familiarly moves 
in. His private charities, his duttibutioA 
of the sacrament money, and other dona- 
tions which' pass officially through his 
hands, are teo apt to be given away wich 
an eye to the augmenting of his congre- 
gation at the expense of impartiality. 
The oveilooked are not slow in perceiving - 
that an air of passive obedience is the 
shortest channel to a civil word or look 
from (he parson, and a share of the good 
things at his disposal; arid, either from - 
his necessities, he becomes a hypocrite, - 
or else a tale-bearer, or he is a stranger- 
to the parson. Thus the spiritual guar- : 
dian of the poor gradually becomes fuM- , 
pected of unfair preferences; next disHlted; 
and finally contemned. 

The farmer, soured on finding bis skill, ' 
privations and industry, unaUe to keep 
him up to his rightful level :• seeing his - 
property waite away year after year, with* 
out any fault of his own ; seeii^ so many 
of his brethren around him sinking daily . 
into irretrievable poverty; seeingso many 
with a shattered remnant of their fortune , 
take wing to distant climes ; worried by ; 
never-ending difficulties to meet the ^r- , 
rent expenses of the week ; teamed by ; 
duns ; panio-struck by a pile of unpaid : 
tradesmen's bills, and haunted by his va>- > 
nous liabilities; grows impatient, touchy, 
and involuntarily rough, or snappish in 
the presence of his workpeople, whom he 
addresses in tones that do riot awaken the . 
kindlier feeling of Other times. 

Thus, on whichever side the rural pt^u* 
tation is looked at, the labourers ure teMi 
under artificial as wdl as iMtural disad* 
vantages, tending to embitter the feelings 
and lessen the deference hitherto willii^ly • 
paid to presumed superiority. It behoves- ■ 
then the more fortunate classes to speak - 
of the stigmatized poor with a tenderness ' 
that is not common ; with allowaneet for ' •

Uvd Sakdon did not concur in th 
objection made by the bon. Baronet, the 
Uenber for the University of Oxford. 
He concurred in the ^neral object of 
the hilli but, at the same time, he thought 
the House should act with the greatest 
caution in dealing with trustees appointed 
to protect corporation property. He bad 
some doubt whether the clauses of the 
bill were suffident for that purpose, 
one corporation (Liverpool) funds to the 
amount of 100,000'. a year were vested 
in the corporators, for the improvement 
of tht town, and opening communications 
advMitag«ous to the public. H6 doubted 
whether funds of ihat amount could be 
properly applied by a council rapidly 
formed. The corporation of. liverpool 
bad the control of pn>|>ecl} at least 
worth 2OO,O0Of a year, aodjffhe coun- 
cil of the corporation were to be elected 
nwT three years, that important trust 
wodW bfl conveyedto bands which Cotild 
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not«x«ciiteit. He should snppoK tfcp 
taotion of which aa honourabb memhar 
bad given notice, for preMrvutg* the 
rights of existKig freemen. 

Lord Stanlkv was willing that the 
second reading of this bill should take 
place without discussion, but he could nqt 
let it pass that stage without offering a 
few remarks. . He did not join in the ob- 
jection tlie House had beard from tite 
honourable baronet; but, tm the con- 
trary, he should say, it was the. duty of 
Parliament to make such modifications in 
the laws as would meet the spirit of the 
timet. His opinion was that important 
reforms in the corporations was necwsaiy 
(bear), and he was glad to sappoft the 
great principle of reform in corpomtions. 
{Hear ) He meant th^ principle which 
took from some great corporations the 
control of corporation funds, and fixed 
the administraiion of the same in the in- ' 
habilants of the boroughs. He could not 
avoid conceding the prominent part of 
this bill, namely, the franchises. (Hear). 
His own impression was that l^^- house- 
holders of three years' stand ing^w;ere en- 
titled to vote. He thought the rate- 
payers at large ought to have the right of 
interference in the. affairs of coroprations. 
One of the gVeat objections to die pre- 
sent state of corporations was that the 
spirit of party was injurious to the public 
interest. This being the effect of the 
measures of a self-constituted body, he 
was anxious that it should be abolished, 
that the election of corporation 
officers should no longer be a proof of the 
strength of party. (Hear, hear). At the 
same time, he tboi^ht the right of volir^ 
at elections should be founded on a resi- 
dence of three years. That term he held 
to be necessary to establish a proper in- 
terest in a borough. There was one thii^ 
they must all admit, namely, that ten- 
pound householders were Uie least re- 
spectable in boroughs, becausie th^y be- 
tongcd to a class of persons who ware 
always moving about.

iranls. There were not more than twenty 
'torwni rahject according to the bill to be 
thus -divided. All the towns vrith a popu- 
lation of 35,000 inhabitants were to be 
left oat. He thought the division into 
wards sboald be general. The elections, 
by that STTsngement, voold lie facilitated. 
IPa member of the council died belong- 
iag to any particutar ward, an election 
m^ht take place in that ward without a 
general election in the borough. In. the 
oKjeetion he bad stated, he assured the 
'House he had no other object than to 
iccomptish that which he considered 
necessaiy in the -formation of a 
which Ifrrejoiced to see introductkl. The 
noUe'Lord eipremed aiiope that it would 
be made beti^dal to corporations gene- 
irfly.

Sir R. PsBD said, he rsie for 'tbaipnr* 
poH <6f gvvini: his assent, his wilting ai- 
sent,. to tbe motion now before then :,lie 
should vote for the secood reading.

Hf.JEBVis said, the bill was in perfect 
accoidaoce with the principle on which 
corporations were founded ; by which all 
the inhabitants of corporate towoi were 
to Tiive a voice in ilt g^overmnent. He 
thought one year's residence should be 
sufficient to entitle persons to vote. Ac- 
cording to all the old charters, the 
majors, aldermen, and all other officers 
were elected annually ; and in none of 
those early charters was a property quali- 
fication required from the governing 
body, nor could it be necessary, as they 
would be elected annually. He thought 
the division of the larger corporations 
into wards would be very agreeable to the 
inhabitants, and would also tend to good 
govern ment. 

Lord J. RussRLL wag extremely happy 
to find that there was such a general ap' 
prOval of the principle of the bill ; and 
hoped there would be an equal agreement 
in its details. (Hear, hear). His noble 
friend, and the right hon. baronet, he was 
happy to find, both agreed in (he princi- 
ple of the hill. What they h«d said on 
thy franchise con&rmed him in the opi- 
nion that tlie best franchise had been 
chosen, not from a principle of abstract 
right, but from a principle of general 
utility. He thought he could not agree 
to diminish the time of residence ni 
saiy for the exercise of the franchisi 
there were so many more changes of 
dence now than in fomier times ; that he 
thought three years' residence wai not 
tog l«ng to require. He did not think it 
would be in his power to consent 
inj the elections less frequent, or 
the household qualiScatiun for office ; but 
if the right hon. gentleman should pro. 
poK any qualiGcatioR he should g^ive it 
hia best attention ; and be thought it 
migKt be right ta have some additional 
guard over the conduct of the mayor, 
wbich.he was not then prepared to Btal£^ 
but migfat in the committee.

MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS, 

[The following is an official abstract of 
the Municipal Corporation BilL] 

HEADS OF A BILL TO PROVIDE FOK 
THE REGULATION OF MUNICIPAlL 
CORPORATIONS IN ENGLAND AND 

■WALES. 
TiiEbill is entitled, "J Bill to provide 
for (he Regulation of Municipal Cor- 
poralions in England and Wales.'' It 
recites that divers bodies corporate at 
sundry times have been constituted wilhio 
the cities, towns, and boroughs of Engr 
land, and Wales, to the intent that the 
same might fur ever be and remain well 
dad quietly governed ; but thai, parfly ' 
bj dtfectain the charters by which tbe 
said bodies corponate have been constitu- 
ted, partly by neglect and abuse of tlie 
privileges by such charters granted and 
confirmed to the inhabitants of the aaid 
cities, towns, sod boioughE, aod partly by 
change of circumstances since the said 
chartersneregraottd^thebodifscorporate, , 
far the most part, havt not of long time 
been and are not now ustful and e_gici- 
ent inslrument^ of local governmtnti 
aad first ii enacts the repeal of all acts, 
charters, and customs incooclstent wUti 
the hill. 

The bill commences nith the usual in« 
terpretaiion clause, dtSoii^ the construc- 
tion cif certain terms. It then provides 
as follows:^ 

1 , That after the first election of coun- 
cillors tbe body corporate shall take apd 
bear the, name of "the mayor and bitrges- 
S8S of (fi'y and borough), and he con- 
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•chedulra shkll be settled by the k!og in 
coUDcil, deiermined by a cnmmiuioD. 

3. Tliat the municipal cxistituenci 
thall be oscupiert of hintses, warehouses. 
eou*li'ig-hoiiset, or thopt rated fur 
three years to the relief of the poor of 
the borough, amd viko MM paid ah 
rates due for tix months before the 
reviiion, and who ihall be entitled to be 
bu^ssee excludinit 'H who.'Within twelre 
moDtha.of r<gi(itriiti>iii, ehall have received 
parochial relitf or otiier aliaa, or any 
pennnal or charitable allowance fmoi aoy 
lund entrusted tn the charitable truileea 
ofauch borough thereinafter mentioned ; 
kod that all occupier* whote landlords 
are rated or rateable to the pour may 
daim bi be rated, as ia the Eii{;IUh Re- 
form Bill ; and aoj persi)Q coming to

It was a woik wrKlen 
by a,ftimoBsl«\»yer foraPrrnce; it was 
intended ta be read' by other coteni- 
porary laivrers, and alio hy nil lawyers 
infutnre.

I 461. But,' it maybe said, that it was 
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not then the CalMic Chitrck, bnt the 
laws, tbit made the Ei^liah so happy ;

« the EnglUh. A]re ! But* in gn^snd 
die .Cbareh vu the ler^ baiU nf the 
Ittiut. The very &ht dauii of Maona 
Chakta provided for the liability of its 
property and rights. A proviiiaa for 
the iitdigeitt, an efiectdal provision, was 
made by tie lawt that related to the 
Chttrcb and its property ; and this vas 
not th« case in France : and never was 
the«aae in any cotnitrybut this; so that 
the Enghsh peo^ lost more by a " Ko- 
forauKion " tban any other people ctiuld 
hmloat. 

463. Fortatcua'i authority would, of 
itnlf, be enough ; but I am not to atop 
with it. Wmn, the late rector of Sit^ 
BODRHi, in Hampshire, gives, in his hii- 
twy of that onc»^anioui village, an ex- 
tract from a record, stating, that, for dii- 
ortteriy condncC, men were puniiled. by 
being " compelled tofait a fortnight on 
bread ami beer " \ This wa* about the 
yen- 1380, in the reign of RicKAan II. 
Obi miserable "dark ages"! This 
Ua must be trut. White bad no pur- 
pow to answer. Hit mention of thefact. 
or, rather, bis transcript frinn the record^ 
ia purely tneidenlal; and trifling as the 
ha. is, it is conclusive as to the general 
mode of living in those happy days. Go, 
tell tbe harnessed gravel drawersin Hamp- 
shire, to cry "No Popery " j for, that, 
if tbe Pope be not put down, he may. in 
time, compel them \ofa*t on bread and 
beer, instead of suffering them to con- 
tinue to r^ale themselves on nice pola- 
toei and pure water. 

463. But. let us come to Acts of Par- 
liament, and, first, to the Act above 
quoted, in paragraph 453, which see. 
That Ad fixes the price of meat. After 
naming the four sorU of vxat, ttrf. 
pork, mutloa, and veal, the preamble 
has these words; '"IlieBe being THE 
POOD OP THE POORER SOat." 
This Is conclasive. It is an mcidentvl 
mention of a fact. It is in an .Act of 
Parliament. It mutt have been true 
and, it is a fitct that we know well, tba 
even the judges have declared fnxa the. 
bench, that bread atone is now the food 
of the poorer sort. What do we want 



more than this to convince us, that tba 
' main body of the peq^le have been iiw 
potieTtshed by the "Reformation '"? 

4fi4. But, I will prow, by other Acta 
of Parliament, this Act of Parliament to 
have spoken the truth. These acts den^ 
dare what the wages of workmen shaH 
be. 'I here are several such acts, but one 
or two may suffice. The Act of 33rd o( 
Edward 1|I. fifes the wives, witbant 
food, OS follows. There ^jp Dtjiny oOwf 
thbgs meutioaed, but the following iqllg 
be enough fgr our purpoea:

of a qitart tf red wine! Two yafiU If 
the clfitb made a coat for the shtfikeri; 
and, as it costs Ss. 2d., tbe reaper vouM 
estra it in 6i days: and, the dung-cart 
man would earn very nearly a pair y 
shoes tvery day'. This dungeart'flt* 
would earn a fat shorn SMep in ft* 
] days ; he would earn a fat hog, t*4 
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years old, in twelve day* ; he woald earn 
a gruK-fed ox in twenty days ; to that 
W9 may ea»ily believe, that " beef, pork, 
aod muttoD," were " the food of the 
poorer iort." And, wind, tiiis wa* " a 
prieil-riiiden people " ; a people buried 
in Popitb iuperuttioa " ! In our days 
of" Proietlant light " and of " mental 
enjajfuUat,'' the- " poorer sort " are al- 
lowed by ibe Ma^stratei of Norfotk^Sd.

All the racks, all the taw-martinl of 
Uiis CFuel rei^ could not havr kept dovn 
the people vithoot this act, the authors 
of which seem to have been ashamed to 
State the- ffrounds of it; for it has m 
preamble whatever. The people, so h^- 

. py in former times j the people described 
by FoKTsscra, were now become a naiion 

' of rag^d wretches. Dbpok, in one of 
fair tracts, saya that " good Bess," in her 
^rt^ress through the kin^om, upon tee- 
iq^ the miserable looks of the crowda 
tbatcame to see her, freqnently exdaimad, 
"pauper vbiqae jacet " ; that is, (Ae 
poor cODcr the land. And this was that 
same country, in which Fobtbsccb left a 
race of people, " having all thie^ which 
conduce to make life easy and happy" ! 
472. Things did not mend much dur- 
tug- the reigns of the Stuarts, except in as 
ftr as the poor-law had effect. This ren- 
dered unnecessary the barboritiea that 
bad been exercised before the passing of 
it ; and, HS bn^ as taiation was light, 
the paupers were comparatively Kttls nu- 
meroQS. But, when the taxes began to 
grtto heavy, the projectors were soon at 
work to find out the means of patting 
doion pauperism. Amongst these was 
one Criui, a merchant and hanker, 
whose name was Josiah, and «ho had 
been made a knight or baronet, for be is 
called Sir Josiah, His project, which 
vas quite worthy of his calling, contained a 
provision, in his proposed act, to appoint 
men to be called, " Fathert of the 
Poor"; and, one of the provisions re- 
lating to these " Fathsss " was to be, 
•• that they may have power to aeud-Ruch 
".poor, as they may think Jit, into any 
" of his Majesty's plantation^" ! That 
is to uy, to trunipoTt and make slaves 
of them 1 And, gradons God ! this was 
in FbaTascDK's country ! This was in 
the countiy of Kajna Chartal And 



this monster dared^ to puhlish this pro- 
ject ! And we cannot learn, that any 
man had the soul to reprobate the con- 
duct of so bard'hearted a wretch. 

473. When the "deliverer" had 
oorae, when a " glotioas reii&lutian" 
had taken place, when a war had been 
carried on and a dibl and a bank cfaated, 
and all for the purpose otputtiog daian 
Popery for ever, the poor began to in- 
crease at such a frightful rate, that the Par- 
tiameot referred the iiriiject to the Board 
of Trade, to inquire, andto report a reme- 
dy. LocKK was one of the commissioners, 
and a passage in the Beport of the Board 
is truFy curious. " The moltiplicity of the 
" poor, and the increase of the tax for 
" their maintenance, is so genera! an ob- 
servation and complaint, diat it canmot 
be doubted o£; nor has It baen only 
since the last war that this evil has 

" come upon ue.it has been a growing 
"' burden on the kingdom this many years, 
" and the last two reigns felt tbeincrease 
of it as well as the present. If'tbe 
causes of this evil be looked into, we 
humbly conceive it will be fbund to 
have pro<^eded, not from the s/Mrcitg 
of provisions, nor want of employ- 
ment for the poor ; since the gOfXlaeas 
of God has blessed these times with 

Eilenty no less than the former; and a 
ang peace, during three reigns, gave 
" OS as plentiful a trade as~ ever. The 
" growth of the poor must therefore have 
" some other cause ; and it can be no- 
thing else but the relaxation of dis- 
cipline and corruption ; virtite and 
industry being as constant compaoiooB 
on the one side, as nice and idleness 
are ou the other." 

474. So, ibefavll was in the poor 
themseleesl It does not seem to have 
occtirredto Mr, Locks that there must 
have been a cause far this cavse. He 
knew very welt, that there was a time, 
when there were no paupers at all in Eng- 
land ; bnt, being a fat piace^man under 
the " deUverer," he could hardly think 
of alluding to that intererestiog fact. 
"Relaxation of discipline "I What dis- 
cipline? Whatdidhemeanbydisi^plineP 
The taking away of the ChurchamfPoor'a 
property, the iuqiosing of faea^7^'"'^> ^ 
giving of lt)Y Wages' compared irith tha 
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pricfl of food an<) niment, the drawing; 
away of the earninga of the poor ta be 
given to paper harpies and other tax' 
eaten; these were the cauus of the 
hideous and disgraceful evil ; thi» he knew 
very »ell, and therefore it i» no wonder 
that hia report contained no ritntdy. 

475- After Locrb, came, in the reign 
of QusiN Annb, Obpoi, who aeema 
have heen the father of the present r 
of projectors, Malthvs and Lawyer 
ScAEkiTT heing merely his bumble fol- 
lowers. He wa» for giving no more relief 
to the poor; he imputed their poverty to 
their crimei, and not their crimes tc 
their poverlj/ ; and their crimes he im- 
puted to " their luxury, pride and sloth," 
He said the Engliab labouring people ate 
and drank three limes as much as any 
foreigneri ! How dilTerent were the 
noti ng of this insolent French Pro- 
testant from those of the Chancellor 
FoRTESCUB, who looked upon the good 
living of the people as the best possible 
proof of good laws, and teems to have 
delighted in relating that the English 
were " fed, in great abundance, with all 
soTii offiesli uHdJisk " ! 

476. If Dbfob had lived to our 
lightened age," he would, at any rate, 
have seen ao " luxury " amongst the 
poor, unless he would have grudged them 
horse-flesh, draff (grains), seaweed, or 
the contents of the pig-trough. From 
his day to tbe present, there have been 
hundred projects, and more than fifty 
laws, to regulate the affairs of the poor. 
But still the paupertfm remains for the 
Catholic Church to hold up in the face of

as ibe power, I had been restrained by 
fear of the shafts of falsehood and of folly. 
To be clear of seir-reproach is amongst 
the greatest of human consolations ; and 
now, amidst all the dreadful perils, which 
the event that I have treated of has, 
last, surrounded my country, I can, wl___ 
i pray God to save her from still further 
devastation and misery, safely say, that, 
neiiher expressly nor tacitly, am 1 guilty 
of any part of the cause of her ruin.

No apiJoj^y will be necetsary, eipeci 
ally al litis time, to (lie readers of ih<- 
Regitter^ lor ihe insertion of the folli 
ing beam ifully-dfserip'ive and uSi^cting 
exiract from " Cobhett's Year's Rett- 
dtncein Ameiica," v^hicU exiract is from 
his Journal d <ted 15. Jiinuary 1818, and 
vins written when nt Phtlnde phia, in 
which city he hud, many ]eai8 before, 
resided. 

The ciueslinn eagerly put to me by 
every one in PliiUdflpliia is, " Don'i 
you think me ciiy greatbi improved "? 
They seem Ui me to cunfound auifmenta- 
tion Willi improvi menl. It always was 
a hne cily, since 1 tirst knew il ; and il 

very greatly aiiginenird. It has, I 
hellrte, nearly duublcd iLi extent and 
number of houses fiace the year 17P9. 
But, after being, for so long a time, 
familiar wi'h London every othe'- place 
aiipenrs litl'e. After lioiag wiihin a Few 
hund.e<ls <i> yards <if Wesui.insif r-Hall 
nn<l the Ablify Cburch hu<I the hr dge, 
Bod la,:king from my own windows into 



St, James's Park, al] other buildings 
and spots appear mean and insignificant. 
I went to day to see the house I for- 
merly occupied. How small ! It is 
always thus : the words large and smalt 
are carrinl about with us in imr minds, 
and we forget real dimensions. The 
idea, SHcA as it was received, remains 
during our absence from the oliject. 
When I returned to England, In 1800, 
after an absence from the country parts 
of it, of sixteen years, the trees, the 
hedges, even the parks and woods, 
seemed so small ! It made me laugh 
to hear little guiiers, that I could jump 
over, called Rivers I The Thames was 
but a "Creek"! But, when, in about 
a month alter my arrival in London, I 
went to Farnham, the place of my birth, 
what was my surprise! Everything 
was become so piiiftiily small! I had 
to cross, in my post chaise, the long and 
dreary healh of Bagshot. Then, at the 
end of it, to mount a hill called Hungry 
Hill; and from that hill I knew that I 
should look down into the beautiful and 
fertile vale of Farnhnm. My heart flut- 
tered with impatience, mixed with a 
sort of fear, to see all the scenes of my 
childhood ; for I had teamed before, the 
death of my father and raiilher. i There 
is a hill, not far from the town, called 
Crooksbury Hell, which rises up out of 
a flat, in the form of a cone, and is 
planted with Scotch fir-trees. Here I 
used to lake the eggs and young ones 
of crows and magpies. This hill was 
a famous object in the neighbourhood. 
It served as the superlative degree of 
height. "As high as Crooksbury Hill " 
meant, with us, the utmost degree of 
height. Therefore, the first object that 
my eyes sought was this hill. / coatd 
not believe my eyes! Literally speak- 
ing, I, fora moment, ihouabt the fitmouB 
hill removed, and a Utile heap put in its 
stead; fori had seen in New Bruns- 
wick, a single rock, or bill of solid rock, 
ten times as big, and four or five times 
as high ! The piMt>bay, going down 
hill, and not a bad road, whisked me, in 

few minutes to Ibe Bush Inn, from 
the garden of which I could see the 
prodigious land' hUl, where 1 bad begun

and' dispositions,, not under fne influence 
of ftar, but from a senie'of what i( 
Tirtiious and becoming. Men trained ift 
this discipline acquire an art of selE^ 
tovaratiienl, wbidi qualiGes them td 
exercise any pcrwer which they may po&r 
sesB oter others, . with a gendeness and 
consideration for human weainess, whic^ 
no teacher but the early liberalized seU^ . 
lote can impart. There ia, however, a 
discipline of another kind, which often 
breaks, though not always, intellectu^ 
power, hut which ia sure to unfit hiqj 
who has been sutgect to it for tbe exercise 
of any power ; this is the discipline irf 
Ibree. To this last discipline Mr. Coji^ 
bett was unfortunately subjected, during 
ttfit whole period in which the fonnatios 
of character is completed. There is att 
reasoning in the obedience of tbe farm- 
yard } there is no reasoning in the dis- 
cipline of the barrack ; and up to his 
thirtieth year, we believe, Mr. Cobbett 
suffered one or other of these forms of 
sla,very. The very same cause which 
renders the harshly- reared orphan^ % 
domestic tyrant — tbe foremost man, or 
the late private, a harsh officer — tht 
milkaiy man of any class, a functional 
almost too severe for civil life — the 
emancipated slave, the cruellest of slave- 
drivers ; this same cause would naturallj 
give to the polemics of a powerful dispu- 
tant, all the intolerant asperity with whicb 
Mr. Cobbett'a writings have been charged, 
We think thA, in most cased, th^ 
chai^ has been exaggeraied. We bav^ 
no recollection of any instance in wbicb 
Mr. Cobbett has dealt much too severely: 
with an individual ; and, in his position, 
it was impossible that be could deal too 
severely with the j)arlies and orders mitlj 
which he was from time to time engaged, 
nts first desertion of the Tory p^ty hai 
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baen aacrUMd to a g>ratiiito3s iuu't of- 
bred to him bjr Mr. Pitt, wl o, with a 
MiperdlioQsnets Ibat clondel hh grsat 
quaJitieit affected to mucli of ari9tocr.itic 
morgne ai to decline the introduction of 
yir.VfyDdbtita'a protege ; Mr.Wyndhaw 
being a penoDof higher ^nealogical 
rank than Mr. Pitt, and, the persoD pro- 
poatd to be introduced, Mr, Cobbett, 
being the man who, after Mr. Burke, had 
done iocomparabl; the moat for preserv- 
ifig the iflstitutions and the honour of 
EoKland, mora, «e do not scruple to say, 
^n had been done bj Mr. Pitt himftdf, 
from hit unaided exertions. Thit is the 
common version of Mr. Cobbett'g ahan- 
dooment of Tory pclitica. We believe it 
18 a correct one ; it is, undoubtedly, con- 
firmed by the narked and disgraceful 
neglect of Mr. Cobbett's services, during 
the interval from his return from America 
ko the period' of his change. A gentle- 
man, placed in similar drcumslances, — 
When we say a gentleman we merely 
£peak of free birth and liberal education, 
i-rWOuld for a moment probably have felt, 
aa Mr. Cobbett felt under this insult, if 
it tvas'ofiered, and this indisputable neg- 
lect ; but he woald have made allowances 
for the vulgar weaknesses^of the great. 
He would have known, that all the people, 
great men, and particularly great states- 
men, are the moat timid ; and that if they 
bestow the favour of their countenance 
upon fops and fiddlers, players and buf- 
foons, in preference to men of more la 
bourious habits, and more useful talent, 
aad it may be of more moral worth, it is 
because they do not dare to anticipate 
tfae^a' of the vulgar public, in a case in 
which a^ch anticipation might seem to 
commit them to sincerity and zeal tn par- 
ticular opinions. 

A gentleman, too, even if he could not 
forgive Mr. Pitt, would have been too 
proud, were motives of conscience want- 
ing, to allow that personal considerations 
should iiafla'ence his political creed. This 
first error of his political life Mr. Cobbett 
owed in part, at least, to the humble cir- 
t^umstance of his birth and education. 
He was not a man, however, to do any 
tiling by halves : having abandoned Tory 
politics, because he thought he saw the 



froit ttt th we politics in Mr. Piu'i aapiti- 
ful, arro^nt, and contumelious condact, 
Hr. Cobbett fell to the t^posita siik, B 
which be wa« otfaerwiee natui^lyattniHed 
Ini his hostility to overgrown weahfa.

Hesaemsto^vehadooar^ijid 
dislike'of the aristoeracy or of the Chiinjil 
but the samples of the anstocracf ntk 
whom, as a liberal, henecewari^ovt 
10 contact, early disgusted him widi Ijiit 
order ; and the Church, forty yean «go^ 
was very diSerent from what it had b<M 
in the preceding ceotury, and stilluH 
different from what, tlunk God, itwr 
is. Indeed, the theory of right,' isto 
vhicli Mr. Cobbett's long coorse vtcBt- 
troversy had impelled him— a tlwa} 
which almost limits the right of submit- 
ence and enjoyment, to those who Btv- 
cise manual labour, marks out every fie 
sessor of property beyond the necesMtiv 
of life, whether that property be acqniNt 
or inherited, or its eicesi aboTe tee 
competency, the result oi merit or chuce; 
this theoi? Datnrally m^ka o^t.tfaa^ 
tocracy and the clergy, as vdl a Q» 
capitalist, for bsndt of anirpHl Ws 
need not say how faliacioiu the Ibssf .*■ 
Nest to preventing a perpetuatiop of uf* 
mented wealth, througb restrainli i^oa 
its dissipation—the fatal error of (Oil (iat 
— the duty of the legislator is, to mMn- 
taio property not merely In security, M 
in reverence- Mr. Cobbett saw, boveni, 
that the unfortunate disposititm of tie 
time was to promote tlie augmsntitiN 
of wealth in few bands, and to keepilil 
those hands.; and he directed his il ' 
accordingly with indiscriminate nA 
against the guilty cause and the ifM^ 
effect! He was, indeed, under apM" 
cular di&ukyin this matter. I1«W 
originally committed himaeif agn 
paper currency by treating, *i Bpi 
and permanent, its partial and ttft 
ill effects.

It may be hoped, that, as these 
gentlemen possess advantages of educa- 
tion, such as iheir father never enjoyed, 
the literary reputation of the family will 
be continued.

Mb. Cobbett died at ten niioutes after 
fine p.m., on Thursday, 18th inst., at his 
fcrm HI Surrey. He had been labouring 
for some time under attacks of iuflamma- 
tion in his throat, and had become enfee- 
bled by attending late in the House of 
Commons on three or four occasions. He 
was considered in danger on Friday and 
Satorday last, but on Sunday revived so 
much as to give great hope of reeovery. 
On Monday he was better, and mended 
ttU Wednesday, when he desired to be 
earned rovnd his fields. He then spoke 
with as much quickneu on all the affairs 
that concerned his farm as ever. In the 
cvming, however, he began to sink fiist, 
and died as above, but in full possession 
tf his iscuhiea to tbe last. He leaned 
bttek and dosed hit eyes for ever, with 
tbe utmost composure. He was the third 
ofibarsoM, George, niomas, tFilllaiu, 
Aubony; and.wai born 9th of Uwck, 



1762, being at his death a Kttle mom 
than 73 years of age.

Birth, station, employment, ignorance, 
temper, character, in earJy life were all 
againit him. But he emei^ed from and 
overcame them all. By masculine fottv 
of genius, and the lever of a proud, con- 
fident, and detennined will, ho poshed 
aside a mass ^t obstacles, of which the 
least and slightest woiild' have repelled 
the boldest or most ambitious of ordinary 
men. He ended by bursting that tnost 
formidable barrier which separates the 
class of English gentlemen from all be- 
neath them, and died a member of Par- 
liament, representing a lai^ constitu- 
ency which had chosen him twice. Cob- 
bett was by far the most voluminous 
writer that has lived for centuries. He 
has worked with incessflnt industry for 
more than forty years, without, we verily 
believe, the interruption of so mecfa ai a 
lingle week from languor of spirit, or 
iven from physical weakncES. TTie first 
general characteristic of his stylo is per- 
spicuity, unequalled and inimitable. A 
second, is homely muscular vigoar. K 
third is purity, always simple, and racineat 
often elegant. His argument ia an Ex-

Cobbett was a self-taugbt ntab Ifa kh» 
true sense. of the word. His father pea> 
sessed a small piece of gsoandat 'fam- 
baiD, in Sam^, and Cobbett biibsdfvirt 
brought up as a ciuanioii agrisultaral la> 
beurec. In 1783 be qaititd his fathoms 
roof, and . repaired to London, wltore -^ 
suocoeded in finding emplt^ment in tha 
See of an attorney. Having enlisted *a 
. common soldier, he was seal ta N«s» 
Scotia, and attained the ra^«f ae^feaiM- 
major. On the return of the reginetrtW 
England, he became invuhed as pnw- 
cutor in a court-martial, ^ut did oat 
await the issue. He left Ehgtowd far 
France, and sailed from a FKoch pact to 
the Uoiled States, where he lawialsbnl 
bims^for some time by teaching Sngtisli 
to Freacbmen. At that time theFranek^ 
or democratic party in America, ikm 
loud in their abuse of England, and Cob- 
bett was iodoced to espouse the cease 
of his mother country. He published 
a succession of pamphlets, tender die 
assumed name of Peter Porcupine, writ- 
ten with great force a^ vrroe^, some 
ef which wen refnioHd at the time nr 
Gvgland. He was convicted of a U^ 
against Dr. Rtwh, and sabjected 1» heavy 
daoMgea. lo 1801 be returned to Eeg^ 
land, and established a meraitig paptr 
DDder the title Of The Pmvimute, to 
which he warmly supported Mr. fW.

Cobhett -was perhaps Ae greatest

Aa an advocale he waa without an 
equal, la «hM fira of requisites — >th» 
atatemeoE (if a case — he particularly exr 
ceiled. He iHtinctivaly sciied on th* 
citcumstancea whicfc iavoured ihe vieitw 
be wtained tn support, and he seldom 
failed tn produce the impressioa at which 
b« aimad. What he could nut effect bf 
direct statement, he atta'ned by inueudoi. 
He vEM ihrawd beyood most mea, aod he 

lid detect and expose a subterfuge more 

iCtasfuUy than mnst men. But after 
all, Ciihbett WM not a wiae man. We 
question if, in the whole course of his life, 
he ever set bimsclf seriuuBly down to dia- 
.ciiver the truth. He waa a man of im- 
pulses. William Cuhbett waa the ohject 
towards nhich the thoughts of William 
Cohheit were constantly diracied. Hence 
the constant changes of opinion, with 
ispeot to all subjects and all men. There 
is not perhaps a question which he haa 
luit by turns advocated aod opp^ised— r- 
thereisnot amaDwhomhehasnotby turns 
praised and abused. Hazlilt supposed 
[his chango of opiainu was the result of a 
fickleness of disposition , and that without 
this ^kleness we should also have been 
hia freshnesi. It is certain that 
ilwayft sufficient to be in the way 
of William Cobbett te incur his enniiy 
and become the object of his abuse. 

As a reasnner, in the proper sense of 
the word, Ci>bbett did not rank high, 
never saw the. whole 'of a subject, and 
views were therefore alw'iys partial. 
give liim a special case, and he could 
make more of it than any man. His 
imistratifins were peculiarly forcible, and 
whatever he >iad to describe, he described 
well. Hie " Rural Ridfs " contains, 
perhaps, the very best deacr^tions of 
Eaglish seeoery riiat ewr were "Tictea. 
Hii deocriplHras of rnral life in Peosfl- 
Taaia, when he left England in 1817,afe 
alsa lidmirahle. Being an acoarstte oh- 
•emer, bb hagoage wm always graphic. 
His style was always racy and idiomatvc. 
In his earlier productions he was somewhat 
deahtAatory, and iadicated a famlKanty 
with French wriiers. As he advanced la 
years his Iftngwage tmi «tyle becaaie mure 
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Though C«bb«tt iipoo the whole was 
good ipeBker^ he was not k gi>od debater, 
Slid theiefnre wai aat in his element in 
the Houte of Commons.* He could get 
OD well enough in a leclura, wlieo he had 
mil ibe islk to himself; but he amid not 
bear oppusitim vitb temper, and he hid 
not a corriinaod of resources sufficient fur 
the exifcenciee of a diseussinn. What he 
night hare been bad he entered Parlia 
meut at an earlier perind of his life w< 
linow not ; but be was evideallj ton old 
•t seremy years of age to cut a figure as 
ft readj speaker. He made one or tvn 
good speeuhes; but he repeated hiiriBelf, 
and always made the same speech. To a 
ceitaiti extent, indrej, his Register whr 
liable to the same charge of sameness ; 
but his happy illustrations and descrip- 
tions rnade you forget that you had heard 
the aaniR opinions repeated by him I 
'Imndred times before. 

He has left a widow and a large family 
Two of hh sons arc at the bar, and are 
we believe, exceedingly well liked. One 
of them wMtc the weli-kaiinri description 
of the Inrningu^oftbe rats, quoted bjtKe 
Quarterly Review as oae of the happiest 
of Cobbett's effusions. 

No man could have occupied ihe pub- 
lic ao constantly with himself as Cobbett 
has done, without possessing great talents. 
Take him nith all his faults as a writer, 
and be will still be an exiraordicar/ maa.

Mr. Cobbett, the member for Oldham, 
but much better known as Ihe author of 
the PoUlicat Itegister, and other woris 
of high talent and reputation, ia do raof*. 
His death took place yesterday, at half- 
past one o'dock p.m., at his fam in 
Surrey. He retained his faculties to th* 
last moment, and died with perfect coai- 
posure. It is not easy to speak witbadt

So much has been already written by 
almost every one of our contemporaries 
upon the marita and demerits — the bk- 
cellences and deficiencies — the peculiari- 
ties and prejudices of the late William 
Cobbett, that it is almost a worlr of super- 
errogation to attempt an additional and 
independent sketch of him. Still, at the 
risk of being deemed guilty of an im- 
proper intrusion upon ttie attention of 
our readers, we deem it but fair to give 
our own opinion of a man so remarkable 

' in every respect, and to pay that last 
tribute to bis genius, hit talents, and his 
exertions, to which they are so justly en- 
titled. 

It has been foolishly remarked that 
England, and England only, could have 
produced such a man as Cobbett, because, 
AS the writers aver, in England only 
could such humble birth have dated to 
aspire to, or have successfully accom- 
plished, the distinction which be ulli- 
maiely attained : but the very reverse is 
the fact. Any country might have given 
birth to a Cobbett. and in any country, 
civilized or demi-civihEed— European or 
Asiatic— Cobbett «o«ild hav« Hmd to 
distinction. CircuQUrtancos mi^t not 

- hare turned the cvrreat of his genius 
■ __. , poiitios, but the rei 
r bis temperament, t 
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native vigour of his mind, his unwearied 
industry, temperance, and perseverance* 
would have discovered ample fields for 
useful, as well as for successful and 
honourable distinction. He was, how- 
ever, an Englishman, and England has 'it 
ju9t right to be proud of him. Born and 
bred at the plough-tail, nith but little of 
that education which is now the birth- 
right of millions, he became one of the 
first, if not the first, prose writers of his 
age : — disciplined in the camp, . in the 
capacity of a private soldier, he sur- 
mounted all intervening difficulties, and 
died the representative in Parliament of 
a numerous and enlightened constituency. 
What effects an early and accompllshod 
education mi^ht have produced upon such 
a mind we have no means of judging wittt 
accuracy ; but we are strongly inclined to 
believe that what he might have gained 
in scientific accuracy thereby he would 
have lost in originality and vigour.. Tho 
most beautiftil and dehghtful of all his 
works— or rather, we should say, the 
most delightful of all the works that ever 
proceeded from the pen of any writer in 
modern times — we mean bis " Rarat 
Rides" — a work which ought to he ex- 
tracted from the RegUler, and reprinted 
in a separate volume, and at a cheap, rate, 
with all possible speed — are precisely of 
that character which education might 
have spoiled, but which it could not have 
improved. Observation would have been 
sacrificed at the shrine of some grammao 
tical accomplishments ; and the almost 
inborn love of nature,' and of nature's 
works, peiished on the threshold, through 
a less effectual means of gaining a know- 
ledge of them. 

As a politician, Cobbett was liberal, 
but not comprehensive — patriotic, but 
not profound. We

rather that of expo 
absurdities of othen 
failed, than inconvii 
he could substitute i 
as a political diipul 
in his d«y, He wai 
successful in stating

of the results to which he could baxe

Altogether, he was the most remack* 
able man of his time; and thought be 
pages of his "Beywkr'* may cease io 
be read, except for the purptree of re- 
ference, and bia (pinions on nany 
matters sink into oblivion, as. the fail- 
ings of a great mind, his non-potiticsl 
works will remain a monument of l^s 
talents and genfus which no eniiy wHl 
be hardy enough to question, and w> 
enmity be able to overturn. Let tte 
evil that he di<T perish with bin— 4be 
good be remembered — for tl waae«- 
ceUent in kind, and incalculabU bi ei- 
tent.

Ont- readers will regret to learn that 
Mr. Oobbett died on Thursday morning' 
last. He was in the 74th year of his age. 
For some months his health had been 
declining', hot the disease which termi 
cated bis extraordinary life was of only i 
few d^s' continuance, and, being aecom' 
panied with little pain, left bim to view 
liis approaching dissbhitdon "with call 
Dees and rengvatron. 

CoUiett was. ondaubtedly the plainest, 
the dearest, most effective writer that 
«ver lived. The compositions of Swift 
and De Foe, who of English authors 
come nearest to him, are far inferior 
hia. Bayle, whose readiness and per- 
spicuity have no rivals among French 
authors, is outdone in bis forte by Cob- 
belt, and has no pretensions to Cohbett'i 
force of argument and exuberance oi 
striking illustratioa. Plutarch, the most 
perspicuous of Greek authors, is nottobe 
cogapared to bim as an impressive rea- 
BODer ; and no Roman author can be 
named who has any resemblance to him. 
The best parts of bis writings have r^ii- 
]ariy appeared in this Journal. 

Ho one eTCr found it oeceasary to re- 
penise«ny passage of which Mr. Oobbett 
mi the author, in order to comprehend 
h* neamng ; every sentimce, every <> 
cMvejed pointedly and at once tlw pre- 
c1«.Mm«di«)u tojte ineolaited. 



Mr. Cnbbett, after distihjing tbe eoeA^ i 
of his character by inJtnxiting himsetfin 
the arts of reading and "writing, while %■■ 
private soldier in Canada, be^an his career' 
as a public writer, when he tvas yet a Vwy 
young man, in the United-States oF Nortn- 
America. American parties exhibit^ at- 
that time nearly the same features' as they 
do DOW, being composed of FederaKsta 
on the one side and Democrats oA die 
other. But to the youthful Ertglisbmiri * 
they presented themselves under tbe , 
interesting aspect of being patronized oh' 
the one hand by England, his nati^' 
country, and on the other by FrMrte. 
which he had been taught to regard as 
England's natural and most inveteratA 
enemy. It was easy to see' where hi* 
assistance would be rendered in stfch a> 
contest, and his denunciations 'of the' 
French or Democratic party were mSrlied; 
by all that vituperative power by whitfh 
his writings have been ever since dis- 
tinguished. Having been fined for a libel- 
on Dr. Rnsh, he returned to England; 
Mis eminent talents had attracted the' 
attention of Mr. Wyndham, and under 
the auspices of that statesman he b^an 
a daily paper bearing the name of " The- 
True Briton." But Mr. Cobbett did not 
possess that readiness of resource wliieh' 
is necessary ia the cond acting ofadiilyi 
journal. He found that time was.netea-- 
saryto inflame his ima^nation, and he 
therefore gave up the "True Briton" and 
began the Register. When Addington" 
made peace with France, in 1802, Mr. 
Cobbett went along with his friend, 
Wyndham, in denouncing the AdminiS' 
tratioo, and the silly Minister received 
from Mr. Cobbett's pen a chastisement 
lo be compared to nothing but the knout. 

Combined operations against Adding- 
ton had the effect of bringing back Mr. 
Wyodharn to some of his former Whig 
prin«pl«s, and he thus entered on a 
friendly footing niih Fox, the great leader 
of the Whig party. Mr, Cobbett, whose 
friendships as -well a* whose enmities 
were at all liniea atrong, infiuencing tA a' 
cooriderable extent tiie operations of hit 
judgment, went along with Mr. Wyad-; 
ham Id hia intercourse with tbe-Wliiga,' 
and as a natural consequence be tmUbed 
gradutlty their liberal prinaplei. But lh«

His Tiews expanding beyond the conRned 
limits' of a pettifb^er's pracHce, he en- 
listed in a marching r^ment at Chtr^ 
ham, then under orders of embarkatlOlB 
for Nora Scotia, in North America. Sndh 
was hts diligence, putrctndity; and' intetl- 
ligence, in the esecation of his mflitary 
duties, and so exemplary his stndiota 
habits of life, and particntarly the rigid 
erample of temperance which he set, h 
Tirtne rare in those days in any class dC 
EngHshmen, bnt especially so in the claib 
to which he belonged, that he was speedi^ 
promoted to the rank of corporal, ana 
then over the heads of thirty sergeants 
Mar than himself, be being then undtT 
tvKnty years of agf, adranced to ttlA 
post of set^^nt-fflajor, without, aa ha 
says, exdting the envy or hatred of aiftf 
one of his rivals. Tie tscft acknowledge. 
ment of the propriety of his promotToli 
over the heads of so many of his seninn 
he attributed, and no donbt with^u^ce,

Wbea tliia wat 
the case, and the matter waa left to me, 
I alwaya bad It on the greuud in each 
time that the bayooeta gliateoei in tbe 
riling tun, ft ught wluoti gave me delight, 
of which I often think, but which I ahould 
ia vain endearour to describe. If the 
offictrt were tu go out, eight or tea o'clock 
was the hour, aweatioi; the dhq in the 
beU of the day, breakiag in upoo the 
time for cooking iheir dinner, putung all 
Ihings out of order and all men out of bu- 
moar. When I wai commander.the men 
bad K long daj before them: they could 
lamhle imto the tswn or into tbe woods ; 
go to get mpberriea, to catch bird*, to 
catch fish, or to pursue any other recrea- 
tion, and such of them as chuae, and 
were quallGed, to woric at their trades. 
So that here, arkiog solely from the early 
habits of one very young mae, were plea- 
aant and happy days given to hnDdreds." 

The discouraging circumstances under 
wbioh he persevered in makiug himself 
inaater of the grammar of bis native 
tongue, are told in a style of originality 
and graphic descripCino that cannot fail 
to unite, in ndmiration of the Sparlao

Tbe wbtdo of iha 

money, not eipeaded lor as at matkat, 

was luio-p4Hce a week for eaeh man. I 

remember, and well I nay ! that open 

occasion I, after ail ahaolutely nacai- 

sary expenses, had on a Friday made 

shift to have a half-penny in reserve, 

which I had destined for the purchase rf

Of a man so uell knotva, who has 
become faHiilinras a personal friend I 
the rcatliog worlij by the literary labnui 
of nearly half a century, it would seem 
alirtost imperttnent'to enter, with any- 
thing like iiiinuteaeas, inti) a narrative of 
hte lii-tory, or an examination of hia 
|>eculiar qnnlttieAoi a writer. The iew 
extrocis that vre hnvc hastily seleciei 
fro IB his works are intended iocon«ey 
to euch as knew liim not, sUmc ideanf 
hit peculiiir modes of titnught and feel-

Tu those who knew him these pas- 
sages will recal al read f -cherished im- 
pressions, a pleasing occupation of the 
mind under the melancholy circum- 
stances which have given rise to the 
compotittonof this brief memoir.

Mv FaiBNus,— The London newspapers 
tell us, that tbe newspapers in the coun- 
try are full of " forebodings as to the 
designs of tbe labourers " ; and the 
" MoTaiag Chronicle," of tbe 25. June, 
having told us this, adds these words : 
" There is an article in the Kent Herald, 
" of Thursday, which is worthy of parti- 
" enlar attention. Dearly, do we fear, 
" will England yet rue tlie having, of tate 
" years, legislaMd only for the higher 
" classes, and aiaxdotted tbe lower to 
'• evtry deicriplum of tyranjiy," This 
Morniny Chronicle b a paper on tbe 
side of the Ministers, and, thereftwe, it 
says what it pleases : if I, who am on tbe 
side of no men in power, were to write 
this, I should be prosecuted for it. How- 
ever, why does aot this paper give us this 
famous article from the Kent Herald ; 
and why dees it not give us some of those 
dismal f<i»ebod(ngs of the country news- 
pq>«rs with regard to your desigas? I, 
however, want no information upon tbe 
subject, (or I know your designs, and I 
liigbly approve of them ; namely, jfrsf, to 
secure for yourselves, in return for your 
laboor, a belly-full of meat and bread; 
and next, to obtain some good vhda- 
some beer, to wash them down ; and also 
to oltfain good and decent clothes, and 
clean bedding, such as your grandfathnv 
had. These are your des^ns, and God 
send tbat tbey may be accomplished, ia- 
stead of being a subject of " ominoHt 
farebadingt."

again. But hers they were fed three 
times a day abundantly, and whenever 
l)iey went from home it was for diveraien, 
and not to seek food.

The blackbirds and thrushes sonefimes 
rob a man a liitio, but the tom-titi, gold- 
finches, nightingales, swallows, martens, 
hedge-sparrows, and pecker^, and numC' 
rous other bird:), live wholly on worms 
and buds and insects and seeds of weeds 
There 14 oever any oventock of tbem.
